CHAPTER 403 


Aw Acr concerning State aid to municipalities, and 
amending section 27:15-7 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Bez rr pyactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 27:15-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

The governing bodies of the municipalities may 
raise the funds necessary for the work contem- 
plated by this chapter by taxation, by assessment 
in the manner provided for assessing local im- 
provements under chapter 56 of the Title Munici- 
palities and Counties (Par. 40:56-1 et seq.) or by 
temporary loans. The amount of the temporary 
loans and the interest thereon until the time of pay- 
ment shall be included in the tax levy of the year 
following that in which the indebtedness is in- 
eurred. : 

Any municipality may accept contributions from 
any person toward meeting its share of the cost of 
this work. The financial officer of the municipality 
shall receive such contributions and properly credit 
them. 

When the cost of the work exceeds the sum of ten 
thousand dollars the municipality may issue bonds 
therefor in the manner provided by Article 1 of 
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chapter 1 of the Title Municipalities and Counties 
(Par. 40:1-1 et seq.) 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved October 21, 1938. 


CHAPTER 404 


Aw Act concerning the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations and the incurring of indebtedness by 
counties, cities, boroughs, towns, townships, vil- 
lages and other municipalities other than school 
districts, and amending section 40:1-79 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br rv enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:1-79 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :1-79. Bonds or notes for the financing of such 
utilities or enterprises or for any extension or im- 
provement thereof shall be deductible if such utility 
or enterprise shall have been self-liquidating within 
the fiscal year covered by such annual debt state- 
ment. Any water supply or distribution system, or 
any sewerage system, shall be deemed to be self- 
liquidating during the period of construction or 
acquisition and until it shall have been in operation 
for at least one fiscal year; provided, that the board 
of public utility commissioners shall have deter- 
mined by order that the come will be sufficient to 
make the utility or enterprise self-liquidating 
within the definition of this article, on the basis of 
a project report prepared by the engineer. Bonds 
or notes to finance the improvement or extension 
of an existing utility or enterprise shall be de- 
ductible during the fiscal year in which they shall 
have been authorized or issued (1) if such utility or 
enterprise would have been self-liquidating during 
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the last preceding fiscal year had there been in- 
cluded in the interest and debt redemption charges 
for such year an amount equal to interest for one 
year at the rate of four and one-half per centum 
per annum on the bonds or notes issued or to be 
issued to finance such improvement or extension 


and the amount of the first installment of serial 


bonds legally issuable to finance such improvement 
or extension, or (2) if, in the case of an improve- 
ment or extension of any water supply or distribu- 
tion system or any sewerage system, the board of 
public utility commissioners shall have determined 
by order that, upon the basis of a project report 
prepared by engineers for such utility or enter- 
prise, the utility or enterprise would have been 
self-liquidating during the last preceding’ fiscal 
year had there not only been included in the in- 
terest and debt redemption charges an amount 
computed in the manner provided under clause (1) 
of this section, but also included in the income 
thereof the prospective income from the proposed 
improvement or extension, or (3) if in the case of 
an improvement or extension of any water supply 
or distribution system or any sewerage system, in 
connection with the operation of which fees, rents 


or other charges were not prescribed, charged or fixea 


collected during the last preceding fiscal year, the 
board of public utility commissioners shall have 
determined by order that the income will be suffi- 
cient to make the utility or enterprise self-liquidat- 
ing within the definition of this article, on the basis 
of a project report prepared by the engineer, which 
shall set up the schedule of fees, rents or charges 
thereafter to be prescribed, charged and collected 
in connection with the operation of such system. 
The board of public utility commissioners is hereby 
authorized and empowered to make any such de- 
termination hereunder and all proceedings before 
said board under the provisions of this section shall 
conform with respect to notice, hearings and serv- 
ice and effective date of orders, to the provisions of 
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chapter two of the Title Public Utilities (48:2-1 
et seq.); and the schedule of fees, rents or charges 
set up in the project report shall not be reduced 
during the first year of operation. To the extent 
that any such utility or enterprise shall not be, or 
be determined to be, self-liquidating within the 
above limitations, the amount of the deficit in the 
income of such utility or enterprise applicable to 
interest and debt redemption, or the prospective 
amount of such deficit as determined by said State 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners, shall be 
capitalized at five per centum and the capital sum 
so determined shall not be deductible from the 
gross debt. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 405 


Aw Acr to validate and confirm the proceedings of 
school district meetings heretofore held and 
bonds voted at such meetings. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings of school district meetings 
and elections heretofore held in school districts in 
this State for the purpose of authorizing the issu- 
ance of bonds and any bonds issued or to be issued 
in pursuance of a proposal or proposals adopted by 
the legal voters at any such meeting or election are 
hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that there were two or more polling districts and 
polling places for any such meeting or election and 
the notices of such meeting or election did not con- 
tain the boundaries of the several polling districts ; 
provided, said notices contained the locations of 
the several polling places. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTHR 406 


Aw Act concerning the care of crippled persons, 
and amending section 9:13-7 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br tr pnactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 9:13-7 of the Revised Statutes be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


9:13-7. Expenditures for crippled children au-. 


thorized. The board of chosen freeholders of a 
eounty which has no county home and hospital for 
crippled children may appropriate not more than 
thirty thousand dollars each year for the necessary 
expense incident to the diagnosis and treatment of 
erippled children resident in the county under the 
age of twenty-one years, including the cost of surgi- 
cal appliances, support and maintenance of such 
children, investigation of cases, and necessary 
traveling expenses incidental to the investigation 
and transportation of patients to a suitable home 
or hospital within the State supported by public 
funds or private charity. Within such appropria- 
tion such board of chosen freeholders or its appro- 
priate committees, may, in its discretion, pay the 
whole or any part of the cost of transporting crip- 
pled persons to and from sheltered workrooms. 

Before spending money for such purposes the 
board shall adopt such rules and regulations as it 
deems desirable concerning the requirements of 
residence and eligibility for such relief. Disburse- 
ments shall be made through officers designated by 
the board for that purpose on verified bills pre- 
sented and approved as in the case of other county 
expenditures.

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CHAPTER 407 


Aw Act concerning highways, and amending sec- 
tion 27:12-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Bs it EnacteD by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 27:12-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

27 :12-1. Disposition of property not needed for 
public use. When real estate or any right or inter- 
est therein has or shall have come into the posses- 
sion or control of the commissioner, or when he has 
or shall have taken real estate or any right or inter- 
est therein, in the name of the State for the use of 
the State in the improvement, betterment, recon- 
struction or maintenance of a State highway, and 
the commissioner has or shall have determined that 
the property so acquired is no longer required for 
such use, he may: 


a. Sell at private sale, for not Jess than the 
amount paid therefor by the State, to any mu- 
nicipal corporation. or to any public board or 
commission, for public use only; provided, 
however, that the State Highway Commis- 
sioner is empowered to convey to any munici- 
pal corporation or to any public board or 
commission for road and bridge purposes only 
any lands heretofore acquired by the State of 
New Jersey for road and bridge purposes, 
upon which lands the improvement contem- 
plated at the time of acquisition has not been 
completed due to lack of funds or otherwise. 


b. Sell at public sale to the highest bidder; 
and 
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ce. Exchange for other lands— 

All or any portion of such real estate, or any Exchange. 
interest therein, with or without improvements 
thereon, including the hereditaments, appurte- 
nances, easements and right of ways, and make 
the necessary conveyance of same. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 408 


A Furtuer SupPLEMENT to an act entitled ‘‘An act 
making appropriations for the support of the 
State government and for several public pur- 
poses for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, and 
regulating the disbursement thereof,’’ approved 
June fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of carrying into effect the Appropriation 
provisions of sections 34:11-34 to 34:11-56, both wage taw. 
inclusive, of the Revised Statutes (P. L. 1933, 
chapter 152), and otherwise known as the ‘‘New 
Jersey Minimum Wage Law,’’ there is hereby ap- 
propriated the sum of fifteen thousand dollars 
($15,000.00), which sum shall be expended by the 
Commissioner of Labor in the same manner as 
other appropriations made pursuant to the act to 
which this act is a further supplement. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 409 


A Furrurer SuppLEMENT to an act entitled ‘‘An act

Promotion from any rank to the 
next higher rank: 1. Any person now or who may 
hereafter be a member of the uniformed rank in 
the police department in any city of the first class 
of this State may be promoted or advanced to the 
next higher grade or rank in such police depart- 
ment by the governing body of any such city with- 
out complying with any of the rules or regulations 


of the Board of Civil Service Commissioners; pro- 


vided, the said person shall have served as a 
member of said uniformed rank for at least fifty 
years prior to the making of said promotion or 
advancement.

CHAPTER 411 


Aw Act to validate and confirm deeds, mortgages, 
assignments of mortgages, discharges of mort- 
gages, releases of mortgages and postponements 
of mortgages made by or to corporations whose 
charters have been forfeited by nonpayment of 
State taxes. 


Br it enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any deed or deeds of conveyance, mortgage or 
mortgages, assignment or assignments of mort- 
gages, discharge or discharges of mortgages, re- 
lease or releases of mortgages, or postponement or 
postponements of mortgages, heretofore made by 
or to a corporation organized under the laws of the 
State of New Jersey, for, upon or affecting any 
lands, tenements or hereditaments situate in this 
State, are hereby validated and confirmed notwith- 
standing that the charter of such corporation may 
have been forfeited for the nonpayment of State 
taxes at the time of the making of such deed or 
deeds of conveyance, mortgage or mortgages, as- 
signment or assignments of mortgages, discharge 
or discharges of mortgages, release or releases of 
mortgages, or postponement or postponements of 
mortgages; provided, however, that the charter of 
said corporation has been reinstated. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved November 22, 1938. 
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CHAPTER 412 


Aw Act to validate and confirm the proceedings of 
school district meetings heretofore held and 
bonds voted at such meetings. 


Br ir enacteD by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings of school district meetings 
and elections heretofore held in school districts in 
this State for the purpose of authorizing the is- 
suance of bonds and any bonds issued or to be is- 
sued in pursuance of a proposal or proposals 
adopted by the legal voters at any such meeting or 
election are hereby validated and confirmed, not- 
withstanding that the polls for any such meeting or 
election were not open between the hours required 
by law; provided, said polls were open for at least 
two hours and as much longer as was necessary to 
poll the vote of the district. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved November 22, 1938. 


CHAPTER 413 
Aw Acr concerning county and municipal finances. 


Be ir enacteD by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In the budget of any municipality for the year 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, the 
Commissioner of Local Government shall be au- 
thorized and it shall be his duty to approve an item 
of anticipated miscellaneous revenue appearing in 
such budget where such revenue is set up under the 
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caption of ‘‘Franchise and Gross Receipts Taxes 
of one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight’’ in 
an amount not in excess of the amount certified by 
the State Tax Commissioner by his certificate 
dated September first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-eight; provided, the amount so set up 
has not been received in cash by the municipality 
at the close of the fiscal year one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight; and provided, further, 
that such item in a budget that is not adopted in 
accordance with the provision of sections Revised 
Statutes 40 :2-25 to 40:2-28, inclusive, shall not be 
in excess of the amount of the appropriation made 
in such budget for ‘‘deficit in miscellaneous reve- 
nues of one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight.’’? The said commissioner shall also be au- 
thorized and it shall be his duty to approve an item 
of anticipated miscellaneous revenue for one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-nine under the cap- 
tion of ‘‘Franchise Taxes of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine”’ or ‘‘Gross Receipts Taxes of 
one thousand nine hundred and _ thirty-nine’’; 
provided, such item is not in excess of the amount 
set forth in the certification of the State Tax Com- 
missioner dated September first, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight, in accordance with the 
provisions of chapters seven and eight, Pamphlet 
Laws one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight. 

2. This act shall take effect January first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine. 

Approved December 13, 1938. 
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CHAPTER 414 


An Act concerning the payment of excise taxes 
levied in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight upon certain public utility corpora- 
tions. 


Wuereas, The apportionment of taxes levied in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight against certain public utility corporations 
pursuant to the provisions of chapter seven and 
chapter eight of the laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight is in litigation; and 


Wuersas, Such corporations are willing and de- 
sirous of paying such taxes or a part thereof 
prior to the completion of such litigation but 
cannot safely do so under said acts; therefore 


Br rr Enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for any corporation against 
which excise taxes were assessed in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight under the 
provisions of either chapter seven or chapter eight 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight to make payment to the several mu- 
nicipalities entitled to share in the apportionment 
of such taxes on account of the amount to which 
such municipalities shall each ultimately be en- 
titled to receive; and the several collectors of taxes, 
or other officers performing like duties, in any such 
municipality shall receive such payments and give 
a proper receipt therefor; and in case it shall ulti- 
mately appear that any such payment is in excess 
of the amount which such municipality shall be 
entitled to receive, such corporation shall be re- 
imbursed for such excess payment out of the 
amount of excise taxes thereafter apportioned to 
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and payable to such municipality by such corpora- 
tion until the full amount of such excess payment 
shall have been recovered by such corporation from 
such municipality. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved December 13, 1938. 


CHAPTER 415 


Aw Act to validate and confirm the proceedings of 
school district meetings heretofore held and 
bonds voted at such meetings. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings of school district meetings 
and elections heretofore held in school districts in 
this State for the purpose of authorizing the issu- 
ance of bonds and any bonds issued or to be issued 
in pursuance of a proposal or proposals adopted 
by the legal voters at any such meeting or election 
are hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstand- 
ing that such proceedings were without the assent 
in writing of the municipal finance commission; 
provided, the assent in writing of said commission 
to the issuance of said bonds shall have been ob- 
tained prior to the issuance of said bonds. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 416 


Aw Acr to validate and confirm the proceedings 
taken at school district meetings heretofore held 
and the proposals adopted and bonds voted at 
such meetings. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings taken at any school district 
meeting heretofore held in any school district of 
this State to authorize the board of education of 
such school district to purchase, take or condemn 
land to be used as a site for any school building 
and to construct such building on such land and to 
purchase and provide for the installation of neces- 
sary furnishings, furniture and equipment and to 
issue bonds for such purposes in the corporate 
name of the district, and any proposal adopted or 
bonds voted at such meeting for such purpose, are 
hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstanding 
that such proposal submitted to the voters at such 
meeting shall not have described or otherwise 
identified or designated the particular land to be 
purchased, taken or condemned in pursuance of 
such proposal; provided, such proposal was 
adopted at said meeting by a majority of the legal 
voters present and voting at said meeting. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved December 13, 1938. 
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CHAPTER 417 


Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances 
and supplementing chapter two of Title 40 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The dates for the approval, hearing and final 
adoption of the budget and appropriate resolu- 
tions in connection with county and municipal 
budgets shall, for the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, be extended one month and 
the date of certifying the amounts to be raised by 
taxes to the county board of taxation and all other 
procedures and requirements pertaining to the 
county and municipal budgets for the year one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine shall be 
extended for one month. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately; pro- 
vided, that any budget affected by the provisions of 
this act shall in all other respects be finally ap- 
proved and adopted in accordance with chapter 
two of Title 40 of the Revised Statutes. 

Approved December 13, 1938. 
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CHAPTER 418 


Aw Act concerning the Board of Commerce and 
Navigation, and amending section 12 :3-10 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 12:3-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


12:3-10. Any riparian owner on tidewaters in 
this State who is desirous to obtain a lease, grant 
or conveyance from the State of New Jersey of any 
lands under water in front of his lands, may apply 
to the board, which may make such lease, grant or 
conveyance with due regard to the interests of nav- 
igation, upon such compensation therefor, to be 
paid to the State of New Jersey, as shall be de- 
termined by the board, which lease, conveyance or 
grant shall be executed as directed in sections 
12 :3-2 to 12:3-9 of this Title, and shall vest all the 
rights of the State in said lands in said lessee or 
grantee. 

The board in its discretion, upon application in 
writing from any riparian owner, may cancel and 
annul any lease, grant or conveyance heretofore 
made to such riparian owner, and thereupon such 
lands, and rights therein, so leased, granted or con- 
veyed shall revert to the State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved December 13, 1938. 
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CHAPTER 419 


Aw Act concerning workmen’s compensation, and 
amending section 34:15-31 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be ir enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 34:15-31 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

34 :15-31. When applicable in this article to 
occupational diseases the following words and 
phrases shall be construed to have the following 
meanings: 


a. Compensable occupational diseases shall 
not include any other than those scheduled be- 
low and shall inelude those so scheduled only 
when the exposure stated in connection there- 
with has occurred during the employment, and 
the disability has commenced within five 
months after the termination of the exposure. 


Occupational diseases: 

Anthrax; 

Lead poisoning; 

Mereury poisoning ; 

Arsenic poisoning ; 

Phosphorus poisoning ; 

Poisoning from Benzene and its homologues, 

and all derivatives thereof ; 

Wood alcohol poisoning; 

Chrome poisoning ; 

Caisson disease; 

Mesothorium or radium poisoning. 

b. Willful self-exposure to occupational dis- 
eases shall include: 


(1) Failure or omission to observe such 
rules and regulations as may be promul- 
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gated by the department of labor and posted 
in the plant by the employer, tending to the 
prevention of occupational diseases ; 

(2) Failure or omission to truthfully state 
to the best of the employee’s knowledge, in 
answer to inquiry made by the employer, the 
location, duration and nature of previous 
employment of the employee in which he 
was exposed to any occupational disease as 
herein listed. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved December 15, 1938. 


CHAPTER 420 


An Acr making appropriations for the State Tax 
Department. 


Be iv enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated out of the gen- 
eral State fund for the State Tax Department for 
the fiscal year commencing July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight, and ending June 
thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
nine, the following sums, in addition to any other 
sums appropriated to said department in any gen- 
eral or other appropriation bill: 


For continuing to June thirtieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
nine, salaries of present employees 
not provided for after December 
thirty-one, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight .............. $20,000 00 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved December 19, 1938. 
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CHAPTER 421 


An Act providing for participation by the State 
of New Jersey in the World’s Fair to be held in 
New York City, and making an appropriation 
therefor. 


Be iv Enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In order to provide for participation by the 
State of New Jersey in the World’s Fair to be held 
in New York City, commencing in the year one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, there is 
hereby appropriated for such purpose the sum of 
seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00). In ad- 
dition thereto the World’s Fair commission repre- 
senting this State is authorized to expend such 
revenues as may be received by it in the operation 
of the exhibit owned by the State of New Jersey. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved December 20, 1938. 


CHAPTER 422 


Aw Act providing for the submission of a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution of this State to 
the people thereof and making an appropriation 
therefor. 


Wuerras, A certain proposed amendment to the 
Constitution of this State was at the session of 
the Legislature held in the year one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-seven, agreed to by a 
majority of the members elected to each of the 
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two houses thereof, and entered on the journals 
of each of said houses, with the yeas and nays

1. On Tuesday, the twentieth day of June next, 
a special election shall be held in the several elec- 
tion districts or precincts of this State, at such 
places as are selected for holding the primary and 
general elections under and by virtue of the provi- 
sions of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes, to enable 
the electors qualified to vote for members of the 
Legislature to vote for or against the said proposed 
amendment to the Constitution. 

2. The district boards of registry and election 
in the several election districts and precincts shall 
conduct the said special election; the polls shall 
open at twelve o’clock noon and shall remain open 
until the hour of eight o’clock P. M. eastern stand- 
ard time on said day, and said election shall be 
conducted, as far as practicable, in the same man- 
ner as now required by law for conducting annual 
elections for members of the General Assembly, 
except as otherwise directed in this act. 
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3. The official ballot to be used and voted at said 
special election shall be substantially in the follow- 
ing form, clearly and distinctly printed upon white 
paper, except in counties and municipalities 
wherein voting machines are used. In such

4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary of State 
on or before the twenty-first day of April, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, to prepare 
and have printed at least five hundred sample 
forms of ballot, conforming to the above provision, 
as to contents (including directions for voting) and 
style and arrangement; printed, however, in such 
size type, and with such size and arrangement of 
space and form as will in his judgment simplify 
and make clear the proposition proposed to the 
voter; and also poll books, blank statements of the 
result of the election and copies of this act; and the

4. (a) It shall be the duty of the Secretary of 
State, on or before the twentieth day of May, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, to prepare 
and have printed such portion or portions of the 
Constitution or a summary statement thereof as 
shall be necessary to clearly disclose to the voter 
the relation of the amendment submitted to the 
existing Constitution, as shall have been designated 
by the Attorney-General in a writing filed with the

sions of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes. 

The Secretary of State shall cause to be delivered 
on or before the first day of June, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-nine, to each county clerk 
a sufficient number of copies of the printed matter 
aforesaid, together with such poll books and blank 
statements of the result of election as shall be 
necessary to comply with the provisions of this act. 

4. (b) It shall be the duty of the clerk of each 
county in this State, at least ten days before said 
election, to transmit to the several municipal clerks 
in his county a sufficient number of the official bal- 
lots (in sealed packages), sample ballots, printed 
statements, poll books, statements of the result of 
election and tally sheets, together with a sufficient 
number of stamped envelopes for the use of the 
voters and boards of election in each of the election 
districts in their respective municipalities; which 
said official ballots, sample ballots, printed state- 
ments, poll books, statements of the result of elec- 
tion, tally sheets and stamped envelopes shall, at 
least one week before said election, be delivered by 
said municipal clerks to the district boards of regis- 
try and election in each election district or precinct 
in his municipality. It shall be the duty of said 
boards of registry and election, at least five days 
before said special election, to mail a copy of said 
sample ballot and printed statement to each of the 
voters whose names appear upon the registry list 
in their respective election districts as hereinafter 
provided. 

4. (c) Kach person entitled to vote shall receive 
one ballot, to be furnished by a member of the 
board of election, and shall retire with the same 
into one of the election booths, to prepare his bal- 
lot, and shall then deliver the same folded to a 
member of the election board, who shall immedi- 
ately deposit the same in the ballot box in the 
presence of the voter; the manner of voting and 
the procedure of the election officers shall in all 
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respects, as far as practicable, conform to the re- 
quirements of Title 19 of the Revised Statutes re- 
specting elections. 

5. Said ballot deposited in the ballot box shall 
be counted as a vote in favor of such amendment 
with reference to which an X mark or plus + 
mark has been made in the square opposite the 
word ‘‘Yes’’ and as a vote against such amend-

-+ mark has been made opposite the word ‘‘No,’’

6. All persons entitled to vote in this State for 
members of the General Assembly at the time of 
the said special election shall be entitled to vote in 
their respective election districts, or precincts;

7. The registry of voters used in the general elec- 
tion for election of members of the General As- 
sembly in the year one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight shall constitute the registry of voters 
eligible to vote at said special election. 


All persons whose names appear on the registry 
of voters shall be entitled to vote in their several 
districts, or voting precincts, on the day of said 
special election. A person registered in the man- 
ner required by Title 19 of the Revised Statutes 
relative to elections shall be permitted to vote in 
said special election. In order to permit persons 
who are not registered, in any municipality not hav- 
ing permanent registration, to vote in said special 
election, it shall be the duty of all boards of regis- 
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try and election in such municipality to sit on Tues- 
day, the sixth day of June, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, between the hours of twelve 
o’clock noon and eight o’clock P. M. eastern stand- 
ard time, to register all voters who may appear 
for that purpose and who possess the qualifications 
which would entitle them to vote for members of the 
General Assembly. 

Any qualified elector whose name does not ap- 
pear upon the registry book may, upon application 
to the district board, on the day of said special 
election, have his name placed upon such book by 
the district board.

It shall be the duty of the county clerk of each 
county, prior to the registration day in this section 
provided, to transmit the registry of voters to the 
respective municipal clerks, who shall forthwith 
send such registry of voters to the respective dis- 
trict boards of registry and election for such regis- 
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permanent registration and the commissioners of 
registration and municipal clerks in such munici- 
palities shall accept registrations for said special 
election up to and including the fourth Tuesday 
preceding the holding of said special election. 

8. In all municipalities having permanent regis- 
tration, the commissioners of registration shall, 
on or before the second Monday preceding the hold- 
ing of such special election, deliver to the respective 
boards of registry and election the signature copy 
registers or registry binders and immediately after 
such special election, the said district boards shall 
forthwith return the said signature copy registers 
or registry binders to the respective commissioners 
of registration or county clerks as the case may be. 

9. Any county or municipality which has adopted 
or shall hereafter adopt voting machines shall vote 
by such machines in said special election and the 
procedure with respect to the submission of this 
amendment and the balloting, counting, canvassing 
and publication of the result thereof shall be in ac-

10. After finally closing the polls of such election, 
the respective boards of registry and election shall

The board of chosen freeholders of a 
county of the first class, whenever in its judgment 
the public need requires, may acquire land by pur- 
chase, condemnation, gift or otherwise anywhere 
within the county and erect thereon suitable build- 
ings to be used as and for a maternity hospital. 

For the purpose of obtaining moneys to acquire 
the necessary land and to erect thereon such hospi- 
tal buildings, and the furnishing and equipping of 
the same, the board of chosen freeholders of any 
such county may issue and sell the bonds of such 
county to an amount not to exceed five-tenths of 
one per centum of the ratables of such county, 
which bonds shall be issued under the provisions 
of article one of chapter one of the title Municipal- 
ities and Counties.

Short title. I. Short title. This act may be cited as the 
‘Cape May County Ferry Act’’. 
Bond issue 2. Issuance of ferry revenue bonds. The county

of Cape May, acting by and through the Cape May 
County Ferry Commission hereinafter provided 
for, is hereby authorized and empowered to pro- 
vide for the construction, operation and mainte- 
nance of a ferry from a point in said county to a 
point in Lewes, Delaware, and, to pay the cost of 
such ferry, to issue ferry revenue bonds of said 
county, payable solely from earnings. 
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3. Definitions: As used in this act, the following Terms defined: 
words and terms shall have the following mean- 
ings: 


(a) The word ‘‘commission’’ shall mean Commission; 
the Cape May County Commission hereinafter 
provided for or, if said commission shall be 
abolished any board or officer succeeding to 
the principal functions thereof or upon whom 
the powers given by this act to said commis- 
sion shall be given by law. 

(b) The word ‘‘ferry’’ shall be deemed to Ferry; 
include all property, rights, easements, and 
franchises relating thereto and deemed neces- 
sary or convenient for the operation thereof, 
and to include the approaches thereto. 

(c) The term ‘‘cost of ferry’’ shall embrace Cost of ferry; 
the cost of construction, including the amount 
to be paid under any contract for such con- 
struction which may therefore have been en- 
tered into by any person, firm or corporation 
whose property, rights, easements, choses in 
action and franchises shall be acquired by the 
commission or by the county, and shall also 
embrace the cost of all land, property, real and 
personal, rights, easements, choses in action, 
and franchises acquired which are deemed 
necessary for such construction, the cost of all 
machinery and equipment, financing charges, 
interest prior to and during construction and 
for six months after completion of construc- 
tion, cost of traffic estimates and of engineering 
and of legal expenses, plans, specifications, 
surveys, estimates of cost and of revenues, 
other expenses heretofore or hereafter incurred 
and necessary or incident to determining the 
feasibility or practicability of the enterprise, 
administrative and other expenses of the 
commission, and such other expenses as may 
be necessary or incident to the financing 
herein authorized and the construction of the 
ferry and the placing of the same in operation. 
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(d) The word ‘‘owner’’ shall include all in- 
dividuals, incorporated companies, copartner- 
ships, societies or associations having any title 
or interest in any property, rights, easements 
or franchises authorized to be acquired by this 
act. 


4. Resolution of convenience and necessity ; ferry 
commission. If the board of chosen freeholders of 
the county of Cape May shall desire to take advan- 
tage of the provisions of this act, it shall first pass 
a resolution declaring that the construction of such 
ferry shall be a convenience, a necessity and a ben- 
efit to the county, and fixing the approximate loca- 
tion of such ferry. Upon the passage of such 
resolution, the board of chosen freeholders of the 
county shall appoint four persons who, together 
with the chairman of the board of chosen free- 
holders ex-officio, shall constitute the Cape May 
County Ferry Commission. The members of said 
commission shall immediately enter upon their 
duties and the appointed members shall hold office 
until the expiration of two, three, four and five 
years, respectively, from the date or dates of their 
appointment, and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and qualify, the term of each appointed 
member to be designated by the board of chosen 
freeholders at the time of his appointment, but 
their successors shall be appointed for the term 
of five years, except that any person appointed to 
fill a vacaney shall serve only for the unexpired 
term, and anv member of the commission shall be 
eligible for reappointment. Kach appointed mem- 
ber of the commission, before entering upon his 
duties, shall take, subseribe and file an oath faith- 
fully and impartially to perform the duties of his 
office. Before the issuanee of any revenue bonds 
under the provisions of this act, each appointed 
member shall give bond to the county of Cape May 
in the State of New Jersey to be approved by the 
chairman of the board of chosen frecholders in the 
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penalty of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00), con- 
ditioned upon the faithful and impartial perform- 
ance of the duties of his office, which bond shall be 
filed in the office of the county clerk of said county 
of Cape May. The commission shall elect one of 
its members as chairman, and shall also elect a sec- 
retary and treasurer who may not be a member of 
the commission. The commission so appointed 
shall be known as the ‘‘Cape May County Ferry 
Commission’’ and by that name the commission 
may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, con- 
tract and be contracted with, and have an official 
seal. The commission shall make necessary rules 
and regulations for its own government, and shall 
have power and authority to make and enter into 
all contracts and agreements necessary or inci- 
dental to the performance of its duties and the 
execution of its powers under this act, and to 
employ engineering, architectural and construction 
experts and inspectors and attorneys, and such 
other employees as may be necessary in its judg- 
ment, and fix their compensation. The members 
of the commission shall receive no salary but shall 
be reimbursed for necessary expenses incurred in 
the performance of their duties. All salaries and 
compensation shall be paid solely from funds pro- 
vided under the authority of this act, and the com- 
mission shall not proceed to exercise or carry out 
any authority or power herein given it to bind such 
commission beyond the extent to which money has 
been or may be provided under the authority of 
this act. The commission shall have power and 
authority to enter into such contracts and lease 
agreements as may be necessary to the complete 
utilization of every accessible and usable part or 
portion of the ferry to be constructed hereunder ; 
provided, however, that nothing contained in this 
act shall be construed to permit the commission to 
delegate its authority either directly or indirectly 
over the management and operation of the traffic 
which will go on said ferry to any private interest 
or interests. | 
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5. Construction of ferry. The commission shall 
have power and authority, if it deems it expedient 
so to do, to provide for the construction of the 
ferry and to enter into contracts for such construc- 
tion in such manner as it may deem expedient and 
to take assignments of any contracts theretofore 
entered into for such construction and to assume 
all obligations under such contracts. The cost of 
such construction shall be paid solely by means of 
or with the proceeds of ferry revenue bonds here- 
inafter authorized. The commission is hereby au- 
thorized to purchase within this State and within 
the State of Delaware solely from funds provided 
under the authority of this act, such lands, struc- 
tures, rights-of-way, franchises, easements and 
other interests, including lands under water and 
riparian rights, of and from any person, copart- 
nership, association, railroad or other corporation, 
or municipality, or the New Jersey State Board of 
Commerce and Navigation, or political subdivi- 
sion deemed necessary for the construction and 
operation of ferry, upon such terms and at such 
prices as may be considered by it to be reasonable 
and can be agreed upon between it and the owner 
thereof, and to take title thereto in the name of 
said county of Cape May. 

6. Condemnation of property. If, for any of the 
purposes authorized by this act, the commission 
shall find it necessary or convenient to acquire any 
real property in the State of New Jersey, whether 
for immediate or future use the commission may 
find and determine that such property, whether a 
fee simple absolute or a lesser interest, is required 
for public use, and, upon such determination, such 
property shall be deemed to be required for a 
public use until otherwise determined by the com- 
mission. If the commission shall be unable to 
agree with the owner or owners thereof upon terms 
for the acquisition of any such real property in 
the State of New Jersey for any reason whatso- 
ever, or if the owner or owners shall be legally in- 
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capacitated or be absent or be unable to convey 
valid title or are unknown, then the commission may 
acquire, and is hereby authorized to acquire, such 
property, whether a fee simple absolute or a lesser 
interest, by condemnation or the exercise of the 
right of eminent domain, either under and pursuant 
to the provisions of the act of the State of New 
Jersey entitled ‘‘An act to regulate the ascertain- 
ment and payment of compensation for property 
condemned or taken for public use’’ (Revision of 
one thousand nine hundred), approved March 
twentieth, one thousand nine hundred, and acts 
amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto, or 
under and pursuant to the provisions of the act en- 
titled ‘‘An act concerning and regulating acquisi- 
tion and taking of lands by the State of New Jer- 
sey, or any agency thereof; providing a procedure 
therefor, and the manner of making compensation 
for lands so taken,’’ approved April twenty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the 
various acts amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto. 

The power of commission to acquire real prop- 
erty by condemnation or the exercise of the power 
of eminent domain in the State of New Jersey shall 
be a continuing power and no exercise thereof 
shall be deemed to exhaust it. The commission and 
its duly authorized agents and employees may 
enter upon any land in the State of New Jersey in 
advance of the filing of a petition for the acquisi- 
tion of the same by condemnation, for the purpose 
of making such surveys, maps or other examina- 
tions thereof as it may deem necessary or con- 
venient for its authorized purposes. 

Anything to the contrary contained in this act 
notwithstanding, no property now or hereafter 
vested in or held by any county, city, borough, vil- 
lage, township or other municipality or port dis- 
trict shall be taken by the commission without the 
consent of such municipality or port district. All 
counties, cities, boroughs, villages, townships and 
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other municipalities and all public agencies and 
commissions of the State of New Jersey, notwith- 
standing any contrary provisions of law, are 
hereby authorized and empowered to grant and 
convey to the commission upon its request, but not 
otherwise, for an adequate consideration upon rea- 
sonable terms and conditions, any real property 
which may be necessary or convenient to the ef- 
fectuation of its authorized purposes, including 
real property already devoted to public use. 

The term ‘‘real property’’ as used in this act 
includes lands, structures, franchises, and interests 
in land, including lands under water and riparian 
rights, and any and all things and rights usually 
included within the said term, and includes not only 
fee simple absolute but also any and all lesser in- 
terests such as easements, rights-of-way, uses, 
leases, licenses and all other incorporeal heredita- 
ments, and every estate, interest or right, legal or 
equitable, including terms of years and lens 
thereon by way of judgments, mortgages, or other- 
wise, and also claims for damage to real estate. 

Neither the commission nor the county shall be 
under any obligation to accept and pay for any 
property condemned or any costs incidental to any 
condemnation proceedings, and shall, in no event, 
pay for the same except from the funds provided 
by this act; and in any condemnation proceedings, 
the court having jurisdiction of the suit, action or 
proceeding, may make such orders as may be just 
to the commission or to the county and to the own- 
ers of the property to be condemned, and may re- 
quire an undertaking or other security to secure 
such owners against any loss or damage to be sus- 
tained by reason of the failure of the commission 
to accept any pay for the property, but such under- 
taking or security shall impose no liability upon the 
county or upon the commission except such as may 
be paid from the funds provided under the author- 
ity of this act. 
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7. Ferry revenue bonds. The commission hereby Revenue 


is authorized to provide by resolution at one time 
or from time to time, for the issuance of ferry 
revenue bonds of the county of Cape May for the 
purpose of paying the cost as hereinabove defined 
of the ferry, which resolution shall recite an esti-

mate of such cost. The principal and interest of Amortization. 


such bonds shall be payable solely from the special 


fund herein provided for such payment. The Issuing details. 


bonds shall be dated, shall bear interest at such 
rate or rates not exceeding six per centum (6%) 
per annum, payable semiannually, shall mature at 
such time or times not exceeding forty years from 
their date, as may be determined by the commis- 
sion, and may be made redeemable before maturity, 
at the option of the commission, at such price or 
prices, not exceeding the. par value thereof and a 
premium of five per centum (5%) and under such 
terms and conditions as may be fixed by the com- 
mission prior to the issuance of the bonds.’ The 
commission shall determine the form of the bonds, 
including the interest coupons to be attached 
thereto, and shall fix the denomination or denom- 
inations of the bonds and the place or places of 
payment of principal and interest thereof, which 
may be at any bank or trust company within or 
without the State. The bonds shall be signed by 
the chairman of the board of chosen freeholders of 
the county and by the chairman of the commission, 
under the official seal of the commission, attested 
by the secretary and treasurer of the commission, 
and the coupons attached thereto shall bear the 
facsimile signature of the chairman of the com- 
mission. All bonds issued under this act shall 
contain a statement on their faces that the county 
shall not be obligated to pay the same or the in- 
terest thereon except from the revenues of the 
ferry. In case any officer whose signature shall 
appear upon the bonds and coupons shall cease to 
be such officer before the delivery of such bonds, 
such signature shall nevertheless be valid and suf- 
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ficient for all purposes the same as if he had re- 
mained in office until such delivery. All ferry 
revenue bonds issued under the provisions of this 


~ act shall have and are hereby declared to have all 


the qualities and incidents of negotiable instru- 
ments under the negotiable instruments law of the 
State. Provision may be made for the registra- 
tion of any of the bonds in the name of the owner 
as to principal alone and also as to both principal 
and interest. The commission may sell such-bonds 
in such manner and for such price as it may de- 
termine to be for the best interests of the county, 
taking into consideration the financial responsi- 
bility of the purchaser and the terms and condi- 
tions of the purchase, and especially the avail- 
ability of the proceeds of the bonds when required 
for payment of the cost of the ferry, but no such 
sale shall be made at a price so low as to require 
therefor at more than six per centum (6%) per 
annum, computed with relation to the absolute 
maturity of the bonds in accordance with standard 
tables of bond values. The proceeds of such bonds 
shall be used solely for the payment of the cost of 
the ferry and shall be checked out by the chairman 
of the commission under such restrictions, if any, 
as the commission may provide. If the proceeds 
of such bonds, by error of calculation or otherwise 
shall be less than the cost of the ferry, additional 
bonds may in like manner be issued to provide the 
amount of such deficit, and unless otherwise pro- 
vided in the trust indenture hereinafter mentioned, 
shall be deemed to be of the same issue and shall 
be entitled to pavment from the same fund without 
preference or priority of the bonds first issued for 
the ferry. If the proceeds of the bonds shall ex- 
ceed the cost of the ferry, the surplus shall be paid 
into the fund hereinafter provided for the payment 
of principal and interest of such bonds. Prior to 
the preparation of definitive bonds, the commis- 
sion may, under like restrictions, issue temporary 
bonds, with or without coupons, exchangeable for 
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definitive bonds upon the issuance of the latter. The 
commission may also provide for the replacement 
of any bond which shall become mutilated or be 
destroyed or lost. Such ferry revenue bonds may 
be issued without any other proceedings or the 
happening of any other conditions or things than 
those proceedings, conditions and things which are 
specified and required by this act, any other law to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

8. Exemption from taxation. As the construc- 
tion of the ferry is and will be in all respects for 
the benefit of the people of the State of New Jer- 
sey, for the increase of their commerce and pros- 
perity and for the improvement of their health and 
living conditions, and as the construction and op- 
eration of the ferry will constitute the performance 
of essential governmental functions, the commis- 
sion or the county shall not be required to pay any 
taxes or assessments upon property acquired to 
be used for such purposes, and the ferry revenue 
bonds issued under the provisions of this act, their 
transfer and the income therefrom (including any 
profits made on the sale thereof) shall at all times 
be free from taxation within the State of New 
Jersey. 

9. Eligibility of bonds for investments. Ferry 
revenue bonds issued under the provisions of this 
act are hereby made securities in which all State 
and municipal officers and bodies of the State of 
New Jersey, all banks, bankers, savings banks, 
trust companies, savings and loan associations, in- 
vestment companies, and other persons carrying on 
a banking business, all insurance companies, insur- 
ance associations and other persons carrying on 
an insurance business, and all administrators, ex- 
ecutors, guardians, trustees and other fiduciaries, 
and all other persons whatsoever who now or may 
hereafter be authorized to invest in bonds or other 
obligations of the county, may properly and legally 
invest any funds, including capital belonging to 
them or within their control. And such ferry reve- 
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nue bonds are hereby made securities which may 
properly and legally be deposited with and received 
by any State or municipal officer or agency of the 
State for any purpose for which the deposit of 
bonds or other obligations of the county is now or 
may hereafter be authorized by law. Notwith- 
standing any provisions of this or any other act, 
ferry revenue bonds issued under the provisions of 
this act may be purchased by the sinking fund com- 
mission or the insurance or pension fund commis- 
sioners of any county or municipality or may be 
sold to any member, commission or officers of the 
State, authorized by law to purchase such bonds. 

10. Credit of State or of county not pledged. 
Notwithstanding any provision of this act, the com- 
mission shall have no power to pledge the credit 
of the State of New Jersey or of the county of Cape 
May or to create any debt of the State or of the 
county. The issuance of ferry revenue bonds 
under the provisions of this act shall not directly 
or indirectly or contingently obligate the state of 
New Jersey or the county of Cape May to levy 
or to collect any form of taxation whatever there- 
for or to make any appropriation for their pay- 
ment. 

11. Lien upon bond proceeds. All moneys re- 
ceived from bonds issued under the provisions of 
this act shall be applied solely to the payment of 
the cost of the ferry or to the sinking fund for such 
bonds and there shall be and there is hereby created 
and granted a lien upon such moneys until so ap- 
plied, in favor of the holders of such bonds or the 
trustee hereinafter provided for in respect of such 
bonds. 

12. Trust indenture. In the discretion of the 
commission, the bonds may be secured by a trust 
indenture by and between the commission and a 
corporate trustee, which may be any trust company 
or bank having the powers of a trust company 
within or outside of the State, but such trust in- 
denture shall not convey or mortgage the ferry or 
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any part thereof. Either the resolution providing 
for the issuance of ferry revenue bonds or such 
trust indenture may contain such provisions for 
protecting and enforcing the rights and remedies 
of the bondholders as may be reasonable and 
proper and not in violation of law, including cove- 
nants setting forth the duties of the commission in 
relation to the construction, maintenance, opera- 
tion, repair and insurance of the ferry, and the cus- 
tody, safeguarding and application of all moneys, 
and may also provide that the ferry shall be con- 
structed and paid for under the supervision and 
approval of consulting engineers employed or 
designated by the commission and satisfactory to 
the original purchasers of the bonds issued there- 
for, who may be given the right to require that the 
security given by contractors and by any deposi- 
tory of the proceeds of the bonds or revenues of 
the ferry or other moneys pertaining thereto be 
satisfactory to such purchasers. It shall be law- Depository. 
ful for any bank or trust company incorporated 
under the laws of this State to act as such deposi- 
tory and to furnish such indemnifying bonds or to 
pledge such securities as may be required by the 
commission. Such indenture may set forth the 
rights and remedies of the bondholders and of the 
trustee, and may restrict the individual right of 
action of bondholders as is customary in trust in- 
dentures securing bonds and debentures of corpo- 
rations. Except as in this act otherwise provided, Proceeds. 
the commission may provide by resolution or by 
such trust indenture for the payment of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the bonds and the revenues of 
the ferry to such officer, board, thereof, and for the 
method of disbursement thereof, with such safe- 
euards and restriction as it may determine. All 
expenses incurred in carrying out such trust in- 
denture may be treated as a part of the cost of 
maintenance, operation and repairs of the ferry. 
13. Ferry revenues. The commission shall fix, ‘ots. 
charge and collect tolls for transit on the ferry, and 
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such tolls shall be so fixed and adjusted as to pro- 
vide a fund sufficient to pay the bonds and the in- 
terest thereon and to provide an additional fund 
to pay the cost of maintaining, repairing and op- 
erating the ferry. Such tolls shall not be subject to 
supervision or regulation by any State commission, 
board, bureau or agency. The tolls from the ferry, 
except such part thereof as may be necessary to 
pay such cost of maintaining, repairing and operat- 
ing, shall be set aside each month in a sinking fund, 
which is hereby pledged to, and charged with the 
payment of, (a) the interest upon such bonds as 
such interest shall fall due, (b) the necessary fiscal 
agency charges for paying bonds and interest, and 
(c) the payment of the bonds as they fall due, or, if 
all bonds mature at one time, the proper mainte- 
nance of a sinking fund sufficient for the payment 
thereof at such time, and (d) a margin for the pay- 
ment of premiums upon bonds retired by call or 
purchase as herein provided. Such sinking fund 
shall be a fund for all such bonds without distinc- 
tion or priority of one over another. Prior to the 
issuance of the bonds, the commission may provide, 
by resolution or by such trust indenture, for the 
use of the sinking fund, or any part thereof, in the 
purchase of any of the outstanding bonds, payable 
therefrom, at the market price thereof, but not ex- 
ceeding the price, if any, at which the same shall 
at the next interest date be payable or redeemable, 
and all bonds so redeemed or purchased shall forth- 
with be canceled and shall not again be issued. The 
moneys in the sinking fund, less a reserve for pay- 
ment of not exceeding one year’s interest on the 
bonds, if not used within a reasonable time for the 
purchase of bonds for cancellation as above pro- 
vided, shall be applied to the redemption of bonds 
by lot at the redemption price then applicable. 

14. Ultimate ownership by the State of New Jer- 
sey and the State of Delaware. At the expiration 
of forty years from the date of the completion of 
the ferry or at any time prior thereto when the cost 
of the ferry and interest on bonds issued to meet 
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and pay the cost thereof shall have been paid plus 
fifteen per centum (15%) the title of the ferry and 
its appurtenance shall vest jointly in the State of 
New Jersey and the State of Delaware. 

15. Remedies of bondholders and trustee. Any 
holder of any of such bonds, or any of the coupons 
attached thereto, and the trustee, if any, except to 
the extent the rights herein given may be restricted 
by resolution passed before the issuance of the 
bonds or by the trust indenture, may, either at law 
or in equity, by suit, action, mandamus, or other 
proceeding, protect and enforce any and all rights 
granted hereunder or under such resolution or 
trust indenture, and may enforce and compel per- 
formance of all duties required by this act, or by 
such resolution or trust indenture, to be performed 
by the county or by the commission, or any officer 
thereof, including the fixing, charging, and collect- 
ing of tolls for the use of the ferry. 

16. Contributions. The commission, in addition 
to the funds which may be received from the sale of 
ferry revenue bonds and from the collection of 
tolls and other ferry revenues derived under the 
provisions of this act, shall have authority to re- 
ceive and accept contributions of either money or 
property or other things of value, to be held, used 
and applied for the purposes in this act provided, 
and shall also have authority to receive and accept 
any grant which may be made by the Federal 
Emergency Administrator of Public Works or 
other Federal agency. 

17. Competing bridges, tunnels and ferries. No 
bridge or ferry for the use of the traveling public 
shall hereafter be constructed or operated by any 
county, municipal corporation, or political subdi- 
vision of the State of New Jersey and no franchise 
shall hereafter be granted for the operation of a 
ferry, within ten miles of ferry constructed under 
the authority of this act, measured along the 
boundary line between the State of New Jersey and 
the State of Delaware, so long as any bond or 
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bonds, or the interest thereon be outstanding and 
unpaid; provided, however, that nothing in this act 
shall be construed to prevent the construction of 
any bridge or ferry by treaties between the State of 
New Jersey and the State of Delaware with the 
approval of the Congress of the United States of 
America at any point connecting the State of New 
Jersey and the State of Delaware. 

18. Ferry revenue refunding bonds. ‘The com- 
mission is hereby authorized to provide by resolu- 
tion for the issuance of ferry revenue refunding 
bonds of the county for the purpose of refunding 
any ferry revenue bonds issued under the provi- 
sions of this act and then outstanding. The issu- 
ance of such ferry revenue refunding bonds, the 
maturities and other details thereof, the rights of 
the holders thereof, and the duties of the county 
and the commission in respect to the same, shall be 
governed by the foregoing provisions of this act 
in so far as the same may be applicable, and by the 
following provisions: 

(a) No ferry revenue refunding bonds shall 
be delivered, unless delivered in exchange for 
ferry revenue bonds to be refunded thereby, 
except in the amount necessary to provide for 
the payment of matured or redeemable ferry 
revenue bonds or ferry revenue bonds matur- 
ing or redeemable within three months, inelud- 
ing any redemption premium thereon. 

(b) No ferry revenue refunding bonds shall 
be issued, unless issued to refund tunnel reve- 
nue bonds which have matured or will mature 
within three months, or unless the interest rate 
of the ferry revenue refunding bonds shall be 
at least one-fourth of one per centum (%4 of 
1%) less than the interest rate borne by the 
ferry revenue bonds to be refunded. 


19. Act liberally construed. This act, being 
necessary for the welfare of the State and its in- 
habitants, shall be liberally construed to effect 
the purposes hereof. 


CHAPTERS 426 & 427, LAWS OF 1938 


20. Constitutional construction. If any proviso, 
clause or section of this act shall be attacked in any 
court, and any such proviso, clause or section shati 
be declared unconstitutional or invalid, such pro- 
viso, clause or section shall be exscinded from this 
act but the remainder of this act shall stand. 

21. Act provides additional method. Nothing 
contained in this act shall be deemed to supersede, 
abrogate or repeal in any way any powers hereto- 
fore granted to any county in this State. This act 
shall be deemed to provide an additional method 
for the doing of the things authorized hereby, and 
shall be regarded as supplemental and additional 
to powers conferred by other laws, and shall not 
be regarded as in derogation of any powers now 
existing. 

22. This act shall take effect immediately.

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Aw Acr concerning State aid to municipalities for 
roads, and amending sections 27:15-1, 27 :15-2 
and 27 :15-4 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 27:15-1 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

27:15-1. Amount available; use of funds; distri- 
bution. There shall be set aside annually on 
October first or as soon thereafter as available 
from the net receipts of the motor vehicle fund the 
sum of two million six hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars which shall be used to meet the 
State’s share of the cost of the work hereinafter 
in this chapter prescribed. Payments from this 
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fund shall be made in the same way as other pay- 
ments from the motor vehicle fund. 

County aid. The State Highway Commissioner shall reserve 
each year the sum of one hundred and twenty-five 
thousand dollars to meet the State’s share in each 
county until January first. 

Merantiyes Seventy-five thousand dollars of the sum so re- 

served for each county shall be available in the 
manner set forth in this chapter for the construc- 
tion in each county. of unimproved town, township, 
village and borough roads and unimproved roads

‘not more than fourteen thousand inhabitants, may 
on its own motion apply to the board of chosen 
freeholders of the county in which it is located for 
aid under this chapter in the maintenance and re- 
pair of an unimproved road in such township, vil- 
lage, borough or city. The application may be 
made by resolution of the governing body of the 
municipality at any meeting. It shall set forth the 
road or roads as to which State aid for mainte- 
nance or repair is desired, the nature of the work 
to be done and the estimated cost thereof. The 
board of chosen freeholders shall determine which 
of such applications received by it will best serve 
the public interest and shall, by January first, for- 
ward to the commissioner a requisition for such 
sums as it approves.

3. Section 27:15-4 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

27 :15-4. Applications for aid in construction; 
approval; procedure. Any town, township, village, 
borough and any city having a population of not 
more than fourteen thousand inhabitants, may on 
its own motion apply to the commissioner for aid 
in construction work under this chapter. The ap- 
plication may be passed by resolution of the gov- 
erning body of the municipality at any meeting. 
It shall set forth the road or roads on which it is 
proposed that the work shall be done and the be- 
ginning and ending points of such work, and the 
amount of money the governing body may be au- 
thorized to spend on the work, including contribu- 
tions thereto. 

The commissioner shall decide which of such ap- 
plications in any county will best serve the interest 
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of the municipality, county and State. He shall 
notify the governing bodies of the municipalities 
of his approval of the applications and shall there- 
upon enter into a written agreement with them for 
the necessary planning and surveying and for do- 
ing the actual work and the inspection thereof. The 
work may be performed, in whole or in part, by the 
labor of prisoners or by contract, either with or 
without advertisement, except that advertisement 
shall be made upon demand of the commissioner.

CHAPTER 428 


An Act appropriating to the State Water Policy 
Commission from the Water Supply Fund the 
sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for a 
study of the possibilities of interconnection of 
water supply systems. 


Br ir Enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated to the State 
Water Policy Commission from the Water Supply 
Fund the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) 
to supplement a grant of approximately fourteen 
thousand dollars ($14,000.00) by the Federal 
Works Progress Administration with which to 
make a study of the possibilities of interconnecting 
water supply systems in the North Jersey Water 
Supply District.

The fee for 
this license shall be four thousand dollars. 

Limited brewery license. (1) b. The holder of 
this license shall be entitled, subject to rules and 
regulations, to brew any malt alcoholic beverages 
in a quantity dependent upon the following fees 
and not in excess of three hundred thousand bar- 
rels of thirty-one fluid gallons capacity per year 
and to be expressed in said license and to distribute 
and sell his products to wholesalers and retailers 
licensed respectively in accordance with this chap- 
ter, and to sell and distribute without this State to 
any persons pursuant to the laws of the places of 
such sale and distribution, and to maintain a ware- 
house.

Br rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:4-62 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

17:4-62. Any corporation, other than one spe- 
cifically exempted from the provisions of this 
article, which owns more than ten per centum of 
the number of shares of the capital stock of any 
bank, trust company or national bank, doing busi- 
ness in this State, at any time issued and outstand- 
ing, shall not purchase more than ten per centum 
of the number of shares of capital stock at any time 
issued and outstanding of any other bank, trust 
company or national bank doing business in this 
State; provided, however, that as to any such bank, 
trust company or national bank which has hereto- 
fore increased or hereafter increases its capital 
stock, that acquisition, heretofore or hereafter, by 
any such corporation of additional shares of the 
eapital stock of such bank, trust company or na- 
tional bank by exercise by such corporation of 
rights issued to it to subseribe to such additional 
shares by virtue of ownership of shares of the 
capital stock of such bank, trust company or na- 
tional bank not purchased in violation of this 
article, shall not be deemed a prohibited purchase 
within the meaning of this article. 

2. Sections 17:4-63, 17:4-64, 17:4-65, 17:4-66 
and 17 :4-67 of the Revised Statutes are hereby re- 
pealed. 
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3. Section 17:4-71 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

17:4-71. Any corporation guilty of violating any 
of the provisions of this article shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished accordingly. | 

Any violation by any corporation of any of the 
provisions of this article shall be deemed to be also 
the violation of the individual officer or officers, 
director or directors, ordering, or doing, or permit- 
ting such violation, and he or they shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall 
be punished accordingly. 

In addition to the penalties otherwise provided 
in this article for such violation or violations, the 
charter of any corporation violating any of the pro- 
visions of this article, shall be revoked in appro- 
priate proceedings by the Attorney-General; and 
in case of a foreign corporation authorized to do 
business in this State its permission granted to do 
business in this State shall be revoked in appro- 
priate proceedings by the Attorney-General.

CHAPTER 1 


Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances, 
and amending section 40:2-12 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40:2-12. The governing body of any county or 
municipality may, and, if any contracts, commit- 
ments or payments are to be made prior to the 
adoption of the budget of any fiscal year, shall, not 
later than the thirtieth but not prior to the first day 
of such year, by resolution make appropriations 
to provide for the period between the beginning of 
the budget year and the adoption of the budget 
herein provided. The total of the appropriations 
so made, exclusive of the amount so appropriated 
for interest and debt redemption charges and for 
relief of the poor, shall not exceed one-quarter of 
the total of the appropriations made for all pur- 
poses other than interest and debt redemption 
charges and for relief of the poor in the budget for 
the preceding fiscal year. The amounts of all such 
temporary appropriations shall be included under 
the correct headings in the amounts appropriated 
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in the budget as finally adopted. Nothing herein 
contained, however, shall prevent or relieve the 
governing body of a county or municipality at any 
time before the budget is adopted, but not earlier 
than the tenth day preceding the beginning of the 
budget year, from making appropriations for all 
interest and debt redemption charges maturing 
during the budget year. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 2 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act relating 
to the public schools of this State, and supple- 
menting chapter five of Title 18 of the Revised 
Statutes,’’? approved May seventh, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
1. Section one of the act of which this act is 


amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to 


read as follows: 

1. When two or more school districts shall have 
voted or shall hereafter vote to consolidate, the 
membership of the board of education of the con- 
solidated district shall be apportioned among the 
several districts constituting the consolidated dis- 
trict as nearly as may be according to the number 
of their inhabitants as shown by the last published 
census report; provided, that each district shall 
have at least one member on such board of educa- 
tion. 

Nothing in this act contained shall apply to any 
school district having within its territorial limits 
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more than one municipality, and having a popula- 
tion of more than ten thousand inhabitants and in 
which there is constituted and organized a board 
of school estimate. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved January 24, 1939. 


CHAPTER 3 


Aw Act relating to public schools, and amending 
section 18:5-16 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:5-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


18 :5-16. When more than two districts vote to 
consolidate, or when two districts having voted to 
consolidate shall have determined at the ensuing 
annual school meeting that the board of education 
shall consist of nine members, the county superin- 
tendent shall select nine members from among the 
members of the boards of education of such dis- 
tricts joining in the consolidation to constitute the 
board of education of the consolidated district. The 
membership shall be apportioned by the county 
superintendent among the several districts com- 
prising the consolidated district as nearly as may 
be according to the number of their inhabitants as 
shown by the last published census report. This 
apportionment shall continue to represent the re- 
spective municipal sections of the consolidated 
school district until changed by reapportionment, 
which shall be made immediately succeeding the 
published report of each subsequent census. 

The boards of education of each of the consoli- 


dating districts shall continue to conduct the 


schools of the respective districts until June 
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thirtieth next following the election to consolidate 
when their terms of office shall cease. 

The appointed board of education shall serve 
until the next annual meeting for the election of 
members of boards of education when the terms of 
office of the members so appointed shall end. 

At such annual meeting a board of education 
shall be elected in the following manner: The board 
of education of the consolidated district shall pro- 
vide for the election of members of the board of 
education within the territorial limits of each of 
the former districts and each such district shall 
elect members to replace the members appointed 
from that district by the county superintendent. 
The members so elected shall hold office for the fol- 
lowing terms: The three members receiving the 
highest number of votes in any of the districts shall 
be declared elected for three years, the three mem- 
bers receiving the next highest number of votes 
shall be declared elected for the two-year term, and 
the next three members shall be declared elected 
for the term of one year. Thereafter vacancies 
shall be filled in the respective districts as they 
occur by elections provided for by the consolidated 
board of education in the same manner as elections 
are conducted in districts of but one municipality 
except that such elections shall be provided for 
only in the districts where vacancies occur. 

Nothing in this act contained shall apply to any 
school district having within its territorial limits 
more than one municipality, and having a popula- 
tion of more than ten thousand inhabitants and in 
which there is constituted and organized a board of 
school estimate. . 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved January 24, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 4 


Aw Acr concerning the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations and the incurring of indebtedness by 
counties, cities, boroughs, towns, townships, vil- 
lages and other municipalities other than school 
districts, and amending section 40:1-57 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Berr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 40:1-57 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


40 :1-57. Reissuance and conversion. Obligations 
which may be issued pursuant to this article or 
which have been issued pursuant to any other 
authority of law may, on express authorization by 
resolution of the governing body and in its discre- 
tion, under the signature of the officers in office at 
the time of adoption of such resolution and under 
the seal then in use, be reissued under the following 
conditions: 

(1) If the ordinance or resolution authorizing 
the issue of bonds or determining the form thereof 
has provided that the bonds shall be issued in cou- 
pon form, but shall be registerable as to both prin- 
cipal and interest, any such bond may be converted 
into a registered bond by the removal and cancel- 
lation of the coupons attached thereto and the ex- 
ecution by an authorized officer of the county or 
municipality of a conversion certificate written or 
printed on the back of such bond. Bonds thus con- 
verted, when registered to bearer, may, with the 
consent of the county or municipality and on the 
written request of the holder thereof, be recon- 
verted at the expense of such holder into a new cou- 
pon bond of the same form and tenor as those orig- 
inally authorized, and such new coupon bond may 
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again be reconverted into a fully registered bond 
from time to time in the manner herein provided. 
Such exchange shall be confirmed by resolution of 
the governing body, which resolution shall set forth 
the date, maturities, interest rate, denominations 
and numbers, of the old and new bonds and the 
name of the holder. 

(2) If lost or completely destroyed, any such ob- 
ligations may be reissued in the form and tenor of 
the lost or destroyed obligations upon the owner 
furnishing, to the satisfaction of the governing 
body, (a) proof of ownership, (b) proof of loss or 
destruction, (c) a surety bond, and (d) payment of 
the cost of preparing and issuing the new bonds. 

(3) If defaced or partially destroyed, any such 
obligations may be reissued in the form and tenor 
of the defaced or partially destroyed obligations, to 
the bearer, or if registered, to the registered 
holder, at his expense, on surrender of the defaced 
or partially destroyed obligations and on such 
other conditions as the resolution may provide. 

(4) If issued in a form which the governing body 
by subsequent resolution adopted by vote of two- 
thirds of its members shall determine to be con- 
trary to the best interest of the county or munici- 
pality, any bond anticipation notes, or any notes or 
temporary bonds issued under the act of which this 
article is a revision, may, on surrender and can- 
eellation of the bonds or notes so exchanged, be re- 
issued to and at the expense of the holder in dif- 
ferent form, with different recitals and in different 
denominations, but of like date, maturity, interest 
rate and dates of interest payments. 

(5) If originally issued in registered form, any 
such obligations may, with the consent of the 
county or municipality and on the written request 
of the holder thereof, be reissued at the expense of 
such holder, in such form and tenor as may be pre- 
scribed by resolution of the governing body of such 
county or municipality, provided the date, maturity 
and interest rate of the originally issued obliga- 
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tions and of the obligations issued in exchange 
therefor are identical. 
2. This act shall take effect. immediately. 
Approved January 24, 1939. 


CHAPTER 5 


Aw Act concerning county detectives, and supple- 
menting section 2:181-10 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all counties of the fourth class now or here- 
after having a population of between twenty thou- 
sand and forty thousand inhabitants, it shall be 
lawful for the prosecutor of the pleas of such 
county to appoint a county detective or county in- 
vestigator, whose duties shall be determined by the 
prosecutor of the pleas. 

2. Such officer, when so appointed, shall receive a 
salary of not less than seventeen hundred dollars 
($1,700.00) nor more than three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) per annum, payable in semimonthly in- 
stallments by the county treasurer upon the certifi- 
cation of the prosecutor of the pleas and judge of 
the court of common pleas. Such officer shall be 
subject to removal by the prosecutor of the pleas 
with the consent of the judge of the quarter ses- 
sions of any such county. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 6 


A SuppLement to an act entitled ‘An act providing 
for the establishment and maintenance of a 
turkey breeding and feeding research farm in the 
vicinity of Millville and making an appropriation 
therefor,’’ approved May fourteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight. 


Br rr enwactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of chosen freeholders are author- 
ized and empowered to include in any project such 
amount as they shall determine for the erection of 
buildings on lands of this State and for the purpose 
of co-operating with the State in the establishment 
and maintenance of any farm or farms under the 
act to which this act is a supplement. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 7 


Aw Acr concerning county and municipal budgets, 
and amending section 40:2-25 of the Revised 
Statutes and supplementing chapter two of Title 
40 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enacteD by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-25 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

40 :2-25. In the budget for the first fiscal year in 
which a county or municipality is required to adopt 
a budget on a full cash basis and in each budget 
thereafter, there shall be included among the an- 
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ticipated revenues, under the caption ‘‘receipts 
from delinquent taxes,’’ a proportion of all taxes 
levied for prior fiscal years, including the lien value 
of tax titles to real estate standing in the name of 
the municipality, unpaid and owing to the county 
or municipality, as the case may be, at the begin- 
ning of the budget year, not in excess of the pro- 
portion of all such taxes so unpaid and owing at 
the beginning of the next preceding fiscal year and 
not subsequently abated, canceled, or remitted, 
which was collected or realized in cash during such 
next preceding fiscal year. 

2. Notwithstanding the provisions of sections 
40 :2-25 and 40 :2-28, items of anticipated revenues 
may be shown in a budget as additional amounts 
to be received from such anticipated revenues or 
as amounts to be received from other than regular 
sources; provided, the commissioner of local gov- 
ernment shall determine upon application by the 
governing body that the facts clearly warrant the 
expectation that such item or items will actually be 
realized in cash during the budget year; and pro- 
vided, further, that the commissioner of local gov- 
ernment shall have certified such determination in 
writing to the county or municipality, as the case 
may be. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 8 


Aw Acr providing for an actuarial investigation of 
the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund. 


Wuereas, It is deemed advisable to have made an 
actuarial study of the Teachers’ Pension and 
Annuity Fund by compenent actuaries other than 
the one now employed by the board of trustees of 
such fund to determine the amount necessary to 
be certified to the State by said board of trustees 
to meet actuarial requirements; therefore, 


Br rr enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There shall be appointed within ten days from 
the date upon which this act becomes effective three 
actuaries to be chosen in the following manner: 
One representing the Legislature, to be appointed 
jointly by the President of the Senate and the 
Speaker of the House of Assembly; one by the 
board of trustees of the Teachers’ Pension and An- 
nuity Fund; and a third to be selected by the two 
actuaries so chosen. All actuaries shall be selected 
within the ten-day period. The three actuaries 
shall co-operatively make a study forthwith of the 
condition of the various accounts and funds of the 
Teachers’ Pension and Annuity Fund and shall 
certify to the Legislature not later than sixty days 
after their appointment the amount necessary to 
be appropriated for the fiscal year 1939-1940, in 
order to preserve the actuarial soundness of said 
fund. The cost of this investigation shall be paid 
from the expense fund of the Teachers’ Pension 
and Annuity Fund. | 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 6, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 9 


Aw Act concerning emergency relief and providing 
for the withholding of payments for emergency 
relief purposes to any municipality which may 
be indebted to the State by contract for highway 
or road work or improvement. 


Be tr enacted by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When any municipality of this State shall be 
indebted to the State, on contract, for highway or 
road work or improvement, including the cost of 
right-of-way and including cost of land acquired 
pursuant to chapter one hundred ninety-one of the 
laws of one thousand nine hundred and thirty, such 
indebtedness shall be treated as a temporary offset 
against any claim that the said municipality may 
have against the State arising out of emergency 
relief expenditures and the said municipality shall 
only be paid that sum which the said emergency re- 
lief expenditures exceeds the said indebtedness, 
pending liquidation, adjustment or settlement of 
the claim. In the event that in the future any ad- 
justment shall be made by the State, or any of its 
departments, of the amount chargeable against any 
such municipality, the difference between the 
amount now alleged to be due and, as adjusted, 
shall be credited to the municipality.

CHAPTER 10 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act authoriz- 
ing the settlement of certain claims of the State 
of New Jersey arising by reason of the obliga- 
tion of a county, municipality or corporation to 
contribute toward the laying out, construction, 
maintenance or repair of a State highway,’’ ap- 
proved May twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight. 


Br tr exactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. When the State House Commission shall di- 
rect the State Highway Commissioner to settle, 
compromise and adjust any such claim or claims, 
the settlement shall be evidenced by an agreement 
executed by the State Highway.Commissioner and 
such county, municipality or corporation, and such 
agreement shall be binding upon all of the parties 
thereto upon its execution, delivery and the mak- 
ine of the payment or payments required; pro- 
vided, however, that such settlement and agree- 
ment shall be void unless the terms thereof are 
complied with within eighteen months after the de- 
livery of such agreement. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 11 


An Aocr concerning the board of education budget 
and the board of school estimate. 


Br 1r ENactED by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The dates for the approval, hearing and the 
final adoption of the budget and the certification by 
the board of school estimate and the issuing of the 
certificates by the board of school estimate to the 
board of education of said school districts and to 
the common council, board of finance or other body 
in the city having the power to make appropria- 
tions of money raised by taxes in such city, and all 
other procedure and requirements pertaining to 
the board of education budget of such districts for 
the year one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
nine, shall be extended for one month. 

2. In the event that any district board of educa- 
tion shall have adopted its budget, and the board 
of school estimate have issued the certificates re- 
quired by law, it shall be lawful for such board of 
education to rescind such action and substitute 
therefor a new amended or revised budget or cer- 
tificates to the common council, board of finance or 
other body in the city having the power to make 
appropriations of money raised by taxes in said 
city. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately; pro- 
vided, that any budget affected by the provisions 
of this act shall be finally approved and adopted 
under the provisions of Title 18 of the Revised 
Statutes.

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CHAPTER 12 


Aw Act concerning education, and supplementing 
Title 18, chapter eight, of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When any regional board of education hereto- 
fore created under the provisions of chapter eight 
of Title 18 of the Revised Statutes and chargeable 
with the education of high school pupils has not, on 
January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, received approval of the Federal Gov- 
ernment of a grant for the erection of a high school 
building, and has not taken charge and control of 
the high school pupils of such regional district, the 
instruction of such pupils shall continue under the 
respective local boards of education, now charge- 
able with their instruction, until a high school 
building is erected by such regional board of edu- 
cation at which time the board of education of the 
regional district shall assume the responsibilities 
of instruction. | 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 13, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 13 


Aw Act providing for the purchase and free distri- 
bution of anti-pneumococcic serum and making 
an appropriation therefor. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,- 
000.00) is hereby appropriated from the general 
funds of the State, and shall be credited to the 
State Department of Health, and expended by said 
department for the purchase and free distribution 
of anti-pneumococcic serum for the treatment of 
persons affected with pneumonia and financially 
unable to purchase the serum and for determining 
the type of pneumococci from persons suspected or 
known to have said disease. 

2. The appropriation hereby authorized shall be 
paid by the State Treasurer on warrant of the 
Comptroller, and a certification of the Director of 
Health of the State of New Jersey. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 16, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 14 


A Furtxer SupPpLeMEnT to an act entitled ‘‘An act 
making appropriations for the support of the 
State government and for several public pur- 
poses for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, and 
regulating the disbursement thereof,’’ approved 
June fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight. 


Bs rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Board of Commerce and Navigation. There 
is hereby appropriated the sum of three thousand 
and five hundred dollars ($3,500.00) which shall be 
paid to Samuel Engle, of the county of Cumber- 
land, for the purchase of certain riparian rights 
for which a deed has been delivered to the State of 
New Jersey.

tended for the further period of two years from the 
passage of this act; provided, however, that this Proviso. 
act shall not apply unless money has actually been 
expended in surveys or location of route, or in ac- 
quisition of right-of-way or in construction since 
January first, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six; provided, further, that this act shall not proviso, 
apply to any corporation ‘unless such corporation 
shall first, and as the condition precedent to the ex- 
ercise of any power granted by this act, file in the 
office of the Secretary of State an agreement, to be 
approved by the Governor and Attorney-General, 
waiving all right of exemption from taxation and waiver of 
from privileges and advantages arising from any fq" 
law or contract, if any there be, establishing any 
special mode of taxation of any such corporation, 
and the further agreement to be bound by any gen- 
eral law of this State now in existence or that may 
be hereafter passed taxing such corporations as are 
now authorized to be taxed by the Legislature of 
the State under any general law, and further agree- 
ing that the exercise of any power granted by this 
act shall not in any way affect the rights of this 
State, if any there exist, to take the property of 
such corporations under any existing law of this 
State, and agreeing further that all laws affecting 
such corporations shall be subject to alteration or 
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repeal by the Legislature; provided, however, that 
any railroad company that has heretofore filed an 
agreement such as above described, under the pro- 
visions of any previous act of the Legislature for 
extending the time for completing certain rail- 
roads, shall have the time for the completion of its 
railroad extended as hereinabove provided, with- 
out filing another such agreement under this act; 
provided, further, that any agreement that has 
heretofore been filed by any corporation under any 
previous act extending the time for completing cer- 
tain railroads, shall be as binding as if filed under 
the provisions of this act. 

2. This act shall be deemed a public act and shall 
take effect immediately.

1. It shall be lawful for the governing body of 
any county or municipality to. alter, modify or 
amend the temporary budget heretofore adopted ; 
provided, that the said temporary budget shall not 
be in excess of forty per centum (40% ) of the 
total of the appropriations made for all purposes, 
other than interest and debt redemption charges 
and for relief of the poor, in the budget for the 
preceding fiscal year; and provided, further, that 
such action shall be taken by resolution adopted by 
the governing body not later than March thirty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine. 

Power is hereby expressly conferred upon the 
said governing body to make such temporary 
appropriations, not later than March thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, for 
interest and debt redemption charges maturing 
during the fiscal year one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine and for the relief of the poor dur- 
ing the fiscal year one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, in such amounts as may be needed, and 
to alter, modify or amend such temporary ap- 
propriations heretofore made to the end that the 
appropriations shall be such as may be required 
for said purposes. 

The amounts of all such temporary appropria- 
tions as altered, modified or amended shall be 
included under the correct headings in the amounts 
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appropriated in the budget as finally adopted for 
the fiscal year one thousand nine hundred and 
_ thirty-nine. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 7, 1939. 


CHAPTER 19 


An Act concerning common pleas, oyer and ter- 
miner, and quarter sessions judges, and supple- 
menting Title 2, chapter six, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. If a justice or judge holding any court of substitute 
common pleas, oyer and terminer or quarter ses- west? trial, 
sions during a trial, be prevented from continuing 
to preside therein, another justice of the Supreme 
Court or judge, authorized to sit in such court in 
such county, may take his place and complete such 
trial, as if such other justice or judge had been 
present and presiding from the commencement of 
such trial; provided, however, that from the be- Proviso. 
ginning of the taking of testimony at such trial, 
stenographic minutes of such trial shall have been 
kept, so that the justice or judge so continuing may 
familiarize himself with the previous proceedings 
at such trial.

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CHAPTER 20 


Aw Acr concerning petit juries, and supplementing 
Title 2, chapter eighty-eight, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever it shall be made to appear to any 
justice or judge holding any court of common 
pleas, oyer and terminer or quarter sessions in 
any county of this State that a petit jury serving in 
said county may not complete its service in any 
trial for which it has been chosen during the term 
for which its members have been drawn to serve 
aS jurors, any such justice or judge may order 
that the term of the members of such petit jury 
shall be extended beyond the end of the term for 
which they were drawn, and until the completion 
of the trial in which they are serving, even though 
such trial may extend into a new term or terms of 
court. Thereupon all acts by said jurors in said 
trial shall have the same force and effect, as if per- 
formed during the original term for which they 
were drawn. 

2. The continuance of such petit jury as afore- 
said shall in no wise affect the usual drawing, 
selecting and serving of further petit juries as pro- 
vided by law. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 15, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 21 


Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances, 
and supplementing chapter two of Title 40 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Beit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. In the budget of any municipality for the year 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, the 
Commissioner of Local Government shall be 
authorized and it shall be his duty to approve any 
item of anticipated miscellaneous revenue appear- 
ing in such budget under the caption of ‘‘State Aid 
for Relief, 1938’’, in an amount not in excess of 
any amount which may be certified to him by the 
State Financial Assistance Commission as being 
due and owing by the State of New Jersey to said 
municipality on account of any claim of the said 
municipality against the State arising out of emer- 
gency relief expenditures for the year one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight; provided, the said 
municipality shall have made proper provision for 
the payment of any and all expenditures, claims or 
commitments which may have been incurred for 
the relief of the poor during the year one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight whether by way of 
budget appropriation, emergency appropriation or 
otherwise. Where any municipality shall antici- 
pate such State aid in the budget of the year one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, then and 
in that event an appropriation shall be provided 
in said budget for any unpaid relief commitments, 
elaims or expenditures heretofore made in the 
absence of an appropriation and previously unpro- 
vided for. In every case where such anticipation 
shall appear in the budget, a statement shall ac- 
company the budget filed with the Commissioner 
of Local Government setting forth the total cost of 
relief for the year one thousand nine hundred and 
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thirty-eight and the means or methods by which 
such costs were financed. The said statement shall 
be made in such form as may be prescribed by the 
Commissioner of Local Government. 

2. The State Financial Assistance Commission 
shall forthwith after the adoption of this act certify 
to the Commissioner of Local Government the 
amounts which, according to the records of the 
State Financial Assistance Commission, shall be 
owing to the municipalities in this State on account 
of emergency relief expenditures whether repre- 
sented by payments or commitments made or to 
be made for the relief of the poor for the year one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight. 

3. In ealeulating the amounts to be certified to 
the Commissioner of Local Government the State 
Financial Assistance Commission shall fix the 
municipalities’ collective share or contribution at 
twenty-five per centum (25%) of the total one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight relief costs 
exclusive of the cost of local administration; pro- 
vided, however, that in no event shall the balance 
to be paid by the State of New Jersey for one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight relief costs 
exceed seven million one hundred sixty-seven thou- 
sand and four hundred ninety dollars and twenty- 
five cents ($7,167,490.25). 

4. This act shall take effect immediately and 
shall not in any way affect any statute heretofore 
or hereafter enacted concerning emergency relief 


-and providing for the withholding of payments for 


emergency relief purposes to any municipality 
which may be indebted to the State by contract for 
highway or road work or improvement.

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CHAPTER 22 


An Act concerning taxation, and extending the 
time for computing the average rate of taxation 
in this State for the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine. 


Bz rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The time of the State Tax Commissioner to 
compute the average rate of taxation of this State, 
under provisions of chapter twenty-four of Title 
04 of the Revised Statutes, and to certify valua- 
tions and taxes on the railroad property to the 
State Comptroller, pursuant to the provisions of 
chapter twenty-seven, Title 54, of the Revised 
Statutes, and to perform any other acts based upon 
said average rate of taxation for the vear one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-nine, is hereby ex- 
tended to July thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine, and the time for appeals there- 
from, and other acts relating thereto, shall be like- 
wise extended fourteen days thereafter. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 23 


Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances, 
and amending section 40:2-31 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-31 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :2-31. A county or municipality may, in ac- 
cordance with this section, make emergency ap- 
propriations after the adoption of a budget for a 
fiscal year for a purpose which was not foreseen 
at the time of the adoption of the budget or for 
which adequate provision was not made in the bud- 
get. Such an appropriation shall be made only 
to meet a pressing need for public expenditure, to 
protect or promote the public health, safety, morals 
or welfare or to provide for relief of the poor prior 
to the ensumg budget year. An emergency ap- 
propriation shall be made only in accordance with 
subdivisions (1) or (2) of this section, as the case 
may be. The total amount of all emergency ap- 
propriations shall be provided in full by the local 
governing body as a deferred charge in the budget 
of the next sueceeding fiscal year. 


(1) An emergency appropriation other than 
an appropriation to provide for relief of the poor 
which together with all prior emergency appro- 
priations other than appropriations for relief 
of the poor made during the same year, does not 
exceed three per centum of the total of current 
operating appropriations made in the budget 
adopted for that year or an emergency appropri- 
ation for the relief of the poor shall be made as 
follows: The governing body shall, by resoln- 
tion adopted by two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers, declare that an emergency exists requiring 
a supplementary appropriation. The resolution 
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shall be in the form and content prescribed by 

the State Board, and shall set out the nature of 

the emergency in full. A copy of the resolution 
shall be filed forthwith with the commissioner. 

(2) An emergency appropriation other than 
an appropriation for the relief of the poor which 
together with all prior emergency appropriations 
other than appropriations for relief of the poor 
made during the same year exceeds three per 
centum of the total current operating appropria- 
tions in the budget for that year shall be made 
as follows: The governing body shall, by resolu- 
tion adopted by two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers, petition the commissioner for permission 
to exceed the limitation of three per centum. The 
petition shall be in the form and content pre- 
scribed by the State Board, and shall set out the 
nature of the emergency in full. The commis- 
sioner shall consider the petition and, if re- 
quested by local taxpayers or by the local govern- 
ing body, hold a hearing. The commissioner 
shall, within five days after receipt of the peti- 
tion, or if a hearing is held, after the hearing, 
determine whether an emergency exists which 
requires an excess appropriation, and the amount 
of expenditure reasonably required. If the com- 
missioner approves an excess appropriation he 
shall fix the maximum amount for the emergency 
appropriation. The governing body shall not 
exceed the maximum amount fixed by the com- 
missioner. 

Any county or municipality may borrow money 
and issue its negotiable notes to meet any such 
emergency appropriation. Each such note shall be 
authorized by resolution of the governing body, 
shall be designated an ‘‘emergency note,’’ and may 
be renewed from time to time, but all such notes 
and any renewals thereof shall mature not later 
than the last day of the fiscal year next succecding 
the fiscal year in which the emergency appropria- 
tion was made to meet which such notes were 
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issued. The provisions of sections 40:2-40 and 
40 :2-41 and 40:2-43 to 40:2-46 of this Title shall 
apply to such notes as fully as though such notes 
were mentioned therein. 

For the purposes of this section, an affidavit of 
a financial officer of the county or municipality 
shall be a conelusive determination of the total 
amount of anv such emergeney appropriations 
made in anv fiscal year and of the amount of all 
budget appropriations for such year. If any reso- 
lution providing for the issuance of notes to meet 
any such emergenev appropriation shall recite or 
determine that such appropriation was required to 
meet a pressing need for public expenditure to pro- 
teet or promote the public health, safety, morals or 
welfare or to provide for relief of the poor, such 
recital or determination shall be deemed to be true 
for the purpose of determining the validity of such 
notes and the county or municipality issuing such 
notes and all others interested shall forever there- 
after be estopped from denying the same. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 22, 1939. 


CHAPTER 24 


Aw Act concerning the burial of certain deceased 
soldiers, sailors, marines and nurses, and amend- 
ing sections 38:17-7 and 38:17-8 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 38:17-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
herebv amended so as to read as follows: 

38:17-7. If in the judgment of any board of 
chosen freeholders the amount required for the 
purposes mentioned in section 38:17-6 of this Title, 
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if placed in the tax levy for one fiscal year, would 
be too burdensome on the taxpayers of such county, 
such board may issue bonds to raise the funds to 
accomplish the purposes aforesaid. | 

2. Section 38:17-8 of the Revised Statutes be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

38:17-8. The bonds mentioned in section 38 :17-7 
of this Title shall be issued and sold in accordance 
with Title 40, chapter one, of the Revised Statutes. 
No board shall issue bonds in excess of one hundred 
thousand dollars, for the purposes aforesaid. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed and this act shall take effect 


immediately.

CHAPTER 25 


Aw Act concerning savings banks, and supplement- 
ing chapter six of Title 17 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Br rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a certificate shall have been filed 
under the provisions of sections 17:6-69 and 
17 :6-70 of the Revised Statutes, to extend the pe- 
riod of existence of any savings bank created under 
or by virtue of any law of this State, and it shall 
be made to appear to the commissioner that the 
application of all of the provisions of this chapter 
would endanger the stability of the said institution, 
and adversely affect the public interest, the com- 
missioner may relieve any such institution from 
compliance with such provisions of this chapter as 
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he may deem necessary in the public interest for 
Proviso. a period not to exceed twenty years; provided, 
however, that in no event shall the commissioner 
dispense with the operation of the following sec- 
tions, or any part thereof: 17:6-14, 17:6—25, 
17 :6-26, 17 :6-34, 17 :6-35, 17 :6—-36, 17 :6-37, 17 :6-38, 
17 :6-39, 17 :6—41, 17 :6-42, 17 :6-43, 17 :6-78, 17 :6-79, 
17 :6-80, 17 :6-81 and 17 :6-82. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 28, 1939. 


CHAPTER 26 


Aw Act amending section 17:6-14 of the Revised 
Statutes and making certain other provisions of 
chapter six of Title 17 of the Revised Statutes 
applicable to savings banks organized under 
special charter as stock companies prior to 
March eighth, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-seven. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

Sesion 1. Section 17:6-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Application 17:6-14. This chapter shall apply to all savings 
banks and institutions for savings, howsoever 
chartered or incorporated; but shall not apply to 
any savings bank organized under a special charter 
as a stock company previous to March eighth, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-seven, except 
as to sections 17:6—-25, 17 :6-26, 17 :6-34, 17 :6-35, 
17 :6-36, 17:6-87, 17:6-88, 17:6-39, 17:6-41, 
17 :6-42, 17:6-438, 17:6-69, 17:6-70, 17:6-78, 
17 :6-79, 17:6-80, 17:6-81, 17:6-82, 17 :9-3, 17 :9-4 
and 17:9-5.1 of this Title. Section 17 :6—25 of this

Aw Act concerning savings banks, and amending 
section 17 :6-70 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:6-70 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

17:6-70. Upon making, proving and filing the 
certificate, the period of existence and the corpo- 
rate powers of the savings bank shall be extended 
as declared in the certificate, as fully as if the 
period had been named in the original charter or 
certificate of organization of the savings bank. The 
certificate or a copy duly certified by the commis- 
sioner shall be evidence in all courts and places. 
All savings banks whose charters are extended or 
renewed, as provided herein, shall, except as other- 
wise provided in this chapter, be subject to all the 
provisions of this chapter, and to all general laws 
on the subject of taxation which shall apply to 
other savings banks, and shall also be entitled to 
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all the rights and privileges which it may have 
acquired and be liable for all the acts which it may 
have exercised or performed after the date of the 
expiration of its charter or of the period named in 
its certificate of organization or any renewal there- 
of, to the same extent as if the charter or the period 
had not expired. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning county and municipal finances, 
and amending section 40:2—22 of the Revised 
Statutes, as amended by section three of chapter 
one hundred twenty-eight of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight. 


Be rt enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-22 of the Revised Statutes, as 
amended by section three of chapter one hundred 
twenty-eight of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

40 :2-22. A county or municipality shall be upon 
a full cash basis when, after the year one thousand 
nine hundred and forty, all obligations and dis- 
bursements representing lawful expenditures 
under a budget for the current fiscal year, together 
with all current obligations and deficits remaining 
unpaid from all preceding fiscal years are paid or 
provided for in full from cash reserves and rev- 
enues actually collected during such current fiscal 
vear. 

A county or municipality shall begin operations 
upon a full cash basis as provided by sections 
49 :2-25 to 40 :2-28, inclusive, in accordance with the 
provisions of this section. 
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Sections 40:2-25 to 40:2-28, inclusive, shall be 
in operation with respect to the budget of a county 
or municipality beginning with the first vear, after 
the year one thousand nine hundred and forty and 
prior to one thousand nine hundred and forty-four, 
in which an appropriation is not required by sub- 
section ‘‘d’’ of section 40:2-21 or subsection 
‘bh’? of section 40 :2—28, and, in any case beginning 
with the year one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
four. 


If in any year, after one thousand nine hundred 
and forty and prior to one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-four, the initial operation in a munici- 
pality of sections 40:2-25 to 40:2-28, inclusive, 
would necessitate a burdensome increase in local 
taxation, the governing body may apply to the 
State Board for permission to postpone operation 
under such sections. If the State Board finds that 
such operation would be unduly burdensome, it 
may approve a plan providing for a more gradual 
transition to the cash basis extending over as many 
vears, prior to one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-four, as may be necessary to avoid an undue 
burden. The plan may provide for the appropria- 
tion of a ‘‘reserve for uncollected taxes’’ of less 
than the full amount required by section 40 :2—26 
and such other methods of transition as the board 
may find sound and appropriate. Compliance with 
an approved plan shall be mandatory upon the 
municipality. | 

In the event that, prior to the taking effeet o 
this amending act, any municipality or county shall 
have adopted its budget for the fiscal year one

1. Whenever the deputy State Treasurer shall 
be ill or absent from his office the State Treasurer 
is hereby authorized to designate one of his assist- 
ants to act as deputy State Treasurer, during the 
illness or absence of the latter official; and such 
person so designated shall have all the powers and 
perform all the duties cast by law upon the deputy 
State Treasurer. Such person so designated shall 
take the same oath of office and give the same 
official bond as is required of the deputy State 
Treasurer. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 30 


An Act coneerning the Board of Commerce and 
Navigation, and supplementing Title 12, chapter 
five, of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the 
provisions of the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment, the Board of Commerce and Navigation is 
hereby authorized and empowered to provide for 
a harbor of refuge in Sandy Hook bay near the 
borough of Atlantic Highlands and to do all things 
necessary therewith for effectuating the purposes 
of this act. 

2. There is hereby appropriated to the Board of 
Commerce and Navigation from the State highway 
fund, and directed to be paid by the State Treas- 
urer, the sum of eighty-one thousand two hundred 
and fifty dollars ($81,250.00) for carrying into 
effect the provisions of this act; provided, however, 
that the sum hereby appropriated and to be paid 
by the State Treasurer shall be the total limit of 
appropriation on the part of the State of New 
Jersey. 

3. The specific appropriation herein made shall 
not be expended, however, until there shall have 
been made available by the Federal Government 
seven hundred sixty-eight thousand seven hundred 
fifty dollars ($768,750.00), by the county of Mon- 
mouth twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00), 
and by the borough of Atlantic Highlands forty- 
four thousand dollars ($44,000.00), which shall be 
used in conjunction with this appropriation. 

4, All moneys so appropriated by the State, the 
county of Monmouth and the borough of Atlantic 
Highlands shall be used by the Board of Commerce 
and Navigation and expended under its direction 
in co-operation with the Federal Government, and 
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the title to all such lands shall be vested in the State 
of New Jersey by appropriate deed therefor. 
do. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 30,. 19389. 


CHAPTER 31 
Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding anything contained in sec- 
tion 40 :2-12 of the Revised Statutes, the governing 
body of any municipality may, with the approval 
of the Local Government Board of New Jersey, 
inelude in the budget of the fiscal year beginning 
on the first day of January, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, such part of the amount ap- 
propriated by any temporary appropriation for 
relief of the poor made during such fiscal vear in 
accordance with said section 40 :2-12 of the Revised 
Statutes as shall be determined by the Local Gov- 
ernment Board. The amount of any such tempo- 
rary appropriation not so included in such budget 
shall be deemed to have been appropriated as an 
emergency appropriation pursuant to and in ac- 


-eordance with section 40:2-31 of the Revised Stat- 


utes, and such amount not so included in such bud- 
eet shall be provided in full in the budget of the 
fiseal vear beginning on the first day of January, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty, in accord- 
anee with said section 40 :2-31 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

Aw Act concerning county and municipal finances, 
amending section 40:2-22 and supplementing 
chapter two of Title 40 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-22 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :2-22. A county or municipality shall be upon 
a full cash basis when all obligations and disburse- 
ments representing lawful expenditures under a 
budget for the current fiscal year, together with all 
eurrent obligations and deficits remaining unpaid 
from all preceding fiscal years are paid or provided 
for in full from cash reserves and revenues 
actually collected during such eurrent fiscal year. 
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A county or municipality shall begin operations 
upon a full cash basis as provided by sections 
40 :2-25 to 40:2-28, inclusive, in accordance with 
the provisions of this section. 

Sections 40:2-25 to 40:2-28, inclusive, shall be 
in operation with respect to the budget of a county 
or municipality beginning with the first year, prior 
to one thousand nine hundred and forty-four, in 
which an appropriation is not required by sub- 
section ‘‘d’’ of section 40:2-21 or subsection ‘‘b”’ 
of section 40:2-23, and, in any case beginning with 
the year one thousand nine hundred and forty-four. 

If in any year prior to one thousand nine hun- 
dred and forty-four, the initial operation in a 
municipality of sections 40:2-25 to 40:2-28, in- 
clusive, would necessitate a burdensome increase 
in local taxation, the governing body may apply to 
the State Board for permission to postpone opera- 
tion under such sections. If the State Board finds 
that such operation would be unduly burdensome, 
it may approve a plan providing for a more 
gradual transition to the cash basis extending over 
as many years, prior to one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-four, as may be necessary to avoid an 
undue burden. The plan may provide for the ap- 
propriation of a ‘‘reserve for uncollected taxes’’ 
of less than the full amount required by section 
40:2-26 and such other methods of transition as 
the board may find sound and appropriate. Com- 
plianee with an approved plan shall be mandatory 
upon the municipality.

certained by the preceding Federal census, it shall 
be lawful for the prosecutor of the pleas of said 
county to appoint county detectives or special 
county investigators, not to exceed two in number, 
whose duties shall be determined by the prosecutor 
of the pleas.

1. Whenever The Port of New York Authority 
(hereinafter called the Port Authority) shall de- 
termine to sell any real property which may have 
been acquired by the Port Authority by purchase, 
condemnation or otherwise, pursuant to any of its 
powers and authorities, but which real property is 
no longer required for such purposes, the following 
procedure shall be followed: 
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(a) A map shall be made of such real property 
so determined as no longer required, which map 
shall be filed in the office of the Port Authority. 

(b) There shall be annexed to such map a cer- 
tificate executed by the chief engineer of the Port 
Authority stating that such real property is no 
longer required for such purposes. 

(c) All or any portion of said real property may 
be sold at either private or publie sale, and all 
deeds of conveyance therefor shall be by bargain 
and sale and shall be executed by the chairman, 
or the vice-chairman, or the general manager, or 
an assistant general manager of the Port Authority 
and attested by the secretary thereof. 

2. The validity of all conveyances heretofore 
made by The Port of New York Authority is hereby 
ratified and confirmed. 

3. This act shall take effect upon the enactment 
into law by the State of New York of legislation 
having an identical effect with this act, but if the 
State of New York shall have already enacted such 
legislation this act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances, 
and amending section 40:2-30 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Bg rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-30 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :2-30. During the last two months of the fiseal 
year or during the first three months of the follow- 
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ing fiscal year, if it shall become necessary to ex- 
pend for any of the purposes specified in the budget 
an amount in excess of the respective sums ap- 
propriated therefor, and there shall be an excess 
in one or more appropriations (excepting the ap- 
propriations for contingent expenses, deferred 
charges, payment of floating debt, reserve for un- 
collectible taxes, cash deficit of preceding year, re- 
serve for uncollected taxes, or interest and debt 
redemption charges), over and above the amount 
deemed to be necessary to fulfill the purpose of 
such appropriations, the governing body of any 
municipality or county, by proper resolution set- 
ting forth the facts, may, by a two-thirds vote 
thereof, transfer the amount of such appropriation 
as may be deemed to be in excess, to such appro- 
priations (excepting the appropriation for contin- 
gent expenses or deferred charges) as are deemed 
to be insufficient to fulfill the purposes of such 
appropriations. 

All unexpended balances of appropriations which 
prior to the end of the fiscal year are canceled by 
proper resolution of the governing body or which 
at the end of the third month after the close of the 
fiscal year have not been specifically reserved by 
proper resolution of the governing body to meet 
specific claims, commitments and contracts in- 
curred pursuant to the budget of the fiseal year, 
shall forthwith lapse and no disbursement shall 
thereafter be made thereunder. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 37 


Aw Acr to supplement ‘‘An act concerning the is- 
suance of bonds by municipalities to pay, fund or 
refund certain bonds or other indebtedness,’’ ap- 
proved April fourth, one thousand nine hundred 
thirty-four, appearing as App. A:4-19 et seq. of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Bs rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Notwithstanding the provisions of the act to 
which this act is a supplement, it shall be lawful 
for the governing body of any municipality in this 
State which has refunded its debt in whole or in 
part under the provisions of the act to which this 
act is a supplement to postpone the payment of any 
sum or sums due to a school district from the 
municipality where said sum was due and payable 
December thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-six, and to allow payment of any sum or 
sums due to be spread over a period of not more 
than ten years; provided, the board of education of 
such school district is willing to accept payment 
from the municipality in said yearly installments 
and has adopted, or shall adopt, a resolution con- 
senting thereto. In the event that the board of 
education of the schoool district has adopted, or 
shall adopt, such a resolution and the terms of 
such resolution shall be accepted by resolution of 
the governing body, then the sum determined by 
the board of education in such resolution to be due 
shall be included in the budgets of the municipality 
for the years and in such amount as shall be set 
forth in said resolution, and the total of such 
amounts shall not be charged against ‘‘current 
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account-cash’’ or considered as a cash liability of 
the municipality. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 12, 1939. 


CHAPTER 38 


Aw Act concerning the creation and regulation of 
a separate fund for the operation of radio sta- 
tions or municipal convention halls, or both, in 
municipalities bordering on the Atlantic ocean, 
and amending sections 40:62-33 and 40 :62-34 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1: Section 40:62-33 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :62-83. The expenditures shall include the cost 
of maintenance, upkeep and operation of the sta- 
tion or hall, or both, salaries, heat, light and power, 
advertising, cost of procuring conventions, employ- 
ment of performers, attractions, shows, entertain- 
ment of every nature and description, amusements, 
or any other kind of expenditure incident to the 
maintenance, upkeep and operation of such station 
or hall, or both. The authority is hereby granted 
to the municipality to enter into a contract with 
any person or corporation to whom a debt is owing 
for any such expenditure and to provide for the 
payment of such debt in equal instalments for a 
period not to exceed five (5) years; after the ex- 
ecution of such contract, it shall be necessary for 
the municipality to appropriate for such debt in 
any year, only sufficient money for each instalment. 
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Said contract may provide that the amount of such 
instalment may, when due according to the terms 
of the contract, be applied by any such person or 
corporation to the payment of taxes due the munici- 
pality by or on the property of such person or cor- 
poration, in lieu of payment by the municipality 
of such instalment. 

2. Section 40:62-34 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :62-34. The income herein referred to shall not 
be deposited in the municipal treasury and shall not 
become a part of the general finances of the munici- 
pality and shall not be required to be withdrawn 
by ordinance. The ordinance herein provided or 
any amendment thereto shall provide for all neces- 
sary regulations safeguarding the collection and 
expenditure of such funds. 

It is the intention of sections 40:62-27 to 
40 :62-34 of this Title to enable the municipality to 
operate such station or hall in the businesslike 
manner similar to the methods that would be em- 
ployed if the station or hall was operated by a 
private and not a municipal corporation, and that 
the provisions of chapter two of Title 40 of the 
Revised Statutes, the ‘‘local budget law,’’ Revised 
Statutes 40:2, and any amendments or supplements 
thereto, shall not be deemed to apply to such station 
or hall.

other procedure and requirements pertaining to 
the board of education budget of such districts for 
the year one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
nine, shall be extended until April twenty-fourth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine. 

2. In the event that any district board of educa- 
tion shall have adopted its budget, and the board 
of school estimate have issued the certificates re- 
quired by law, it shall be lawful for such board of 
education to rescind such action and substitute 
therefor a new amended or revised budget or cer- 
tificates to the common council, board of finance or 
other body in the city having the power to make 
appropriations of money raised by taxes in said 
city. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately; pro- 
vided, that any budget affected by the provisions 
of this act shall be finally approved and adopted 
under the provisions of Title 18 of the Revised 
Statutes.

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CHAPTER 40 


An Act to permit the board and the Secretary of 


Agriculture to appoint an assistant secretary of 
agriculture who need not necessarily be the chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, and to amend 
sections 4:1-10 and 4:1-13 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Br rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 4:1-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:1-10. The Secretary of Agriculture shall serve 
as secretary of the Board. The assistant secretary 
of the board, in the absence of the secretary, shall 
exercise all his powers and perform all his duties. 

2. Section 4:1-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

4:1-18. The board shall appoint the Secretary 
of Agriculture, and in conjunction with him may 
appoint an assistant secretary of agriculture and 
shall appoint the chiefs of the various bureaus, the 
inspectors, veterinarians, experts and all other 
officers, agents and employees of the department, 
except the clerks and stenographers attached 
thereto. The board, upon the advice and recom- 
mendation of the secretary, shall fix the compensa- 
tion of all officers and employees subject to the 
provisions of Title 11, Civil Service, except where 
otherwise provided by statute. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 41 


An Acr regulating the sale and delivery of solid 
fuel, and amending section 51:8-5 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Bz ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 51:8-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

51:8-5. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
engage in the business of selling, delivering or sel- 
ling and delivering solid fuel in this State unless he 
shall have obtained from the department a license 
to engage in said business and a license plate for 
each vehicle owned and used by him for the de- 
livery of solid fuel; provided, however, where any 
person engages in the business of selling, deliver- 
ing, or selling and delivering solid fuel in this State 
at more than one place of business or establish- 
ment, it shall be necessary for said person to ob- 
tain a separate license for each such place of busi- 
ness or establishment where said solid fuel is so 
sold, delivered, or sold and delivered; provided, 
further, that it shall not be necessary for any per- 
son who sells or delivers solid fuel at retail in 
quantities of not more than one hundred pounds, 
and does not sell or deliver more than one hundred 
pounds to the same person on the same day, to 
obtain such license. Application for said license 
and license plate or plates shall be made upon a 
form to be supplied by the superintendent of the 
department and it shall be the duty of said superin- 
tendent to issue such license to such applicant for 
each calendar year or fraction thereof in which 
said business is conducted, upon the payment of a 
fee of ten dollars for any one year or fraction 
thereof, and to issue, for such calendar year or 
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fraction thereof, a license plate for each vehicle 
so owned and used by the applicant, together with 
a certificate of the issuance of such license plate, 
upon the payment of one dollar for eacb vehicle 
so owned and used, in excess of one vehicle, and 
said certificate shall contain the name and address 
of the owner of the vehicle, together with a descrip- 
tion of the character of the vehicle and the motor 
number. The holder of such certificate or the op- 
erator of such vehicle, when requested to do so by 
any weights and measures officer, shall exhibit such 
certificate, in order that such weights and meas- 
ures officer may determine the correctness of said 
certificate. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to engage in 
the business aforesaid without having on display 
in his place of business a certificate of such license, 
which shall be issued by said superintendent, and 
no person shall use any vehicle to deliver solid fuel 
without such license plate being securely and con- 
spicuously attached to said vehicle and no such 
license plate shall be transferable or interchange- 
able. 

No license plate shall be issued to any person for 
any vehicle not owned by him; provided, however, 
that liens or encumbrances on any vehicle shall not 
be deemed to deprive the owner of a right to a 
license plate for such vehicle; and provided, fur- 
ther, that in emergencies growing out of extreme 
weather conditions, upon application to the depart- 
ment by any person regularly licensed under 
the provisions of this section, additional vehicle 
plates shall be issued forthwith upon the payment 
of one dollar for each plate, and any such plate 
may be attached to any vehicle leased or otherwise 
employed by any licensee. Such emergency plates 
must be removed and returned to the department 
when the emergency has passed. 

Every license and license plate issued under the 
provisions of this section shall expire, and the 
certificates thereof become void on the thirty-first 
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day of December of each year, and the superinten- 
dent of the department shall issue licenses, license 
plates and certificates for the following year on 
and after November first of each year, such licen- 
ses, license plates and certificates so issued not to 
be used until the fifteenth day of December of the 
year preceding the year for which they are issued. 
The superintendent of the department shall desig- 
nate county and municipal superintendents of 
weights and measures as issuing agents through 
whom the licenses, license plates and certificates 
herein provided may be issued to applicants in 
their respective counties or municipalities. All 
moneys collected by said county or municipal 
superintendents shall be transmitted to the State 
superintendent on or before the twenty-fifth day of 
the month following date of issue. 

The superintendent may revoke the license of or 
refuse to issue a license to any person, after a hear- 
ing, upon due notice, which may be served person- 
ally upon or sent by registered mail to such person, 
for any dishonest, deceptive or fraudulent practice. 

No motor vehicle shall be used for transporta- 
tion of solid fuel in this State unless the name of 
the owner thereof and the municipality in which 
his place of business is located is conspicuously 
displayed on the vehicle in letters at least six inches 
high. Any person violating this provision shall 
pay a penalty of not more than ten dollars and for 
failure to forthwith pay such penalty, shall be im- 
prisoned in the county jail for a period not exceed- 
ing five days. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act for the protection of game birds and ani- 
mals by prohibiting the possession or liberation 
of coyotes. 


Bz rt Enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No person shall liberate a coyote within this 
State, under a penalty of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for each offense. 

2. No person shall have a live coyote in posses- 
sion in this State except by permission of the board, 
under a penalty of one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
for each live coyote so had in possession. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 43 


Aw Act supplementing an act entitled ‘‘ An act con- 
cerning the supervision, by the State Department 
of Local Government, over certain municipalities 
in the State,’’ approved May fifth, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight. 


Be rt enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of a municipality sub- 
ject to the act to which this act is a supplement 
may, with the consent in writing of the State Board, 
make written application for permission to adopt 
an annual budget for the fiscal year one thousand 
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nine hundred and thirty-nine without regard to 
any or all of the requirements of such act and to 
those of chapter two, Title 40, of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 

Upon the effective date of this act, such applica- 
tion shall, forthwith, be made to the State Board 
which shall proceed at once to review the same. 

A budget shall not be adopted pursuant to this 
act unless and until it shall have been approved in 
writing by the State Board. The board is hereby 
authorized and empowered to grant or deny such 
application in whole or in part, and if granted to 
grant same upon such terms, conditions and limita- 
tions as it may prescribe. The board shall grant 
an application only in order to prevent or lighten 
an excessive tax levy, and only in the case of a 
municipality whose cash deficit as of December 
thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred thirty-eight, 
was in excess of twenty-five per centum (25%) of 
ils 1988 tax levy for all purposes, or whose esti- 
mated 1939 tax levy for all purposes under the re- 
quirements of existing law would exceed by twenty- 
five per centum (25%) its 1938 tax levy for all pur- 
poses. 

Nothing in this act shall be construed to author- 
ize the inclusion in a budget of less than the full 
amount required for the payment of the principal 
of: or interest on any bonds or notes or for the 
payment of any judgment, or with respect to any 
item required to be provided for by virtue of 
covenant, agreement or promise, express or im- 
plied, made pursuant to law by or on behalf of the 
municipality. 

The dates for the approval, hearing and adoption 
of a budget authorized by this act shall be fixed by 
the Commissioner of Local Government. 

2. This act is to meet a pressing fiscal emergency. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning members and officers of certain 
county park police departments, and amending 
and supplementing section 40:37 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br ir ENacTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Title 40, chapter thirty-seven, of the Revised 
Statutes is hereby amended and supplemented by 
the addition of a new section, to be known as 16a, 
and reading as follows: 

40 :37-156a. Any member or officer of any such 
police foree or police department not operating 
under the provisions of subtitle 3 of the Title Civil 
Service (11:19-1 et seq.) who has been convicted 
of any violation of any of the rules or regulations 
of such departments by the official or board em- 
powered to try members of such police department 
may appeal such conviction to the court of com- 
mon pleas of the county in which such county park 
is situated. Such appeal shall be taken by giving 
written notice thereof to the officer or board con- 
victing the member of such department within ten 
days after notice of such conviction is given to the 
member convicted.

approved by the voters at such annual school elec- 
tion, and subsequent thereto the board of education 
concludes that a less amount will be sufficient for 
any of the items approved by the voters, it shall be 
lawful for the board of education to submit to the 
voters a reduction in the items heretofore submit- 
ted in the election of February fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine; provided,

that the total reduction in the sum of all items re- 
submitted shall not exceed an amount equal to six 
per centum (6%) of the sum of such items previ- 
ously submitted.

Aw Act in relation to the powers and duties of the 
Municipal Finance Commission and of munici- 
palities and school districts in which it may be 
functioning, and amending sections 52:27-23.1 
and 52 :27-51 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 52 :27-23.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

52 :27-23.1. To the end that the principal of and 
interest on the notes or bonds issued hereunder 
may be further secured and thereby a more favor- 
able sale or exchange effected, any resolution au- 
thorizing the issuance of notes or bonds hereunder 
may contain provisions which shall be a part of the 
contract with the holders of such notes or bonds 
as to: 


a. The amount to be included in any budget 
or tax ordinance or to be appropriated by or 
raised by taxation in the municipality in each 
year for debt service and for reserve or sink- 
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ing funds, which amount may be expressed in 
dollars, percentage of total assessed valuations 
or both, or otherwise; 

b. The setting aside of reserve or sinking 
funds, and the amount, securing, regulation, in- 
vestment, application and disposition thereof ; 

ec. The pledging, depositing or trusteeing of 
moneys to be applied to the payment of the 
principal of and interest on the notes or bonds, 
and the securing of such deposits; 

d. The pledging of taxes, special assess- 
ments and other revenues or moneys of the 
municipality, which are due or to become due, 
directly to the payment of the principal of and 
interest on the notes or bonds, or to reserve or 
sinking funds; 

e. The use and application of unanticipated 
income or surplus revenue or both of the mu- 
nicipality ; 

f. Limitations effective for not exceeding ten 
years from the effective date of such resolu- 
tion or resolutions on the amount or nature of 
borrowing or incurring of indebtedness by the 
municipality ; 

g. The holding of lawful tax sales of prop- 
erty against which there may then or there- 
after be outstanding delinquent taxes or as- 
sessments or other charges and the foreclosing 
of the right of redemption with respect to tax 
titles theretofore or thereafter purchased by 
the municipality ; | 

h. The inclusion in any budget of appropri- 
ations as reserves for uncollected taxes, and 
the amount, computation and disposition 
thereof and of the proceeds of the tax levy 
therefor ; 

i. The performance by the municipality of 
all or any specified provisions of any law relat- 
ing to the preparation, adoption, and adminis- 
tration of budgets and the levying of taxes in 
municipalities ; 
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j. Appointment of a fiscal agent by the mu- 
nicipality and the powers and duties thereof ; 

k. The approval and continuance of financial 
and legal practices and policies theretofore 
established in the municipality, including the 
functioning of a board established pursuant to 
section 52 :27-29.1; 

1. The levying of a special tax, in such 
amount as said resolution may provide, for the 
payment of the principal of and interest on the 
notes or bonds, which special tax shall be lev- 
ied upon all the real and personal property in 
the municipality subject to taxation in addition 
to the taxes levied for all other purposes, and 
shall be assessed, levied and collected in the 
same manner and at the same time as other 
taxes upon real and personal property are now 
or shall hereafter be assessed, levied and col- 
lected, and, when collected, shall be deemed 
trust funds and shall be applied and paid over 
by the collector or other officer having the cus- 
tody of the collected taxes solely to the agreed 
payment of the principal of and interest on the 
notes or bonds, or if such agreed payment shall 
have been made, then in such manner and for 
such purposes as said resolution may provide; 

m. The terms and conditions upon which 
any such resolution or any contract entered 
into thereby may be amended, rescinded or 
repealed; 

n. Any other or further course of conduct 
on the part of the municipality which may tend 
to improve its credit standing. 


Any municipality adopting a resolution contain- 
ing any provision authorized hereunder shall have 
and possess all of the powers necessary and appro- 
priate for the performance thereof. The provisions 
of any such resolution shall be enforceable by man-

1. All proceedings taken at any regional school 
district meeting heretofore held in any regional 
school district of this State to authorize the board 
of education of such school district to purchase, 
take or condemn land to be used as a site for any 
school building and to construct such building on 
such land and to purchase and provide for the 
installation of necessary furnishings, furniture and 
equipment and to issue bonds for such purposes in 
the corporate name of the district, and any pro- 
posal adopted or bonds voted at such meeting for 
such purpose, are hereby validated and confirmed, 
notwithstanding that such proposal submitted to 
the voters at such meeting shall not have described 
or otherwise identified or designated the partieular 
land to be purchased, taken or condemned in pur- 
suance of such proposal, and notwithstanding that 
the board of education of such regional school dis- 
trict did not establish polling places in such re- 
gional school district and did not establish the 
boundaries of such polling districts, and notwith- 
standing that the notice or notices of such regional 
school district meeting did not contain the bound- 
aries of such polling districts and did not state the 
location of the polling place in each such polling 
district; provided, such proposal was adopted at 
said meeting by a majority of the legal voters pres- 
ent and voting at said meeting, and such meeting 
was held at each of the polling places used as such 
at the last annual school district meeting in each

Aw Acr concerning the dissolution of railroad cor- 
porations, and amending section 48 :12—150 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Brit ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 48 :12-150 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

48 :12-150. When the holders of a majority of the 
capital stock of a railroad company which has no 
bonded indebtedness and does not receive for the 
eperation of its road money sufficient to pay ex- 
penses or has not commenced or fully completed 
the construction of its railroad, or when two-thirds 
in interest of all the stockholders, whether with or 
without voting powers and without regard to class, 
of a railroad company of this State which has, with 
the consent or approval of the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners of this State, ceased the 
operation of the whole of its railroad, shall deter- 
mine to dissolve the company, such company may 
be dissolved by filing with the Secretary of State 
a certificate of such determination under its cor- 
porate seal attested by its president and secretary 
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with the consent in writing signed by said majority 
or two-thirds of stockholders or their respective 
proxies, verified by the secretary of such company. 
Upon the filing of such certificate the corporation 
shall be dissolved and all its rights and franchises 
shall be ended. Thereupon the directors shall, as 
trustees for the creditors and stockholders, sell and 
convert into cash all its property and assets and 
apply the proceeds thereof to the debts of the com- 
pany and the necessary expenses of the trustees 
and distribute any balance among the shareholders. 
The State Treasurer shall pay to the trustees 
any money of the company deposited with him 
when the certificate of incorporation or survey of 
route was filed, upon the production of a copy of 
the certificate of dissolution and the filing with him 
of an affidavit of the president, secretary and treas- 
urer of the company that all its debts have been 
paid. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 50 


An Acr concerning the State Employees’ Retire- 
ment System, and supplementing Title 43, chap- 
ter fourteen of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. ‘‘Class A’’ shall include those 
members whose annuity shall be based on a per 
centum of salary, computed to be sufficient, with 
regular interest, to procure for the member on 
retirement for service, an annuity equal to one one 
hundred and fortieth (1/140) of his final compen- 
sation for each year of service as a member. 

2. ‘Class B’’ shall include those members who 
- shall hereafter elect to contribute to the annuity 
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savings fund at a higher rate per centum, computed 
to be sufficient, with regular interest, to procure 
for the member, on retirement for service, an 
annuity equal to one one hundred and twentieth 
(1/120) of his final compensation for each year of 
service as a member. 

3. On and after the date on which this supple- 
ment becomes effective each new member shall be 
placed in ‘‘Class A,’’ unless he elects in writing 
that he wishes to contribute at a higher rate per 
centum, in order to be placed in ‘‘Class B.’”’ All 
members enrolled previous to the effective date of 
this supplement shall be in ‘‘Class A.’’ 

4. Any member who is in active service on the 
date when this supplement becomes effective may 
transfer from ‘‘Class A’’ to ‘‘Class B,’’ provided 
that he completes the transfer within one year from 
the date of passage of this supplement; provided, 
also that in the event of such transfer the per 
centum of salary deduction applicable to such 
transferred member in ‘‘Class B’’ shall be based 
upon the same age of the member as was used in 
determining the per centum of salary deduction 


applicable while in ‘‘Class A.’’ 


5. Any member who elects to transfer as pro- 
vided for in section four above may have the priv- 
ilege of paying into the.annuity savings fund, 
either in a single payment or in regular install- 
ments, which installments shall not extend beyond 
the service retirement age, by extra salary deduc- 
tions, as determined by the board of trustees, an 
amount sufficient to pay his arrearages, in order 
to place his annuity savings fund account where it 
would have been had he contributed at the ‘‘Class 
B’’ rate from the date of his enrollment; and such 
transfer shall be deemed to have been completed 
upon the date when the first such extra deduction 
shall have been made. 

6. Method of caleulating allowance. Where a 
member has transferred from ‘‘Class A’’ to ‘‘Class 
B’’ as provided in the previous section, his pension 
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shall be calculated as follows: (a) For service as 
a member prior to the time of transfer, at the 
“Class A’’ rate. (b) For service subsequent to 
the time of transfer, at the ‘‘Class B’’ rate. (c) For 
service prior to the date on which the retirement 
act became effective as regards his employer, 
whether State, county or municipality, as the time 
he contributed at the ‘‘Class A’’ rate bears to the 
total time of contributions; and as the time he con- 
tributed at the ‘‘Class B’’ rate bears to the total 
time of contributions.. In the event that a trans- 
ferred member elects to pay his arrearages as 
provided for in section five of this supplement, the 
amount of his pension shall be adjusted accord- 
ingly, as determined by the board of trustees. 

7. Should an employee who has withdrawn his 
accumulated deductions as provided for in sections 
43 14-29, 43 14-43 or 43 :14-44, of the Revised Stat- 
utes, be eligible to renew his membership, and has 
been or shall hereafter be re-enrolled as a member, 
and has paid or shall hereafter pay into the an- 
nuity savings fund the amount which he previously 
withdrew, there shall be restored his annuity credit, 
and in addition, upon the completion of five years 
thereafter, his pension credit shall be restored as 
it was at the time of his withdrawal. 

8. Should a member resign after having com- 
pleted twenty-five years of service, before reaching 
service retirement age, he may elect to receive, in 
lieu of the payment provided for in section 
43 :14-29 of the Revised Statutes, an annuity which

Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:3-50 of the Revised Statutes. is 
amended to read as follows: 

23 :3-50. A person licensed under sections 23 :3-50 
{o 23:3-53 of this Title may take menhaden with a 
purse or shirred net in accordance with the permis- 
sion granted by the license, but no person shall use 
or employ a vessel or more than fifty tons net ton- 
nage for taking menhaden with purse or shirred 
nets in the waters of Sandy Hook bay, Raritan bay 
or Lower bay, within this State, or in the waters 
of the Atlantic ocean within the jurisdiction of this 
State, north of the United States coast guard sta- 
tion located in the borough of Monmouth Beach, in 
the county of Monmouth, or in the waters of the 
Atlantic ocean, within the jurisdiction of this State, 
between Cape May Point in the county of Cape 
May and Absecon Inlet in the county of Atlantie. 
All menhaden taken with a purse or shirred net, 
pursuant to the provisions of this act, must be 
processed in the State of New Jersey. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

A SupeiemMent to an act entitled ‘‘An act relative 
to investments by fiduciaries, and amending sec- 
tion 3:16-1 of the Revised Statutes,’’ approved 
May seventeenth, nineteen hundred and thirty- 
eight.

1. Any executor, administrator, guardian or trus- 
tee whose duty it may be to loan or invest money 
intrusted to him in his fiduciary capacity, in addi- 
tion to the securities in which he may invest the 
same under the provisions of the act to which this 
is a supplement, may invest the same, and the 
income derived therefrom, in shares of any building 
and loan association organized under the laws of 
this State, whose accounts are insured by the Fed- 
eral Savings & Loan Insurance Corporation, pur- 
suant to Title IV of an act of Congress entitled 
‘National Housing Act,’’? approved June twenty- 
seventh, nineteen hundred and thirty-four, as now 
enacted or as hereafter supplemented or amended, 
or by any other corporation hereafter created or 
organized under the laws of the United States, 
and which corporation is an instrumentality of the 
United States; provided, however, that such in- 
vestment shall not exceed the aggregate amount for 
which any member or investor of any such associa- 
tion shall be insured. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 53 


Aw Act making the contributory negligence of the 
owner of the special property in goods or of his 
agents, servants or employees, a valid defense in 
suits for damages to said goods instituted by the 
owner of the general property in said goods as 
against negligent third parties. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a conditional vendor, bailor, or 
owner of the general property in goods or chattels 
cr the assignee or assignees of said conditional 
vendor, bailor or owner of the general property in 
eoods or chattels, shall institute suit for damages 
to said goods or chattels, while the same are in the 
custody, control or possession of the conditional 
vendee, bailee, or owner of the special property in 
said goods or chattels or the agents, servants, or 
employees of said conditional vendee, bailee, or 
owner of the special property in said goods and 
chattels, against a third party or parties, or against 
the agents, servants, or employees of said third 
party or parties, or both, based on the neglgence 
of the said third party or parties, or the ageuts, 
servants, or employees of said third party or par- 
ties, the contributory negligence of the conditional 
vendee, bailee, or owner of the special property in 
said goods or chattels, or of the agents, servants, 
or employees of said conditional vendee, bailee or 
owner of the said special property in said goods or 
chattels, shall constitute a proper and valid defense 
to said action and be a complete bar to recovery in 
the same manner as though suit were brought by 
the conditional vendee, bailee, or owner of the spe- 
cial property in said goods or chattels or by the 
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agents, servants or employees of the conditional 
vendee, bailee, or owner of the special property in 
said goods and chattels. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 54 


Aw Act validating the sales of certain lands, tene- 
ments, hereditaments or real estate made under 
any decree, judgment or order of any court of 
this State, or any execution or other process 
issued thereon. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No sale of any lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments or real estate heretofore made by virtue of 
any decree, order or judgment of any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction of this State, or any execution 
or other process issued thereon, shall be invalidated 
by reason of any delay in mailing, postage prepaid, 
notice of an order of publication to nonresident or 
absent defendants, directed to such nonresident 
or absent defendants at the post office nearest his 
or her residence, or the post office at which he or 
she usually receives his or her letters, but the pur- 
chaser or purchasers of such lands, tenements, her- 
editaments or real estate having paid the price 
therefor and having received his, her or their deed 
therefor, and his, her or their heirs, successors or 
assigns shall be deemed to have as good and com- 
plete title thereto as if such notice of order of 
publication directed to nonresident or absent de- 
fendants had been mailed within the time fixed by 
law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 55 


Aw Act to regulate the sale of used or second-hand 
watches, and to fix a penalty for the violation 
thereof. 


Br rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person or persons, firm or firms, partner- 
ship or partnerships, association or associations, 
corporation or corporations, engaged in the busi- 
ness of buying or selling watches, or any agent or 
servant thereof, who may sell or exchange, or offer 
for sale or exchange, expose for sale or exchange, 
possess with the intent to sell or exchange, or dis- 
play with the intent to sell or exchange any second- 
hand watch, shall affix and keep affixed to the same 
a tag with the words ‘‘second-hand”’ clearly and 
legibly written or printed thereon, and the said tag 
shall be so placed that the words ‘‘second-hand’’ 
shall be in plain sight at all times. 

2. Any person or persons, firm or firms, partner- 
ship or partnerships, association or associations, 
corporation or corporations, engaged in the busi- 
ness of buying or selling watches, or any agent or 
servant thereof, who may sell a second-hand watch 
or in any other way pass title thereto shall deliver 
to the vendee a written invoice bearing the words 
‘‘second-hand watch’’ in bold letters, larger than 
any of the other written matter upon said invoice. 
Said invoice shall further set forth the name and 
address of the vendor, the name and address of 
the vendee, the date of the sale, the name of the 
watch or its maker, and the serial numbers (if any), 
and any other distinguishing numbers or identifi- 
cation marks upon its case and movement. If the 
serial numbers or other distinguishing numbers or 
identification marks shall have been erased, de- 
faced, removed, altered or covered, said invoice 
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shall so state. The vendor shall keep on file a 
duplicate of said invoice for at least five years from 
the date of the sale thereof, which shall be open to 
inspection during all business hours by the prose- 
cutor of the pleas of the county, in which the vendor 
is engaged in business or his duly authorized rep- 
resentative. 

3. Any person or persons, firm or firms, partner- 
ship or partnerships, association or associations, 
corporation or corporations, or any agent or 
servant thereof, who may advertise or display in 
any manner a second-hand watch for sale or 
exchange shall state clearly in such advertisement 
or display that said watch is a second-hand watch. 

4. A watch shall be deemed to be second-hand if 

(a) It as a whole or the case thereof or the move- 
ment thereof has been previously sold to or ac- 
quired by any person who bought or acquired the 
same for his use or the use of another, but not for 
resale; provided, however, that a watch which has 
been so sold or acquired and is thereafter returned 
either through an exchange or for credit to the 
original individual firm, partnership, association or 
corporation who sold or passed title to such watch, 
shall not be deemed to be a second-hand watch for 
the purposes of this act, if such vendor shall keep 
a written or printed record setting forth the name 
of the purchaser thereof, the date of the sale or 
transfer thereof, and the serial number (if any) on 
the case and the movement, and any other dis- 
tinguishing numbers or identification marks, which 
said record shall be kept for at least five years 
from the date of such sale or transfer and shall be 
open for inspection during all business hours by 
the prosecutor of the pleas of the county in which 
such vendor is engaged in business or his duly 
authorized representative; or 

(b) Its case serial numbers or movement num- 
bers or other distinguishing numbers or identifi- 
cation marks shall be erased, defaced, removed, 
altered or covered; or 
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(c) If its movement is more than five years old 
and has been repaired by any person or persons, 
ineluding the vendor, notwithstanding that it may 
have been returned either through an exchange or 
for credit to the said original vendor. Cleaning 
and oiling a watch movement or recasing the move- 
ment in a new case shall not be deemed a watch 
repair for the purposes of this section. 

5. Any person or persons, firm or firms, partner- 
ship or partnerships, association or associations, 
corporation or corporations, or any agent or 
servant thereof, who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and shall be punishable by a fine not to exceed the 
sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) or by impris- 
onment not to exceed one hundred days, or both. 

6. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
pawnbroker’s auction sales or unredeemed pledges. 

7. This act shall take effect thirty days after the 
final passage and approval hereof.

CHAPTER 56 


Aw Act in relation to the powers and duties of mu- 
nicipalities in which the Municipal Finanee Com- 
mission may be functioning and supplementing 
chapter twenty-seven of Title 52 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr Enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any municipality in which the Municipal F1- 
nance Commission, continued by chapter twenty- 
seven of Title 52 of the Revised Statutes, as 
amended, may be functioning and which may have 
heretofore filed or shall hereafter file a petition 
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pursuant to section 52:27-40 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, as amended, with any United States court or 
court in bankruptcy for the purpose of effecting a 
plan of readjustment of its debts or for the compo- 
sition of its debts, may, pursuant to express pro- 
visions in such plan or in such plan as changed or 
modified, have and exercise the powers hereinafter 
provided and shall thereupon be charged with the 
duties hereinafter provided. The term ‘‘judge’’ 
as used in this act shall mean the judge of the 
United States court or court in bankruptey in which 
is or may be pending the proceeding begun by such 
petition of the municipality, or, if no such proceed- 
ing is pending in said court or if the judge of said 
court shall not assume to act pursuant to this act, 
the justice of the Supreme Court presiding in the 
courts of the county in which the municipality is 
located. 

2. Any such municipality may provide in any 
such plan or plans for the issuance of warrants for 
the purpose of funding or refunding all or any part 
of the principal of and interest on the indebtedness 
of such municipality including the principal of and 
interest on the indebtedness of such municipality 
to anv school district coterminous with said mu- 
nicipality. Such warrants may be authorized by 
and issued, sold or exchanged pursuant to ordi- 
nance or resolution, which ordinance or resolution 
shall provide for the creation of a special fund or 
funds for the payment thereof in the manner here- 
inafter provided, and such warrants shall be pay- 
_ able solely from said fund or funds. Such warrants 
shall be in such form and tenor and executed in 
such manner and shall be dated at such time or 
times and shall bear interest at such rate or rates 
not exceeding six per centum (6%) per annum, as 
the council or other governing body of such mu- 
nicipality shall determine. Such warrants may 
contain a reservation of an option of redemption at 
such time or times upon such terms and conditions 
and with such premiums as the council or other 
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governing body of such municipality may elect. 
Said warrants shall state upon their face that they 
are payable solely from such special fund, naming 
the same, and shall be issued in registered form 
only. Payment of interest on said warrants shall 
be by check or bank draft and suitable provisions 
for the registration of said warrants and the trans- 
fer of same and provisions regarding the payment 
of interest shall be endorsed thereon. The ordi- 
nance or resolution authorizing the issuance of any 
such warrants shall specify the source of revenue 
for the special fund therein created for the pay- 
ment thereof, which shall consist of all or a speci- 
fied part of the proceeds of the sale and other 
liquidation of real estate or rights or interests 
therein, acquired by the municipality by virtue of 
the levy, collection and enforcement of taxes and 
special assessments theretofore levied or confirmed 
and the certificates of tax sale or tax and assess- 
ment title liens standing in the name of the munici- 
pality, theretofore acquired and subsequent taxes 
and assessments accruing thereto (sometimes here- 
inafter referred to collectively as ‘‘assets’’). Such 
ordinance or resolution shall pledge the assets to 
such special fund. 

3. The ordinance or resolution authorizing the 
issuance of any such warrants shall provide for the 
creation of a board for the liquidation of such as- 
sets to be known as the ‘‘ Board of Liquidation for 
UG. coe eed ede et ak Beko OF ak Glee ie g Sante ate taste 2 gs 
(hereinafter referred to as the ‘‘board’’), and shall 
set forth the number of members of the board, and 
the members thereof shall be appointed pursuant 
to such ordinance or resolution upon nominations 
to be made in such manner as the ordinance or reso- 
lution establishing said board may provide, subject 
to the approval of the judge to which said plan or 
plans has been or will be submitted for approval. 
The ordinance or resolution establishing said board 
shall fix the terms of office of the members thereof, 
and shall provide for the appointment of the suc- 
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cessors to such members in the same manner. The 
members of said board need not be residents of the 
State of New Jersey. The compensation and ex- 
penses of the members of such board and the ex- 
penses of its operation shall be paid in such 
amounts as may from time to time be fixed and ap- 
proved by the judge, and such expenses and com- 
pensation shall be payable solely from the special 
fund created and established by said ordinance or 
resolution authorizing the issuance of warrants 
thereunder. The ordinance or resolution establish- 
ing said board may provide that for all the pur- 
poses of the local budget law (R. S. 40:2-1 et seq.) 
said board shall constitute and be governed as a 
publicly owned or operated utility or enterprise, 
or may provide that compensation and expenses of 
the members of the board and the expenses of its 
operations and all its other disbursements may be 
paid from the special fund created and established 
by said ordinance or resolution without further 
budget or other appropriation or tax levy therefor. 

4, It shall be the duty of any board created and 
established pursuant to this act and any such ordi- 
nance or resolution, to effect, manage and control 
the liquidation of the assets pledged to the special 
fund or funds pursuant to such ordinance or reso- 
lution in a speedy, efficient and economical manner. 
Any such board is hereby authorized to compro- 
mise, adjust or otherwise settle any certificates of 
tax sale, or tax and assessment title liens, or other 
receivables included in such assets, and may, in its 
discretion for and in the name of such municipality, 
foreclose certificates of tax sale or tax and assess- 
ment title liens in the manner provided by law for 
the foreclosure of such liens by the municipality 
and shall liquidate such properties and assets 
pledged to said fund or funds by sale, exchange, 
lease or other disposition thereof, but this act, or 
any action taken pursuant thereto, shall not be 
deemed to relieve the municipality from liability 
on any contract with respect to such foreclosures 
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existing at the time of adoption of such ordinance 
cr resolution. The proceeds of such liquidation 
shall be paid into such special fund or funds and 
shall be withdrawn therefrom solely for the pur- 
pose of paying the compensation and expenses of 
the board and paying: or otherwise discharging in 
accordance with such ordinance or resolution the 
principal of and interest on the warrants payable 
therefrom until all such warrants and the interest 
thereon have been paid, redeemed or otherwise 
satisfied. Any balance remaining in said fund or 
funds after the expenditures for the purposes 
above specified may be expended as is provided in 
the ordinance or resolution authorizing the issu- 
ance of any such warrants. If any warrants re- 
main outstanding and unpaid after all of the prop- 
erties and assets pledged to said fund or funds 
have been liquidated in the manner hereinabove 
provided, such warrants shall be void and of no 
force or effect, and shall be surrendered to the mu- 
nicipality upon demand, for cancellation. 

do. The ordinance or resolution authorizing war- 
rants hereunder and establishing any such board 
shall provide for periodic accountings as trustee to 
the judge. The council or other governing body of 
any municipality in which any such board has been 
established and created, and the corporate authori- 
ties thereof, shall do and perform all acts, deeds 
and things as may be required by said board in 
order for said board to compromise, adjust or 
otherwise settle anv certificates of tax sale or tax 
and assessment title liens or other receivables 
pledged to any special fund or funds created here- 
under, and in order to foreclose any such certifi- 
eates of tax sale and tax or assessment title liens 
pledged to said fund or funds or in order to ef- 
fectuate the sale, exchange, lease or other disposi- 
tion of any of the real estate or rights or interest 
therein under the control and disposition of said 
board and pledged to said fund or funds; provided,

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nicipality shall adopt a resolution questioning the 
necessity or advisability of any such act, deed or 
thing, and such resolution shall have been certified 
to the judge, the performance of such act, deed or 
thing shall be suspended unless and until said judge 
shall have entered an order determining the neces- 
sity or advisability for the performance thereof in 
order for said board to perform its duties under 
section four of this act. Upon the filing of such 
order, the resolution of the council or other govern- 
ing body shall be of no further force and effect and 
the said governing body and corporate authorities 
of said municipality shall proceed to do and per- 
form such act, deed or thing. Any such determina- 
tion by said court shall be final and binding, and 
the board and the governing body and the corpo- 
rate authorities of such municipality shall not ap- 
peal therefrom. 

6. Any ordinance or resolution authorizing the 
issuance of warrants hereunder may contain cove- 
nants of any such municipality to protect and safe- 
guard the security and rights of the holders of any 
such warrants, and without limiting the generality 
of the foregoing, such ordinance or resolution may 
contain covenants as to 


(1) the manner in which warrants issued 
thereunder may be issued or be exchanged for 
outstanding claims or evidences of indebted- 
ness funded or refunded thereby and the 
terms and conditions upon which such war- 
rants may become .a charge upon the special 
fund or funds created by any such ordinance 
or resolution ; 

(2) the collection, depositing, custody and 
disbursement of moneys or other assets com- 
ing into any special fund or funds created here- 
under for the payment of warrants, including 
a specification of the depositaries to be desig- 
nated to hold such deposits and granting to 
such depositaries or other banks or trust com- 
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panies authority to act as fiscal agent of any 
such municipality for the custody of the 
moneys or other assets held in any special 
fund or funds created hereunder, and to repre- 
sent holders of such warrants in the event of a 
default on same or in the event of a default in 
the performance of any duty or obligation of 
any such board, municipality or the corporate 
authorities thereof in connection therewith, 
with such powers and duties for the enforce- 
ment of such warrants as such ordinance or 
resolution may provide; 

(3) the deposit of collateral security or in- 
demnity bonds to secure the proceeds of the 
liquidation of all moneys and assets under the 
control of the board, and limitations on the 
amount, if any, of additional warrants or other 
claims or obligations of whatsoever kind or 
nature which may be issued and payable from 
the special fund or funds established in the 
ordinance or resolution authorizing issuance 
of warrants hereunder ; 

(4) limitations upon the creation of addi- 
tional liens or encumbrances on the real estate 
or other assets to be liquidated by said board, 
the terms and conditions upon which the real 
estate and other assets under the control of the 
board for liquidation may be sold, exchanged, 
leased or otherwise disposed of, and the use or 
other disposition of all funds received in the 
process of liquidation; 

(5) the validity and enforceability of the 
certificates of tax sale, or tax and assessment 
title liens, and the title of the municipality to 
real estate or rights or interests therein stand- 
ing in the name of the municipality which shall 
have been pledged to any special fund or 
funds created hereunder, and the obligation of 
any such municipality to replace in said fund 
or funds additional assets of at least equal 
book value in lieu of any such assets which 
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have been declared by any court of competent 
jurisdiction to be illegal or unenforceable; 

(6) such other covenants as may be deemed 
necessary or desirable to insure the speedy, 
efficient and economical liquidation of the as- 
sets pledged to such special fund or funds and 
the application of the proceeds thereof to the 
payment of the principal of and interest on 
the warrants issued pursuant to such ordi- 
nance or resolution within a reasonable time 
and at reasonable expense. 


The provisions of this act and of any such ordi- 
nuance or resolution shall constitute a contract with 
the holders of such warrants, and the provisions 
thereof shall be enforceable by mandamus or any 
other appropriate suit, action or proceeding at law 
or in equity in any court of competent jurisdiction 
by the commission or by any owner or holder of 
such warrants on behalf of himself individually or 
all other owners or holders of said warrants. 

7. Any board created and established pursuant 
to this act shall have power to: 

(a) adopt its own by-laws and rules of pro- 
cedure; appoint and remove at pleasure such assist- 
ants or assistance, agents and employees, practical, 
technical or otherwise, at such terms and at such 
expense as the judge may authorize or approve; 

(b) employ real estate brokers to assist in the 
disposing of the assets to be liquidated by the board 
and to pay commissions for the services of such 
brokers; 

(c) generally to control and manage the liquida- 
tion of the assets pledged to such special fund or 
funds in accordance with the provisions of this act 
and any covenants contained in any ordinance or 
resolution enacted or adopted pursuant hereto in 
connection with the issuance of warrants pursuant 
to this act; 

(d) perform such other duties not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act as may be prescribed 
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by the ordinance or resolution establishing such 
board. 

8. Upon the payment of all warrants issued 
under any ordinance or resolution adopted or en- 
acted pursuant to the provisions of this act, to- 
eether with all expenses and claims whatsoever in- 
eurred or contracted by any such board, or upon 
the hquidation of all of the assets pledged to any 
special fund or funds created by any such ordi- 
nance or resolution adopted or enacted pursuant 
hereto, any such board established pursuant to this 
act shall cease to exist upon being discharged by 
order of the judge; provided, however, that any 
ordinance or resolution establishing such a board 
may extend the existence of any such board in such 
manner and upon such terms and conditions as any 
such ordinance or resolution shall provide. Any 
such ordinance or resolution may also provide for 
the collection, deposit and disbursement of the pro- 
ceeds of the liquidation of assets pledged to any 
special fund or funds created hereunder after the 
payment of warrants issued pursuant thereto in 
such manner and upon such terms and conditions 
and for such purposes as any such ordinance or 
resolution shall provide. 

9, Should any ordinance or resolution establishing 
or creating any board hereunder be declared to be 
invalid or illegal by any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, or should said board be prevented for any rea- 
son from performing the powers and duties herein 
prescribed for the collection, enforcement and liqui- 
dation of the assets and properties pledged to any 
such special fund or funds, all warrants payable 
from said fund or funds shall nevertheless remain 
and be a lien against the assets and properties so 
pledged, and shall be and remain payable from the 
proceeds of such assets when and as collected by 
such municipality, and such municipality and the 
corporate authorities thereof are hereby directed 
in such ease to proceed with the liquidation of such 
assets as in this act and as in the ordinance or reso-

provided, and all powers, duties and liabilities im- 
posed on the board shall be assumed and performed 
by the governing body of such municipality.

CHAPTER 59 


An Act concerning district courts, and amending 
section 2:8-46 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General As- 
sembly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2:8-46 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

2:8-46. Except as otherwise specifically pro- 
vided by law, no justice of the peace or small cause 
court shall have jurisdiction over any cause or pro- 
ceedings cognizable before a district court where 
the defendant or defendants reside within any city 
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or judicial district where a district court is estab- 
lished, nor shall any justice of the peace, resident 
within the limits of any city or judicial district 
where a district court is or may be established, ex- 
ercise any civil jurisdiction whatever. 

No justice of the peace or small cause court shall 
have jurisdiction over any cause or proceeding cog- 
nizable before a district court, where any defend- 
ant resides within a county of the first class 
wherein a district court is established. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 60 


Aw Acr to incorporate the borough of Medford 
Lakes in the county of Burlington. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of that portion of the town- 
ship of Medford in the county of Burlington herein- 
after set forth are hereby constituted and declared 
to be a body corporate in fact and in law by the 
name of ‘‘Borough of Medford Lakes’’ and as such 
shall be governed by the general laws of this State 
relating to boroughs. 

2. The boundaries of the said borough shall be 
as follows: Beginning at the imtersection of the 
middle line of the road’ leading from Medford to 
Indian Mills, commonly known as the Stokes road, 
with the middle line of the road leading from 
Medford to Tabernacle, commonly known as the 
Tabernacle road, and extends thence (1) south, 
seventy-five degrees, twenty-one minutes, east, the 
distance of seven hundred twenty-four and sixty- 
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eight one-hundredths feet (724.68’) to a point in the 
center of the creek known as the Ballinger Saw 
Mill Race, and extends thence (2) north sixty 
degrees, fifteen minutes west along the center line 
of said ereek, the distance of one hundred forty- 
six and fifty-two one-hundredths feet (146.52’) to 
a stone in the said Saw Mill Race, and extends 
thence (3) north, thirteen degrees, thirty-seven 
minutes. east, along lands now or late of Bass and 
Little, the distance of thirteen hundred forty-nine 
and seven tenths feet (1349.7’) to a stone, and 
extends thence (4) south forty-nine degrees, forty- 
five minutes east, the distance of twenty-nine hun- 
dred seventy-six and seven tenths feet (2976.7’) to 
a point in the southeasterly side of Oak drive, and 
extends thence (5) south thirty-one degrees, twenty 
minutes west, along the said southeasterly line of 
Oak drive, the distance of four hundred fourteen 
and forty-eight one-hundredths feet (414.48’) to 
the intersection of the said southeasterly line of 
Oak drive with the center line of Tabernacle road, 
and extends thence (6) south sixty-three degrees, 
fifteen minutes, twenty seconds east, along the 
center line of Tabernacle road, the distance of six 
hundred five and thirty-four one-hundredths feet 
(605.34) to a stone monument set in the division 
line between lands of Medford Lakes Golf Club and 
lands of Philip Schrider, and extends thence (7) 
south thirty-six degrees, four minutes, fifty seconds 
west along Schrider’s line, the distance of four 
hundred seventy-nine and ninety-nine one-hun- 
dredths feet (479.99’) to a stone at a corner to 
Schrider’s lands, and extends thence (8) south 
forty-eight degrees, three minutes east, still along 
Schrider’s land, the distance of seven hundred 
forty-three and fifty-three one-hundredths feet 
(743.53’) to a stone at another corner to Schrider’s 
land, and extends thence (9) north thirty-nine 
degrees, forty-four minutes east, still along 
Schrider’s land, the distance of six hundred eighty- 
six and fifteen one-hundredths feet (686.15’) to a 
point in the center line of Tabernacle road, and 
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extends thence (10) north sixty-three degrees, 
fifteen minutes, twenty seconds west along the 
center line of Tabernacle road, the distance of three 
hundred seventy-eight and fifty-five one-hundredths 
feet (378.55’) to a stone in the line of lands of 
Medford Lakes Golf Club, and extends thence (11) 
north forty-five degrees, forty minutes east along 
the line of lands of said Medford Lakes Golf Club, 
the distance of fourteen hundred eighty-four and 
eight tenths feet (1484.8’) to a stone corner to lands 
of Medford Lakes Golf Club, and extends thence 
(12) south forty-two degrees, fifty-one minutes, 
fifty seconds east, along the Medford Lakes Golf 
Club lands, the distance of ten hundred fortv-two 
and twenty-four one-hundredths feet (1042.24’) to 
a stone corner to same, and extends thence (13) 
still along same, south forty-four degrees, thirty- 
six minutes, thirty seconds west. the distance of six 
hundred twenty-six and sixty-three one-hundredths 
feet (626.63’) to a stone in the center line of Dixon- 
town road, so-called, and extends thence (14) south 
forty degrees, forty-seven minutes, ten seconds 
east, along the center line of Dixontown road, the 
distance of six hundred thirty-nine and two tenths 
feet (639.2’) to a stone being corner to lands of 
Medford Lakes Golf Club, and extends thence (15) 
south forty-six degrees, twenty-four minutes west 
along the line of lands of Medford Lakes Golf Club, 
the distance of nineteen hundred sixty-eight and 
eighteen one-hundredths feet (1968.18’) to a stone 
in the center line of MeKendimen road, and extends 
thence (16) north forty-four degrees, forty-two 
minutes west, along the center line of McKendimen 
road, the distance of eleven hundred ninety-eight 
and six tenths feet (1198.6’) to a point where the 
eenter line of McKendimen road intersects the 
southerly line of Baessler road, and extends thence 
(17) south forty-five degrees, thirteen minutes, 
fifteen seconds east along the southerly line of 
Baessler road (fifty feet wide), the distance of five 
hundred seventy feet (570’) to a point where said 
line intersects the easterly line of Chippewa trail, 
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and extends thence (18) south twenty-nine degrees, 
fifteen minutes, ten seconds east along the easterly 
line of Chippewa trail, the distance of four hun- 
dred sixty and fifty-one one-hundredths feet 
(460.51’) to an angle in same, and extends thence 
(19) still along same south forty-nine degrees, 
forty minutes, thirty seconds east, the distance of 
seven hundred sixty-three and twenty-five one-hun- 
dredths feet (763.25’) to a point where said line is 
intersected by the boundary line between lands 
formerly of Medford Lakes Corporation and lands 
of Y. M. C. A. Camp Ockanickon, and extends 
thence (20) south forty-six degrees, seven minutes, 
twenty seconds west along the boundary line last 
mentioned, the distance of eighteen hundred ninety 
and four tenths feet (1890.4’) to a point in the center 
line of Stokes road aforesaid, and extends thence 
(21) north eighteen degrees, thirty-one minutes, 
thirty seconds west along the center line of Stokes 
road aforesaid, the distance of twenty-five hundred 
eighty-two and seven tenths feet (2582.7’) to a 
point where said center line is intersected by the 
center line of Bowker road, said point being corner 
to lands now or late of Herbert S. Bowker, and 
extends thence (22) north eighty degrees, fifty- 
seven minutes west along the center line of said 
Bowker road, the distance of five hundred forty 
feet (540’) to an angle in the same, and extends 
thence (28) north sixty-four degrees, ten minutes 
west still along the center line of Bowker road, the 
distanee of six hundred eighty feet (680’) to the 
intersection of the center line of Bowker road and 
the center line of Mohawk trail, and extends thence 
(24) south forty-six degrees, thirty-six minutes, 
thirty seconds west along the center line of Mohawk 
trail, the distance of six hundred sixteen and eighty- 
eight one-hundredths feet (616.88’) to a point of 
curvature in same, and extends thence (25) still 
along the center line of said Mohawk trail, being a 
curve concave to the southward with a radius of 
seven hundred and seventy feet (770’) the are 
distance of one hundred seventy-one and thirty- 
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three one-hundredths feet (171.33’) to a point in the 
center of Sewasset Circle, and extends thence (26) 
south, twenty-eight degrees, fifty-eight minutes, 
thirty seconds east along the center line of 
Hiawatha trail, the distance of two thousand sixty- 
four feet (2064’) to a stone monument, and extends 
thence (27) south forty-seven degrees, one minute, 
forty seconds west along the boundary line of lands 
formerly of Medford Lakes Corporation, the dis- 
tance of two hundred ninety-five and sixty-five one- 
hundredths feet (295.65’) to a stone at a corner in 
same, and extends thence (28) south forty-two 
degrees, fifty-eight minutes, forty seconds east, still 
along the said boundary line, the distance of two 
hundred eighty-six and four tenths feet (286.4’) 
to a stone at a corner in same, and extends thence 
(29) south forty-eight degrees, nine minutes, five 
seconds east, still along said boundary line, the 
distance of twenty-two hundred fifty-two and five 
tenths feet (2252.5’) to a point in the center line of 
the Tuckerton road, and extends thence (30) north 
forty-two degrees, forty-eight minutes, twenty 
seconds west, along the center line of the Tuckerton 
road, aforesaid, the distance of six hundred and 
forty-five feet (645’) to a point in the boundary line 
of lands formerly of Medford Lakes Corporation, 
and extends thence (31) south sixty-eight degrees, 
fifty-two minutes, forty seconds west along said 
boundary line, the distance of twelve hundred 
twenty- four and eighteen one-hundredths feet 
(1224.18’) to a point in the center line of the Atsion 
road, and extends thence (32) north twenty-one 
degrees, eight minutes east along the center line of 
the Atsion road aforesaid, the distance of fourteen 
hundred ninety-two and nine tenths feet (1492.97) 
to a stone monument, and extends thence (33) north 
seventy-four degrees, ten minutes east along the 
boundary line of lands formerly of Medford Lakes 
Corporation, the distance of six hundred feet and 
six tenths of a foot (600.6’) to a stone in the center 
line of the Tuckerton road, and extends thence (34) 
north forty-two degrees, forty-eight minutes, 
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twenty seconds west, along the center line of the 
Tuckerton road aforesaid, the distance of ten hun-’ 
dred and seventy feet (1070’) to a stone corner to 
lands now or formerly of George Haines, and 
extends thence (385) by the same north sixty-six 
degrees, fifteen minutes east, the distance of three 
hundred fifty-six and four tenths feet (356.4’) to a 
stone corner to the same, and extends thence (386) 
partly by the same, partly by lands now or formerly 
of Andrew Conley and partly by lands now or 
formerly of Alfred E. Allen, north fifteen degrees, 
fourteen minutes east, the distance of three thou- 
sand eight hundred forty-five and sixteen one-hun- 
dredths feet (8845.16’) to a stake in the line of the 
latter and corner to Lot No. 1 sold to said Allen, 
and extends thenee (37) by the latter, south forty- 
six degrees east, five hundred fifty-five and seventy- 
two one-hundredths feet (555.72’) to a stake corner 
to the same, and extends thence (388) by the same 
east, the distance of eight hundred fifty-nine and 
thirty-two one-hundredths feet (859.32’) to a stake 
corner to the same and in the line of Ballinger’s 
Mill Tract now belonging to the Medford Lakes 
Company. and extends thence (39) north eight 
degrees, forty-five minutes east, the distance of four 
hundred twelve and five tenths feet (412.5’) to a 
stone corner, and extends thence (40) north eighty- 
two degrees, thirty-seven minutes east, the distance 
of eight hundred eighty-three and eight one-hun- 
dredths feet (883.08) to a stone in the center line 
of the Stokes road, and extends thence (41) south 
seventeen degrees, forty-five minutes east along 
the center line of Stokes road aforesaid, the dis- 
tance of one hundred sixty-two and thirty-six one- 
hundredths feet (162.86’) to a point in the middle ~ 
of the bridge over the stream which forms the 
boundary of Lower Aetna Lake, and extends thence 
(42) south fourteen degrees, eight minutes east, the 
distance of five hundred fifty-six and thirty-eight 
one-hundredths feet (556.38’) to an angle in the 
same, and extends thence (48) still along said center 
line of Stokes road, south forty degrees, ten 
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minutes east, the distance of seventy-three and 
ninety-two one-hundredths feet (73.92’) to the point 
of beginning. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 61 


Aw Act concerning the limitation of the number of 
licenses permitting the sale of aleoholic beverages 
at retail which may be issued in municipalities 
situated in counties of the sixth class of the State 
of New Jersey, and supplementing chapter one 
of Title 33 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be tr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No new plenary retail consumption license 
shall be issued within any municipality situate 
within a county of the sixth class unless and until 
the ratio of such licenses issued and outstanding 
to the population within a municipality shall be 
less than one such license to every five hundred 
persons resident within said municipality as deter- 
mined by the last preceding Federal census. 

2. No new plenary retail distribution licenses 
shall be issued within any municipality situate with- 
in a county of the sixth class unless and until the 
ratio of such licenses issued and outstanding to the 
population within a municipality shall be less than 
one such license to every three thousand five hun- 
dred persons resident within said municipality as 
determined by the last preeedinge Federal census. 

3. No new seasonal retail consumption license 
shall be issued during any future summer season 
within any municipality situate in a county of the 
sixth class unless and until the ratio of such licenses 
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issued and outstanding to the population within 
said municipality during a summer season shall be 
less than one such license to every five hundred 
persons resident within said municipality as deter-

seasonal retail consumption license shall be issued 
during any future winter season within any munici- 
pality situate in a county of the sixth class unless 
and until the ratio of such hcenses issued and out- 
standing to the population within said municipality 
during a winter season shall be less than one such 
license to every five hundred persons resident 
within said municipality as determined by the last

county of the sixth class. 

Club licenses. 5. No new club licenses shall be issued within 
any municipality situate in a county of the sixth 
class unless and until the ratio of such licenses 
issued and outstanding to the population within a 
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municipality shall be less than one such license to 
every three thousand persons resident within said 
municipality as determined by the last preceding 
Federal census. 

6. Nothing contained in this act shall prevent the 
issuance of one plenary retail consumption license 
and one plenary retail distribution license in any 
municipality situate in any county of the sixth class. 

7. In all counties of the sixth class the judge of 
the court of common pleas of such county may, as 
regards each respective municipality situate in such 
county, limit the number of plenary retail consump- 
tion licenses, plenary retail distribution licenses, 
limited retail distribution licenses, and club licenses 
which shall be issued to a lesser number than the 
number permitted by this act. 

8. The provisions of sections one and three of 
this act shall not apply to hotels having at least 
thirty rooms and beds for the accommodation of 
guests, boarders, transients, and travelers. 

9. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any licenses issued and outstanding on the date 
that this act becomes effective nor to any future 
renewals thereof unless the holder thereof fails to 
renew same within the period prescribed by this 
act. The provisions of this act shall not apply to 
any seasonal retail consumption license issued and 
outstanding on the last day of the summer season 
which commenced May first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, or to any such license issued 
and outstanding on the last day of the winter season 
which commenced on November fifteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight, nor to any 
future renewals thereof unless the holder thereof 
fails to renew the same within the period prescribed 
by this act. The provisions of this act shall apply 
to all licenses which are, subsequent to the effective 
date hereof, revoked, surrendered, or not renewed 
within the period prescribed by this act. 

10. Any license which is issued for a new license 
term for a premises licensed on the last day of the 
license term which expires immediately previous to 
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the commencement of said new license term shall 
be considered a renewal of the expired or expiring 
license provided that said license for said new term 
is issued to the same person who held the expired 
or expiring license and is of the same class and 
type as the expired or expiring license. Applica- 
tions for renewals of licenses must be filed with the 
issuing authority not later than thirty days after 
the commencement of a new license term. Applica- 
tions filed subsequent to said thirty-day period shall 
be considered applications for new licenses and shall 
be subject to the provisions of this act. Nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to prevent the 
filing of an application for the renewal of a license 
and the issuance of said license previous to the 
commencement of the term for which the renewal 
is sought. 

11. Nothing in this act shall prevent the transfer 
of licenses from person to person or place to place. 

12. In the event of the death of a licensee the 
license held by him may be extended to his executor, 
administrator, or trustee and renewed or trans- 
ferred by said executor, administrator, or trustee. 

13. The term ‘‘last preceding Federal census’’ 
where used in this act shall be deemed to mean the 
Federal census which is taken immediately previous 
to the date on which an application for a license is 
filed. 

14. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 62 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act to regu- 
late the retail sale of motor fuels, and providing 
penalties for violations,’’ approved May twelfth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight, be- 
ing Pamphlet Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight, chapter one hundred sixty- 
three. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two hundred one of the act of which 
this act is amendatory, is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

201. (a) Every retail dealer shall publicly dis- 
play and maintain on each pump or other dispens- 
ing equipment from which motor fuel is sold, in the 
manner regulated by the State Tax Commissioner, 
a sign stating the price per gallon of the motor fuel 
sold by said dealer from such pump or other dis- 
pensing equipment. All taxes, State and Federal, 
imposed with respect to the manufacture or sale of 
motor fuel shall be included in the price shown on 
said sign, but said sign shall contain a statement 
of the amount of taxes included in said price, or, 
without specifying the amount thereof, said sign 
shall state that taxes are included in said price. A 
retail dealer shall not sell at any other price than 
the price, including tax, so posted. Any such price 
when posted shall remain posted and in effect for 
a period of not less than twenty-four (24) hours. 

(b) No retail dealer shall sell motor fuel at a 
price which is below the net cost of such motor fuel 
to the retail dealer plus all selling expenses. 

(c) No other price signs of motor fuel so dis- 
pensed, or signs relating to the price of such fuel 
shall be used or displayed on or about the premises 
where motor fuel is sold at retail, other than the 
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signs provided herein by section two hundred 
one (a). 

(d) No advertising or sign other than that pro- 
vided for in section two hundred one (a), which 
directly or indirectly contains a statement of, or 
an implied reference to the price of motor fuel shall 
be displayed at any place where motor fuel is dis- 
pensed at retail. Any advertising of the retail 
price of motor fuel through any other medium 
which contains a reference to the per gallon price 
thereof, shall include all taxes in the price stated, 
and there shall be included in such advertising a 
statement that such price includes taxes, or a state- 
ment of the amount of taxes which are included in 
such price. Such advertising shall be identified by 
the name of the product, and the letters of the name 
shall be not less than one-half the size of the figures 
used in the price. 

(e) No rebates, allowances, concessions or bene- 
fits shall be given, directly or indirectly, so as to 
permit any person to obtain motor fuels from a 
retail dealer below the posted price or at a net 
price lower than the posted price applicable at the 
time of the sale. 

(f) It shall be unlawful for any retail dealer to 
use lotteries, prizes, wheels of fortune, punch- 
boards or other games of chance, in connection with 
the sale of motor fuels. 

(¢) All above-ground equipment for storing or 
dispensing motor fuel operated by a retail dealer 
shall bear, in a conspicuous place, the name or 
trade-mark of the product stored therein or dis- 
pensed therefrom, and no retail dealer shall permit 
delivery into underground or above-ground con- 
tainers, tanks or equipment of any motor fuel other 
than the brand represented or designated by the 
name or trade-mark appearing on such container 
or dispensing equipment attached thereto. No retail 
dealer shall be a party to the substitution of one 
grade of motor fuel for another. 

(h) If the motor fuel stored in or dispensed from 
any above-ground equipment by a retail dealer shall 
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not have a brand name or trade-mark, such con- 
tainer or dispensing equipment shall have con- 
spicuously displayed thereon the words ‘‘No 
Brand.”’ 

2. Section three hundred one of the act of which 
this act is amendatory is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

301. Every retail dealer who shall fail to post 
and publicly display, in the manner herein required, 
a sign stating the price per gallon of all motor fuel 
sold by said retail dealer, or who shall sell motor 
fuel at a price other than the per gallon price, as 
provided in article IT hereof, or who shall violate 
any other provisions of article II of this act, shall, 
upon conviction, be subject to a penalty of not less 
than fifty dollars ($50.00) nor more than two hun- 
dred dollars ($200.00) for each such offense, and 
his license shall be suspended for a period of not 
less than five (5) days nor more than thirty (80) 
days. and in default of the payment of such penalty 
shall be imprisoned for a period not to execed thirty 
days. If there shall be a conviction upon a second 
or subsequent offense, the license of the convicted 
retail dealer, issued under the provisions and 
procedure in chapter thirty-nine of Title 54 of the 
Revised Statutes, shall be revoked by the State Tax 
‘Commissioner. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 63 


An Act to supplement ‘‘An act to regulate the 
retail sale of motor fuels, and providing penalties 
for violations,’’ approved May twelfth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight, being Pam- 
phlet Laws, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight, chapter one hundred sixty-three. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Article V of the act to which this act is a sup- 
plement, is hereby supplemented by adding the 
following: 

909. The commissioner may suspend or revoke 
the license held by any retail dealer for a violation 
of any of the provisions of this chapter, or on other 
reasonable ground or grounds, after five (5) days 
notice of such proposed revocation or suspension, 
and the ground or grounds thereof to such retail 
dealer. Said notice shall be served personally or 
by registered mail upon the retail dealer and shall 
set forth the date, time, and place of a hearing to 
be conducted by the commissioner, or his designated 
agent, for that purpose. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to extend the territorial boundaries of the 
borough of Keyport, in the county of Monmouth, 
by the annexation of lands lying under the waters 
of Raritan bay, bordering on said borough in 
said county.

the shore of Raritan bay and its present bound- 
ary line extends only to the shore of Raritan bay 
and it is desirable that the borough should have

Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That all that land and real estate situate, lying Portion of 
and being now or formerly in the township of townsiip’ 
Middletown, in the county of Monmouth aforesaid, Ka%<%."° 
adjoining said borough contained or included within 
the following described boundaries, to wit:

Aw Acr to provide punishment of any person, cor- 
poration, society or organization who or which 
shall influence or attempt to influence any school 
pupil of this State against the salute to the flag 
of the United States of America. 


Br ir enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
Influencing 1. Any person, corporation, society or organiza- 
saluting U.S. tion who or which shall influence or attempt to 
ote: influence any school pupil in this State against the 
salute to the flag of the United States of America 
by instruction printed or otherwise shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved May 24, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 66 


Aw Act authorizing the governing body of any 
municipality of this State to sell or exchange 
lands and buildings when not needed for public 
use, and amending section 40:60-26 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:60-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :60-26. The governing body of any munici- 
pality may sell or exchange any lands or buildings 
or any right or interest therein not needed for 
public use. When any lands are exchanged, the 
lands conveyed to the municipality shall be located 
in the municipality and shall equal in value the 
lands conveyed by the municipality in such ex- 
ehange. All such sales or disposition, except con- 
veyances of lands in exchange for lands conveyed 
to the municipality, and except as provided in sec- 
tions 40:60-27 and 40:60-29 of this Title shall be 
authorized to be made in the following manner: 
(a) By public sale to the highest bidder after public 
advertisement thereof in a newspaper circulating 
in a municipality in which the lands are situated by 
two insertions at least once a week during two con- 
secutive weeks, the last publication to be not more 
than seven davs prior to the sale. In the case of 
public sales the governing body of any municipality 
may by resolution fix a minimum price at which any 
such land may be sold at publie sale, said minimum 
price to be ineluded in the advertisement of sale of 
said lands and public notice thereof given at the 
time of sale. Such sales may be adjourned at the 
time advertised for not more than one week with- 
out readvertising. (b) Such governing body may 
from time to time by ordinance authorize the sale 
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of any such properties at private sale for a period 
of time to be stated in said ordinance, which ordi- 
nance shall also fix the minimum sale price for each 
property so to be sold. A list of the properties so 
authorized to be sold, together with their minimum 
prices, as determined by the governing body, shall 
be published at least once in a newspaper circulat- 
ing in the municipality, and shall be posted in the 
city hall, or in such other municipal building in 
which the governing body usually holds its regular 
meetings. Additional copies of said list shall be 
made available for distribution. Offers for any or 
all properties so listed may be made to the govern- 
ing body, at not less than the minimum prices as 
published by any prospective purchaser or any real 
estate broker or other persons legally authorized to 
consummate the transaction. The commission to be 
paid to any such broker or person consummating a 
sale, other than the purchaser, shall be not more 
than five per centum (5%) of the sale price, and 
may be paid out of the down payment on account 
of the purchase price. 

Any and all private sales made in the manner 
specified shall not become effective until ratified by 
the governing body of the municipality at a regular 
meeting. 

All sales, either public or private, may be for 
cash or upon credit, subject to such conditions for 
payment of the purchase price as the governing 
body in its discretion may by resolution determine, 
and may also impose conditions and restrictions 
on the use to be made of such land in the same 
manner and to the same extent as any other vendor 
of land, whether such sale shall be made at public 
or private sale; provided, however, that any such 
conditions for payment in part for cash and part 
upon credit and/or conditions and restrictions on 
the use to be made of such land shall be set forth 
at length in the advertisement of sale. 

Whenever any sale, whether public or private, 
shall be made hereunder upon credit such sale shall 
operate to create a municipal lien on the land so 
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sold to the extent of the unpaid balances due the 

municipality under the terms of sale and the mu- 

nicipality shall have the same rights as it has in the 

ease of any other municipal lien on real property. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 67 


An Acr to validate exchanges of lands by the 
several municipalities of this State in certain 
cases. 


Br 1t enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The acquisition of lands heretofore conveyed 
to any municipality of this State by way of ex- 
change and all proceedings had in connection there- 
with are hereby validated and confirmed, and any 
conveyances of lands heretofore made by such 
municipality in such exchanges shall be construed 
in all the courts of this State to have conveyed all 
the right, title and interest of any such munici- 
pality of, in and to such lands so conveyed; pro- 
vided, that such exchanges shall have been author- 
ized, or shall have been or shall hereafter be con- 
firmed, by resolution of the governing body of such 
municipality, and such governing body has deter- 
mined or hereafter shall determine that the lands 
conveyed by such municipality in such exchanges 
were not needed for public use and that the lands 
conveyed to such municipality by way of exchange 
equal in value the lands conveyed by such munici- 
pality in such exchange. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 68 


Aw Act concerning the liability of an employer to 
make compensation for injuries received by an 
employee in the course of employment, and 
amending section 34:15-87 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 


bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 34:15-87 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

34 :15-87. No policy of insurance against liability 
arising under this chapter shall contain any limita- 
tion of the liability of the insurer to an amount less 
than that payable by the assured on account of his 
entire liability under this chapter, and no provision 
of such policy shall be construed to restrict the 
liability of the insurer to any stated business, plant, 
location, or employment carried on by an assured 
unless the business, plant, location, or employment 
excluded by such restriction shall be concurrently 
separately insured or exempted as provided for in 
this article. 

No such policy of Insurance or any indorsement 
thereon shall insure against any liability whatso- 
ever other than the liability of the employer for 
compensation under this chapter and for damages 
imposed by law because of personal injuries, includ- 
ing death at any time resulting therefrom, sustained 
by his employees. 

No action shall be maintained for the collection 
of premiums on any policy violating any provision 
of this article. Any policy issued contrary to the 
provisions of this section shall be construed as 
incorporating the provisions herein contained. No 
insurer shall, in action brought upon such policy, 
plead in defense of such action any provision of 
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such policy which violates any provision of this 
section. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 69 


Aw Act to permit the taking of skunk, under certain 
circumstances, and amending sections 23 :4-37 
and 23:4-39 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-37 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23 :4-37. No person shall, by moonlight or with 
the aid or by use of any lamp, lantern or artificial 
light, shoot or kill with a rifle of any kind or de- 
scription, or any firearm or shotgun, a mink, musk- 
rat or otter in this State, or take or attempt to take 
the same except by means of a trap or disturb or 
destroy any muskrat lodge or nesting chamber. 

2. Section 23:4-39 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23 :4-39. No person shall hunt, pursue, take or 
trap a mink, muskrat or otter in this State at any 
time, except from November fifteenth in each year 
to March fifteenth of the following year. This sec- 
tion shall not prevent the destruction at any time 
of muskrats which are damaging dams or canal 
banks by the owners or agents thereof. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 70 


Aw Act validating the organization of certain cor- 
porations of this State. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any corporation of this State formed in com- 
pliance with and for any of the purposes named in 
Title 14 of the Revised Statutes and organized on 
December twentieth, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-seven, or subsequent thereto, shall be 
deemed a valid corporation and to have been duly 
organized as such notwithstanding the certificate of 
incorporation filed by it in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State sets forth that said corporation is 
formed under the provisions of an act entitled ‘‘ An 
act concerning corporations’’ (Revision of 1896), 
and the acts amendatory thereof and _ supple- 
mentary thereto. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 71 


An Act concerning interest on tax moneys for 
school purposes. 


Br tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any municipality shall have, during 
the period of January first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-two, to January first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-nine, advanced tax moneys 
for school purposes directly to the school or schools 
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involved instead of to the State, as required by the 
statutes governing such payments, and shall satis- 
factorily disclose to the State Treasurer that such 
payments have actually been made, no interest shall 
be chargeable against such amounts as shall be 
shown to have been advanced, notwithstanding the 
provisions of any statute of this State requiring 
payment of such interest. 

2. The State Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed to cancel of record any interest charge on 
the amounts of advances as herein set forth. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 72 


An Act to extend the territorial boundaries of the 
borough of Keansburg, in the county of Mon- 
mouth, by the annexation of lands from the town- 
ship of Raritan. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That all that land and real estate now situate, 
lying and being in the township of Raritan, county 
of Monmouth, adjoining said borough, contained or 
included in the following described boundaries, to 
wit: 

Beginning at the borough line of the borough of 
Keansburg at the intersection of Waycake creek 
and Laurel avenue, and running thence (1) south- 
erly, along the easterly side of Laurel avenue to 
an unnamed street laid out on the map of West 
Keansburg Beach, running parallel with First 
street and distant two hundred feet (200’) there- 
from; thence (2) westerly, along the southerly side 
of said unnamed street and parallel with the 
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northerly side of First street as shown on the West 
Keansburg Beach map and distant two hundred 
feet (200’) therefrom in a straight line of Thorne’s 
ereek; thence (3) northerly along Thorne’s creek 
to Wayeake creek and the borough line of the 
borough of Keansburg; thence (4) easterly and 
southerly up Waycake creek and along the borough 
line of the borough of Keansburg to the point or 
place of beginning’; be and is hereby separated from 
the territory now the township of Raritan and be 
and the same is hereby annexed to the said borough 
of Keansburg so that the same shall be hereafter 
a part of and within the territorial limits of the said 
borough of Keansburg. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to include in the organizations entitled to 
delegates to the annual State Agricultural Con- 
vention the Blueberry Co-operative Association 
of New Jersey, and amending section 4:1-6 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 4:1-6 of the Revised Statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

4:1-6. Each of the following organizations shall 
be entitled to be represented in the annual conven- 
tion by two delegates: each county board of agri- 
culture, the New Jersey State Horticultural 
Society, the New Jersey State Poultry Association, 
Jersey Chick Association, the American Cranberry 
Growers’ Association, the New Jersey State 
Grange, Patrons of Husbandry, the New Jersey 
Association of Nurserymen and the New Jersey 
Florists’ Club. 
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Iiach of the following organizations shall be 
entitled to be represented in the annual convention 
by one delegate: the State Agricultural College, the 
State Experiment Station, each Pomona Grange, 
Patrons of Husbandry, North Jersey Society for 
Promotion of Agriculture, New Jersey Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, Incorporated, Holstein 
Friesian Co-operative Association of New Jersey, 
the K. B. Voorhees Agricultural Society, New 
Jersey Alfalfa Association, New Jersey State 
Potato Association, New Jersey Beekeepers’ As- 
sociation, the Co-operative Growers’ Association 
of Beverly, New Jersey, and the Blueberry Co- 
operative Association of New Jersey. 

Prior to the time fixed for the holding of the 
annual convention each of the organizations named 
in this section shall choose from its members the 
authorized number of delegates and certify to the 
convention their qualification as such. The creden- 
tials shall be filed with the proper convention officer 
or committee, and upon the acceptance thereof by 
the convention such persons shall have all the rights 
and powers of delegates. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 74 


Aw Act concerning the insurance of financed auto- 
mobiles, and supplementing chapter twenty-eight 
of Title 17 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. As used in this act ‘‘finaneed 
automobile’’ shall include (a) an automobile or 
other motor vehicle sold at retail, the purchase 
price whereof is not paid in full at the time of its 
purchase, but all or part whereof is advanced by 
the seller to the purchaser by extension of credit 
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or otherwise, or is realized by the seller through the 
assignment, sale or pledge of the right to receive 
from the purchaser the unpaid balance of the pur- 
chase price whether or not title is retained by the 
seller until the purchase price is paid in full, or a 
mortgage or other lien is given or received to 
secure such payment, or (b) an automobile or other 
motor vehicle which is pledged as security for the 
repayment of a loan; an ‘‘other automobile’’ shall 
include any automobile or other motor vehicle 
which is not a ‘‘financed automobile’’; a ‘‘master 
policy’’ shall inelude any policy of insurance cover- 
ing financed automobiles not used, maintained or 
operated by the policyholder; an ‘‘individual con- 
tract’’ shall include any policy of insurance cover- 
ing any financed automobile which is not a master 
policy; a ‘‘certificate of insurance’’ shall mean any 
certificate constituting evidence of the existence of 
a master policy; and a ‘‘policyholder’’ shall mean 
the holder of a master policy or an individual 
poliey. 

2. Policy provisions. From and after the first 
day of September, nineteen hundred and thirty- 
nine, no master policy, individual contract or cer- 
tificate of insurance upon or affecting any financed 
automobile shall be issued or delivered in this State 
unless the form of such policy, contract or cer- 
tificate shall conform to all the requirements or 
restrictions appropriate thereto as hereinafter set 
forth. 

a. Any policy covering a financed automobile, 
whether issued as a master policy or as an indi- 
vidual contract, shall contain in substance the same 
provisions as those contained in policies insuring 
against similar perils otherwise generally issued 
in this State upon other automobiles by the com- 
pany issuing such policy or contract; 

b. Any certificate of insurance issued in connec- 
tion with a master policy shall contain such provi- 
sions of the master policy, to the extent and in such 
form, as the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance shall require; 
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¢c. Every master policy, individual contract or 
certificate of insurance covering any financed auto- 
mobile shall be printed in type not less than eight 
point and shall state the perils insured against, 
the limits of coverage and the premiums applicable 
to each such peril; 

d. Every master policy shall contain a provision 
that there shall be delivered by the insurer to the 
owner or purchaser of a financed automobile in- 
sured thereunder a certificate of insurance not later 
than twenty days after the effective date of the 
insurance represented thereby ; 

e. Every master policy shall contain a provision 
that, in the event of the cancellation of the insur- 
ance represented by any certificate of insurance, 
evidence of the payment of the return premium to 
the purchaser or owner of the automobile covered 
by such insurance as his interest may appear must 
be presented to the insurance company before pay- 
ment of the return premium is made to the policy- 
holder; 

f. Every master policy or individual contract 
issued by any mutual or other company issuing 
participating policies shall contain a provision that 
any dividend apportioned thereto shall be paid to 
the purchaser or owner and the policyholder as 
their respective interests may appear; 

g. No master policy, individual contract or cer- 
tificate of insurance shall contain any provision 
which is unfair, unjust, inequitable or contrary to 
public interest. 

83. Special provisions. No distinction shall be 
made in the premium rates or rates of dividends 
between policies covering financed automobiles and 
policies covering other automobiles. No certificate 
of insurance shall be issued or delivered in this 
State except in connection with a master policy 
issued or delivered in this State. Every certificate 
of insurance required to be issued under a master 
policy and every individual contract issued shall be 
delivered by the insurer to the purchaser or owner. 
The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall

have authority to issue, amend, supplement and 
rescind such regulations as are in his judgment 
necessary to enforce the requirements of this act.

CHAPTER 75 
Aw Acr concerning the State Highway Department. 


Be rr pnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commissioner shall ap- 
point as general solicitor of the State Highway 
Department, with the approval of the Attorney- 
General, a qualified and competent counselor-at- 
law, who has had broad general experience in 
matters of law pertaining to State highways. Such 
general solicitor shall not be removed from such 
office except for good cause shown after a fair and 
impartial trial, but shall hold his office during good 
behavior, and he shall not be removed for political 
reasons. The general solicitor shall devote his 
entire time and attention to the duties of his office 
and shall not engage in the private practice of the 
law at any time during his incumbency. His salary 
shall be fixed by the commissioner and he shall also 
receive reimbursement for his necessary expenses. 
It shall be the duty of the general solicitor to co- 
ordinate and centralize the legal work of the various 
divisions of the State Highway Department, to 
advise the commissioner and employees of the 
department when matters should be referred to the 
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Attorney-General, to prepare reports for opinions 
from the Attorney-General, to assist counsel and 
assistant counsel, appointed pursuant to section 
52:17-9 of the Revised Statutes, in the preparation 
and conduct of matters referred to the Attorney- 
General and in general to maintain close contact 
with the various activities of the State Highway 
Department in so far as such activities involve legal 
problems. The general solicitor may, in addition 
to his preseribed duties, act for, in behalf of, and 
in the name of the Attorney-General in legal mat- 
ters involving the affairs of the State Highway 
Department, when designated by the Attorney- 
General to do so. For such purpose the Attorney- 
General shall designate the general solicitor as 
special assistant Attorney-General but such desig- 
nation as special assistant Attorney-General shall 
be at the will of the Attorney-General only and 
‘without additional compensation. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 76 


Aw Act concerning beauty culture, and amending 
sections 45:4A-5, 45:4A-6, 45:4A-8, 45:4A-9, 
45:4A-10, 45:4A-12, 45:4A-15, 45:4A-18 and 
45:4A-21 of the Revised Statutes, and supple- 
menting chapter four-A of Title 45 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:4A-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40:4A—5. The practice of beauty culture as ap- 
plied in this chapter shall be defined as follows: 

Any or all work performed or demonstrated by 
any person, which work is generally and usually 
performed by so-called hairdressers, cosmetologists, 
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cosmeticians, beauticians or beauty culturists and 
however denominated, in so-called hairdressing 
and beauty shops, which work is for the cleanliness 
and beautification of the hair, such as arranging, 
modeling, dressing, brushing, beautifying, curling, 
waving, straightening, dyeing, tinting, permanent 
waving, cleansing, cutting, styling, singeing, bleach- 
ing or coloring; and the massaging, cleansing, 
stimulating, exercising or similar work upon the 
scalp, face, arms, hands, or neck with the hands, 
or by the use of mechanical or electrical appliances, 
with or without cosmetic preparations, external 
application of creams, tonics and soothing lotions, 
and antiseptics for use with instruments or with 
the hands; and of manicuring the finger nails and 
beautifying the hands of males or females, which 
enumerated practices shall be included in the term 
‘‘beauty culture.’’ ‘‘Mechanical or electrieal ap- 
pliances’’ as used in this chapter shall be in- 
terpreted to include the right to use vibrators, 
electric clippers, permanent wave machines, hair 
driers and electrical manicuring machines, but it 
shall not be interpreted to include or the right to 
use violet ray machines. 

2. Section 45:4A-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45:4A-6. No person shall practice or teach 
beauty culture and no person, partnership or cor- 
poration shall use or maintain any place for the 
practice or teaching of beauty culture without first 
having obtained from the department a certificate 
of registration or license as provided in this chap- 
ter, except that manicuring only may be practiced 
in barber shops by licensed manicurists. 

3. Section 45:4A-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :4A—8. No person shall be permitted by the 
department to take an examination or receive a 
certificate as an operator unless such person shall 
be at least sixteen years of age and a graduate of 
the eighth grade or the equivalent and has been 
registered as a student and has had a school term 
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of training as hereinafter provided in this chapter, 
in a licensed beauty school of this State or an 
approved beauty school of another State, territory, 
the District of Columbia, or foreign country, but 
the department may permit a person to take an 
examination without the prior studentship herein 
required if such person shall establish to the satis- 
faction of the department that he or she has been 
an operator in the active practice of beauty culture 
in New Jersey for at least twelve months within 
the five years next preceding June twenty-ninth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-five; but the 
department may permit any person to take an 
examination without the prior studentship herein 
required if such person shall establish to the satis- 
faction of the department that he or she has prac- 
ticed beauty culture for not less than three years in 
another State, territory, the District of Columbia, 
or foreign country. No person shall be permitted 
to take an examination or receive a certificate of 
registration or license to teach beauty culture 
unless such person shall be at least eighteen years 
of age and shall have completed two years of high 
school or the equivalent and has had either at least 
two years’ experience as a beauty culture operator 
in a beauty shop, or training of not less than a total 
of two thousand hours within a period of not less 
than twelve consecutive months in a licensed beauty 
school of this State or an approved beauty school 
of another State, territory, or the District of 
Columbia. . 

No person shall be permitted to take an examina- 
tion or receive a certificate of registration or license 
to demonstrate appliances, methods or cosmetics 
used or to be used in the practice of beauty culture 
unless such person shall be at least eighteen years 
of age and shall have been duly licensed as a beauty 
culture operator in the State of New Jersey. 

No person shall be permitted to receive a cer- 
tificate of registration or license as a manager- 
operator of a beauty shop unless such person shall 
be at least eighteen years of age and a graduate 
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of the ninth grade or the equivalent and shall have 
been duly licensed as a beauty culture operator in 
the State of New Jersey and shall establish to the 
satisfaction of the department that he or she has 
thereafter been an operator in the active practice 
of beauty culture for at least one year; but the 
department may permit a person to take an ex- 
amination for license as a manager-operator if such 
person shall establish to the satisfaction of the 
department that he or she has been an operator in 
the active practice of beauty culture in a beauty 
shop for not less than three years in another State, 
territory, the District of Columbia, or foreign 
country, and one year in the State of New Jersey 
as a licensed operator. 

No person shall be permitted to receive a cer- 
tificate of registration as a student without having 
first furnished the department with satisfactory 
proof of his or her enrollment in a duly registered 
or licensed beauty school of this State. 

No person, partnership or corporation shall be 
permitted to receive a shop certificate of registra- 
{ion or license to use or maintain premises for the 
practice of beauty culture unless such person, part- 
nership or corporation shall have first furnished 
the department with satisfactory proof that such 
shop or premises are to be used or maintained in 
compliance with the requirements of the rules and 
regulations prescribed bv authority of sections 
45 :4A-13 and 45 :4A—16 of this Title, and such shop 
or premises shall be in charge at all times of a duly 
licensed manager-operator. 

4. Section 45:4A-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45:4A-9. A limited certificate of registration or 
license as a manicurist to manicure the finger nails 
only, may be applied for and granted under all the 
terms and conditions of this chapter, except that 
the examination therefor shall be limited to such 
practice only and the required schooling shall be not 
less than one hundred fifty hours within a period 
of not less than two months. 
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5. Section 45:4A—10 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45:4A-10. No school of beauty culture of this 
State shall be granted a certificate of registration 
or license, and no school of beauty culture of 
another State, territory, or the District of Columbia 
shall be approved by the department, unless it shall 
comply in all respects with the rules and regula- 
tions of the State board of beauty culture control 
and State Board of Education relating to courses 
in beauty culture as they are given in the public 
schools or vocational training schools of this State, 
and unless it shall possess apparatus and equip- 
‘ment sufficient for the proper and full teaching of 
all subjects of its curriculum; shall keep a daily 
record of the attendance of each student; shall 
maintain regular classes and instruction hours; 
shall establish grades and hold examinations before 
issuance of diplomas; shall require a school term 
of training of not less than one thousand hours 
within a period of not less than six consecutive 
months for a complete course, comprising all of the 
practices of beauty culture as provided in this 
chapter and to include practical demonstrations and 
theoretical studies, and study in sanitation and 
sterilization, and the use of antiseptics, cosmetics, 
and electrical appliances consistent with the prac- 
tical and theoretical requirements as applicable to 
beauty culture or any practice thereof. 

6. Section 45:4A-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :4A-12. Any person who has practiced beauty 
culture or acted as manager of a beauty shop under 
a certificate, license or permit for not less than 
three years in another State, territory or the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, or any person who practiced 
beauty culture in this State for at least one year 
next preceding June twenty-ninth, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-five, and is thus engaged 
in this State on said June twenty-ninth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-five, may secure the 
certificate of registration or license required by this 
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chapter without examination or compliance with 
other requirements as to age or education, pro- 
vided such person shall make an application to 
the department for registration and license within 
ninety days after said June twenty-ninth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-five. Such ap- 
plication shall be accompanied by a certificate 
of a practicing physician that the applicant was 
examined and is free from all contagious and 
infectious diseases, and the registration or license 
fee required by this chapter. Any person studying 
beauty culture in an accredited school of beauty 
culture as required by this chapter on said June 
twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-five, shall receive credit for such time and 
studies without compliance with the requirements 
of this chapter as to age and preliminary education; 
provided, such persons shall make application to 
the department for registration as a student within 
ninety days after said June twenty-ninth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-five. 

7. Section 45:4A-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :4A-15. The department shall have power to 
revoke or suspend licenses or certificates of regis- 
tration upon due hearing, on proof of violation of 
any provisions of this chapter, or the rules and 
regulations established by the department under 
this chapter, or for gross incompetency or dishonest 
or unethical practices, and shall have the power to 
require the attendance of witnesses and the produc- 
tion of such books, records and papers as it may 
desire, but before the department may institute 
proceedings for suspension or revocation, it shall 
send notice in writing to the certificate or license 
holder, stating the alleged violation, together with 
a notice that if the violation is not abated within 
five days, proceedings of revocation or suspension 
will be initiated. If such proceedings are initiated, 
a written statement of the charges against the 
license or certificate holder shall be served upon 
them, at least five days before the day set for the 
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hearing, which hearing shall be before a duly au- 
thorized representative of the department, and at 
which hearing the person, partnership or corpora- 
tion complained against shall have an opportunity 
to produce witnesses or other evidence in their 
behalf, and to confront witnesses against them. 

8. Section 45:4A-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45:4A-18. The registration fee for the issuance 
of licenses or certificates of registration with or 
without examination shall be as follows: Three 
dollars a year for registration of beauty shops; 
fifty dollars a year for private schools of beauty 
culture; five dollars a year for manager-operators, 
demonstrators, or teachers; three dollars a year 
for operators or manicurists only; one dollar for 
students for the entire school term; and five dollars 
for examination fee for license. Annual renewal 
fee shall be the same as above. The above fees for 
registration and certificate shall be paid in advance 
to the department of beauty culture control and by 
it paid into the State treasury. Of the said revenues 
a sum not to exceed sixty-five per centum of the 
aggregate of revenue for the fiscal year ending June 
thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight, is hereby appropriated to pay expenses in- 
curred by said department in the administration of 
this act for the period of one year commencing July 
first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight, 
and for every year thereafter a sum not to exceed 
sixty-five per centum of the aggregate of revenue 
received during the preceding fiscal year shall be 
appropriated and shall be paid from the moneys so 
received as aforesaid. All such expenditures shall 
be made by the Treasurer on a warrant of the 
Comptroller after approval by said department. 
Any such expense of administration shall at no time 
exceed the moneys so received, to the end that the 
department at all times shall be self-sustaining. 


Any surplus remaining in such funds in the hands. 


of the Treasurer at the close of any fiscal year shall 
revert to and become a part of the general fund 
of the State. 
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9. Section 45:4A-21 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :4A-21. Nothing in this chapter shall prohibit 
service in case of emergency or domestic adminis- 
tration without compensation, nor service by per- 
sons authorized under the laws of this State to 
practice medicine, surgery, nursing, dentistry, 
chiropody, osteopathy or chiropractic, nor services 
by barbers lawfully engaged in the performance of 
the usual and ordinary duties of their vocation, nor 
services performed by registered students in the 
course of their required training in duly licensed 
or registered beauty schools of this State. 

10. Chapter four-A of Title 45 of the Revised 


- Statutes is hereby supplemented by adding the 


following section 45:4A-—26.1, which shall read as 
follows: 

45 :4A—26.1. In all prosecutions instituted under 
the provisions of this chapter a certificate, signed 
by the chairman or secretary of the board, to which 
certificate shall be affixed the seal of said board, 
certifying that the person charged with the alleged 
violation was not, at the time of the alleged viola- 
tion, registered or licensed as required by the provi- 
sions of this chapter, shall be prima facie proof of 
the fact in any such prosecution in any court where 
suit is instituted.

A SupreLement to an act entitled ‘‘ An act fixing the 
compensation of members of the State Capitol 
police foree,’’ approved June sixteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight.

J. The compensation of the chief of the State 
Capitol police force is hereby fixed at a minimum 
of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) per 
annum and a maximum of three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) per annum. For each year of service 
as chief after. appointment the mimimum salary 
shall be increased at the rate of one hundred dollars 
($100.00) per annum until the maximum salary is 
reached. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 78 


Aw Act providing for the identification of crimi- 
nals, and supplementing Title 53 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Beir enwacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. To the end that there may be a centralization 
of information with regard to crime in this State, 
it shall be the duty of the county bureau of iden- 
tification in each county and of the bureau of 
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2. To the end that the county bureaus of iden- 
tification in each of the counties of this State and 
the bureau of identification of the Department of 
the State Police may have available. the requisite 
information for the keeping of such records, it shall 
be the duty of sheriffs, members of the State Police, 
county detectives, chiefs of police and other law 
enforcement officers, immediately upon the receipt 
of a complaint that an indictable offense has been 
committed, to forward to the county bureau of 
identification and the bureau of identification of 
the State Police Department all of such informa- 
tion which can at that time be obtained, on forms 
to be provided for that purpose by the head of the 
office in which such county bureau of identification 
is established. 

It shall also be the duty of such officers, from time 
to time, upon receipt of additional information, to 
forward the same to the county bureau of iden- 
tification and to the bureau of identification of the 
State Police Department, on forms to be provided 
for that purpose by the head of the office in which 
such county bureau of identification is established. 

It shall also be the duty of the prosecutor of the 
pleas, the county clerks, and the probation office in 
the various counties of this State to supply to the 
county bureau of identification and to the bureau 
of identification in the Department of State Police 
all information on record in their respective offices 
which may be necessary to complete the records in 
the prescribed form, as set forth in section one 
hereof. 

The duties herein prescribed to be performed by 
the public officers and employees herein referred 
to shall be additional to the duties now prescribed 
by law to be performed by such public officers and 
employees. 

The words ‘‘The County Bureau of Identifica- 
tion,’’ as used in this act, shall be taken to mean the 
bureau of identification as now established in the 
office of the sheriff or in the office of the prosecutors 
of the pleas in the respective counties in this State. 
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3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are repealed, and this act shall take effect 
immediately.

CHAPTER 79 


Aw Act concerning motor vehicles, and amending 
sections 39:3-15, 39:3-16 and 39:3-17 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:3-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-15. Any passenger type motor car, omnibus, 
motor vehicle used for the transportation of goods, 
wares and merchandise, motor cycle, or motor- 
drawn vehicle belonging to a nonresident, and which 
has been registered in accordance with the laws 
respecting the registration of motor vehicles of the 
State, Territory, Federal district of the United 
States or province of the Dominion of Canada, or 
foreign country, in which the nonresident resides, 
and which has conspicuously displayed thereon the 
registration number thereof, may, without comply- 
ing with the provisions of this subtitle with respect 
to registration, be operated in this State during 
such portion of the entire year as the free opera- 
tion of a similar type of vehicle belonging to a 
resident of this State and registered in compliance 
with the laws of this State, and whose registration 
number is conspicuously displayed thereon, is per- 
mitted in the State, Territory, Federal district or 
provinee of the Dominion of Canada, or foreign 
country, of the nonresident. 

2. Section 39:3-16 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-16. The commissioner shall enforce the pro- 
visions of sections 39 :3-12, 39:3-13 and 39:3-15 to 
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39 :3-17 of this Title, and shall have the power to 
suspend the operating privilege of all, a class, or 
a part of any class of motor vehicles and motor- 
drawn vehicles registered in another State, Terri- 
tory, Federal district of the United States or 
province of the Dominion of Canada, or foreign 
country, when, in his judgment, any such State, 
Territory, Federal district or foreign country pro- 
hibits the free operation therein of a class or part 
of any class of motor vehicles or motor-drawn 
vehicles belonging to residents of this State and 
which have been properly registered in accordance 
with the laws of this State. The commissioner shall 
also have power to suspend, for violation of any 
of the provisions of this subtitle, or on other rea- 
sonable grounds, the operating privilege of any 
motor vehicle or motor-drawn vehicle belonging to 
a nonresident. In suspending any such operating 
privilege, the commissioner shall notify the official 
or body performing the registration duty in the 
State, Territory, Federal district of the United 
States or province of the Dominion-of Canada, or 
foreign country, in which the nonresident resides 
of such action, give public notice of the same and 
cause the police authorities to be notified. If any 
such motor vehicle or motor-drawn vehicle whose 
operating privilege has been suspended shall there- 
after be driven in this State, such driving shall 
constitute a violation of section 39 :3-4 of this Title, 
_ and the driver of any such vehicle shall be subject 
to the penalty prescribed in said section 39 :3-4. 

3. Section 39:3-17 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :3-17. The touring privileges allowed by sec- 
tion 39:3-15 of this Title are also extended to any 
nonresident chauffeur or driver who has complied 
with the law of his resident State, or country, with 
respect to the licensing of drivers or chauffeurs. 
No such nonresident shall operate a motor vehicle 
registered under the laws of this State unless he 
is seventeen years of age or over. No nonresident 
shall be permitted to avail himself of the right of 
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driving a New Jersey registered vehicle under his 
reciprocity privilege unless he is a holder of a 
driver’s license from the State, or country, in which 
he resides. A nonresident shall, at all times while 
operating a motor vehicle in this State under his 
reciprocity provision, have in his possession the 
registration certificate of the car which he shall be 
then operating and his driver’s license, and shall 
exhibit them to any motor vehicle inspector, police 
officer or magistrate who, in the performance of the 
duties of his office, shall request the same. Any 
person violating the provisions of this section shall 
be subject to a fine not exceeding five hundred dol- 
lars, or to imprisonment in the county jail for not 
more than sixty days. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 80 


An Acr concerning public utilities, and supple- 
menting section 48:2-19 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr ENAcTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 48:2-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby supplemented to read as follows: 


48:2-19. The Board of Public Utility Commis- 
sioners is authorized and empowered to undertake 
and complete a survey and investigation of the 
Northern Railroad of New Jersey to determine a 
method for the future operation of said road. 

2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the 
provisions of this act there is hereby appropriated 
the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00), which 
shall be expended in the same manner as other State 
appropriations. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 81 


Aw Act concerning elections, and amending section 
19:6-10 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:6-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19 :6-10. Each district board shall, on or before 
the first day of June, and in presidential years on 
the third Tuesday next preceding the primary elec- 
tion for the election of delegates or alternates to the 
national convention, meet and organize by the elec- 
tion of one of its members as judge, who shall be 
chairman of the board, and another of its members 
as inspector. Such judge and inspector shall be 
members or voters of different political parties. In 


ease of failure to elect a judge as herein provided, © 


after. balloting or voting three times, the senior 
member of the board in respect to length of con- 
tinuous service as a member of such district board 
shall become judge, and in ease of failure to elect 
an inspector after balloting or voting three times, 
the next senior member of the board in respect to 
length of continuous service as a member of such 
district board shall become inspector; provided, 
that both the chairman and the inspector shall not 
be members or voters of the same political party. 
The other two members of the board shall be clerks 
of election, and shall perform all the duties re- 
quired by law of the clerks of district boards. 

2. This act shall take effect immediatelv.

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CHAPTER 82 


An Acr to declare an emergency affecting the 


production, distribution and sale of milk as 
defined herein; to invoke and exercise the police 
power of the State to deal with same; to regulate 
and control the production, distribution and sale 
of milk as defined herein; to create a State board 
of milk control for such purposes; to prescribe 
the jurisdiction, duties and powers of said board; 
to require licenses of and establish license fees 
to be paid by stores, milk dealers, processors and 
subdealers; and to provide methods for enforce- 
ment and penalties for violations. 


Wuereas, Milk is a most necessary human food, 


vital for the promotion of the public health and 
for development of strength and vigor in the 
human race, and because it is a most fertile field 
for the growth of bacteria its production and 
distribution have been surrounded by costly 
sanitary requirements; and 


Wuereas, For several years the milk producers of 


the United States, and particularly those of this 
State and neighboring States, have been con- 
fronted with conditions where the price paid to 
them for milk was below the actual cost of pro- 
duction and so low that there’ was danger of the 
quality of milk falling below the standards that 
insured the safety of milk for human consump- 
tion; farmers and producers engaged in the 
industry were unable to continue production and 
were becoming discontented; milk strikes were 
being projected in many parts of the country, 
including this State, and in many instances large 
sections of the country were actually deprived of 
a sufficient supply of fresh, wholesome, sanitary 
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milk; and the health and welfare of the citizens 
of this State had been actually threatened 
because the price being paid to milk producers 
was below the cost of production; and 


Wuereas, Several neighboring States, recognizing 
this danger, have adopted laws which would pro- 
vide a reasonable return to the milk producer 
and thereby insure a sufficient supply of fresh, 
wholesome, sanitary milk, and New Jersey, being 
among the first to join in the passage of legisla- 
tion of this type, has had the benefit of a milk 
control law since May twenty-third, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-three, which has resulted 
in stabilization of the industry, prevented pos- 
sible curtailment of an adequate and sufficient 
supply of fresh, wholesome, sanitary milk for its 
citizens, and has insured a fair price to producers 
and farmers and which by the terms of the 
present law will expire by its own limitation on 

June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine; and 


Wuereas, The conditions which prompted the pas- 
sage of the milk control law in one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-three are still present in 
many parts of the country, ineluding neighboring 
States, and without the benefits of a milk control 
law will immediately become operative in New 
Jersey; therefore, 


It is found and declared that an emergency exists 
affecting the milk industry in this State; in the 
interest of the health and welfare of the citizens of 
this State, it is necessary to continue control of the 
milk industry in this State for a further period of 
two years; that this act is an emergency law, neces- 
sary for the immediate preservation of the public 
peace, to preserve, protect and promote the public 
welfare, health and safety, and enacted in the 
exercise of the police power reserved to the States 
to protect the citizens of this State in such respect; 
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that it is made necessary by the conditions here- 
tofore cited of unfair, unjust, destructive and 
demoralizing practices, heretofore existing or 
threatened, and presently threatening, in the pro- 
duction, sale and distribution of milk which are 
likely to result in the demoralization of the agri- 
cultural interests of this State engaged in the 
production of milk and the creation of conditions 
inimical to the health of the public of this State as 
hereinbefore stated; that it is the policy and intent 
of this act to prevent these unfair, unjust, destrue- 
tive and demoralizing practices by providing a 
reasonable return for the milk producer, so as to 
prevent possible curtailment of a sufficient supply 
of fresh, wholesome, sanitary milk for our citizens; 
and that it is necessary in order to assure an 
adequate supply of fresh, wholesome, sanitary 
milk and to protect the public health and welfare, 
to treat the production, sale and distribution of 
milk as a business affecting the public health and 
affected with a public interest; therefore, 


Bert enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Definitions. Words used in this act, unless 
otherwise expressly stated, or unless the context or 
subject matter otherwise requires, shall have the 
following meanings: 

‘‘Board.’’ The milk control board. 

‘*Person.’’? Any person, firm, association, or 
corporation. 

‘*Milk dealer.’’ Any person who produces milk 
and sells to any person other than a milk dealer 
and/or processor, or who purchases, distributes or 
handles milk, as herein defined, for storage, manu- 
facture or sale, except for consumption on the 
premises of the producer. Any dairy co-operative 
association organized under any law of this State 
or any other State and engaged in this State in the 
handling of milk in this State as hereinafter defined 
is declared to be a milk dealer or producer within 
the meaning of this act as the board may determine. 
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‘‘Processor.’’ Any person who handles, pas- 
teurizes, bottles or otherwise prepares milk for sale 
through subdealers. 

‘‘Subdealer.’’ Any person who purchases milk 
from a processor or milk dealer for resale to stores 
and/or consumers under the brand or name of the 
person from whom he purchased it and makes dis- 
tribution of same in the containers in which he 
received it. 

‘““Market.’’ Any municipality, incorporated or 
unincorporated, of this State, other than a county, 
or any group of such, or any portions thereof, 
designated by the board as a marketing area. 

‘‘Licensee.’? Any person licensed pursuant to 
this act. 

‘“Milk.’’ The natural product of a dairy animal 
or animals and includes fluid milk and cream, fresh, 
sour or storage, skimmed milk, flavored milk, any 
milk drink, buttermilk, ice cream mix, and con- 
densed or concentrated whole or skimmed milk, 
except when contained in hermetically sealed cans. 
In each instance where quantity is referred to, the 
intent is to include its whole milk equivalent. 

‘*-Producer.’’ Any person producing milk for 
sale to a milk dealer or processor. 

“‘Consumer.’’ Any person, other than a milk 
dealer, store, subdealer, processor or producer, who 
purchases milk for consumption or use. 

‘‘Sanitary regulations.’’ All laws enacted by the 
State of New Jersey; ordinances and regulations 
enacted or adopted by municipalities, municipal 
boards of health, or municipal departments, or 
officials exercising the powers and duties of local 
boards of health, relating to the production, hand- 
ling, transportation, distribution and sale of milk 
from a health basis. 

‘‘Store.’’ A grocery store, delicatessen, food 
market, hospital, institution, hotel, restaurant, soda 
fountain, dairy products store, any governmental 
agency, roadside stand and similar mercantile 
establishments. 
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2. Milk Control Board. Five citizens of the State 
of New Jersey, to be appointed by the Governor, at 
least one of whom shall represent the consumer 
interest, one the producer interest and one the dis- 
tributor interest, are hereby constituted a milk 
control board for the purpose of effectuating the 
provisions of this act. The members so appointed 
shall serve during the pleasure of the Governor. 
The board may appoint subject to the provisions of 
civil service laws such technical and other assist- 
ants and employees as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act and the board shall 
prescribe their powers and duties. All those 
employed by the preceding board at the time this 
act becomes effective shall be continued in their 
employment as employees in the classified service 
under the aforesaid civil service laws. 

3. Chairman and Secretary; Regulations; Meet- 
ings. The board shall choose a chairman from its 
own members and a recording secretary who may 
be a member of the staff. The board shall have 
power to establish rules and regulations for its own 
proceedings and to fix dates of its meetings. 

4. Per Diem and Expenses. The members of the 
board shall receive a per diem of ten dollars 
($10.00) while in actual attendance at board meet- 
ings, or in the performance of official duties, and 
upon certification by the chairman be reimbursed 
for their actual and necessary expenses as required 
in the performance of their duties as prescribed 
by this act. 

5. Enforcement by Appointees. Any duly 
authorized appointee of the board shall, subject to 
the limitations herein contained, enforce the pro- 
visions of this act and all rules and regulations 
promulgated by the board and all orders there- 
under made by the board. 

6. Principal Office. The principal office of the 
board shall be in the city of Trenton in rooms 
assigned, furnished and equipped by the custodian 
of the State House. 
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7. Meetings Called by Chairman or Majority of 
Board. Meetings of the board shall be called by the 
chairman or by a majority of the members of the 
board. 

8. Quorum. Three members shall constitute a 
quorum. 

9, General Powers. General powers. The board 
is hereby declared to be the instrumentality of the 
State for the purpose of attaining the ends in this 
act declared, and the board is hereby vested with 
power as provided in this act. 

10. Regulation of Milk Industry; Exceptions. 
The board may fix the price at which milk is to be 
bought, sold, or distributed; to regulate conditions 
and terms of sale; to establish and require observ- 
ance of fair trade practices; to supervise, regulate 
and control the entire milk industry of the State of 
New Jersey, including the production, importation, 
classification, processing, transportation, disposal, 
sale or resale, storage or distribution of milk as 
defined in this act in the State of New Jersey in 
those matters and in every way necessary to carry 
out the purposes of this act and necessary to con- 
trol or prevent unfair, unjust, destructive and/or 
demoralizing practices which are likely to result in 
the demoralization of agricultural interest in this 
State engaged in the production of milk and/or 
interfere with the maintenance of a fresh, whole- 
some supply of sanitary milk for the consumers of 
this State; provided, however, that nothing con- 
tained in this act shall be construed as authorizing 
the board to adopt, promulgate or enforce orders, 
rules or regulations containing provisions or 
sanitary regulations as defined in paragraph one 
of this act; and provided, further, that nothing 
contained in this act or orders, rules or regulations 
adopted thereunder shall conflict with or be con- 
strued to abrogate or affect the status, force or 
operation of any public health law, any sanitary 
regulation or any local health ordinance, code or 
regulation, or Title 24 of the Revised Statutes and 
amendments thereof and supplements thereto. 
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11. Investigations. To investigate all matters 
pertaining to the production, distribution, importa- 
tion, storage, disposal, classification, sale or resale, 
conditions and terms of sale or resale, costs of 
production, distribution, sale and resale, proces- 
sing, sale for manufacture, of milk as defined in this 
act in the State of New Jersey as may be necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this act. The board 
shall have the power to issue subpenas to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the production of 
books, papers and records for the purpose of 
obtaining such information as may be required to 
carry out the provisions of this act. Such subpoenas 
shall be signed by the secretary or by any member 
of the board. 

12. Service of Process. The process of subpena 
authorized in the last preceding paragraph shall be 
served in the same manner and be of the same force 
and effect as like process in civil actions in the 
Supreme Court; and any person attending in pur- 
suance of such subpcena shall be entitled to the same 
fees and mileage as witnesses in civil actions in 
said Supreme Court. 

13. Contempt; Disobedience of Subpcna or 
Refusal to Testify. In case any person so sum- 
moned by subpcena issued by said secretary or 
member of the board, as aforesaid, shall refuse to 
obey such subpeena or any directions therein, or to 
give testimony, or to answer questions as required, 
or to produce any books, papers, documents or 
records as required, the secretary or member of 
the board may, upon affidavits proving the facts, 
apply to a justice of the Supreme Court for attach- 
ment against such person, as for a contempt of the 
Supreme Court, and it shall be the duty of such 
justice to hear such application, and if satisfactory 
proof be made of such refusal to issue an attach- 
ment directed to the sheriff or any constable of the 
county, for the arrest of such person, and, upon his 
being brought before him, to proceed to a hearing 
of the case; and the said justice shall have the 
power to enforce, by imprisonment in any county

jail, obedience to such subpeena, and require the 
answer of any questions that may be proper, and 
the production of any book, paper or document 
that the witness would be compelled to produce in 
a court of law, by similar process, and also to 
compel such witness to pay a fine and the costs of 
said proceedings, to be taxed by the court; and any 
person who shall willfully and corruptly testify 
falselv to any material matter upon oath or affirma- 
tion administered by the secretary, or any member 
of the board, or any person authorized by law, at 
any investigation, inquiry or hearing shall be guilty 
of perjury. 

14. Self-incrimination; Immunity from Prosecu- 
tion. No person shall be excused from testifying 
or producing any book, paper, document or record 
when subpeenaed as aforesaid upon the ground that 
the testimony or documentary evidence required 
of him may incriminate him or subject him to any 
penalty or forfeiture, but no such person shall be 
prosecuted, punished or subjected to any penalty 
or forfeiture on account of any matter or thing 
concerning which he shall, under oath, have testified 
or produced documentary evidence, except that he 
shall not be exempt from prosecution or punish- 
ment for any perjury committed by him in his 
testimony. Nothing herein shall give to any corpo- 
ration immunity of any kind. 

15. Administering Oaths. Any member of the 
board, the secretary or any person authorized by 
law is hereby authorized to administer oaths to all 
such witnesses as may appear or be brought before 
said board. 

16. Arbitration of Controversies. The board 
may act as mediator and arbitrator in any contro- 
versy or issue that may arise among or between 
producers, milk dealers, processors, stores, sub- 
dealers and consumers as between themselves or 
that may arise between them as groups. 

17. Agreements with Other Agencies. For the 
furtherance of the objects stated in this act the 
board shall have authority to enter into agreements

with State, county and municipal agencies and with 
other States and the Federal Government. Before 
such agreements shall be declared in effect they 
must be ratified by a majority vote of the board. 

18. Credit Regulations; Enforcement. To effec- 
tuate the orderly sale and distribution of milk 
between dealers, processors, subdealers and stores, 
and earry out the provisions of this act, the board 
is hereby empowered to promulgate and enforce 
conditions, terms and credit regulations governing 
such sales. 

19. Delegation of Specific Powers. The operation 
and effect of any provision of this act conferring a 
eeneral power upon the board shall not be impaired 
or qualified by the granting to the board, the secre- 
tary, or an employee or agent of the board by this 
act of a specific power or powers, not inconsistent 
with the proviso contained in paragraph ten of this 
act. 

20. Rules and Orders; Posting; Service. Rules 
and orders. The board may adopt and through the 
chairman enforce all rules and orders necessary to 
carry out the provisions of this act. Findings of 
fact on which every new order on prices is based, 
and every general rule or orders fixing prices of the 
board shall be posted for public inspection at least 
five days before effective date in the main office of 
the board and a certified copy filed in the office of 
the Secretary of State, and the minutes of each 
meeting of the board shall be posted on the public 
bulletin board in the offices of the milk control 
board within twenty-four hours after the approval 
by the board at its next succeeding meeting. An 
order applying only to a person or persons named 
therein shall be served on the person or persons 
affected. Such order so required to be served shall 
be served by personal delivery of a certified copy 
or by mailing a copy thereof to each person affected 
thereby to the last known address, and in the case 
of a corporation to any officer or agent of the cor- 
poration upon whom a summons may be served 
pursuant to the provisions of section 2:26-43 of 
the Revised Statutes. 
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21. Hearings. Whenever any hearing is re- 
quired by, or is to be held under, any of the 
provisions of this act, the board may sit for same 
or may designate any board member to take the 
testimony and other evidence in connection there- 
with, in which case the record so made shall be 
submitted to the board for consideration and upon 
which a determination may be made. Such pro- 
ceedings may be held in any part of the State and 
shall be governed by rules and regulations adopted 
by the board. Neither the board nor such member 
shall be bound by technical rules of evidence. 

22. Inspection; Right of Entry. Any board 
member or employee designated for such purpose 
shall have access to and may enter at all reason- 
able hours all places where milk is being stored, 
bottled or manufactured into food products. The 
designated employee shall have power to inspect 
all books, papers, records or documents in any place 
within this State for the purpose of ascertaining 
facts to enable the board to administer the provi- 
sions of this act. 

23. Licenses; Milk Licenses Suspended by Sus- 
pension or Revocation of Health Department 
License. No milk dealer, processor, subdealer or 
store, as defined in this act, shall buy milk from 
producers or others for sale, disposal, importation, 
transportation, storage or manufacture, or sell, 
transport, import, dispose of, store or distribute 
milk or otherwise engage in the milk business 
within this State, unless duly licensed as in this act 
provided, and it shall be unlawful for a milk dealer, 
processor, subdealer or store to buy milk from a 
milk dealer, processor, subdealer, or store who is 
unlicensed, or to sell to milk dealers, processors, 
subdealer or store in this State who is unlicensed, 
or in any way to deal in or handle milk which he 
may have reason to believe has previously been 
dealt in or handled in violation of the provisions 
of this act or any order, rule or regulation of the 
board promulgated pursuant thereto. 
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The licenses required by this act are for the pur- 
pose of correcting unfair, unjust, destructive and 
demoralizing practices in the milk industry in this 
State, and to prevent demoralization of agricultural 
interests engaged in the production of milk in this 
State. The licenses required by this act shall be 
in addition to any other license or permit required 
by any law of this State, or by any ordinance of a 
local board of health or other body exercising the 
powers thereof in any municipality of this State, 
and shall not be considered as such a license or 
certificate as is contemplated by section 40:52-1 of 
the Revised Statutes. When the department of 
health of the State of New Jersey or any local 
board of health shall refuse to license, suspend or 
revoke the right of a licensee to sell or distribute 
milk and/or cream in a particular municipality, the 
license granted by the milk control board shall so 
far as said municipality is concerned be suspended 
or revoked for such time as such suspension or 
revocation shall be continued by said municipality. 

24. Minimum Cost Price; Enforcement. No milk 
dealer, processor, subdealer or store shall dis- 
tribute, sell or handle milk in this State which is 
obtained from any producer, other milk dealer, 
processor, subdealer or store where the milk has 
been purchased either directly or indirectly for a 
price less than the minimum price fixed by the 
board to be paid for such milk to be distributed in a 
given market. 

25. Application for License; Display of License. 
An application for a license to operate as a milk 
dealer, processor, subdealer or store shall be made 
within five days after this act takes effect and/or 
before any person shall commence business as a 
milk dealer, processor, subdealer or store, and 
annually thereafter on or before the tenth day of 
May in each year for the license year commencing 
July first, and ending June thirtieth following. The 
applicant shall state the nature of the business to 
be conducted, the full name of the person applying 
for the license and, if the applicant be a firm or 
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association, the full name of each member, and if 
a corporation the names and addresses of all 
officers and directors and the name or names of the 
municipality or municipalities in which the business 
is to be conducted; that he has complied with all 
the orders, rules and regulations of the board, and 
such other facts with respect to the license as may 
be required by the said board. A license shall be 
granted to the applicant by the board subject to the 
provisions of paragraphs twenty-three to twenty- 
nine, inclusive. The original or a certified copy 
thereof shall be conspicuously displayed by the 
licensee at its principal place of business, and in 
each plant, store or sales branch delivery depot in 
this State. 

26. Refusal or Suspension or Revocation of 
License; Grounds. The board, after hearing held 
in accordance with the provisions of paragraph 
twenty-one of this act, may decline to grant a 
license or may issue a license conditionally, or may 
suspend or revoke a license already granted when 
satisfied of the existence of any of the following: 


(1) That an applicant or a licensee has 
rejected, without reasonable cause, any milk 
from one of its regular producers. 

(2) That the applicant or licensee has failed 
to account and make payment, without reason- 

-able cause, for any milk purchased from a 
producer. 

(3) When it has been established by evi- 
dence submitted to the board by the State or 
local health authorities that the applicant or 
licensee has committed any act likely to under- 
mine health regulations and standards as 
established by health laws and ordinances. 

(4) That the applicant or licensee has com- 
mitted any act injurious to trade or commerce, 
or any act which may demoralize the price 
structure of milk or interfere with an ample 
supply of milk for the inhabitants of this State. 
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(5) Where the applicant or licensee has con- 
tinued in a course of dealing of such a nature 
as to satisfy the board of his inability or un- 
willingness properly to conduct the business of 
receiving or selling milk in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. 

(6) Where the applicant or licensee has been 
a party to a combination to fix prices contrary 
to the provisions of this act. 

(7) Where the applicant or licensee has con- 
tinned in a course of dealing of such nature as 
to satisfy the board of an intent to deceive or 
defraud stores, producers, consumers, sub- 
dealers or other dealers in those matters regu- 
lated by the provisions of this act. 

(8) Where the applicant or licensee has 
failed either to keep records or to furnish the 
statements or information required by para- 
graph thirty-one of this act. 

(9) Where arty applicant or licensee has 
made false statements to the board or has testi- 
fied falsely in any hearing before the board. 

(10) That the applicant or licensee is not 
qualified by character, experience, financial 
responsibility and equipment to properly con- 
duct the proposed business. 

(11) That the applicant or licensee is a 
partnership, corporation, firm or association 
and any individual holding any position or 
interest or power or control therein has pre- 
viously been responsible in whole or in part 
for anv act on account of which a license may 
be denied, suspended or revoked pursuant to 
the provisions of this section or law or the 
similar laws which preceded it. 

(12) That the applicant or licensee has vio- 
lated any of the provisions of this act, or any of 
the rules, regulations or orders of the board or 
has violated any of the provisions of similar 
laws or of orders, rules and regulations issued 
thereunder which have preceded this act. 
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The board may without hearing continue any 
ruling or order made as to license or any applicant 
or licensee which was made after hearing when any 
subsequent application for license is filed by said 
applicant or licensee. 

The issuance or renewal by the board of a license 
hereunder shall not preclude the board from sus- 
pending, conditioning or revoking such license for 
acts as set forth in this paragraph committed by 
the licensee prior to the license period unless the 
board or its predecessor board had proceeded 
against the applicant or licensee, and the order 
made thereupon had been complied with by the 
applicant or licensee. 

27. Notice to Applicant or Licensee Before 
Refusal, Suspension or Revocation of License; 
Service of Order. Before declining to grant a 
license or conditioning or limiting a license, or 
suspending or revoking a_ license previously 
granted, the board shall give notice to the applicant 
or licensee personally, or by mail addressed to his 
last known address, and afford him an opportunity 
to appear and be heard with respect thereto at a 
time and place specified in such notice. Such appli- 
eant or licensee shall have the right to be heard in 
person or by attorney, and to offer evidence per- 
tinent to the subject of the hearing, and to that end 
to invoke the powers of the board with respect to 
the compulsory attendance of witnesses and the 
production of books, accounts, papers, records and 
documents by subpena. A duly certified copy of 
the order of the board of such hearing shall be 
served upon the applicant or the licensee in the 
manner provided by paragraph twenty of this act. 

28. Appeal. Any person, applicant or licensee 
agerieved by any general or price order, rule or 
regulation made or any action of the board taken 
pursuant to this act may, within thirty days after 
the effective date of said general or price order, 
rule or regulation, or in case of an order applying 
to a person named, within thirty days after receipt 
of a copy of the order of the board, apply to a 
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justice of the Supreme Court for a writ of cer- 
tiorari, which court shall have jurisdiction to 
suspend, reverse or vacate the orders so made by 
the board, and the court may, in its discretion, 
require the prosecutor of said writ of certiorari to 
execute a bond not exceeding in amount the costs 
or money involved payable to the State of New 
Jersey, as the court may prescribe, with sureties 
satisfactory to said court, conditioned for the 
prompt payment by the said prosecutor of all costs 
and/or damages arising from or caused by the 
delay in the effectiveness or enforcement of the 
order complained of or in the prompt prosecution 
of this writ. 

29, License Fees; Deposits. Every person 
required by this act to be licensed shall pay a 
yearly license fee as follows: 

Store—each and every store selling milk shall 
pay a license fee of one dollar ($1.00); provided, 
however, that a store selling milk exclusively for 
consumption on the premises shall not be required 
to obtain a license nor pay a license fee; and pro- 
vided, further, that a store selling only milk which 
is evaporated or condensed in hermetically sealed 
cans shall not be required to obtain a license or pay 
a license fee. 

Milk dealers—-where a milk dealer sold in the 
State of New Jersey during the twelve calendar 
months immediately preceding the period for which 
the license is applied or issued a monthly average 
quantity of milk 


(1) Not exceeding twenty-five hundred 
pounds, a license fee of two dollars ($2.00); | 

(2) Exceeding twenty-five hundred pounds, 
but not exceeding five thousand pounds, a 
license fee of seven dollars fifty cents ($7.50) ; 

(3) Exceeding five thousand pounds, but not 
exceeding twenty-five thousand pounds, a 
license fee of twenty dollars ($20.00) ; 
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(4) Exceeding twenty-five thousand pounds, 
but not exceeding one hundred thousand 
pounds, a license fee of seventy dollars 
($70.00) ; 

(5) Exeeedinge one hundred _ thousand 
pounds, but not exceeding two hundred thou- 
sand pounds, a license fee of one hundred 
twenty-five dollars ($125.00) ; 

(6) Exeeeding two hundred thousand 
pounds, but not exceeding five hundred 
thousand pounds, a license fee of two hundred 
dollars ($200.00) ; 

(7) Exceeding five hundred thousand 
pounds, but not exceeding one million pounds, 
a license fee of three hundred dollars 
($300.00) ; 

(8) Exceeding one million pounds, but not 
exceeding two million pounds, a license fee of 
five hundred dollars ($500.00) ; 

(9) Exceeding two million pounds, but not 
exceeding five million pounds, a license fee of 
seven hundred dollars ($700.00) ; 

(10) Exceeding five million pounds, a license 
fee of eight hundred dollars ($800.00) ; 


Where a milk dealer is engaged in handling milk 
in the State of New Jersey, but selling milk only in 
another State and/or engaged only in manufactur- 
ing; he shall not be subject to the foregoing 
schedule, but shall pay a license fee of twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00). 

Processors—every processor shall pay a license 
fee of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00). 

Subdealers—every subdealer shall pay a license 
fee of ten dollars ($10.00) for each route owned or 
operated at the commencement of the license 
period. 

It is the intent where the amount of license fee is 
to be determined by the quantity of milk that the 
whole milk equivalent of milk in each of its forms 
as included in definition of milk in paragraph one 
of this act shall be used. 
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Any person applying for a license to engage in 
the business of a milk dealer or processor who has 
not been engaged in such business prior to the 
effective date of this act, upon filing application 
with the board to engage in such business, shall, 
in the case of applying for a license as a milk 
dealer or processor, deposit with the board one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) in cash. This deposit 
shall be retained by the board until such time as 
the board is able to determine from the monthly 
reports of such applicant for license the proper fee 
to be charged such applicant in accordance with 
the schedules hereinbefore set forth, at which time 
any part of such deposit in excess of the license 
fee so determined shall be returned to the appli- 
eant. 

The license fee shall accompany the application 
for a license; said application shall not be received 
or acted upon if it is not accompanied by the proper 
fee. Where a license is applied for and the board 
declines to grant the license to the applicant, the 
license fee shall be charged and retained by the 
board only pro rata for so much of the license year 
as expired prior to the issuance of the order refus- 
ing the license. There shall be no refund in such 
case where the applicant is a store, subdealer or 
milk dealer whose fee is not more than twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00). 

30. Forms. The application for license shall be 
made on a form prepared by the board. The State 
Board of Milk Control may require an applicant 
for a license to show that he has secured all other 
State licenses and such other permits or licenses 
as may be necessary for said applicant to carry on 
the milk business in his territory, and upon his 
failure to do so refuse to issue to said applicant 
a license. 


31. Records. The board may require the licen- 
sees to keep the following records: 


(1) A record of all milk received, detailed 
as to location, and as to names and addresses 
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of suppliers, with butter fat test, prices paid, 
deduction or charges made. 

(2) A record of all milk sold, classified as 
to grade, location and market outlet and size 
and style of container, with prices and amounts 
received therefor. 

(3) A record of quantities and prices of 
milk sold. 

(4) A record of the quantity of each milk 
product manufactured and quantity of milk 
and/or cream used in the manufacture of these 
products. Also the quantity and volume of 
milk products sold. 

(5) A record of wastage or loss of milk or 
butter fat. 

(6) A detailed record of the costs incurred 
in carrying on the business of the licensee. 

(7) Such other records and information as 
the board may deem necessary for the proper 
enforcement of this act. 


32. Reports by Licensees. Each licensee shall, 
from time to time, as required by the rule or order 
of the board, make and file a verified report on 
forms prescribed by the board of all matters on 
account of which a record is required to be kept, 
together with such other information or facts as 
may be pertinent and material within the scope of 
this act. 

33. Producer Co-operative Organizations Per- 
mitted. It is the intent of the Legislature that no 
provisions of this act shall prevent a producer co- 
operative association or producer co-operative 
corporation approved by the board, which sells the 
milk of or for its members or of persons who ar? 
now or hereafter under contract with such producer 
co-operative association or producer co-operative 
corporation, from blending the proceeds of all its 
or their net sales either within or without the State, 
and so paying its members or contractees; pro- 
vided, however, no producer co-operative associa- 
tion or producer co-operative corporation shall be 
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exempt from any other orders, rules or regulations 
promulgated by the board. 

34. Price Fixing. The board may ascertain, 
determine and may fix by investigation and proof, 
as the emergency permits, the minimum prices to 
be paid to the producer, the minimum prices to be 
charged by milk dealers to other milk dealers, proc- 
essors, subdealers and stores, the minimum prices 
to be charged by processors to subdealers, the 
minimum prices to be charged by subdealers to 
stores, and the minimum prices to be charged the 
consumer for milk in the several municipalities or 
markets of this State, under varying conditions, as 
will best insure a sufficient quantity of fresh, pure 
and wholesome milk to the inhabitants of this State. 
The board may take into consideration the various 
grades of milk produced, the varying percentages 
of butter fat, plant volume, seasonal production, 
and other conditions affecting the cost of produc- 
tion, cost of transportation and marketing, and the 
amount necessary to yield a reasonable return to 
the producer and to the milk dealer, processor or 
subdealer. The term grades as used herein shall 
be for the purpose of fixing prices only and shall’ 
not supersede or abrogate or affect the status of 
standard or requirement for milk as are or may 
be established in ordinances of boards of health or 
other bodies exercising the powers thereof in any 
municipality. It may, in its discretion, hold a public 
hearing or hearings in this State and invite pro- 
ducers, consumers, stores, dealers, processors, and 
public health officials in this State to submit such 
proofs as they may desire. 

35. Price Reducing Agreements Forbidden; 
Exceptions. No licensee or other person, associa- 
tion or corporation shall hereafter contrary to the 
public interest operate in any municipality under 
any mutual or secret agreement, arrangement, com- 
bination, contract or common understanding, with 
any other licensee or person, firm, association or 
corporation, whereby the price for milk to be paid 
to producers in this State is reduced or the price 
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to be paid by dealers, processors, subdealers, stores 
or consumers for such milk is decreased in pursu- 
ance of such mutual or secret agreement, arrange- 
ment, combination, contract or common under- 
standing, and each such contract, arrangement, 
agreement or understanding is hereby prohibited 
and declared to be contrary to the public interest 
and in restraint of trade and commerce, and shall 
subject the violator or violators to the penalty in 
this act prescribed; provided, however, that the 
right may be granted to deduct a check-off to be 
paid as association or corporation with consent of 
producer and approval of the board. 

36. Modifying Prices. The board upon its own 
motion or upon application may from time to time, 
upon such notice as it shall by rule and regulation 
determine, alter or modify an official order thereto- 
fore made with respect to the price of milk to be 
paid to producers, by and between milk dealers, 
processors, subdealers or stores and the price to be 
paid by consumers. 

37. Milk Produced Outside State. It is the intent 


of the Legislature that the instant, whenever that s 


may be, that the handling within the State, by a 
milk dealer, of milk produced outside of the State, 
becomes a subject of regulation by the State, in 
the exercise of its police powers, the restrictions set 
forth in this act respecting such milk so produced 
shall apply and the powers conferred by this act 
on the board shall attach. After any such milk so 
produced shall have come to rest within the State, 
any sale, within the State, by a licensed milk dealer, 
processor, subdealer or store or a milk dealer 
required by this act to be licensed, of any such milk 
purchased from the producer at a price lower than 
that required to be paid for milk produced within 
the State, purchased under similar conditions, shall 
be unlawful and deemed a violation of this act, and 
for continued violations the board may apply to the 
Court of Chancery for its writ of injunction to 
restrain such further unlawful acts.

38. Penalties; Seizure and Sale. Any person 
who shall violate any of the provisions of this act 
and/or the orders, rules and regulations of the 
board as adopted from time to time shall be deemed 
guilty of a violation of the provisions of this act 
and shall pay a penalty of not more than fifty 
dollars ($50.00) for the first offense and not more 
than two hundred dollars ($200.00) for the second, 
or each subsequent offense, and such penalty when 
collected shall be paid to the Treasurer of the State 
of New Jersey and become a part of the general 
fund of the State of New Jersey. Any milk as 
herein defined which is the subject of the violation 
of this act or the orders, rules and regulations of 
the board, may be seized, and any part thereof may 
be sold as the board or court may direct; the pro- 
ceeds from such sale to be paid to the Treasurer 
of the State of New Jersey to abide the further 
order of the board or court, and if no such order 
is made then to become a part of the general fund 
of the State of New Jersey. 

39. Release of Milk Seized or Proceeds Thereof. 
The board or court may in its or their discretion 
release the milk as herein defined, or the funds 
derived from the sale of such milk, when the orders 
of the court and the requirements of this act and /or 
the orders, rules and regulations of the board have 
been complied with, and upon payment of all costs 
and expenses incurred by the State in any proceed- 
ings connected with such seizure or prosecution. 

40. Actions: Jurisdiction, Process, Hearing and 
Determination; Execution. Every district court in 
any city or judicial district in any county and every 
court of common pleas in any county wherein a 
district court is not located is hereby empowered 
upon the filing of a complaint, in writing , duly veri- 
fied, which said verification when made by the sec- 
r etary of the milk control board may be made upon 
information and belief that any person has violated

The clerk of any district court or of any court of 
common pleas may sign and seal any process re- 
quired to be issued under this act except a warrant 
of commitment. The costs recoverable in any such 
proceeding shall be the same as costs taxed in 
actions in said courts and shall be recovered in the 
event of the conviction of the defendant. Any 
judgment recovered for a penalty under the pro- 
visions of this act in any district court may be 
docketed in the same manner as judgments in said 
court are docketed under the provisions of sections 
2:32-186 to 2:32-201 of Revised Statutes. Execu- 
tion may issue for the collection of any judgment 
obtained under this act against the goods and 
chattels and body of the defendant without any 
order first obtained for such purpose. 

42. Informal Hearing by Representative of 
Board; Adjustment of Complaints. Upon receiv- 
ing evidence of a violation of any of the provisions 
of this act or of any of the rules, regulations or 
orders of the board, any employee designated by 
the board is hereby empowered to hold informal 
hearings upon said violation or violations at such 
place or places as the board may fix and upon find- 
ing the violations to have been committed, to adjust 
same with any person accused of violating any pro- 
visions of this act or the rules, regulations or orders 
of the milk control board, for such amounts as may 
in the discretion of the board, be proper under the 
circumstances. In the event of the violator making 
payment of the sum set in adjustment, no further 
prosecution shall be had upon any violation so 
adjusted. 

43. Injunction to Restrain Habitual Violations. 
The board may file a bill in the Court of Chancery 
in the name of this State, on the relation of said 
board, for an injunction to prohibit any habitual 
violation of the act and/or any of the orders or 
rules or regulations issued by said board and/or 
any other violation of any of the provisions of this 
act, and every such action shall proceed in the 
Court of Chancery according to the rules and prac- 
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tice of bills filed in the name of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral on the relation of individuals or departments ; 
and causes of emergency shall have precedence 
over other litigation pending at the time in the 
Court of Chancery, and the final hearing may be 
had within such time and on such notice as the 
Chancellor shall direct. 

44. Partial Invalidity of Act not to Affect Re- 
mainder; Intent and Purpose. The sections and 
parts of sections included in this act are hereby 
declared to be independent sections and parts 
of sections; if any such section or part of 
section shall be held invalid, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this act, nor the context in 
which such part of section so held invalid may 
appear, excepting to the extent that an entire sec- 
tion or part of section may be inseparably con- 
nected in meaning and effect with the section or 
part of section to which such holding shall directly 
apply. The intention and purpose of this act as 
hereinbefore defined extends to the regulation of 
the milk producing and marketing industry and to 
the control generally of milk to be sold to the 
inhabitants of the State of New Jersey to the full 
extent permitted by the Constitutions of this State 
and of the United States as applied to legislation 
enacted under the emergency conditions described 
in this act. 

45. Fees and Penalties Paid to State Treasurer ; 
Appropriation. All funds derived from fees for 
licenses issued hereunder are hereby appropriated 
to pay the expenses of the operation of the depart- 
ment, and the proceeds of adjustments of penalties 
collected by the board and the proceeds of fines 
and costs imposed by any court hereunder shall be 
paid to the State Treasurer. 

46. Foreign and Interstate Commerce; Applica- 
tion of Act. No provisions of this act shall apply 
or be construed to apply to foreign or interstate 
commerce, except in so far as the same may be 
effective pursuant to the United States Constitu- 
tion and to the laws of the United States enacted 
pursuant thereto. 
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47. Continuation of Former Laws. It is the 
intent of the Legislature that this act is a continu- 
ation of the State Milk Control Law, chapter eight, 
Appendix A, of the Revised Statutes, and that all 
orders, rules and regulations of the board created 
thereunder shall continue in force as orders of the 
board created under this act until suspended by 
new orders, rules and regulations made by the 
board herein established. All suits commenced 
and being prosecuted by the milk control board 
under chapter eight of Appendix A of the Revised 
Statutes shall be deemed as continued and shall 
be enforced and prosecuted by the board created 
under the terms of this act. All books, papers, 
orders, rules, regulations and equipment held by 
the board under chapter eight of Appendix A of 
the Revised Statutes shall be delivered to the new 
board hereby created. 

48. Licenses Continued. Licenses issued by the 
milk control board under chapter one hundred 
seventy-five, pamphlet laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and_ thirty-five, as supplemented or 
amended, being chapter eight of Appendix A of 
Revised Statutes, shall continue in full force and 
effect until June thirtieth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine. 

49. Expiration Date of Act. This act shall expire 
on the thirtieth day of June, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-one, and all books, papers and 
records of the New Jersey Milk Control Board 
hereby created shall be thereafter disposed of as 
the Board of Agriculture may prescribe. 

50. This act shall take effect June first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine.

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In the event that any permit granted under the 
terms of chapter fifty-five of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-four or chapter 
eighteen of Title 48 of the Revised Statutes for the 
incorporation of tunnel companies shall be assigned 
to the commission or jointly to the commission and 
any such public authority, the provisions of said 
chapter fifty-five of the laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-four or chapter eighteen of 
Title 48 of the Revised Statutes shall not thereafter 
apply to the commission or to the commission and 
such public authority. 

So long as there shall be no default in the per- 
formance of any covenant, condition, agreement or

issued to refund the same, and the interest thereon, 
and all claims outstanding against the commission 
or such public authority with respect to such tunnel, 
shall have been paid, and thereupon such tunnel 
and its appurtenances shall vest jointly in the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania and the State of New 
Jersey. 

Any such tunnel and all property acquired or 
used for the purposes thereof in the State of New 
Jersey and the revenues thereof shall at all times 
be free from taxation within the State of New 
Jersey. 

2. Section 32:18A-15 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

32:13A-15. Any holder of any of such bonds, or 
any of the coupons attached thereto, and the trus- 
tee, if any, except to the extent the rights herein 
given may be restricted by resolution passed before 
the issuance of the bonds or by the trust indenture, 
may, either at law or in equity, by suit, action, 
mandamus, or other proceeding, protect and 
enforce any and all rights granted hereunder or 
under such resolution or trust indenture, and may 
enforce and compel performance of all duties re- 
quired by this chapter, or by such resolution or 
trust indenture, to be performed by the county or 
by the commission, or any officer thereof, including 
the fixing, charging, and collecting of tolls for the 
use of the tunnel. 

The rights and remedies herein conferred upon 
or granted to the bondholders shall be in addition 
to and not in limitation of any rights and remedies 
lawfully granted to such bondholders by the resolu- 
tion or resolutions providing for the issuance of the 
bonds, or by any trust indenture securing such 
bonds. If the bonds shall not be secured by a trust 
indenture, the holder or holders of twenty-five per 
eentum or more in principal amount of such bonds 
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at the time outstanding may by instrument or 
instruments filed in the office of the county record- 
ing offices of Gloucester county, and proved or 
acknowledged in the same manner as a deed to be 
recorded, appoint a trustee to represent the holders 
of such bonds. If such appointed trustee, if any, 
or the trustee under any trust indenture securing 
the bonds or if either such trustee shall fail or 
refuse to take action to enforce any of the remedies 
provided for herein or in such resolution or such 
trust indenture, after written request by the holder 
or holders of fifteen per centum or more in the 
principal amount of such bonds at the time out- 
standing and after tender of reasonable security 
or indemnification to such trustee, any holder of 
any such bonds may, except to the extent the rights 
herein given may be restricted by resolution passed 
before the issuance of the bonds or by the trust 
indenture, as the case may be, by suit, action, 
mandamus, or other proceeding, either at law or in 
equity, protect and enforce any and all rights 
granted herein or in such resolution or trust in- 
denture, as the case may be, and may enforce and 
compel performance of all duties required by this 
act, or by such resolution or trust indenture to be 
performed by the county or by the commission, or 
by any officer thereof, including the fixing, charging 
and collecting of tolls for the use of the tunnel. 
In the event that the county or the commission shall 
default in the payment of the principal or the 
interest on any of the bonds as the same may be- 
come due, whether at maturity or upon call for 
redemption or in the event that the county or the 
commission or the officers, agents or employees of 
the county or of the commission shall fail or refuse 
to comply with the provisions of this act or shall 
default in the performance of any covenant, condi- 
tion, agreement or provision contained in the bonds 
or in the resolution or trust indenture or in the 
event that the commission shall contract with a 
public authority in Pennsylvania relating to the 
construction, operation or maintenance of the 
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tunnel as hereinabove provided and either the com- 
mission or such public authority shall default in the 
performance of any covenant, condition, agreement 
or provision contained in such contract, the trustee 
appointed as hereinabove provided for by the 
holders of the bonds not secured by a trust inden- 
ture, or the trustee under the trust indenture, if 
any, or, if either such trustee shall fail or refuse 
to take action to enforce any of the remedies pro- 
vided for herein or in such resolution or such trust 
indenture after written request by the holder or 
holders of twenty-five per centum or more of prin- 
cipal amount of such bonds at the time outstanding 
and after tender of reasonable security or indem- 
nification to such trustee, any holder of any such 
bonds shall, subject to the provisions of such resolu- 
tion or trust indenture, have the right to apply in 
any appropriate judicial proceedings to any court 
of competent jurisdiction for an appointment of a 
receiver of the tunnel, whether or not the bonds or 
any of them have been declared due and payable 
and whether or not such holder or trustee is seeking 
to enforce any other right or to exercise any 
remedy in connection with such bonds. Upon such 
application the court may appoint a receiver of the 
tunnel. The receiver so appointed shall have and 
be entitled to exercise all the rights and powers of 
the commission or such public authority with re- 
spect to the tunnel and shall have and be entitled 
to exercise all the appropriate rights and powers 
of a receiver in equity, including, but without limi- 
tation, the right and power forthwith, directly or 
by its agents and attorneys to enter into and upon 
and take possession of the tunnel and its facilities 
and each and every part thereof and to have, hold, 
use, operate, manage and control the tunnel and its 
facilities and each and every part thereof and re- 
ceive, collect and disperse the residue thereof in 
the name of the commission or otherwise as the 
receiver mav deem best. 

Whenever all default shall have been remedied, 
the court may in its diseretion, and after such 
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notice and hearing as it deems reasonable and 
proper, direct the receiver to surrender possession 
of the tunnel to the parties entitled thereto. The 
same rights to secure the appointment of a receiver 
shall exist upon any subsequent default as herein- 
above provided. 

Notwithstanding anything in this section to the 
contrary, such receiver shall have no power to sell, 
assign, mortgage or otherwise dispose of any assets 
of whatever kind or character constituting the 
tunnel or any part thereof or necessary for use in 
connection therewith, but the authority of any such 
receiver shall be limited to the operation and main- 
tenance of the tunnel and no court shall have juris- 
diction to enter any order or decree requiring or 
permitting such receiver to sell, mortgage or other- 
wise dispose of any such assets.

CHAPTER 85 


Aw Act concerning the practice of pharmacy, and 
amending sections 45:14-7, 45:14-33 and 
_ 45:14-34 of the Revised Statutes. 


Ber rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:14-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :14-7. Every applicant for registration as a 
pharmacist under this chapter shall be not less 
than twenty-one years of age, shall be a citizen of 
the United States, or shall have declared his inten- 
tion to become such citizen, shall be of good moral 
character, and not a chronic or persistent inebriate, 
and not addicted to the use of any narcotic drug, 
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shall have had not less than four years’ practical 
experience obtained in accordance with the rules 
and regulations of the board under a registered 
pharmacist in a registered pharmacy where pre- 
scriptions of medical practitioners are compounded 
and drugs are sold at retail and which registered 
pharmacy is approved by the board for such pur- 
pose, at least one year of which experience must 
have been had in a pharmacy in the United States 
within five years of the date of the application for 
registration, but a credit of not more than three 
years may be given in lieu of store experience for 
an equal time spent in a course of study and labora- 
tory instruction in a school of pharmacy, approved 
by the board, shall have been duly graduated from 
a pharmacy course given in a school of pharmacy 
complying with the rules and regulations of the 
board, and shall present to the board a certificate 
from the commissioner of education showing that 
the applicant, before entering the school of phar- 
macy, had obtained an education equivalent to the 
standard established by the board. The require- 
ment of this section relating to the certificate of 
preliminary education shall not apply to any appli- 
eant for registration as a pharmacist who was a 
graduate of an approved school of pharmacy prior 
to September first, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty. Each applicant shall, before examination, 
pay to the secretary of the board a fee of twenty- 
five dollars, and upon passing an examination satis- 
factory to the board shall receive from the board 
a certificate of registration to practice pharmacy 
in the State. The board is hereby authorized to 
conduct written examinations in the theoretical 
subjects for applicants for registration, at any time 
after applicants have been graduated from a col- 
lege of pharmacy meeting the requirements of the 
board. No candidate shall be examined in practical 
pharmacy and laboratory work until he has met all 
the requirements for registration provided in the 
law and rules of the board, including one vear of 
practical experience served under the supervision 
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of a registered pharmacist, subsequent to gradua- 
tion from an approved college of pharmacy, in a 
pharmacy approved by the board for such purpose. 
Successful passing of the examination in theo- 
retical subjects shall confer no rights or privileges 
upon the applicant in connection with the practice 
of pharmacy in this State. 

2. Section 45:14-83 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :14-83. Upon application made on a form pre- 
scribed and furnished by the board, and upon pay- 
ment of a fee of fifty dollars, the board shall issue 
a permit to conduct a new pharmacy or drug store 
to such persons as it shall deem qualified to conduct 
such business. The permit so issued shall be ex- 
posed in a conspicuous place in the pharmacy or 
drug store for which it was issued and shall not be 
transferable and shall expire the thirtieth of June 
_ following the date on which the permit is issued. 
Whenever the application to conduct a pharmacy or 
drug store pertains to an establishment for which 
a permit has already been issued by the board and 
such pharmacy or drug store is in active operation 
under an unsuspended or unrevoked permit, the 
application shall be made on a form prescribed and 
furnished by the board and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of twenty-five dollars, and the board shall 
issue a permit transferring authority to conduct 
such pharmacy or drug store to the person making 
application if he shall be deemed qualified to con- 
duct such business. The permit so issued shall be 
exposed in a conspicuous place in the pharmacy or 
drug store for which it was issued and shall not be 
transferable and shall expire on the thirtieth of 
June following the date of issuance of the permit. 
No permit shall be issued unless it appears to the 
satisfaction of the board that the management of 
the pharmacy or drug store is in personal and con- 
tinuous charge of a pharmacist registered in ac- 
cordance with the laws of this State. 
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3. Section 45:14-34 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :14-34. On or before July first of each year 
the owner or manager of any pharmacy or drug 
store engaged in business in this State shall renew 
such registration and obtain a permit from the 
board and pay the annual fee of six dollars. At the 
time of such annual or original registration such 
owner or manager shall furnish to the board a com- 
plete list of those who are engaged in such business 
as registered pharmacists, registered assistant 
pharmacists and apprentices, and this list shall be 
furnished with each original and annual registra- 
tion. The application for such a permit or license 
shall indicate the name of the owner, manager, 
trustee, lessee, receiver or other person or persons 
desiring such permit, as well as the location of such 
pharmacy or drug store, including street and num- 
ber and such other information as the board may 
request. If it is desired to operate, manage, open 
or establish more than one pharmacy or drug store, 
separate application shall be made and a separate 
permit or license shall be issued for each such 
pharmacy or drug store. If an application is found 
satisfactory the secretary of the board shall issue 
to the applicant a permit or license for each phar- 
macy or drug store for which an application is 
made. Permits or licenses so issued shall not be 
transferable and shall expire on June thirtieth of 
each year. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 86 


Aw Act relating to the public schools of this State, 
and amending sections 18:14-10 and 18:14-12 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:14-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18:14-10. Any board of education having the 
power to provide for the transportation of school 
children in its district to and from school may enter 
into a contract for such transportation for a term 
not exceeding four years; providing, such contract 
shall be approved by the county superintendent of 
schools. 

2. Section 18:14-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18:14-12. At the time and place fixed in such ad- 
vertisement for such submission of proposals the 
board of education, or any committee thereof 
authorized so to do, or any officer or employee of 
such board designated therefor, shall receive such 
proposals and immediately proceed to unseal the 
same and publicly announce the contents in the 
presence of the parties bidding or their agents, if 
such parties choose to be then and there present. 
Such board shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids. No proposals shall be opened previous to 
the hour designated in the advertisement and none 
shall be received thereafter. 

The State Board of Education shall prescribe the 
amount of liability insurance to be carried by the 
contractor or bus driver as well as other rules and 
regulations applicable to pupil transportation. 

Nothing contained in this section or section 
18 :14-11 of this Title shall apply to school buses 
owned by boards of education, nor to annual exten- 
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sions of a contract secured through competitive 
bidding when such annual extensions are desired 
by the board of education; provided, that the 
annual contractual amount is not increased, and 
each annual extension is approved by the county 
superintendent of schools. Not more than four 
annual extensions of any contract shall be made. 
Approved June 12, 1939. 


CHAPTER 87 


Aw Acr concerning alcoholic beverages, and sup- 
plementing chapter one of Title 33 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Wuereras, Many alcoholic beverage manufacturers 
and wholesalers have been granting discounts, 
rebates, allowances, free goods and other induce- 
ments to selected retailers; these practices have 
contributed largely to destructive price wars 
which have unduly increased the consumption of 
alcoholic beverages; they are deemed detrimental 
to the proper operation of the liquor industry 
and contrary to the interests of temperance; the 
sale of alcoholic beverages is unusually sus- 
ceptible to abuse with resulting danger to the 
general public and should be strictly supervised 
and regulated to prevent undue stimulation of 
public demand for alcoholic beverages; therefore, 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful for any manufacturer, 
wholesaler, or other person privileged to sell to 
retailers to discriminate in price, directly or indi- 
rectly, between different retailers purchasing 
alcoholic beverages other than malt beverages bear- 
ing the same brand or trade name and of like age 
and quality. 
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2. It shall be unlawful for any manufacturer, 
wholesaler, or other person privileged to sell to 
retailers to grant, directly or indirectly, to any re- 
tailer purchasing alcoholic beverages other than 
malt beverages, any discount, rebate, free goods, 
allowance or other inducement over and above any 
discount, rebate, free goods, allowance or other in- 
ducement available to any other retailer purchas- 
ing from him alcoholic beverages bearing the same 
brand or trade name and of like age, quality and 
quantity. 

3. It shall be unlawful for any manufacturer, 
wholesaler, retailer and for any of their stock- 
holders, officers, directors and employees, to par- 
ticipate, directly or indirectly, in any transactions 
which are declared unlawful by the preceding para- 
graphs of this act. 

4. Violation of this act shall be punished by a 
fine of not more than five hundred dollars ($500.00) 
or by imprisonment of not more than thirty (30) 
days or by both such fine and imprisonment in the 
discretion of the court. 

5. The State Commissioner of Alcoholic Bey- 
erage Control is hereby vested with power to 
promulgate such rules and regulations on the fol- 
lowing subjects as will assist in properly supervis- 
ing the liquor industry and promoting temperance: 
(a) maximum discounts, rebates, free goods, allow- 
ances and other inducements to retailers by manu- 
facturers, wholesalers and other persons privileged 
to sell to retailers; (b) gifts and deliveries of 
money, products and other things of value by manu- 
facturers, wholesalers, other persons privileged to 
sell to retailers, their stockholders, officers, direc- 
tors and employees, to retailers, their stockholders, 
directors, officers and employees; (c) maintenance 
and publication of invoice prices, discounts, re- 
bates, free goods, allowances and other induce- 
ments; and (d) such other matters as may be neces- 
sary to fulfill the restrictions embodied in this act. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 88, LAWS OF 1939 


CHAPTER 88 


Aw Act relating to the collection of certain delin- 
quent municipal liens. 


Bs ir enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the governing body of any munici- 
pality of this State shall, by resolution adopted 
during the calendar year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine, declare that it is for the best 
interest of its citizens that the provisions of this 
act be made available to its property owners, then 
all taxes, assessments, tax sale certificates held by 
the municipality, or other municipal liens in arrears 
on January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, and not yet paid and satisfied, together 
with the interest and penalties thereon, shall, when 
brought under the provisions of this act by com- 
pliance with section seven of this act, and subject 
to the conditions hereinafter set out, be totaled as 
of said date; and the payment of such totaled sum 
shall be spread over a period not exceeding five 
years as may be contracted between the taxpayer 
and such financial officer of the municipality as 
shall be designated in said resolution for the mak- 
ing of contracts under this act; and the same shall 
be payable in monthly or quarterly installments as 
may be contracted between the taxpayer and said 
financial officer ; such installment payments to com- 
mence August first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, with interest on the several unpaid bal- 
ances at the rate fixed by the governing body which 
shall not exceed eight per centum (8%) per annum, 
from January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine payable on the same quarterly dates. 

2. A copy of such resolution, certified by the clerk 
of such municipality, shall be filed in the office of 
the clerk of the county in which such municipality 
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is located before the provisions of this act shall be 
applicable therein. 

3. In computing such total of arrears there shall 
be included, of assessments for local improvement 
benefits which were payable in installments, only 
such installments as were in arrears at the date 
of which the totals were computed, but interest on 
the entire unpaid balances shall be included. 

4. In computing such total of arrears, any tax, 
assessment, tax sale certificate held by the munici- 
pality, or other municipal lien, may be apportioned 
at the request of any party interested, to such 
parcels of property affected thereby as may be re- 
quired by diverse ownership, mortgage lien, or 
otherwise; such apportionment to be upon such 
equitable basis as may be determined in accordance 
with the provisions contained in sections 54:7-1 to 
34:7-9, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes on at 
least five days’ notice to all persons interested 
therein. 

d. The right of any person interested in such 
property to pay such arrears in such installments 
shall be conditioned on the prompt payment of the 
installments of taxes of one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine and all subsequent taxes, assess- 
ments or other liens imposed or becoming a lien 
after January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, including all installments thereafter 
payable on assessments theretofore levied, and also 
the prompt payment of all installments of arrears 
as hereinbefore authorized. 

6. During the period of the extension of time 
for payment herein provided for, the lien of such 
arrears shall be suspended, and the amounts 
thereof shall not be considered as due, except as 
the same becomes payable in installments under the 
terms of this act and the municipality shall have no 
further right to enforce the payment of such 
arrears so long as such installment payments shall 
be made promptly when due as herein provided for, 
and so long as payment of all subsequent taxes, 
assessments and other hens shall likewise be made 
promptly when due. 
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7. The extension of time for payment and the sus- 
pension of the lien of existing arrears herein au- 
thorized shall not be effective as to any parcel of 
property until the first half of the nineteen hundred 
and thirty-nine taxes thereon has been paid, 
together with any assessments for local improve- 
ments, or installments thereof, falling due after 
January first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, and before the date of actual payment 
of said first half of nineteen hundred and thirty- 
nine taxes. 

8. In ease any such installment of arrears or any 
new taxes, assessments or other liens are not 
promptly paid, that is to say, within thirty days 
after the date when the same is due and payable, 
then the whole amount of arrears theretofore sus- 
pended with interest thereon and penalties shall im- 
mediately become due and payable, and the liens 
thereof be reinstated, and the municipality shall 
have all the powers of enforcing its liens for such 
arrears that it would have had if this act had not 
been passed, and the time of such municipality for 
any action on its part shall at its option be extended 
for as much additional time as the period during 
which this act shall have been in force, as to such 
arrears. 

9. Any arrears, payment of which has been ex- 
tended under this act shall be noted on any official 
tax search thereafter issued, but shall be noted 
thereon as ‘‘payment extended under laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine; total pres- 
ent balance of extended arrearsis$.......... with 
interest on the unpaid balance.’’ 

10. The existence of any extended arrears affect- 
ing any property conveyed after this act becomes 
effective, shall be construed as a violation of any 
warranty or covenant against encumbrances in 
such conveyance unless made expressly subject to 
extended arrears of taxes, assessments or other 
municipal liens. 

11. Any installment of arrears paid under the 
provisions of this act shall be credited to the 
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arrears oldest in point of time, and the moneys paid 
shall be so applied; but no entry of payment or 
satisfaction or cancellation of record of the same, 
except by way of part payment, shall be made on or 
in respect to any item of arrears until the same is 
fully paid with the interest thereon, after which the 
same shall be satisfied or canceled or marked paid 
of record as if this act had not been passed. 

12. The municipality shall have no right to make 
anv such arrears the basis of security for any type 
of municipal obligation, except for renewals of 
existing obligations, and for funding bonds. 

13. Nothing herein shall be construed to relieve 
the holders of any outstanding certificate of tax 
sale from the requirement that all arrears of 
municipal charges must be paid as a condition of 
foreclosure of such certificate. 

14. Nothing in this act shall apply to water or 
sewer rents. 

15. Any holder of a lien by way of mortgage or 
otherwise may pay any installment of any tax, 
or tax sale certificate, assessment, including any 
installment of arrears extended under this act, at 
any time after the same has been assessed or levied 
upon filing with the collecting officer a certificate 
stating his name and address and lien, and shall 
then be entitled to add to the amount of his lien, 
the sum so paid with interest thereon from the date 
of payment; but in such ease if the owner or any 
other prior party in interest shall thereafter pay 
the same to the collecting officer, the latter shall 
give a special receipt for such payment, and shall 
immediately notify the lienholder who made the 
first payment thereof; and said lienholder shall be 
entitled to receive from the collecting officer the 
amount of such payment with such additional 
interest as may be collected from the owner or any 
other prior party in interest; and all further rights 
of such lienholder under such payment. shall 
immediately cease. 

16. The collecting officer of any municipality act- 
ing under the provisions hereof shall make up and 
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keep a list of the properties which are brought 
under the provisions of this act by payment of the 
first installment of the taxes of the year one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-nine and shall keep 
the records of payments hereunder, all in such form 
as shall be prescribed by the Commissioner of 
Local Government. 

17. The extension of time for payment and the 
suspension of the lien of existing arrearages herein 
authorized shall not apply to any parcel of prop- 
erty which has heretofore been included in any plan 
heretofore adopted by any municipality of this 
State under and pursuant to the provisions of any 
public statute of this State whereunder prior exten- 
sions for the payment of delinquent taxes were 
heretofore duly authorized. 

18. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 12, 1939. 


CHAPTER 89 


An Act concerning education, and amending sec- 
tion 18 :6-72.1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 18:6-72.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18 :6-72.1. In making the appropriation, borrow- 
ing the moneys or authorizing the bonds provided 
for in sections 18:6-59 to 18:6-72 of this Title it 
shall not be necessary for the governing body of 
any municipality to comply with any procedure 
other than that applicable to such municipality and 
proceedings contained in this Title and in chapter 
forty-nine of Title 40, Municipalities and Counties 
(sees. 40:1-1 et seq.), except that this section shall 
not be construed to make unnecessary any pro- 
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cedure required by chapter twenty-seven of the 
Title State Government Departments and Officers 
(sees. 52:27-1 et seq.), relating to the Municipal 
Finance Commission. Any bonds authorized pur- 
suant to said sections 18:6-59 to 18:6-72 may be 
sold and delivered in the manner or mode of pro- 
cedure prescribed by chapter one of the Title 
Municipalities and Counties (secs. 40:1-1 et seq.). 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved June 12, 1939. 


CHAPTER 90 


Aw Act to validate bonds of municipalities here- 
tofore authorized and the proceedings authoriz- 
ing or purporting to authorize the same. 


Be rr enactenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All bonds authorized by any municipality for 
the purpose of paying or refunding any bonds or 
other indebtedness of a former municipality which 
included or was included in any territory of said 
municipality and all proceedings authorizing or 
purporting to authorize the said bonds are hereby 
ratified, confirmed and validated, notwithstanding 
that any other municipality may be obligated to 
pay all or a portion of said bonds or other indebted- 
ness of said former municipality and notwithstand- 
ing any defect, omission or irregularity in the 
apportionment between said municipality and any 
other municipalities of liability for the payment of 
said bonds or other indebtedness of said former 
municipality or in said proceedings or the ordi- 
nance authorizing or purporting to authorize the 
issuance of said bonds; provided, that said bonds 
bear interest at a rate or rates not exceeding six 
per centum (6%) per annum and have been or shall 
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be sold and delivered at a price of not less than par 
and accrued interest in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the Revised Statutes governing the sale 
and delivery of the same. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved June 12, 1939. 


CHAPTER 91 


An Act to create a Commission on Statutes and to 
define its powers and duties, and to repeal an act 
entitled ‘‘An act to create a law revision com- 
mittee and to define its powers and duties,’’ 
approved March thirteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-five. 


Berr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. A Commission on Statutes is hereby created 
which shall consist of one member of the Senate to 
be appointed each year bv the President thereof, 
one member of the General Assembly to be ap- 
pointed each vear by the Speaker thereof, and three 
commissioners who shall be counsellors-at-law of 
at least ten years standing. The first commis- 
sioners, except those appointed by the President 
of the Senate and the Speaker of the House of 
Assembly, shall be appointed by the Governor with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, one for a 
term of six years, one for a term of four years and 
one for a term of two years, all from the date when 
this act shall become effective. The terms of the 
members appointed by the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the General Assembly shall 
continue from the date of their respective appoint- 
ments until the second Tuesday in January follow- 
ing. Upon the termination of the term of each of 
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the three commissioners first appointed by the 
Governor, his successor shall be appointed by the 
Governor with the advice and consent of the Senate 
for a term of six years and subsequent appoint- 
ments shall be made in the same manner and for 
the same terms. The terms of the three commis- 
sioners first appointed by the Governor and of their 
successors shall continue until their respective 
successors are appointed and_ shall qualify. 
Vacancies occurring otherwise than by expiration 
of term shall be filled in the same manner as those 
occurring by expiration of term, but for the unex- 
pired terms only. 

Any officer or employee of this State or of any 
bureau or commission thereof, or of any county or 
municipality of this State shall be eligible to ap- 
pointment as a member of said commission and his 
acceptance of such appointment and service upon 
said commission shall not in any manner affect his 
holding of such office, position or employment, or 
cause the vacation thereof notwithstanding the pro- 
visions of any statute to the contrary. 

2. The members of the commission shall receive 
no compensation, but shall be reimbursed for ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties. 

3. The members of the commission shall annually 
elect one member thereof as chairman. 

4. It shall be the duty of the commission: 

(a) To suggest to the Legislature, from time to 
time, such revisions of the legislation contained 
in the Revised Statutes, and of the legislation, from 
time to time, enacted subsequent to the enactment 
of the Revised Statutes, as may be necessary to 
maintain the general and permanent statute law of 
this State in revised, consolidated and simplified 
form under the veneral plan and classification of 
the Revised Statutes, and as may be necessary and 
desirable for the purpose of reconciling conflicting 
provisions, excising overlapping provisions and 
confusing and redundant expressions, and gen- 
erally simplifying the statute law of this State; 
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(b) To examine the common and statutory law 
of this State and the judicial decisions, for the pur- 
pose of discovering defects in the law, and to 
receive and consider suggestions from judges, 
public officials, lawyers and the public generally 
for the modification of the statute law; to consider 
proposed changes in the law which may, from time 
to time, be recommended by the American Law 
Institute, the Commissioners for the Promotion of 
Uniformity of Legislation in the United States, any 
Bar Association or other learned body, and to 
recommend to the Legislature, from time to time, 
such changes in the statute law as may be deemed 
necessary or desirable to remedy any such defects, 
to accomplish such proposed changes or to bring 
the law of this State, civil and criminal, and the 
administration thereof, into harmony with modern 
conceptions and conditions; 

(c) To maintain a bureau for the examination 
and editing of legislative bills introduced in the 
Senate and General Assembly, from time to time, 
so as to assure their compliance with the form and 
general classification of the Revised Statutes wher- 
ever possible, and to perform such other duties 
during the sessions of the Legislature as the Legis- 
lature may, from time to time, designate, and to 
furnish information to the various State depart- 
ments in matters concerning the statutes, when so 
requested ; 

(d) To preserve the records of the Commission 
on Revision and Consolidation of the Public Stat- 
utes appointed pursuant to chapter seventy-three 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-five, or such parts thereof as in the judg- 
ment of the commission will be of permanent value. 

5. The commission shall report to the Legis- 
lature once each year, and at such other times as it 
may deem advisable, and may accompany its report 
with proposed bills designed to carry out any of 
its recommendations. 

6. The commission may appoint counsel and such 
employees as may be needed, prescribe their duties 
and fix their compensation. 
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7. The act entitled ‘‘An act to create a law re- 
vision committee and to define its powers and 
duties,’’ approved March thirteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-five, is hereby repealed. 

8. There is hereby appropriated from the general 
funds the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars 
($25,000.00), or as much thereof as may be neces- 
sary, to carry out the purposes of this act. 

9. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 12, 1939. 
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Aw Act concerning free public schools, and making 
appropriations therefor. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated for the support 
of free public schools the sum of one million, nine 
hundred ninety-seven thousand, nine hundred 
ninety-nine dollars and _ seventy-seven cents 
($1,997,999.77), out of the general funds of this 
State. The sum hereby appropriated shall be 
transferred by the State Treasurer to the reserve 
fund of the State school tax, and when so trans- 
ferred the sum of money hereby appropriated shall 
be paid out of the treasury of this State, on the 
warrant of the Commissioner of Education, in 
order that all school districts of the State shall 
receive from State apportionments for the school 
year one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight 
and one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine the 
quotas prescribed to be paid by the provisions of 
sections 18:10-22, 18:10-23, 18:10-24, 18:10-25, 
18 :10-40, 18:10-41 and 18:10-42 of the Revised 
Statutes, and an amount equivalent to three cents 
for each day of school attendance. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 14, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 93 


An Act concerning tax sale certificate, and amend- 
ing section 54:5-46 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:5-46 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:5-46. The officer holding the sale or his suc- 
cessor in office, if said officer shall not have executed 
a certificate during his term of office, shall deliver 
to the purchaser a certificate of sale under his hand 
and seal, acknowledged by him as a conveyance of 
land, which shall set forth that the property therein 
described was sold by him to the purchaser, setting 
up the date of sale, the amount paid by the pur- 
chaser, the description of the land, the name of the 


owner and the items of the several municipal liens 


or charges, interest and costs, all as contained in 
the list, the rate of redemption for which sold, the 
date to which liens are included, and the time when 
the right to redeem will expire. No other state- 
ments need be included in the certificate. The pro- 
visions of this act shall be applicable to pending 
as well as prospective proceedings. 

Whenever a sale for unpaid taxes, assessments 
and other municipal charges on real property has 
heretofore been held in any municipality and the 
collector or other officer charged by law in such 
municipality to hold such sale has sold parcels of 
real property in such municipality to the said 
municipality but has failed within time to execute 
to the said municipality certificates of tax sale for 
such parcels of real property, the said certificates 
of tax sale shall thereafter be executed by the officer 
holding such sale or his successor in office which 
certificates shall be valid and effectual in all re- 
spects, notwithstanding that the equity of redemp- 
tion of such tax sale certificates shall have been 
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foreclosed or are in the process thereof; providcd, Proviso. 


however, that nothing herein contained shall affect 
the rights of any innocent purchaser for value who 
may have acquired an interest in the property de- 
scribed in any such certificate. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved June 14, 1939. 
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An Acr concerning unemployment compensation, 
and amending sections 43 :21-3, 48 :21-5, 48 :21-9, 
43:21-11, 48:21-12, 43:21-13, 43:21-19 and 
43:21~-21 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be irr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 438:21-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-3. (a) Payment of benefits. Twenty-five 
months after the date when contributions first 
accrue under this act, benefits shall become payable 
from the fund; provided, that remuneration for 
services excepted by section nineteen (i) (7) (J) of 
this act, irrespective of when performed, shall not 
be included for purposes of determining eligibility 
under section four or full-time weekly wage under 
subsection (c) of this section for the purpose of anv 
benefit year commencing on or after July first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, nor shall 
any benefits with respect to unemployment ocecur- 
ring on and after July first, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, be payable under sub- 
section (d) of this section on the basis of such 
remuneration. All benefits shall be paid through 
employment offices, or such other agencies as may 
be designated in accordance with such regulations 
as may be prescribed hereunder. 
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(b) Weekly benefit amount for total unemploy- 
ment. Each eligible individual who is totally un- 
employed, (as defined in subsection (m) of section 
43 :21-19 of this Title) in any week shall be paid 
with respect to such week, benefits (if not a multiple 
of twenty cents ($0.20), to be computed to the next 
highest multiple thereof) at the rate of fifty per 
centum (50%) of his full-time weekly wages but 
not more than fifteen dollars ($15.00) per week, 
nor less than five dollars ($5.00) per week (except 
as to final payment). 

(c) Determination of full-time weekly wage. The 
full-time weekly wage of any individual means one- 
thirteenth of his total wages in that calendar 
quarter in which said total wages were highest 
during his base year. 

(d) Maximum total benefits. The maximum total 
amount of benefits payable to any eligible indi- 
vidual during any benefit year shall be either one- 
sixth of his total wages during his base year or 
sixteen times his weekly benefit amount, whichever 
is the lesser. 

2. Section 43:21-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-5. An individual shall be disqualified for 
benefits : 

(a) For the week in which he has left work vol- 
untarily without good cause, and for the three 
weeks which immediately follow such week (in ad- 
dition to the waiting period), as determined in each 
case. 

(b) For the week in which he has been dis- 
charged for misconduct connected with his work, 
and for the three weeks which immediately follow 
such week (in addition to the waiting period), as 
determined in each case. 

(c) If it is found that he has failed, without good 
cause, either to apply for available, suitable work 
when so directed by the employment office or the 
executive director or to accept suitable work when 
offered him, or to return to his customary self- 
employment (if any) when so directed by the 
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executive director. Such disqualification shall con- 
tinue for the week in which such failure occurred 
and for the three weeks which immediately follow 
such week (in addition to the waiting period), as 
determined: 


(1) In determining whether or not any work 
is suitable for an individual, consideration 
shall be given to the degree of risk involved to 
his health, safety and morals, his physical fit- 
ness and prior training, his experience and 
prior earnings, his length of unemployment 
and prospects for securing local work in his 
customary occupation, and the distance of the 
available work from his residence. 

(2) Notwithstanding any other provisions of 
this chapter, no work shall be deemed suitable 
and benefits shall not be denied under this 
chapter to any otherwise eligible individual for 
refusing to accept new work under any of the 
following conditions: (a) If the position 
offered is vacant due directly to a strike, lock- 
out, or other labor dispute; (b) if the remuner- 
ation, hours, or other conditions of the work 
offered are substantially less favorable to the 
individual than those prevailing for similar 
work in the locality; (c) if as a condition of 
being employed the individual would be re- 
quired to join a company union or to resign 
from or refrain from joining any bona fide 
labor organization. 


(d) For any week with respect to which it is 


found that his total unemployment is due to a stop- 
page of work which exists because of a labor dis- 
pute at the factory, establishment, or other prem- 
ises at which he is or was last employed; provided, 
that this subsection shall not apply if it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the board of review that: 


(1) He is not participating in or financing 
or directly interested in the labor dispute 
which caused the stoppage of work; and 
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(2) He does not belong to a grade or class of 
workers of which, immediately before the com- 
mencement of the stoppage, there were mem- 
bers employed at the premises at which the 
stoppage occurs, any of whom are participat- 
ing in or financing or directly interested in the 
dispute; provided, that if in any case in which 
(1) or (2) above applies separate branches of 
work which are commonly conducted as sep- 
arate businesses in separate premises are con- 
ducted in separate departments of the same 
premises, each such department shall, for the 
purposes of this subsection, be deemed to be a 
separate factory, establishment, or other 
premises. 


(e) For any week with respect to which he is 
receiving or has received remuneration in the form 


(1) Remuneration in lieu of notice; 

(2) Compensation for temporary partial, 
disability under the workmen’s compensation 
law of any state or under a similar law of the 
United States; or 

(3) Old age benefits under Title II of the 
social security act, as amended, or similar pay- 
ments under any act of Congress; provided, 
that if such remuneration is less than the bene- 
fits which would otherwise be due under this 
chapter, he shall be entitled to receive for such 
week, if otherwise eligible, benefits reduced by 
the amount of such remuneration. 


(f) For any week with respect to which or a part 
of which he has received or is seeking unemploy- 
ment benefits under an unemployment compensa- 
tion law of any other state or of the United States; 
provided, that if the appropriate agency of such 
other state or of the United States finally deter- 
mines that he is not entitled to such unemployment 
benefits, this disqualification shall not apply. 
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3. Section 43:21-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 
43 :21-9. (a) Establishment and control. There is 
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hereby established as a special fund, separate and fund 


apart from all public moneys or funds of this State, 
an unemployment compensation fund, which shall 
be administered by the commission exclusively for 
the purposes of the chapter. This fund shall con- 
sist of (1) all contributions collected under this 
chapter, together with any interest thereon col- 
lected pursuant to subsection (a) of section 
43 :21-14 of this Title; (2) all fines and penalties 
collected pursuant to the provisions of this chapter ; 
(3) interest earned upon any moneys in the fund; 
(4) any property or securities acquired through the 
use of moneys belonging to the fund; and (5) all 
earnings of such property or securities. All moneys 
in the fund shall be mingled and undivided. 

(b) Accounts and deposit. The treasurer of the 
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State of New Jersey shall be ex-officio the treasurer “" 


and custodian of the fund and shall administer such 
fund in accordance with the directions of the com- 
mission and shall issue his warrants upon it in 
accordance with such regulations as the commission 
shall prescribe. He shall maintain within the fund 
three separate accounts: (1) A clearing account, 
(2) an unemployment trust fund account, and (3) 
a benefit account. All moneys payable to the fund, 
upon receipt thereof by the commission, shall be 
forwarded to the treasurer, who shall immediately 
deposit them in the clearing account. Refunds 
payable pursuant to subsection (g) of section 
43 :21-14 of this Title may be paid from the clear- 
ing account upon warrants issued by the treasurer 
under the direction of the commission. After 
clearance thereof, all other moneys in the clearing 
account shall be immediately deposited with the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States of 
America to the credit of the account of this State 
in the unemployment trust fund, established and 
maintained pursuant to section nine hundred four 
of the social security act, as amended, any pro- 
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visions of law in this State relating to the deposit, 
administration, release or disbursement of moneys 
in the possession or custody of this State to the 
contrary notwithstanding. The benefit account 
shall consist of all moneys requisitioned from this 
State’s account in the unemployment trust fund. 
Moneys in the clearing and benefit accounts may 
be deposited by the treasurer, under the direction 
of the commission, in any bank or public depository 
in which general funds of the State may be de- 
posited, but no public deposit insurance charge or 
premium shall be paid out of the fund. The treas- 
urer shall give a separate bond conditioned upon 
the faithful performance of his duties as custodian 
of the fund in an amount fixed by the commission 
and in a form prescribed by law or approved by the 
Attorney-General. Premiums for said bond shall 
be paid from the administration fund. 

(ec) Withdrawals. Moneys shall be requisitioned 
from this State’s account in the unemployment 
trust fund solely for the payment of benefits and 
in accordance with regulations prescribed by the 
commission. The commission shall from time to 
time requisition from the unemployment trust fund 
such amounts, not exceeding the amounts standing 
to its account therein, as it deems necessary for the 
payment of benefits for a reasonable future period. 
Upon receipt thereof the treasurer shall deposit 
such moneys in the benefit account and shall issue 
his warrants for the payment of benefits solely 
from such benefit account. Expenditures of such 
moneys in the benefit account and refunds from the 
clearing account shall not be subject to any provi- 
sions of law requiring specific appropriations or 
other formal release by State officers of money in 
their custody. All warrants issued by the treasurer 
for the payment of benefits and refunds shall bear 
the signature of the treasurer and the counter- 
sionature of the executive director or his duly au- 
thorized agent for that purpose. Any balance of 
moneys requisitioned from the unemployment trust 
fund which remains unclaimed or unpaid in the

benefit account after the expiration of the period 
for which such sums were requisitioned shall either 
be deducted from estimates for, and may be utilized 
for the payment of, benefits during succeeding 
periods, or, in the discretion of the commission, 
shall be redeposited with the Secretary of the 
Treasury of the United States of America, to the 
credit of this State’s account in the unemployment 
trust fund, as provided in subsection (b) of this 
section. 

(d) Management of funds upon discontinuance 
of unemployment trust fund. The provisions of 
subsections (a), (b) and (c) to the extent that they 
relate to the unemployment trust fund shall be 
operative only so long as such unemployment trust 
fund continues to exist and so long as the Secretary 
of the Treasury of the United States of America 
continues to maintain for this State a separate book 
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for benefit purposes, together with this State’s pro- 
portionate share of the earnings of such unemploy- 
ment trust fund, from which no other State is per- 
mitted to make withdrawals. If and when such 
unemployment trust fund ceases to exist, or such 
separate book account is no longer maintained, all 
moneys, properties, or securities therein, belong- 
ing to the unemployment compensation fund of this 
State shall be transferred to the treasurer of the 
unemployment compensation fund, who shall hold, 
invest, transfer, sell, deposit and release such 
moneys, properties or securities in a manner ap- 
proved by the commission, in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter; provided, that such 
moneys shall be invested in the following readily 
marketable classes of securities: Bonds or other 
interest-bearing obligations of the United States 
of America and of the State of New Jersey; and 
provided, further, that such investment shall at all 
times be so made that all the assets of the fund 
shall always be readily convertible into cash when 
needed for the payment of benefits. The treasurer 
shall dispose of securities or other properties be- 
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longing to the unemployment compensation fund 
only under the direction of the commission. 

(e) Notwithstanding any requirements of the 
foregoing subsections of this section, the commis- 
sion shall, prior to whichever is the later of (i) 
thirty days after the close of this session of the 
Legislature, and (ii) July first, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, authorize and direct the 
Secretary of the Treasury of the United States to 
transfer from this State’s account in the Unemploy- 
ment Trust Fund, established and maintained pur- 
suant to section 904 of the Social Security Act as 
amended, to the Railroad Unemployment Insurance 
Account, established and maintained pursuant to 
section 10 of the Railroad Unemployment Insur- 
ance Act, an amount hereinafter referred to as the 
preliminary amount; and shall, prior to whichever 
is the later of (i) thirty days after the close of this 
session of the Legislature, and (ii) January first, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty, authorize 
and direct the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
United States to transfer from this State’s account 
in said Unemployment Trust Fund to said Railroad 
Unemployment Insurance account an additional 
amount, hereinafter referred to as the liquidating 
amount. The Social Security Board shall determine 
both such amounts after consultation with the com- 
mission and the Railroad Retirement Board. The 
preliminary amount shall -consist of that propor- 
tion of the balance in the unemployment compensa- 
tion fund as of June thirtieth, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, as the total amount of 
contributions collected from ‘‘employers’’ and 
‘‘emplovees’’ (as the terms ‘‘employer’’ and 
‘‘employee’’ are defined in sections one-(a) and 
one-(d) respectively of the Railroad Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Act) and credited to the unemploy- 
ment compensation fund bears to all contributions 
theretofore collected under this chapter and 
credited to the unemployment compensation fund. 
The liquidating amount shall consist of the total 
amount of contributions collected from ‘‘employ- 
ers’? and ‘‘emplovees’’ (as the terms ‘‘employer’’ 
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and ‘‘employee’’ are defined in sections one-(a) 
and one-(d) respectively of the Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act) pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this chapter during the period July first, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, to 
December thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine, inclusive. 

4, Section 43:21-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-11. (a) Duties and powers of the commis- 
sion. It shall be the duty of the commission to de- 
termine all matters of policy; and it shall have 
power and authority to adopt, amend, or rescind 
such rules and regulations, require such reports, 
make such investigations, and take such other ac- 
tion as it deems necessary or suitable to that end or 
to administer this chapter; provided, that the com- 
mission may delegate such power and authority 
to the executive director subject to their ultimate 
supervision and control. Such rules and regula- 
tions shall be effective upon publication in the 
manner, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
chapter, which the commission shall prescribe. The 
commission shall determine its own organization 
and methods of procedure in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter, and shall have an official 
seal which shall be judicially noticed. Not later 
than the first day of February of each year, the 
commission shall submit to the Governor a report 
covering the administration and operation of this 
chapter during preceding calendar year and shall 
make such recommendations for amendments to 
this chapter as the commission deems proper. Such 
report shall include a balance sheet of the moneys 
in the fund in which there shall be provided, if 
possible, a reserve against the liability in future 
years to pay benefits in excess of the then current 
contributions, which reserve shall be set up by the 
commission in accordance with accepted actuarial 
principles on the basis of statistics of employment, 
business activity, and other relevant factors for 
the longest possible period. Whenever the com- 
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mission believes that a change in contribution or 
benefit rates will become necessary to protect the 
solvency of the fund, it shall promptly so inform 
the Governor and the Legislature, and make rec- 
ommendations with respect thereto. The commis- 
sion shall make a study of the problem of paying 
partial benefits for partial unemployment. 

(b) Regulations and general and special rules. 
General and special rules may be adopted, amended, 
or rescinded by the commission. General rules shall 
become effective ten days after filing with the Sec- 
retary of State and publication in one or more 
newspapers of general circulation in this State. 
Special rules shall become effective ten days after 
notification to or mailing to the last known address 
of the individuals or concerns affected thereby. 
Regulations may be adopted, amended or rescinded 
by the commission and shall become effective in 
the manner and at the time prescribed by the com- 
mission. 

(c) Publication. The commission shall cause to 
be printed for distribution to the public the text 
of this chapter, the commission’s regulations and 
general rules, its annual reports to the Governor, 
and any other material the commission deems 
relevant and suitable and shall furnish the same 
to any person upon application therefor. 

(d) Personnel. Subject to other provisions of 
this chapter, the commission is authorized to ap- 
point, subject to the provisions of Title 11, Civil 
Service, fix the compensation, and prescribe the 
duties and powers of such officers, accountants, 
attorneys, experts, and other persons as may be 
necessary in the performance of its duties. All 
positions shall be filled by persons selected and 
appointed on a nonpartisan merit basis from lists 
of eligible persons prepared by the Civil Service 
Commission, subject to the provisions of Title 11, 
Civil Service. The commission shall not employ 
or pay any person who is an officer or committee 
member of any political party organization. The 
commission may delegate to any such person so 
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appointed such power and authority as it deems 
reasonable and proper for the effective administra- 
tion of this chapter, and may in its discretion bond 
any person handling moneys or signing checks 
hereunder. 

(e) Advisory councils. The commission shall 
appoint a State advisory council of six members 
and local advisory councils of four members each, 
composed in each case of an equal number of em- 
ployer representatives and employee representa- 
tives who may fairly be regarded as representative 
because of their vocation, employment or affilia- 
tions, and of such members representing the gen- 
eral public as the commission may designate. Such 
councils shall aid the commission in formulating 
policies and discussing problems related to the ad- 
ministration of this chapter and in assuring im- 
partiality and freedom from political influence in 
the solution of such problems. Such advisory 
councils shall serve without compensation, but shall 
be reimbursed for any necessary expenses. 

(f) Employment stabilization. The commission, 
with the advice and aid of its advisory councils, 
and through its appropriate divisions, shall take 
all appropriate steps to reduce and prevent unem- 
ployment; to encourage and assist in the adoption 
of practical methods of vocational training, retrain- 
ing and vocational guidance; to investigate, rec- 
ommend, advise and assist in the establishment and 
operation, by municipalities, counties, school dis- 
tricts, and the State, of reserves for public works 
to be used in times of business depression and un- 
employment; to promote the re-employment of 
unemployed workers throughout the State in every 
other way that may be feasible; and to these ends to 
carry on and publish the results of investigations 
and research studies. 

(g) Records and reports. Hach employing unit 
shall keep true and accurate employment records, 
containing such information as may be prescribed. 
Such records shall be open to inspection and be 
subject to being copied by the commission or its 
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authorized representatives at any reasonable time. 
The executive director may require from any em- 
ploying unit any sworn or unsworn reports, with 
respect to persons employed by it, which is deemed 
necessary for the effective administration of this 
chapter. Information thus obtained shall not be 
published or be open to public inspection (other 
than to public employees in the performance of 
their public duties) in any manner revealing the 
employing unit’s identity, but any claimant at a 
hearing before an appeal tribunal, the commission 
or the board of review, shall be supplied with in- 
formation from such records to the extent neces- 
sary for the proper presentation of his claim. Any 
employee or member of the commission who vio- 
lates any provision of this section shall be liable to 
a fine of not less than twenty dollars ($20.00) nor 
more than two hundred dollars ($200.00), to be 
recovered in an action at law in the name of the 
commission, said fine when recovered to be paid 
to the unemployment compensation fund for the 
use of said fund. 

(bh) Oaths and witnesses. In the discharge of the 
duties imposed by this chapter the chairman of an 
appeal tribunal and any duly authorized represen- 
tative or member of the commission, the executive 
director or any deputy director thereof or member 
of the board of review shall have power to ad- 
minister oaths, take depositions, certify to official 
acts, and issue subpcenas to compel the attendance 
of witnesses and the production of books, papers, 
correspondence, memoranda, and other records 
deemed necessary as evidence in connection with 
a disputed claim or the administration of this 
chapter. 

(i) Subpoenas. In case of contumacy by, or re- 
fusal to obey a subpcena issued to any person, any 
court of this State within the jurisdiction of which 
the inquiry is carried on or within the jurisdiction 
of which said person guilty of contumacy or re- 
fusal to obey is found or resides or transacts busi- 
ness, upon application by the commission or its 
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duly authorized representative, or the board of 
review, shall have jurisdiction to issue to such 
person an order requiring such person to appear 
before the board of review or a member thereof, 
a commissioner, the commission, the executive 
director, or his duly authorized representative, 
there to produce evidence if so ordered or there 
to give testimony touching the matter under in- 
vestigation or in question; and any failure to obey 
such order of the court may be punished by said 
court as a contempt thereof. Any person who shall 
without just cause fail or refuse to attend and 
testify or to answer any lawful inquiry or to pro- 
duce books, papers, correspondence, memoranda 
and other records, if it is in his power so to do, in 
obedience to a subpena of the commission or of 
the board of review shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than two hundred dollars ($200.00) or 
by imprisonment for not longer than sixty days, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment, and each day 
such violation continues shall be deemed to be a 
separate offense. 

(j) Protection against self-incrimination. No 
person shall be excused from attending and testify- 
ing or from producing books, papers, correspond- 
ence, memoranda, and other records before the 
commission or the board of review or in obedience 
to the subpeena of a member of the commission or 
the executive director thereof, the board of review 
or a member thereof, or any duly authorized rep- 
resentative of the commission in any cause or pro- 
ceeding before the commission, the board of review 
or a member thereof, on the ground that the testi- 
mony or evidence, documentary or otherwise, 
required of him may tend to incriminate him or 
subject him to a penalty or forfeiture; but no 
individual shall be prosecuted or subjected to any 
penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any 
transaction, matter, or thing concerning which he 
is compelled, after having claimed his privilege 
against self-incrimination, to testify or produce 
evidence, documentary or otherwise, except that 
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such individual so testifying shall not be exempt 
from prosecution and punishment for perjury com- 
mitted in so testifying. 

(k) State-Federal co-operation. In the admin- 
istration of this chapter, the commission shall co- 
operate to the fullest extent consistent with the 
provisions of this chapter, with the Social Security 
Board, created by the Social Security Act, ap- 
proved August fourteenth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-five, as amended; shall make such 
reports, in such form and containing such informa- 
tion as the Social Security Board may from time 
to time require, and shall comply with such pro- 
visions as the Social Security Board may from time 
to time find necessary to assure the correctness and 
verification of such reports; and shall comply with 
the regulations prescribed by the Social Security 
Board governing the expenditures of such sums as 
may be allotted and paid to this State under Title 
IIT of the Social Security Act for the purpose of 
assisting in the administration of this chapter. 

Upon request therefor the executive director 
shall furnish to any agency of the United States 
charged with the administration of public works 
or assistance through public employment, the name, 
address, ordinary occupation, and employment 
status of each recipient of benefits and such re- 
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The commission may make the State’s records 
relating to the administration of this chapter avail- 
able to the Railroad Retirement Board and may 
furnish the Railroad Retirement Board, at the 
expense of such board, such copies thereof as the 
Railroad Retirement Board deems necessary for 
its purposes. 

The commission may afford reasonable co-opera- 
tion with every agency of the United States 
charged with the administration of any unemploy- 
ment insurance law. 
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5. Section 43:21-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-12. (a) State employment service. The 
employment bureau of the New Jersey Department 
of Labor and its present personnel, including those 
employed by the New Jersey national re-employ- 
ment service, is hereby transferred to the commis- 
sion as a division thereof, which shall establish 
and maintain free public employment offices in such 
number and in such places as may be necessary 
for the proper administration of this chapter and 
for the purpose of performing such duties as are 
within the purview of the Act of Congress entitled 
‘‘An act to provide for the establishment of a 
national employment system and for co-operation 
with the States in the promotion of such system, 
and for other purposes,’’ approved June sixth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-three (48 Stat. 
113; U.S. C. Title 29, sec. 49 (c)), as amended. The 
said division shall be administered by a full-time 
salaried director, who shall be charged with the 
duty, subject to the supervision of the commission 
and the executive director, to co-operate with any 
official or agency of the United States having 
powers or duties under the provisions of the said 
Act of Congress, as amended, and to do and per- 
form all things necessary to secure to this State the 
benefits of the said Act of Congress, as amended, in 
the promotion and maintenance of a system of pub- 
lic employment offices. The provisions of the said 
Act of Congress, as amended, are hereby accepted 
by this State, in conformity with section four of 
said act, and this State will observe and comply 
with the requirements thereof. The New Jersey 
State Employment Service Division is hereby desig- 
nated and constituted the agency of this State for 
the purpose of said act. The executive director, with 
the approval of the commission, is empowered to 
appoint, subject to the provisions of Title 11, Civil 
Service, the director, other officers, and employees, 
subject to the provisions aforesaid, of the New 
Jersey State Employment Service on a nonpartisan 
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merit basis from lists of eligible persons prepared 
by the Civil Service Commission and in accordance 
with regulations prescribed by the director of the 
United States Employment Service; provided, 
however, that present employees having civil serv- 
ice status shall retain full rights as provided in 
Title 11, Civil Service. The commission may co- 
operate with or enter into agreements with the 
Railroad Retirement Board with respect to the 
establishment, maintenance, and use of free em- 
ployment service facilities. 

(b) Financing. All moneys received by this 
State under the said Act of Congress, as amended, 
shall be paid into the special ‘‘employment service 
account’’ in the unemployment compensation ad- 
ministration fund, and said moneys are. hereby’ 
made available to the New Jersey State Employ- 
ment Service to be expended as provided by this 
section and by said Act of Congress. For the pur- 
pose of establishing and maintaining free public 
employment offices, commission is authorized to 
enter into agreements with the Railroad Retire- 
ment Board, or any other agency of the United 
States charged with the administration of an un- 
employment compensation law, with any political 
subdivision of this State, or with any private, non- 
profit organization, and as a part of any such 
agreement the commission may accept moneys, 
services, or quarters as a contribution to the em- 
ployment service account. 

6. Section 43:21-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-13. (a) Special fund. There is hereby 
created in the State treasury a special fund to be 
known as the unemployment compensation admin- 
istration fund. All moneys which are deposited or 
paid into this fund are hereby appropriated and 
made available to the commission. AIl moneys in 
this fund shall be expended solely for the purpose 
of defraying the cost of the administration of this 
chapter, and for no other purpose whatsoever. The 
fund shall consist of all moneys appropriated by

this State, and all moneys received from the United 
States of America, or any agency thereof, including 
the Social Security Board, the Railroad Retirement 
Board, and the United States Employment Service, 
or from any other source, for such purpose, except 
that moneys received from the Railroad Retirement 
Board as compensation for services or facilities 
supplied to said board shall be paid into this fund 
or the employment service account thereof, on the 
same basis as expenditures are made for such serv- 
ices or facilities from such fund and account. All 
moneys in this fund shall be deposited, admin- 
istered, and disbursed, in the same manner and 
under the same conditions and requirements as is 
provided by law for other special funds in the State 
treasury. Any balances in this fund shall not lapse 
at any time, but shall be continuously available to 
the commission for expenditure consistent with 
this chapter. The State Treasurer shall give a 
separate and additional bond conditioned upon the 
faithful performance of his duties in connection 
with the unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund in an amount to be fixed by the commis- 
sion and in a form prescribed by law or approved 
by the Attorney-General. The premiums for such 
bond and the premiums for the bond given by the 
treasurer of the unemployment compensation fund 
under section 43:21-9 of this Title shall be paid 
from the moneys in the unemployment compensa- 
tion administration fund. 

(b) Employment service account. <A_ special 
‘“‘employment service account’’ shall be maintained 
as a part of the unemployment compensation ad- 
ministration fund for the purpose of maintaining 
the public employment offices established pursuant 
to section 43 :21-12 of this Title and for the purpose 
of co-operating with the United States Hmploy- 
ment Service. There is hereby appropriated to this 
account the balance of any sum previously appro- 
priated to the employment service, and such ad- 
ditional sum as to equal sixty-five thousand dollars 
($65,000.00) for the remainder of the fiscal year 
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ending June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-seven. The Governor shall fix and de- 
termine and state in his annual budget message a. 
sum sufficient to pay the estimated amount of the 
State’s net share of the cost of the employment 
service as provided in this chapter. The Legis- 
lature shall include the amount so determined and 
stated in the annual appropriation bill. In addition, 
there shall be paid into such account the moneys 
designated in subsection (b) of section 43:21-12 of 
this Title, and such moneys as are apportioned for 
the purposes of this account from any moneys 
received by this State under Title III of the Social 
Security Act, as amended. 

6A. Section 43:21-19 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-19. As used in this chapter, unless the con- 
text clearly requires otherwise: 

(a) (1) ‘‘Annual payroll”? means the total 
amount of wages payable by an employer (regard- 
less of the time of payment) for employment dur- 
ing a calendar year. 

(2) ‘‘Average annual payroll’? means the 
average of the annual payrolls of any employer for 
the last three or five preceding calendar years, 
whichever average is higher. 

(b) ‘‘Benefits’’ means the money payments pay- 
able to an individual, as provided in this chapter, 
with respect to his unemployment. 

(c) The term ‘‘base year’’ means the first four 
of the last five completed calendar quarters im- 
mediately preceding the first day of an individual’s 
benefit year. 

(d) ‘‘Benefit year’’ with respect to any indi- 
vidual means the fifty-two consecutive week periods 
beginning with the first day of the first week with 
respect to which benefits are first payable to him, 
and thereafter, the fifty-two consecutive week 
periods beginning with the first day of the first 
week with respect to which benefits are next pay- 
able to him after the termination of his last pre- 
ceding benefit year. 
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(e) ‘Commission’? means the Unemployment 
Compensation Commission established by section 
43:21-10 of this Title, and for purposes of this 
chapter any transaction or exercise of authority by 
the executive director shall be deemed to be per- 
formed by the commission. 

(f) ‘‘Contributions’’ means the money payments 
to the State unemployment compensation fund re- 
quired by this chapter. 

(2) ‘*Kimploying unit’’ means any individual or 
type of organization, including any partnership, 
association, trust, estate, joint-stock company, 
insurance company or corporation, whether 
domestie or foreign, or the receiver, trustee in 
bankruptcy, trustee or successor thereof, or the 
legal representative of a deceased person, which 
has or subsequent to January first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-six, had in its employ one 
or more individuals performing services for it 
within this State. All individuals performing serv- 
ices within this State for any employing unit 
which maintains two or more separate establish- 
ments within this State shall be deemed to be em- 
ployed by a single employing unit for all the pur- 
poses of this chapter. Whenever any employing 
unit contracts with or has under it any contractor 
or subcontractor for any employment which is part 
of its usual trade, occupation, profession, or busi- 
ness, unless the employing unit as well as each such 
contractor or subcontractor is an employer by 
reason of subsection (c) of section 43:21-8 of this 
Title or subsection (h) of this section, the employ- 
ing unit shall for all the purposes of this chapter 
be deemed to employ each individual in the employ 
of each such contractor or subcontractor for each 
day during which such individual is engaged in 
performing such employment; except that each 
such contractor or subcontractor who is an em- 
plover by reason of subsection (ce) of section 
43 :21-8 of this Title or subsection (h) of this sec- 
tion, shall alone be liable for the contributions 
measured by wages payable to individuals in his 
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employ, and except that any employing unit who 
shall become liable for and pay contributions with 
respect to individuals in the employ of any such 
contractor or subcontractor who is not an employer 
by reason of subsection (c) of section 43:21-8 of 
this Title or subsection (h) of this section, may 
recover the same from such contractor or subcon- 
tractor. Each individual employed to perform or 
to assist in performing the work of any agent or 
employee of an employing unit shall be deemed to 
be employed by such employing unit for all the 
purposes of this chapter, whether such individual 
was hired or paid directly by such employing unit 
or by such agent or employee; provided, the em- 
ploying unit had actual or constructive knowledge 
of the work. 


(h) ‘‘Employer’’ means: 


(1) Any employing unit which for some por- 
tion of a day, but not necessarily simultane- 
ously, in each of twenty different weeks, 
whether or not such weeks are or were con- 
secutive, within either the current or the pre- 
ceding calendar year, has or had in employ- 
ment, eight or more individuals (irrespective 
of whether the same individuals are or were 
employed in each such day) ; 

(2) Any employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substan- 
tially all the assets thereof, of another which 
at the time of such acquisition was an employer 
subject to this chapter ; 

(3) Any employing unit which acquired the 
organization, trade or business, or substan- 
tially all the assets thereof, of another employ- 
ing unit and which, if treated as a single unit 
with such other employing unit, would be an 
employer under paragraph (1) of this sub- 
section. 

(4) Any employing unit which together with 
one or more other employing units, is owned 
or controlled (by legally enforcible means or 
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otherwise), directly or indirectly by the same 
interests, or which owns or controls one or 
more other employing units (by legally en- 
forcible means or otherwise), and which, if 
treated as a single unit with such other em- 
ploying unit or interests, would be an employer 
under paragraph (1) of this subsection; 

(5) Any employing unit which, having be- 
come an employer under paragraph (1), (2), 
(3) or (4), has not, under section 43:21-8 of 
this Title, ceased to be an employer subject to 
this chapter; or 

(6) For the effective period of its election 
pursuant to subsection (c) of section 43:21-8 
of this Title any other employing unit which 
has elected to become fully subject to this chap- 
ter. 


(1) (1) ‘‘Employment’’ means service, including 
service in interstate commerce performed for re- 
muneration or under any contract of hire, written 
or oral, expressed or implied. 

(2) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall include an 
individual’s entire service, performed within or 
both within and without this State if: 


(A) The service is localized in this State; or & 


(B) The service is not localized in any State 
but some of the service is performed in this 
State, and (i) the base of operations, or, if 
there is no base of operations, then the place 
from which such service is directed or con- 
trolled, is in this State; or (ii) the base of 
operations or place from which such service is 
directed or controlled is not in any State in 
which some part of the service is performed, 
but the individual’s residence is in this State. 


(3) Services performed within this State but not 
covered under paragraph (2) of this subsection 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter if contributions are not required and paid 
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with respect to such services under an unemploy- 
ment compensation law of any other State or of the 
Federal Government. 

(4) Services not covered under paragraph (2) 
of this subsection, and performed entirely without 
this State, with respect to no part of which con- 
tributions are required and paid under an unem- 
ployment compensation law of any other State or 
of the Federal Government, shall be deemed to be 
employment subject to this chapter if the individual 
performing such services is a resident of this State 
and the commission approves the election of the 
employing unit for whom such services are per- 
formed that the entire service of such individual 
shall be deemed to be employment subject to this 
chapter; provided, written objections on the part 
of a substantial proportion of such individuals 
affected are not presented to the commission within 
ten days following the filing of such election. 

(5) Service shall be deemed to be localized with- 
in a State if 


(A) the service is performed entirely within 
such State; or 

(B) the service is performed both within 
and without such State, but the service per- 
formed without such State is incidental to the 
individual’s service within the State, for 
example, is temporary or transitory in nature 
or consists of isolated transactions. 


(6) Services performed by an individual for re- 
muneration shall be deemed to be employment sub- 
ject to this chapter unless and until it is shown to 
the satisfaction of the commission that 


(A) such individual has been and will con- 
tinue to be free from control or direction over 
the performance of such services, both under 
his contract of service and in fact; and 

(B) such service is either outside the usual 
course of the business for which such service

is performed, or that such service is performed 
outside of all the places of business of the 
enterprise for which such service is performed ; 
and 

(C) such individual is customarily engaged 
in an independently established trade, occupa- 
tion, profession or business. 


(7) The term ‘‘employment’’ shall not include: 


(A) Agricultural labor; 

(B) Domestic service in a private home; 

(C) Service performed as an officer or mem- 
ber of the erew of a vessel on the navigable 
waters of the United States; 

(D) Service performed by an individual in 
the employ of his son, daughter or spouse, and 
service performed by a child under the age of 
twenty-one in the employ of his father or 
mother ; 

(EZ) Service performed in the employ of 
this State or of any political subdivision there- 
of or of any instrumentality of this State or 
its political subdivisions ; 

(F) Service performed in the employ of any 
other State or its political subdivisions, or of 
the United States Government, or of an in- 
strumentality of any other State or States or 
their political subdivisions or of the United 
States; 

(G) Services performed in the employ of a 
corporation, community chest, fund, or founda- 
tion, organized and operated exclusively for 
religious, charitable, scientific, literary, hos- 
pital, benevolent, philanthropic, or educational 
purposes, or for the prevention of cruelty to 
children or animals, no part of the net earnings 
of which inures to the benefit of any private 
shareholder or individual; 

(H) Services performed in the employ of 
fraternal beneficiary societies, orders, or as- 
sociations operating under the lodge system or 
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for the exclusive benefit of the members of a 
fraternity itself operating under the lodge 
system and providing for the payment of life, 
sick, accident or other benefits to the members 
of such society, order, or association, or their 
dependents ; 

(I) Services performed as an officer or 
other employee of any building and loan asso- 
ciation of this State, except where such serv- 
ices constitute the principal employment of 
the individual; services performed as an officer 
or other employee of any building and loan 
association where such association is a mem- 
ber of the Federal Home Loan Bank System; 
services performed as an officer or other em- 
ployee of any bank which is a member of the 
Federal Reserve System ; 

(J) Service, performed after June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, 
with respect to which unemployment compen- 
sation ig payable under the Railroad Unem- 
ployment Insurance Act (52 Stat. 1094). 


(j) ‘‘Employment office’? means a free public 
employment office, or branch thereof operated by 
this State or maintained as a part of a State con- 
trolled svstem of public employment offices. 

(k) ‘‘Fund’’ means the unemployment compen- 
sation fund established by this chapter, to which 
all contributions required and from which all bene- 
fits provided under this chapter shall be paid. 

(1) ‘‘State’’ includes, in addition to the States 
of the United States of America, Alaska, Hawaii, 
and the District of Columbia. 

(m) ‘‘Total unemployment period.’’ 


(1) An individual shall be deemed ‘‘totally 
unemployed’’ in any week with respect to 
which no remuneration is payable to him and 
during which he performs no services (other 
than odd jobs or subsidiary work for which no 
remuneration as used in this section is payable 
to him). 
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(2) As used in this subsection, the term 
‘‘remuneration’’ shall inelude only that part 
of remuneration for odd jobs or subsidiary 
work, or both, which is in excess of three dol- 
lars ($3.00) in any one week. 

(3) An individual’s week of unemployment 
shall be deemed to commence only after his 
registration at an employment office, except as 
the commission may by regulation otherwise 
prescribe. 


(n) ‘‘Unemployment compensation administra- 
tion fund’’ means the unemployment compensation 
administration fund established by this chapter, 
from which administrative expenses under this 
chapter shall be paid. 

(o) ‘*Wages’? means remuneration payable by 
employers for employment. 

(p) ‘‘Remuneration’’ means all compensation 
payable for personal services, including commis- 
sions and bonuses and the cash value of all com- 
pensation payable in any medium other than cash. 

(q) ‘‘Week’’ means such period or periods of 
seven consecutive calendar days ending at mid- 
night, as the commission may by regulation pre- 
seribe. 

(r) ‘‘Calendar quarter’? means the period of 
three consecutive calendar months ending on March 
thirty-first; June thirtieth, September thirtieth, or 
December thirty-first, excluding, however, any 
ealendar quarter or portion thereof which occurs 
prior to January first, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-seven, or the equivalent thereof as the 
commission may by regulation prescribe. 

(s) ‘Weekly benefit amount.’’ An individual’s 
‘‘weekly benefit amount’’ means the amount of 
benefits he would be entitled to receive for one week 
of total unemployment and an individual’s weekly 
benefit amount as determined for the first week of 
his benefit year shall constitute his weekly benefit 
amount throughout such benefit year. 
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7. Section 43:21-21 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


43 :21-21. (a) The commission is hereby author- 
ized to enter into arrangements with the appro- 
priate agencies of other States or the Federal 
Government whereby potential rights to benefits 
accumulated under the unemployment compensa- 
tion laws of several States or under such a law of 
the Federal Government, or both, may constitute 
the basis for the payment of benefits through a 
single appropriate agency under terms which the 
commission finds will be fair and reasonable as to 
all affected interests and will not result in any sub- 
stantial loss to the fund. 

(b) The commission is also authorized to enter 
into arrangements with the appropriate agencies 
of other States or of the Federal Government (1) 
whereby wages or services, upon the basis of which 
an individual may become entitled to benefits under 
the unemployment compensation law of another 
State or of the Federal Government, shall be 
deemed to be wages for employment by employers 
for the purposes of this chapter; provided, such 
other State agency or agency of the Federal Gov- 
ernment has agreed to reimburse the fund for such 
portion of benefits paid under this chapter, upon 
the basis of such wages or services as the commis- 
sion finds will be fair and reasonable as to all 
affected interests; and (2) whereby the commission 
will reimburse other State or Federal agencies 
charged with the administration of unemployment 
compensation laws with such reasonable portion of 
benefits, paid under the law of any such other States 
or of the Federal Government upon the basis of 
employment or wages for employment by employ- 
ers, as the commission finds will be fair and 
reasonable as to all affected interests. Reimburse- 
ments so payable shall be deemed to be benefits for 
the purposes of this chapter, but no reimbursement 
so payable shall be charged against any employer’s 
account for the purposes of section 43:21-7 of this 
chapter. The commission is hereby authorized to 
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make to other State or Federal agencies and re- 
ceive from such other State or Federal agencies 
reimbursements from or to the fund, in accordance 
with arrangements pursuant to this section. 
8. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Section 38:3-3 of the Revised Statutes is Section, 
amended to read as follows: eas 
38 :3-3. Organization. The National Guard, ex- organization 
cept the State staff, departments and detachment, efzgie"” 
to the extent authorized by applicable Federal 
tables of organization, shall be organized and main- 
tained as one or more divisions. Those units of 
the National Guard, except the State staff, depart- 
ments and detachment, which by such tables of 
organization shall not be included within the divi- 
sions, shall be attached thereto for administration, 
training and discipline. 
2. Section 38:3-4 of the Revised Statutes is Section 
amended to read as follows: onnaee 
38 :3-4. Headquarters. The commanding general Headquarters. 
shall establish and maintain a headquarters. There 
shall be assigned from the active National Guard, 
for duty with said headquarters, such officer and 
enlisted personnel as the commanding general shall 
deem necessary. 
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3. Section 38:3-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :3-12. Election of officers. Brigade comman- 
ders shall be elected by the field officers of their 
respective brigades. Field officers of regiments, 
separate battalions and squadrons shall be elected 
by the commissioned officers of their respective 
regiments, separate battalions and squadrons. 
Officers of companies or similar units shall be 
elected by the members of their respective com- 
panies or units. Whenever by applicable Federal 
tables of organization certain unit or organization 
commanders are constituted staff officers, such 
officers shall be appointed by the officer upon whose 
staff they serve. In case the electors of field or 
company officers shall refuse or neglect to make 
such elections, the Governor shall have the power 
to appoint such officers and fill all vacancies caused 
by such refusal or neglect. 

4, Section 38:3-23 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :3-23. Retirement; detail to active duty. Any 
commissioned or warrant officer who shall have 
reached the age of sixty-four years, or whose Fed- 
eral recognition shall have been withdrawn by 
reason of disability, shall be retired by the Gover- 
nor. Any commissioned or warrant officer who 
shall have served for at least ten years in the mili- 
tary or naval forces of this State, either as a com- 
missioned officer or as a warrant officer, or as both, 
upon application to the Governor, may be relieved 
from active service and retired. 

The Governor may detail retired officers to active 
duty, if they consent thereto; provided, that officers 
retired for age or disability shall not be detailed to 
command troops. In time of war or imminent 
danger thereof retired officers may be detailed by 
the Governor to perform any military duty as- 
signed by him. 
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5. Section 38:3-30 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :3-30. Eligibility for enlistment; re-enlist- 
ment. Except as otherwise provided in regula- 
tions, any able-bodied male person, between the 
ages of eighteen and forty-five years, who is a citi- 
zen of the United States, may be enlisted in the 
National Guard. Any such person may be re- 
enlisted notwithstanding he is over forty-five years 
of age; provided, he is less than sixty-four years 
of age. 

6. Section 38:3-86 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :3-36. Pay for enlisted men. Each enlisted 
man ordered to duty by the Governor shall be paid, 
in addition to allowances for rations in money or 
kind, at the following daily rate, according to his 
grade: noncommissioned officers of the first grade, 
four dollars and twenty cents; second grade, two 
dollars and eighty cents; third grade, two dollars 
and forty cents; fourth and fifth grades, one dollar 
and eighty cents; privates of the sixth and seventh 
grades, one dollar and fifty cents; band musicians, 
horseshoers and cooks, four dollars. The pay and 
allowances of enlisted men shall be paid by the 
State to the extent that the payment thereof shall 
not be provided for out of Federal funds. En- 
listed men shall not receive pay under this section 
when ordered for duty for inspection, drill, parade 
or review. Enlisted men ordered for duty, but not 
at the time serving with troops, shall receive in 
addition to their pay their actual traveling ex- 
penses and subsistence. 

7. Section 38:12-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :12-8. Eligibility for disability and retirement 
privileges. Officers and enlisted men serving the 
State in a permanent duty status shall be eligible 
for the disability and retirement privileges and 
benefits available to all other employees of the 
State; provided, however, that such officers and 
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enlisted men who served in the military or naval 
ferces of the United States or of this State during 
the Spanish-American War, and who, in addition 
thereto, have served not less than forty years in 
the military or naval forces of this State, upon 
retirement for age or disability, shall be paid re- 
tirement pay by the State at the rate paid by the 
government of the United States to retired officers 
and enlisted men of the regular army of the United 
States, with the same rank or grade, and length of 
service. Payments under this section shall be made 
semi-monthly by the State Treasurer out of the 
general State fund. 

8. Section 38:13-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

38 :13-1. Right-of-way while performing military 
or naval duty; interference; misdemeanor. The 


commanding officer of any organization of the 


active militia while parading or performing any 
military or naval duty in any street or highway 
may require all persons on such street or highway 
to yield the right of way to such troops. Motor 
vehicles traveling in columns, which are or have 
been engaged in transporting troops in military 
convoy, shall be accorded the right of way on all 
streets and highways of this State. 

The exercise of the rights of way provided for 
in this section shall not interfere with the carriage 
of the United States mail, nor with the operation 
of hospital ambulances, or police or fire apparatus. 

Any person, other than those engaged in the 
carriage of the United States mail, or in the opera- 
tion of a hospital ambulance, or police or fire ap- 
paratus, who shall hinder, delay, obstruct or inter- 
fere with any portion of the military or naval 
forces when parading or performing any military 
or naval duty, or with any vehicles traveling in 
columns, which are or have been engaged in trans- 
porting troops in military convoy, or who shall 
attempt to do so, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
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9, Chapter three of Title 38 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is supplemented by adding the following sec- 
tion: : 

Any enlisted man who shall have reached the age 
of sixty-four years shall be retired by the Gover- 
nor. Any enlisted man who shall have served in 
the military or naval forces of this State for a 
period of twenty years, upon application to the 
Governor, may be relieved of active duty and re- 
tired. 

The Governor may detail retired enlisted men 
to active duty, if they consent thereto; provided, 
that in time of war or imminent danger thereof, 
retired enlisted men may be detailed by the Gov- 
ernor to perform any military duty assigned by 
him. 

10. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved June 21, 1939. 


CHAPTER 96 


Aw Acr validating proceedings authorizing the 
issuance of school bonds by school districts. 


Be ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings heretofore authorizing the 
issuance of bonds by school districts are hereby 
validated, ratified, approved and confirmed, not- 
withstanding the fact that the proceedings failed 
to disclose where in the school district a proposed 
new school building is to be erected; provided, said 
school building is erected on land already owned 
by the school district, and that the proceedings, in 
all other respects, are correct. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Wearing of uniforms; prohibited. 


a. It shall be unlawful for any person to ap- 
pear in any public place or in the public view 
attired in any uniform similar to that worn 
by the military, semi-military, naval, police, 
storm troop or other official or semi-official 
forces of any foreign State, nation or govern- 
ment, or attired in any distinctive part or parts 
of such uniform, or to assemble in any place 
with other persons similarly attired. 

b. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
appear in any public place or in the public view 
attired in the uniform or wearing the distinc- 
tive garment of any association of persons of 
whatsoever nature or form which engages in, 
adopts or imitates the drill formations, salutes 
or other methods or practices or the symbols 
of any foreign military semi-military, naval, 
police, storm troop or similar foreign organ- 
ization, or to assemble in any place with other 
persons similarly attired. 

ce. It shall be unlawful for the proprietor, 
manager or keeper of a public hall, public 
garden, theatre or any other place of public 
meeting, resort or amusement to permit there- 
in any assemblage of persons attired as pro- 
hibited in this section. 

d. In any prosecution hereunder, there shall 
be presumption that the wearing of the uni- 
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form of a foreign State, nation or government, 
or of any of its official or semi-official forces, 
constitutes a violation of this section. 


This section shall not apply to the officers or 
members of the diplomatic, military, semi-military, 
naval, police or other official or semi-official forces 
of any foreign State, nation or government law- 
fully within the State of New Jersey, nor to any 
student of any school or academy recognized by the 
Board of Regents of the State of New Jersey, nor 
to the members of the cast of any stage or motion 
picture production characterizing the officials of a 
foreign State, nation or government, or the officers 
or members of any of the organizations specified 
in subdivision a of this section; nor to any duly 
recognized organization of American ex-service 
men and women. 

2. Any person violating any provision of this 
chapter shall be punishable by a fine of not more 
than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) nor less than 
two hundred dollars ($200.00), or by imprisonment 
for not exceeding three years, nor less than ninety 
days, or both.

43 :14-35. Retirement from service shall be as 
follows: 

a. A member who shall have reached sixty years 
of age may retire from service by filing with the 
board of trustees a written statement, duly at- 
tested, stating at what time subsequent to the exe- 
cution and filing thereof he desires to be retired. 
The board of trustees shall retire him at the time 
specified or at such other time within thirty days 
after the date so specified as the board finds advis- 
able. 

Any member who for a period of more than 
twenty years was in the service of the State and 
eligible for retirement under the provisions of this 
chapter, whose application for retirement from 
service was duly filed with the board of trustees, 
during the year nineteen hundred and thirty-eight, 
but who died before the expiration of the time so 
specified for his said retirement, shall be deemed 
to have been retired as of the date of his said ap- 
plication, and payment hereunder shall be made to 
the person or persons nominated by his written 
designation to receive the benefits provided by this 
chapter. Such payments shall be made at the rate 
of eighteen hundred dollars ($1,800.00) per annum 
in semimonthly installments. 


b. A member who shall have reached seventy 
years of age shall be retired by the board for serv- 
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ice forthwith, or at such time within ninety days 
thereafter as it deems advisable, except that an 
employee reaching seventy years of age may be 
continued in service from time to time upon written 
notice to the Comptroller by the head of the depart- 
ment where the employee is employed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

The fee for this license 
shall be ten dollars, and an issuance fee of fifty 
cents. 

c. A license issued to a person above fourteen 
years of age not entitled to a residents’ license, 
authorizing him to fish only. This license shall be 
designated as the nonresidents’ and aliens’ fishing 
license. The fee for this license shall be five dol- 
lars, together with an issuance fee of fifty cents. 
Iivery nonresidents’ fishing license issued here- 
under shall be valid and operative only on those 
days of the week in the open season for angling 
in this State, as a fishing license issued to residents 
in this State by the State of residence of the ap- 
plicant for the New Jersey nonresidents’ fishing 
license shall be valid and operative. 

Every license issued hereunder shall be void 
after December thirty-first next succeeding its issu- 
ance.

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CHAPTER 103 


Aw Act concerning the licensing of real estate 
auctioneers, and amending section 45:15-30 of 
the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 4:6-10 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 

4:6-10. On and after July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-nine, it shall be unlawful 
for any person, firm or corporation to keep or to 
maintain honey bees in any hives other than 
modern, movable, frame hives which permit the 
thorough examination of every comb in order to 
detect the presence of bee diseases. All other types 
ef boxes or receptacles for bees which are in use 
after July first, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, are hereby declared to be a public nui- 
sance, and a menace to the community, and the De- 
partment of Agriculture may seize and destroy the 
same without remuneration to the owner. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Acr to add Route 101 to the State Highway 
. System. 


Br rr enactTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commissioner shall as 
soon as practicable and in accordance with the pro- 
cedure set forth in article one of chapter seven of 
Title 27 of the Revised Statutes add to the present 
highway system the following described route: 

Route No. 101. Beginning at Route No. 3 in the 
borough of Carlstadt in the county of Bergen and 
State of New Jersey and from thence in a general 
northerly direction through the Hackensack val- 
ley and passing in the vicinity of the borough of 
Hillsdale and through the borough of Montvale, 
Bergen county, to New York State Line and con- 
necting with Route No. 305 of the State of New 
York. 

Said route shall be laid out and constructed 
as soon as practicable by the commissioner in the 
same manner and subject to the same procedure as 
other State highways. It shall be constructed from 
moneys forwarded by the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles to the State Treasurer of this State to be 
used by the State Highway Commissioner for the 
construction of roads and bridges, which moneys 
are derived pursuant to the provisions of chapter 
thirty-nine of the Title Taxation (Section 54:39-1 
et seq.).

1. Section 23:10-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


23 :10-5. Any constable, police officer, fish and 
game warden, protector, or deputy warden, or any 
cfficer or member of any incorporated game protec- 
tive society may, for a violation of any provision of 
this Title committed within the view of any such 
officer or person, arrest, without warrant, the 
offender and carry him before a court of the county 
wherein such arrest is made, which court shall sum- 
marily hear and determine the guilt or innocence of 
such person, after receiving from the officer or per- 
son making the arrest, a complaint in writing, duly 
verified, setting forth the nature of the offense, and 
any person or persons who shall, by threat, menace 
or force, or in any manner, attempt to deter or 
prevent any fish and game warden or other person 
authorized to make arrests for violation of the fish 
and game laws of this State from enforcing or 
carrying into effect any provisions of this Title or 
who shall resist arrest or the seizure of boats or 
nets or other apparatus illegally used, shall be sub- 
ject to a fine of one hundred dollars. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 107 


An Act concerning grand juries, and amending 
section 2:89-5 of the Revised Statutes.

2:89-5. In any county of the first, second, third 
and fifth classes the justice of the Supreme Court 
holding the circuit for such county may designate 
one or more competent stenographers who are 
regularly employed at a stated salary in the office 
of the prosecutor of the pleas of such county, to 
act, if and when required in addition to their regu- 
lar duties, as an assistant to the clerk of the grand 
jury of such county. The person, or persons, so 
designated shall, when requested by the grand jury 


attend its sessions and take minutes of the evidence | 


there adduced. The person or persons so desig- 
nated shall not be entitled to any extra compensa- 


tion for their services as assistant to the clerk of 


the grand jury.

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CHAPTER 108 


Aw Act concerning the practice of dentistry, and 
amending sections 45 :6-3 and 45:6-10 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:6-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


45 :6-3. The board shall from time to time adopt 
rules for its own government and for the examina- 
tion of candidates for licenses to practice dentistry. 
Any rule altering the nature or increasing the se- 
verity of the examination or the subjects to be in- 
ciuded therein shall not be enforced until six 
months after its adoption and public promulgation. 
The examination of applicants shall be confined to 
written or oral, or both written and oral, examina- 
tions upon subjects properly relating to the science 
of dentistry, the knowledge of which is necessary 
te the proper and skillful practice of said science. 
The board may also require from applicants, as 
part of the examination, demonstration of their 
skill in operative and prosthetic dentistry. No 
person shall be examined by the board unless he is 
a citizen of the United States of America, at least 
twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, 
and shall present to the board a certificate from the 
Commissioner of Education of this State, showing 
that before entering a dental college he had ob- 
tained an academic education consisting of a four 
years’ course of study in an approved public or 
private high school or the equivalent thereof, unless 
he has been graduated in course with a dental de- 
gree from a dental school, college or department of 
@ university approved by the board, or holds a 
diploma or license conferring full right to practice 
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dentistry in some foreign country and granted by 
some authority recognized by the board. Any 
member of the board may inquire of any applicant 
for examination concerning his qualifications, and 
may take testimony of anyone in regard thereto, 
under oath, which he is hereby empowered to ad- 
minister. . 


2. Section 45:6-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45 :6-10. Every licensed dentist shall procure 
from the secretary-treasurer of the board on or 
before November first each year an annual certifi- 
eate of registration. Such certificate shall be issued 
by the secretary-treasurer upon payment of a fee 
ef two dollars, and all certificates so issued shall 
be prima facie evidence of the right of the holder 
to practice dentistry in this State. The secretary- 
treasurer of the board shall, on or before October 
first each year, mail to each licensed dentist, a 
printed blank form to be properly filled out and 
returned by such licensed person to said secretary- 
treasurer, together with the fee herein fixed for 
such annual registration. Upon receipt of such 
form and fee, the annual certificate of registration 
shall be issued and transmitted. The board shall 
cause a notice to be inserted in not less than three 
newspapers, one in the city of Trenton, one in the 
city of Camden, and one in the city of Newark, to 
the effect that such annual registration will be 
required. Such notice shall be printed in such 
papers, once a week for three consecutive weeks 
between September first and October first, each 
vear. Any person who for at least twenty-five 
years shall have been licensed to practice dentistry 
in New Jersey and who desires to retire from the 
practice thereof, and during his retirement to re- 
frain from practicing dentistry, upon application 
to the seeretary-treasurer of the board, may be 
registered annually, without the payment of any 
registration fee, as a retired dentist. The certifi- 
eate of registration which shall be issued to a re- 
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tired dentist shall state, among other things, that 
the holder has been licensed to practice dentistry 
in New Jersey but that during his retirement he 
shall not practice dentistry. The holder of a certifi- 
cate of registration as a retired dentist shall be 
entitled to resume the practice of dentistry at any 
time; provided, he first shall have obtained from 
the secretary-treasurer an annual certificate of 
registration as hereinbefore provided. The license 
of any person who fails to procure any annual 
certificate of registration, or in lieu thereof an 
annual certificate of registration as a retired den- 
tist, at the time and in the manner required by this 
section may be suspended by the board in the man- 
ner proveded by sections 45:6-7 to 45:6-9 of this 
Title. Any license so suspended shall be reinstated 
at any time within three years from the date of 
such suspension upon the payment of all past due 
annual registration fees and an additional rein- 
statement fee of twenty-five dollars. Any person 
whose license shall have been suspended for such 
cause shall, during the period of such suspension, 
be regarded as an unlicensed person and, in case he 
shall continue or engage in the practice of dentistry 
during such period, shall be liable to the penalties 
prescribed by section 45:6-13 of this Title for 
practicing dentistry without a license. Any per- 
son to whom a certificate of registration as a re- 
tired dentist shall have been issued who shall con- 
tinue or engage in the practice of dentistry without 
first having obtained a certificate of registration 
authorizing him to resume the practice of dentistry, 
shall be liable to the penalties prescribed by section 
45 :6-18 of this Title for practicing dentistry with- 
out a license.

Aw Act concerning investments of cemetery asso- 
ciations, and amending section 8:2-37 of the Re- 
vised Statutes.

1. Section 8 :2-37 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 


8 :2-37. The trust funds and special funds of any 
cemetery association, or any part thereof, may be 
invested by the board of managers or trustees of 
such association in any of the securities which are 
or hereafter may be made lawful investments under 
the statutes of this State for executors, adminis- 
trators, guardians or trustees, and no board of 

nanagers or trustees shall be held lable for any 
loss resulting in any such case. 

This section shall not apply where the deed of 
trust or the last will and testament of any testator 
specially directs in what securities the funds so 
given or bequeathed shall be invested. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 110 


An Act concerning municipalities located in 


counties of the sixth class, and empowering such 


municipalities to convey and reacquire lands for 
the purpose of creating restrictions on the use 
thereof. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The several municipalities located in counties 
of the sixth class are hereby empowered to convey 
any and all lands owned by said municipalities, 
and to reacquire the same, for the purpose and in 
the manner as hereinafter provided. 

2. Any such lands may be conveyed, without the 
necessity of advertising the same for sale, and may 
be reacquired by said municipalities without con- 
demnation proceedings or any other proceedings 
now required of municipalities pertaining to land; 
for the purpose or purposes only of placing said 
lands under the restrictions that no spirituous, 
malt, intoxicating or vinous liquors, preparations 
or substances in the nature thereof, shall be manu- 
factured, bought, sold or kept for sale as a bever- 
age, on the said lands. 

3. Any lands conveyed by a municipality pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act shall be immedi- 
ately reconveyed to the said municipality, subject 
to said restrictions, otherwise the conveyance or 
conveyances made by the municipality shall be 
considered null and void. 

4, That the legal consideration supporting any 
such conveyance or conveyances shall not be sub- 
ject to dispute. | 

5. Any provision of law to the contrary notwith- 
standing, the governing bodies of said municipali- 
ties, by the proper officers thereof, are hereby em- 
powered to make conveyances pursuant to this act 
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and then reacquire said lands in the manner as 
hereinbefore provided. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately, and the 
powers granted hereby shall become null and void 
on and after the first day of January, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one.

CHAPTER 111 


An Acr concerning the office of deputy commis- 
sioner of compensation. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. When a vacaney exists, or shall hereafter 
exist, in the office of deputy commissioner of com- 
pensation, the same shall be filled by appoint- 
ment of the Commissioner of Labor, without ref- 
erence to the civil service law, and thereafter the 
person so appointed shall be in the exempt class 
of the civil service, and shall be subject to the pro- 
visions of Title 11 of the civil service law, and shall 
not be removed from his said office except in ac- 
cordance with such law. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 1, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 112 


Aw Act to validate proceedings of school district 
meeting's heretofore held and bonds issued or to 
be issued in pursuance thereof. 


Brit enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
Liy of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings of school district meetings 
heretofore held in any school district in this State 
for the purpose of authorizing the issuance of 
bonds, and all bonds issued or to be issued in pur- 
suance of such proceedings, are hereby validated 
and confirmed notwithstanding that in the printed 
and posted notices of said meetings no notice was 
given that it was the intention of the school district 
to use unused borrowing power of the municipality 
in which the school district was located as required 
by section 18:5-84 and section 18:5-85 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, as amended; provided, that the said 
proceedings are in all respects otherwise correct, 
and that the said bonds have not been or shall not 
be sold for less than par and acerued interest. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 113 


An Act relating to the public schools of this State, 
and supplementing chapter eight of Title 18 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the boards of education of two or 
more school districts shall deem it advisable to 
unite to create a regional school district, and main- 
tain a regional board of education, pursuant to the 
school law, and there shall be one or more high 
school buildings in one or more of the districts 
proposing to unite, it shall be lawful to place upon 
the ballot a notice of intention to acquire by pur- 
chase such high school building or buildings; pro- 
vided, notice thereof shall also be given in the 
printed and published notices of election; and if 
the legal voters of the said several districts pro- 
pesing to unite, shall agree to the purchase of said 
high school building or buildings, then the board of 
education of such regional school district shall pur- 
chase such building or buildings and shall issue 
and sell bonds for the amount set forth in the ballot 
and in the printed and published notices of election. 
Such bonds shall be issued and sold in all respects 
in accordance with the existing school law, and 
shall mature within the limit of time prescribed 
by law, based upon the character of the construc- 
tion of such building or buildings. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 114 


Aw Acr to continue for a period of one year the 


commission created for the purpose of studying 
the causes of juvenile delinquency, and supple- 
menting Title 9, chapter twenty, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be ir EnacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The commission to investigate and determine 
the causes of juvenile delinquency created by Title 
9, chapter twenty, of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by continued for a period of one year from the 
effective date of this act. 

2. The members of the commission heretofore 
appointed shall continue to serve in their respective 
capacities without compensation for the additional 
year of the existence of the commission and shall 
be vested with all powers and duties heretofore 
enjoined upon them. 

83. This act shall take effect June fifth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-nine.

Aw Acr concerning the regulation of the practice 


of medicine and surgery, the licensing of physi- 
cians and surgeons, the punishment of persons 
violating the provisions thereof, and making uni- 
form the requirements for license for all persons 
who practice any branch of medicine or surgery 
or use any method of treatment of human ail- 
ment, disease, pain, injury, deformity, mental 
or physical condition, except as to those persons 
legally holding or obtaining licenses under chap- 
ters five and twelve of Title 45 of the Revised 
Statutes, and preserving the right to practice 
of all of those persons holding limited licenses 
under chapter thirteen of Title 45 of the Revised 
Statutes, and under articles two and three of 
chapter nine of Title 45 of the Revised Statutes, 
or any acts superseded thereby, and amending 
sections 45:9-1 to 45:9-3, inclusive, 45:9-5 to 
45 :9-14.1, inclusive, 45 :9-15 to 45 :9-17, inclusive, 
45 :9-21 to 45:9-23, inclusive, and 45 :9-26 of the 
Revised Statutes, and supplementing article one 
of chapter nine of Title 45 of the Revised Stat- 
utes by adding thereto sections 45:9-5.1, 
45 :9-14.3 to 45 :9-14.10, inclusive, and 45 :9-27.1, 
and repealing chapter thirteen of Title 45 of the 
Revised Statutes, and articles two and three of 
chapter nine of Title 45 of the Revised Statutes 
and section 45 :9-14.2 of the Revised Statutes. 
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Bes tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45 :9-1 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 

45:9-1. The State Board of Medical Examiners, 
hereinafter in this chapter designated as the 
‘‘board,’’ created and established by the act en- 
titled ‘‘An act to regulate the practice of medicine 
and surgery, to lheense physicians and surgeons, 
and to punish persons violating the provisions 
thereof,’’ approved May twenty-second, one thou- 


sand eight hundred and ninety-four (lL. 1894, c. | 


306, p. 454), as supplemented by an act approved 
April second, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirteen (L. 1913, ¢. 224, p. 408), and by an act 
approved March thirty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-one (LL. 1921, c. 186, p. 263), 
is continued and the members and officers of said 
board as constituted pursuant to said act, and the 
amendments and supplements of said act, shall con- 
tinue to hold office until the expiration of their 
terms. The board shall consist of eleven members, 
who shall be persons of recognized professional 
ability and honor, and who shall be appointed by 
the Governor from a list to be furnished within 
thirty days after any vacancy occurs in the mem- 
bership of said board by the society or organiza- 
tion of whom the persons nominated are members, 
if there be such a society or organization, or if such 
society or organization has a membership in good 
standing of not less than one hundred, and for 
every membership filled in said board at least 
three names shall be submitted to the Governor, 
and from the names thus submitted the Governor 
shall select one person to be a member of said 
board; provided, however, that the said board shall 
consist of nine graduates of schools of medicine 
who shall possess the degree of M.D., of whom 
five shall be old school physicians, three shall be 
homeopaths, and one an eclectic, and in addition 
the membership of said board shall comprise one 
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osteopath and one chiropractor. The term of office 
of members of the board hereafter appointed shall 
be three years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed. Said appointees shall, within thirty days 
after the receipt of their respective commissions, 
take and subscribe the oath or affirmation pre- 
scribed by law and file the same in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 

2. Section 45:9-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :9-2. The board shall elect a president, a sec- 
retary and a treasurer from its membership and 
shall have a common seal, of which all courts of 
this State shall take judicial notice. Its president, 
or secretary, may issue subpoenas to compel atten- 
dance of witnesses to testify before the board and 
administer oaths in taking testimony in any matter 
pertaining to its duties, which subpcenas shall issue 
under the seal of the board and shall be served in 
the same manner as subpcenas issued out of the 
court of common pleas of this State, and every 
person who refuses or neglects to obey the com- 
mand of such subpcena, or who, after appearing, 
refuses to be sworn and testify shall, in either 
event, be liable to a penalty of fifty dollars to be 
sued for in the name of the board in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, which penalty when col- 
lected shall be paid to the treasurer of said board. 
It shall make and adopt all necessary rules, regu- 
lations and by-laws not inconsistent’ with the laws 
of the State or of the United States, whereby to 
perform the duties and to transact the business re- 
quired under the provisions of this article (section 
45 :9-1, et seq.) 

3. Section 45:9-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :9-3. The board may appoint an agent, whose 
title shall be ‘‘inspector of the State Board of 
Medical Examiners,’’ who shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the board, and shall, during his 
continuance in office, be authorized to serve and 
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execute any process issued by any court of record 
under the provisions of this article (45:9-1, et 
seq.). Such agent shall receive such compensation 
as the board shall fix, and his appointment shall 
not be subject to the provisions of the civil service 
law. 

4. Section 45 :9-5 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 

45:9-5. The board shall hold meetings once a 
month, and shall hold meetings for examinations 
on the third Tuesday of June and October of each 
year, which shall be held at the capitol of this State 
and at such other times and places as it may deem 
expedient. The secretary of the board shall re- 
ceive an annual salary as provided by section 
45 1-4 of this Title, and each member thereof, in- 
cluding said secretary, shall receive the sum of two 
hundred and fifty dollars for each regular exam- 
ination so held, which sum shall be paid from the 
receipts of the board before any unused balances 
are paid over to the State Treasurer; but if an 
appropriation is made for the expenses of the 
board such sums shall be paid from such appropri- 
ation. The board shall keep an official record of 
all its meetings and an official register of all ap- 
plicants for a license to practice medicine and sur- 
gery in this State. The register shall show the 
name, age, nativity, last and intended place of resi- 
dence of each applicant, the time he has spent in 
cbtaining a competent academic and professional 
education as hereinafter provided, and the names 
and location of all professional schools or colleges, 
or examining and licensing boards which have 
granted the applicant any degree or certificate of 
attendance upon lectures upon medicine and sur- 
very. or State examinations. The register shall also 
show whether the applicant was licensed or re- 
jected under this article; if licensed, whether the 
applicant was examined or licensed without exam- 
ination, and the register shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of all matters therein contained.

). Article one of chapter nine of Title 45 of the 
Revised Statutes is hereby supplemented by the 
addition of a new section, 45:9-5.1, which shall be 
as follows: 

45 :9-5.1. Within the meaning of this chapter 
(45 :9-1 et seq.), except as herein otherwise pro- 
vided, and except for the purposes of the exemp- 
tions hereinafter contained in sections 45 :9-14.1 to 
45 :9-14.10, inclusive, the phrase ‘‘the practice of 
niedicine or surgery’’ and the phrase ‘‘the practice 
of medicine and surgery’’ shall include the practice 
of any branch of medicine and/or surgery, and any 
method of treatment of human ailment, disease, 
pain, injury, deformity, mental or physical condi- 
tion, and the term ‘‘physician and surgeon’’ or 
‘‘nhysician or surgeon’’ shall be deemed to include 
practitioners in any branch of medicine and/or 
surgery or method of treatment of human ailment, 
disease, pain, injury, deformity, mental or phys- 
ical condition. Within the meaning of this act, ex- 
cept as herein otherwise specifically provided, and

Every ap- 
plicant shall present to the secretary of the board, 
at least twenty days before the commencement of 
the examination at which he desires to be examined, 
a written application for admission to the examin- 
ation on a form provided by the board, together 
with satisfactory proof that he is more than 
twenty-one years of age, of good moral character, 
and a citizen of the United States.

and subsequent to, obtaining the preliminary edu-

CHAPTER 115, LAWS OF 1939 


b. A lawfully qualified physician or surgeon of 
another State taking charge temporarily of the 
practice of a lawfully qualified physician or sur- 
geon of this State during his absence from the 
State, upon written request to the Board for per- 
mission.so to do;

for a period of not less than ten days and not ex- 
ceeding one hundred days. The district court or 
court of common pleas shall have power to adjourn 
the hearing or trial from time to time, but, except 
in cases in which the first process was a summons, 
it shall be the duty of the judges thereof to detain 
the defendant in safe custody, unless he shall enter

denatured with kerosene, creolin or other sub- 
stance approved of by the State Department of 
Health, before leaving the premises on which the 
incubator or incubators from which the eggs were 
removed are located; provided, that nothing con- 
tained in this act shall prohibit the distributing, 
selling, receiving, accepting or exporting of eggs 
which have been removed from any incubator or 
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incubators, when such eggs are to be used for bio- 
logical, scientific, chemical or experimental pur- 

Proviso. poses, other than for human food purposes; and 
provided, further, that the containers of the eggs 
mentioned in the first proviso herein shall be label- 
led for the purpose for which they are to be used, 
and placed thereon shall be the names and addres- 
ses of the buyers and shippers thereof. 

Penalty. 2. Every person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of this act shall be lable to a penalty 
of fifty dollars ($50.00) for the first offense, one 
hundred dollars ($100.00) for the second and each 
subsequent offense. 

Enforcement. 3. This act shall be enforced by the same boards 
or agencies and in the same manner as the sub- 
title to which this act is a supplement, and all pen- 
alties incurred under this act shall be sued for and 
recovered by the same boards or agencies and in 
the same manner as penalties incurred under pro- 
visions of the subtitle to which this act is a supple- 
ment.

ee eceved by any employer from any employee as deposit or 
eee security for the faithful performance by such em- 


ployee of his duties shall be deemed to be trust 
funds held in trust by such employer for and on 
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behalf of such employee, to be repaid upon the 
termination of employment or the balance thereof 
in accordance with the provisions of any contract 
of employment. Such employer shall not be re- 
quired to segregate such moneys nor deposit such 
moneys in separate accounts; provided, however, 
that such employer shall at all times have available 
in cash, on deposit or in readily negotiable securi- 
ties a sum not less than the aggregate amount of 
such trust funds. 

2. The failure of any employer to segregate such 
mioneys or to deposit such moneys in separate ac- 
counts shall not be deemed or taken to constitute 
a discontinuance of such relationship of trust, and 
_ the inability to trace any such trust funds shall not 
be deemed or taken as a discontinuance of such 
relationship of trust. Upon the bankruptcy or in- 
solvency of any such employer who shall not have 
segregated such moneys or deposited such moneys 
in separate accounts, the first moneys realized from 
the assets of any such employer shall be taken and 
set aside in an amount equal to the sums of money 
taken or received by said employer as deposit or 
security aforesaid, and dealt with as if such moneys 
had been segregated by said employer or deposited 
in separate accounts and the trust aforesaid shall 
be impressed thereon. 

3. Any employer who shall fail to pay back to 
an employee such deposit or security moneys or so 
much thereof as may be due upon the termination 
of employment, or in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the contract of employment shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be subject to a fine not exceeding one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) or imprisonment for a period 
not exceeding one year, or both. 

4, Any contract or agreement between any em- 
ployer and employee whereby the provisions of 
section one (1) and two (2) hereof are waived or 
whereby said employee may agree that any or all 
sums of money paid by him to his employer as

the State Tax Commissioner shall withhold 
issuance of all consents to transfer the decedent’s 
assets, and shall make report thereof to the 
orphans’ court of the county in which the decedent 
died domiciled, and shall await the further order 
of the court; provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply in cases where it shall appear to 
the State Tax Commissioner that neither the pro- 
bate of a decedent’s will nor the grant of letters 
of administration shall be required by the laws of 
this State respecting administration of estates.

(b) Invest in, purehase or otherwise ac- 
quire, own or hold, mortgage notes or bonds 
so insured; 

(c) Cause such mortgage loans to be in- 
sured by the Federal Housing Administrator, 
to pay the cost of such insurance, which shall 
not be deemed an expense within the meaning 
of section 17:12-17 of this Title, and receive 
the benefits of such insurance; 

(d) Assign such insured mortgages and 
service such mortgages after assignment ; 
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The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall have power to make, alter and repeal regula- 
tions: 


(a) Governing the aggregate total of such 
insured mortgages which an association may 
assign within a stated period to be fixed by 
him ; 

(b) Regulating the terms of any contract 
of servicing entered into by an association 
upon such assignments of insured mortgages.

Aw Act concerning the dissolution and liquidation 
of building and loan associations of this State, 
amending sections 17 :12-81, 17 :12-82, 17 :12-83,

of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:12-81 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

17:12-81. When the board of directors or man- 
agers of an association of this State deems it ad- 
visable and for the interests of the members of the 
association that the same be dissolved and its busi- 
ness liquidated, the board of directors or managers 
shall adopt a resolution to that effect and fix 
therein a time and place for a meeting of the mem- 
bers to take action thereon. Notice of the adoption 
of the resolution shall be mailed to each member 
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whose post-office address appears on the books of 
the association. The meeting may, on the ap- 
pointed day, be adjourned from time to time. If 
at the meeting two-thirds in interest of the mem- 
bers present in person or by proxy vote that dis- 
solution and liquidation of the association take 
place, a copy of the resolution to dissolve and liqui- 
date shall be filed by an officer of the association 
in the office of the commissioner. If the commis- 
sioner is satisfied that notice has been given and 
the resolution adopted, he shall issue a certificate 
to the trustees provided for in section 17 :12-82 of 
this Title that the resolution has been filed. There- 
upon the association shall be dissolved and its 
business liquidated by the trustees, as hereinafter 
provided. 

2. Section 17:12-82 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

17:12-82. Trustees to wind up affairs. If the 
members adopt the resolution at such meeting or 
any adjourned meeting, they shall by the vote of a 
majority of those present and voting in person or 
by proxy, elect at least three trustees from among 
the members of the association to wind up and 
liquidate the affairs of the association. No more 
than three trustees shall be elected unless the 
written consent of the commissioner for the elec- 
tion of a greater number is previously obtained by 
the directors. Each trustee shall, before entering 
upon his duties, give a bond to the association, in 
the sum the commissioner shall fix, conditioned for 
the faithful performance of his duties, which bonds 
shall be filed in the commissioner’s office. The 
Court of Chancery may, upon the application of 
the commissioner, remove any of the trustees for 
eause and appoint another or others in his or their 
place, and in case of any vacancy caused by the 
failure of a trustee to qualify, or otherwise, may 
fill it. No person who is not a member of the as- 
sociation shall be appointed trustee unless it shall 
be made to appear to the court that no member 
who consents to accept the trust is qualified to act. 
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Everything required by sections 17:12-81 to 
17 :12-88 of this Title to be done by the trustees 
shall be good and effectual to all intents and pur- 
poses if performed by a majority. The election 
or appointment of trustees pursuant to sections

c. demand, sue for, collect, receive and take into 
their possession, all the goods, chattels, rights and 
credits, moneys and effects, real estate, books, 
papers, choses in action, bills, notes, bonds and 
mortgages, and any other property of any and 
every description, belonging to the association; 

d. acquire by purchase any real or personal 
property encumbered by a mortgage forming a 
part of the assets of the association at a sale of 
such property upon foreclosure of the mortgage; 

e. acquire by purchase any real or personal 
property at a sale thereof in satisfaction of any 
judgement, decree, or other lien forming a part of 
the assets of the association; 

f. acquire any real or personal property en- 
cumbered by a mortgage forming a part of the 
assets of the association through the acceptance 
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of a deed or bill of sale to such property in leu of 
foreclosure of such mortgage; 

e. acquire any real or personal property in satis- 
faction of any debt due the association; 

h. sell or eonvey, without application to or order 
of court therefor, any real or personal property 
of the association, upon such terms and conditions 
as they shall determine. Payment of the purchase 
price may be deferred upon such sale or convey- 
ance, for a period not to exceed five years, and 
security may be accepted for the unpaid purchase 
price. All or part of the consideration for such 
sale or conveyance may be paid in shares of the 
association at a valuation fixed by the trustees; 

i. make any contract necessary .or convenient to 
effect the sale, conveyance, purchase or acquisition 
of any real or personal property, the sale, convey- 
ance, acquisition or purchase of which is author- 
ized by this article; 

j. apply for and accept a loan or loans of money 
from any source in or out of the State, including 
any officer, board, commission, corporation or body 
created by the Federal Government, without limi- 
tation as to amount, on the bond, note, mortgage 
or other evidenee of indebtedness of the associa- 
tion, and upon such terms as the trustees shall by 
a majority, from time to time determine, and 
pledge as security for the repayment of any loan 
or loans so made, all or any part of the securities 
or assets of the association, but no loan so made 
shall be construed as the personal obligation of 
the trustees or any of them; 

k. make any contract for the letting of any real 
property for a period not to exceed three years; 

I. compromise and settle with the borrowers of 
the association, and do any other thine necessary 
to wind up the association’s affairs, and, after pay- 
ing all allowances, expenses and costs and satis- 
fving all debts presented to them, the trustees, 
shall divide the moneys and other property among 
the members, as far as the money and property 
shall enable them, proportionately, according to 
their respective claims, interests or demands. 
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Nothing herein contained shall divest the com- 
missioner of the jurisdiction and supervision 
vested in him over the association. 

4. Section 17:12-86 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same ig hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

17 :12-86. The trustees shall give public notice 
to the creditors of the association to bring in, under 
oath, their debts, demands and claims against the 
association within three months from the date of 
the notice. The notice shall be advertised at least 
once in each week, for three months, in at least two 
newspapers published in the county in which the 
association has its principal office, and shall bear 
the date of the day of the first publication. The 
trustees shall, within ten days after the date of 
the notice, cause a copy thereof to be mailed to 
each known ereditor, by ordinary mail, directed 
to his address as it appears upon the association’s 
records. The creditors who have not brought in 
their debts, demands or claims within the time 
limited in the notice, shall be barred from any 
action therefor, against the trustees or the associa- 
tion. Proof of such publication and mailing shall 
be filed in the office of the commissioner. If the 
trustees to whom a debt, demand or claim is pre- 
sented dispute it, or any part thereof, and give 
notice in writing ‘to the creditor, claimant, his at- 
torney or agent, that it, or any part of it is dis- 
puted, he shall bring suit Henne within thirty 
days from the time of giving the notice. If a suit 
is not commenced before that time, the notice shall 
bar a recovery of the debt, demand or claim, or 
part so disputed, as if not presented within the 
time limited by the notice. 

5. Section 17:12-87 of the Revised Statutes be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

17 :12-87. When the trustees have or shall be- 
come purchasers of real estate covered by a 
mortgage forming a part of the assets of the as- 
sociation in their hands, at a sale thereof upon a 
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foreclosure of the mortgage, the real estate so pur- 
chased shall be assets in their hands as such 
trustees, and may be sold and conveyed by them 
without an order of court in the manner provided 
by section 17:12-83 of this Title and they shall be 
accountable for the proceeds of any sale or con- 
veyanee thereof as provided by section 17 :12-87.1 
of this Title, added by this act.

If, as a result of 
such audit and examination, the commissioner 
shall find that the report and account of the trus- 
tees is correct, he shall report accordingly to the 
Court of Chancery, and the court shall thereupon, 
without further inquiry or verification, approve 
and allow such account. If, as a result of such 
audit and examination, or otherwise, the commis- 
sioner shall find that the account is incorrect, or 
that the trustees have violated any provision of 
this chapter, or that the affairs of the association 
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are mismanaged, he shall report accordingly to the 
Court of Chancery, and the court shall thereupon, 
-upon motion of the commissioner or upon its own 
motion, upon notice, make such inquiry and order 
as justice and equity shall require in the interests 
of members and creditors of the association. The 
commissioner shall charge for all services per- 
formed by him pursuant to sections 17:12-81 to 
17 :12-87 of this Title the fees which are fixed by 
law for Lke services performed by him in connec- 
tion with associations not in dissolution and liqui- 
dation. 

At least ten days before the filing of their report 
and account as herein provided. the trustees shall 
mail to each member of the association at his ad- 
dress as it appears upon the records of the associa- 
tion a report of the operations of the association 
for the period of the accounting in the form now 
provided by law for associations not in dissolution. 
The report shall state the date and place of filing 
of the report and account, and shall contain a 
statement of the allowances for compensation to 
be requested. The mailing of the report to mem- 
bers, evidenced by affidavit of the trustees, or one 
of them, or by their agent for that purpose, filed 
in the Court of Chancery simultaneously with the 
report and account, shall be in leu of all other 
notice to members for all proceedings connected 
with such account. The court may, if it shall ap- 
pear that the interests of creditors of the associa- 
tion so require, prescribe reasonable notice to be 
given them of the filing of the account and the re- 
quest for allowances. Any person aggrieved by 
any decree or order of the Court of Chancery made 
in proceedings attendance upon the filing of the 
report and account may, within thirty days after 
the making of such decree or order, appeal to the 
Court of Errors and Appeals.

A certificate of change of location shall be made

a. the date of the meeting of the directors at 
which the change of location was authorized; 

b. the location of the office from which the 
change is made; 

e. the location of the office to which the change 
is made; 

d. the name and address of the agent upon whom 
process against the association may be served. 
The certificate shall, within five days after the 
change in location is effected, be recorded in the 
office of the clerk of the county in which the office 
of the association is located, and where the location 
has been changed from one county to another, it 
shall be recorded in the office of the clerk of each 
such county, and, after being so recorded, shall be 
filed in the department. There shall be paid to 
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the commissioner a fee of five dollars ($5.00) upon 

the filing of each certificate of change of location. 
2. This act shall take effect tmmediately.

e. For the transfer of such assets, including real 
estate and defaulted bonds and mortgages, as may 
be determined by the board of directors with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a corporation 
organized pursuant to section 17:12-109 of this 
Title for the sole purpose of liquidating such assets 
in an orderly manner; 

f. For the transfer of such assets, including real 
estate and defaulted bonds and mortgages, as may 
be determined by the board of directors with the 
approval of the commissioner, to a ‘‘participating 
reserve’’ account to be set upon the books of the 
association for the purpose of liquidating such as- 
sets in an orderly manner ; 

g. If the association shall make a transfer of as- 
sets as authorized by paragraphs ‘‘e,’”’ ‘‘f,’’ or 
‘7°? of this section, any part of the reserve ac- 
counts of the association as shall be set forth in the 
plan of reorganization may be either charged off 
against the value of the assets so transferred, or 
transferred together with such assets, to such cor- 
poration, participating reserve account, or associa- 
tion created to receive such assets, as the plan of 
reorganization shall provide; 

h. For the reduction of the share liability of the 
association to its members to the extent required 
to meet actual or anticipated losses and to create 
a reserve for such purposes; 

i. For the manner in which expenses of reorgan- 
ization shall be paid; 

j. For the transfer of such sound or liquid as- 
sets, including bonds and mortgages in good stand- 
ing, as the board of directors shall determine with 
the approval of the commissioner, to a building 
and loan association to be organized pursuant to 
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the provisions of section 17 :12-109.1 of this Title, 
or to an association already organized or to be 
organized pursuant to said section 17:12-109.1 by 
another building and loan association in reorgan- 
ization pursuant to this article. Upon such trans- 
fer, the reorganizing association shall, without 
further act of its members, directors, or officers, 
other than the filing of the certificate hereinafter 
mentioned, continue as an association for the sole 
purpose of effecting the plan of reorganization 
adopted. A certificate by the association certify- 
ing that it has made the transfer of assets author- 
ized by this paragraph, and that thereafter the 
purposes of the association are limited to carrying 
out the plan of reorganization, shall be recorded 
in the office of the clerk of the county wherein the 
association has its office, and, after being so re- 
corded, shall be filed in the office of the commis- 
sioner. Thereafter, the existing constitution of 
the association, as modified by the aforesaid cer- 
tifieate and the plan of reorganization, shall de- 
termine and regulate the powers and conduct of 
the business of the reorganizing association. In 
addition to sueh powers as may be conferred upon 
the association by its constitution, as modified by 
the aforesaid certificate and plan of reorganiza- 
tion, the association shall possess all the powers 
necessary or convenient to accomplish an orderly 
liquidation of the assets retained by it pursuant to 
the plan of reorganization, including, by way of 
description and not by way of limitation, power 
(a) to borrow money, from any source whatsoever, 
whether within or without the State, without limi- 
tation as to amount, and upon such terms and upon 
such security as the board of directors shall de- 
termine; (b) to convey its property, real and per- 
sonal, upon terms and for a consideration, cash 
or otherwise, as the board shall determine; and 
(c) to defer the payment of the purchase price 
upon such conveyance and to accept security 
thereof. The commissioner shall have the same 
powers of supervision and regulation of the re- 
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organizing association after the transfer of assets 


pursuant to this paragraph as prior to adoption 


of the plan of reorganization. 

k. For the borrowing, from any source what- 
soever, whether within or without the State, of any 
sums of money necessary or convenient to effect 
the reorganization, without limitation as_ to 
amount, and upon such terms and upon such 
security as the plan of reorganization shall pro- 
vide. | 

1. For the suspension, for the period beginning 
with the adoption by the board of directors of a 
resolution to reorganize the association and ending 
with the rejection or the going into effect of the 
plan pursuant to section 17:12-106 of this Title, 
of payments on account of shares withdrawn and 
shares matured, and for the segregation by the 
association, for the same period, of all share dues 
paid by members, except where such dues are ap- 
plied in reduction of a debt to the association. If 
the plan of reorganization becomes effective, the 
dues so paid shall be credited to the accounts of 
those members who paid them, without decrease or 
impairment for any cause. If the plan of reorgan-

17:12-109. A liquidating corporation created 
pursuant to paragraph ‘‘e’’ of section 17 :12-107 
of this Title shall be formed as follows: A majority 
of the board of directors of the association in re- 
organization shall, as Incorporators, sign a certifi- 
eate which shall set forth: 

a. The name of the liquidating corporation, 
which may be the same as that of the reorganized 
association with the addition of the words ‘‘liqui- 
dating corporation,’’ or such other name as the 
plan of reorganization shall provide; 

b. The location of the principal office of the 
liquidating corporation ; 

e. The purposes for which the corporation is 
formed, which shall be limited to the liquidation of 
the assets transferred to it pursuant to paragraph 
‘“e’? of section 17 :12-107 of this Title; 
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d. The name and address of the agent in charge 
of the principal office of the corporation, upon 
whom process may be served. 

4. Title 17, chapter twelve of the Revised Stat- 
utes be and the same is hereby supplemented by 
the addition thereof of section 17 :12-109.1 as fol- 
lows: 

17 :12-109.1. An association created pursuant to 
paragraph ‘‘j’’ of section 17:12-107 of this Title 
shall be organized in the manner provided by sec- 
tions 17:12—3 and 17 :12-4 of this Title, except that 
the certificate of incorporation shall be signed by 
nine members of the reorganizing association who 
shall be designated in the plan of reorganization as

that the commissioner may forthwith approve the 
certificate of incorporation without prior notice, 
hearing, or publication.

Be- 
fore the certificate of incorporation is recorded 
and filed, it shall be submitted to the commissioner, 
who, if he approves the form thereof as being in 
accordance with law, shall endorse his approval 
thereon. [or the filing of such certificate of in- 
corporation, there shall be paid to the commis- 
sioner the sum of thirty-five dollars.

The members of the liquidating corpora- 
tion shall be those to whom its certificates of in- 
terest are issued pursuant to section 17 :12-111 of 
this Title, and their personal representatives, and 
those to whom certificates of interest may be trans- 
ferred under regulations prescribed by the cor- 
poration. The incidents of membership in the cor- 
poration shall be the same as now or hereafter 
provided by law for membership in a building and 
loan association of this State, and the commis- 
sioner shall have the same powers of supervision 
and regulation thereof as he has or shall have 
over building and loan associations of this State.

The directors of the liquidating corporation shall 
be not less than six in number, all of whom shall 
be members of the corporation.

Aw Act concerning county park commissions, and 
supplementing chapter thirty-seven of Title 40 
of the Revised Statutes.

1. In any county having a population of more 
than two hundred thousand and having a county 
park commission, the members of which shall be 
appointed, or shall have been appointed by a Su- 
preme Court justice under the provisions of sec- 
tion 40:37-97 of the Revised Statutes; and having 
established a county park system and having ac- 
quired the funds for the establishment of such 
county park system by public bond issue approved 
by the voters of said county; and said park com- 
mission shall not have funds for the maintenance 
of said county park system and the voters of said 
county shall have rejected the adoption of sections 
40 :37-12, 40:37-18, 40:37-14 and 40:37-15 of the 
Revised Statutes; the board of chosen freeholders 
in said county, upon the written request of the 
county park commission, signed by its president, 
vice-president and secretary, for funds for the 
maintenance of said county park system, after a 
public hearing on said request, and after deter- 
mining in their discretion that funds for the main- 
tenance of said county park system are necessary, 
mav hereafter annually appropriate funds for the 
maintenance of said county park system; provided, 
however, that the funds raised and appropriated 
shall not exceed one-half of one mill on the dollar 
on the assessed valuation on the total ratables and 
taxables in said county, the minimum authorized 
by section 40:37-14 of the Revised Statutes. 

2. The funds so raised and appropriated shall 
be raised and appropriated in the same manner as 
the funds for any other department of government 
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in said county and after the funds shall have been 
raised and appropriated, shall be paid over to and 
expended by the said park commission of said 
county for the maintenance of said county park 
system in the same manner as any other depart- 
ment of government of said county. | 

3. The question of the adoption or rejection of 
sections 40:37-12, 40:37-14 and 40:37-15 of the 
Revised Statutes shall not be submitted to the 
voters of any county within five years after the 
majority of the legal voters in any county shall 
have rejected the same. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

On all income that comes into their hands five 
per centum, and such executors, administrators, 
administrators with the will annexed, guardians, 
and trustees under a will may take such income 
commissions as of the time or when the income 
was or is received by them without allowance 
thereof by the court. 

On corpus where the corpus receipts do not ex- 
ceed fifty thousand dollars, seven per centum on 
the first one thousand dollars thereof, five per 
centum on the next nine thousand dollars thereof, 
four per centum on the next ten thousand dollars 
thereof, and three per centum on the excess.

From and after the passage of this act it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
sell or offer for sale to raise funds dedicated to 
Disabled American Veterans of the World War 
forget-me-not or forget-me-nots made up in any 
material forming a replica of the natural forget- 
me-not except as hereinafter provided. 

Sale restricted. 3. The sale and offering for sale of such forget- 
me-nots or forget-me-not as heretofore mentioned 
shall be restricted to Disabled American Veterans 
of the World War and their auxiliaries, where 
such funds are devoted exclusively for the benefit 
of Disabled American Veterans of the World War 
and their families. 

nus eyed 4. All such forget-me-nots or forget-me-not as 
heretofore designated shall bear a label approved. 
and sanctioned by said Disabled American Vet- 
erans of the.World War as heretofore set forth 
and can only be sold by existing chapters of the 
Disabled American Veterans of the World War as 
recognized by the Department of New Jersey of 
the Disabled American Veterans of the World 
War. 

Seca ). Nothing in this act shall in anyway limit or 

: ’ interfere with the right of the governing body or 
law enforcement agency of any municipality of the 
State of New Jersey to enact by ordinance, reso- 
lution or otherwise, regulations governing the sale 
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of forget-me-nots within said municipality; pro- 
vided, “that no such regulations shall extend the 
right of sale by persons, or for purposes, other 
than those mentioned in section three of this act, 
nor shall permit the sale of forget-me-nots other 
than those designated in section four of this act.

CHAPTER 136 


Aw Act to authorize the Secretary of Agriculture 
to receive contributions from farmers and farm 
organizations and to disburse such funds for 
advertising and general publicity to promote the 
sale of New Jersey farm products, and to pro- 
vide for the establishment of brands to identify 
such products. 


Wuereas, New Jersey farmers are facing serious 
competition from the advertising and sales pro- 
motion activities of producers in other areas 
seeking to market their products in the markets 
of New Jersey and nearby States; and 


Wuereas, The farmers of New Jersey are more 
eenerally adopting the use of official State and 
Federal grades as well as trade-marks and 
brands which will serve to positively identify 
New Jersey farm products and so aid consumers 
in their marketing; and 
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Wuereas, Certain agricultural commodity groups | 
in New Jersey have already established trade- 
marks and brands based upon the official State 
and Federal grades and their members have 
obligated themselves to contribute regularly to 
funds to meet the expense of advertising and 
promoting the sale of New Jersey farm 
products; and 


Wuenreas, Such promotional activities of the sev- 
eral commodity groups or of interested indi- 
viduals should be correlated by an official agency 
in the interest of economy and efficiency; and 


Wuereas, The Department of Agriculture is now 
co-operating with the New Jersey Council and 
is serving as a liaison agency with the several 
commodity groups; therefore 


Brrr enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of advertising and promoting 
the sale of New Jersey farm products, the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture is hereby authorized to receive 
funds, either as direct contributions, or from the 
sale of labels or the right to use the same as here- 
inafter provided, or from any other source for 
such purposes, and such moneys shall be deposited 
by him in a bank or trust company designated 
under provisions of law to accept deposits of State 
money, in a special fund to be known as the ‘‘New 
Jersey Farm Products Publicity Fund.”’ 

2. All moneys so deposited in the ‘‘New Jersey 
Farm Products Publicity Fund’’ shall be disbursed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture for advertising 
and general publicity purposes, to be determined 
in co-operation with contributing commodity 
groups, to promote the sale of New J ersey farm 
products; for the expenses of printing and dis- 
tributing labels to be used in identifying products 
sold under official State brands as hereinafter pro- 
vided; and for other expenses incident to carrying 
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out the provisions of this act; provided, however, 
that no greater amount shall be expended from 
such fund for the promotion of a publicity cam- 
paign for any particular product than the amount 
of revenue in such fund derived from such product. 
The Secretary of Agriculture shall keep accurate 
accounts of the receipts and disbursements of this 
fund, which accounts may be subject to audit by the 
State Comptroller. 

3. The Secretary of Agriculture may design, 
determine and adopt official brands to be used on 
labels on packages and containers to identify New 
Jersey produced agricultural products either fresh 
or processed. The design of such brand or brands 
may contain the whole or part of the seal of the 
State of New Jersey or the outline of the map of 
the State. Each of such brands, when adopted by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, may be registered as 
a trade-mark in the office of the Secretary of State 
under the provisions of chapter three of Title 56 
of the Revised Statutes, or any other provision of 
law which may hereinafter be enacted relating to 
the registration of trade-marks. Any such trade- 
mark shall be registered by the Secretary of State 
without the exaction of any fee therefor. The 
Secretary of Agriculture may in his discretion 
register any such mark with the United States 
Government and any other State or foreign 
country. 

4. Such brand or mark may be used on labels 
attached to packages containing New Jersey agri- 
cultural products either fresh or processed packed 
within this State in accordance with official stand- 
ards established or grades enforced by the pro- 
visions of this act and of chapter ten of Title 4 
of the Revised Statutes, and upon packages of 
processed farm products grown and packed within 
this State, subject to and in accordance with rules 
and regulations to be promulgated by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

5. The Department of Agriculture may make 
and promulgate such regulations as may be neces- 
sary to carry out the provisions of this act. 
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6. The Secretary of Agriculture shall cause to 
be printed labels bearing a State brand in sufficient 
quantities to meet the demand therefor and may 
sell such labels at a price to be fixed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. As an alternative method, 
the Secretary of Agriculture may in accordance 
with rules and regulations promulgated by him 
rent dies or cuts of the State brand to persons or 
organizations desiring to manufacture their own 
labels for use on fresh or processed farm products 
owned and packed by them, at a price to be fixed 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. When a brand 
bearing the outline of a map of the State is de- 
sired to be used, the applicant shall secure a license 
to use same as provided in section 4:10-5 of the 
Revised Statutes. 

7. Labels shall be affixed to packages in the 
manner prescribed by the rules and regulations 
adopted by the Department of Agriculture. The 
label denoting the State brand may be used in con- 
junction with and in addition to any private mark 
or name under which the grower or packer has 
been accustomed to pack and market fresh or proc- 
essed farm products. 

8. Direct contributions and moneys derived 
from the sale or use of labels denoting the State 
brand shall be recorded separately by products, 
which shall be designated by the contributors or 
purchasers or users of labels, and each such 
amount shall be expended as the Secretary of Agri- 
culture may direct for general publicity purposes 
to advertise the product from which the revenue 
was derived. 

9. The rules and regulations adopted by the 
Department of Agriculture may provide for an ad- 
visory committee of authorized users of the State 
brand, who shall advise the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture as to the general plan of any publicity and 
advertising campaign. The members of any such 
advisory committee shall serve without compensa- 
tion. 
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10. The Secretary of Agriculture shall have the 
power, by injunction or otherwise, to restrain any 
person or organization using or attempting to use 
any State brand except in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr concerning the annual franchise tax im- 
posed upon certain domestic corporations, and 
amending sections 54:138-1, 54:13-2, 54:13-4,

utes. 


Be tr EnactTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

J. Section 54:13-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

04:138-1. All domestic corporations shall be sub- 
ject to an annual license fee or franchise tax as 
hereinafter in this article provided, except: 

a. Corporations subject to a tax under the pro- 
visions of article two of this chapter, or a tax as- 
sessed upon the basis of gross receipts; 

b. Railway, canal or banking corporations, sav- 
ings banks, cemeteries, or religious corporations, 
or purely charitable or purely educational associa- 
tions not conducted for profit ; 

e. Corporations subject to a tax under the pro- 
visions of chapter seven of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight, or chapter 
eight of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight, or any statute or law imposing a sim- 
ilar tax or taxes; 

Corporations excepted from tax ecu by 
section 54:13-7 of this Title; 

e. Fire insurance companies and eck’ insurance 
companies other than life insurance, expressly ex- 
empt from franchise taxes by section 54:4-22 of 
this Title.

Any corporation which 
shall fail to file its return when due shall be liable 
to a penalty of one dollar for each day of delin- 
quency, which penalty shall be payable to, and re- 
coverable by, the commissioner, as a part of the 
tax imposed by this article. The commissioner, 
if satisfied that the failure to comply with the 
provisions of this section respecting filing returns 
was excusable, may remit the whole or any part of 
any penalty imposed hereunder. 
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3. Section 54:13-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:138-4. A corporation engaged wholly or in 
part in mining, manufacturing, agricultural or 
horticultural pursuits and seeking exemption or de- 
duction under sections 54:13-7 or 54:13-8 of this 
Title shall set forth in its return to the State Tax 
Commissioner the following information as of the 
first day of January preceding such return:

ber of shares of stock without nominal or par value 
represented by the stated value of the shares of 
that class after such deduction.

The taxes imposed under the provisions 
of articles one and two of chapter thirteen of this 
Title shall be due, in each case on the first day of 
January of the vear with respect to which the tax 
is imposed and shall be paid to the State Tax Com- 
missioner as hereinafter provided. 

a. The taxes imposed under the provisions of 
article one of chapter thirteen of this Title, except 
those due from domestic corporations entitled to 
deductions under the provisions of section 54:13-8 
of the Revised Statutes, shall be paid to the State 
Tax Commissioner on or before the fifteenth day 
of May in the year with respect to which they are 
imposed or assessed, unless the time for filing the 
return upon which the tax is computed shall be 
extended. If the time for filing the return shall 
be extended, the payment of the tax shall be post- 
poned to the date fixed by the extension of the time 
for the filing of the return, but in every such case 
the corporation shall pay, in addition to the tax, 
interest thereon at the rate of six per centum per 
annum from the time when the return originally 
was required to be filed to the time of payment 
under the extension. 

b. The taxes imposed under the provisions of 
article one of chapter thirteen of this Title upon 
domestie corporations which are entitled to deduc- 
tions under the provisions of section 54 :13-8 of the 
Revised Statutes, and the taxes imposed under the 
provisions of article two of chapter thirteen of 
this Title shall be paid to the State Tax Commis- 
sioner on or before the first day of September in 
the year with respect to which they are imposed. 

ce. On or before the first day of August in each 
year, the State Tax Commissioner shall prepare 
and mail to each corporation entitled to a deduc- 
tion under the provisions of section 54:13-8, and 
to each corporation subject to the taxes imposed 
under the provisions of article two of chapter 
thirteen of this Title, an assessment, in such form 
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as he shall prescribe, setting forth the amount of 
tax due from the corporation in that year. The 
failure to receive an assessment shall not relieve 
a corporation from the liability to pay any tax or 
interest thereon due from it to the State. 

d. If any tax imposed under the provisions of 
articles one and two of chapter thirteen of this 
Title shall remain unpaid after the time it shall 
be payable as provided in this section, it shall bear 
interest until paid, at the rate of one per centum 
per month or fraction thereof. 

e. The taxes, penalties and interest which shall 
be collected by the State Tax Commissioner under 
the provisions of chapters thirteen and fourteen 
of this Title shall be paid to the State Treasurer 
for the credit of the general State fund.

Br rt enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No corporation heretofore or hereafter in- 
corporated under any act of the Legislature of this 
State for the purpose of constructing, maintaining 
and operating a system of sewers in any munici- 
pality of this State and which has constructed or 
shall construct sewers and is or shall be engaged 
in supplying sewerage service in any such munici- 
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pality, or its successor municipality, shall abandon 
or cease to operate its property or cease furnishing 
safe, adequate and proper service to the public 
without the consent after hearing upon notice of 
the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. In 
case the period of existence of any such corpora- 
tion, as set forth in its certificate of incorporation 
or any amendment or extension thereof, is limited 
or has expired or shall hereafter expire, such cor- 
porate existence may be extended, or renewed and 
continued, by the vote of two-thirds in interest of 
the stockholders of such corporation at a meeting 
of the stockholders ealled for such purpose, evi- 
denced by the filing in the office of the Secretary of 
State of a certificate setting forth such action, 
signed by the president or a vice-president and the 
secretary or an assistant secretary of such corpo- 
ration under its corporate seal and acknowledged 
or proved as in the case of a deed to real estate 
and verified by the oath of the secretary or an 
assistant seeretary, and any such corporation 
which shall extend or renew and continue its cor- 
porate existence in the manner herein prescribed 
shall upon the filing of said certificate in the office 
of the Secretary of State be vested with all the 
rights, powers and privileges and subject to all the 
obligations, limitations and restrictions with re- 
spect to the maintenance, operation and extension 
of its works, mains, pipes, sewers, disposal plant or 
plants and appurtenances to the same extent and 
in the same manner as a corporation organized 
under the provisions of the act to which this act 
is a supplement, and any such corporation may lay 
its pipes and conduits beneath public roads, streets, 
avenues and alleys in accordance with any consent 
of the municipality theretofore given or any agree- 
ment with the municipality theretofore made, 
subject to such reasonable regulations as to the 
opening of streets or highways as may be imposed 
by such municipality. No such corporation shall 
be released of or from any duty or liability 1m- 
posed upon it or existing at the time of filing the

1. Section 43:14-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43:14-7. The general administration and respon- 
sibility for the proper operation of the State 
Employees’ Retirement System and for making 
effective the provisions of this chapter shall be 
vested in the board of trustees. Subject to the 
limitations of law, the board shall, from time to 
time, establish rules and regulations for the ad- 
ministration and transaction of its business and 
for the control of the funds created by this subtitle 
and shall perform any other functions required 
for the execution of this chapter. The membership 
of the board shall consist of the following: 


a. Two trustees appointed by the Governor, 
who shall serve until their successors are ap- 
pointed. 

b. The State Treasurer. 
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ce. Three trustees elected for a term of three 
years from among the member employees of 
the State in a manner prescribed by the board 
of trustees. 

d. One trustee elected for a term of three 
years from among the member employees of 
counties and municipalities, if any, in a 
manner prescribed by the board of trustees. 


A vacaney occurring during a term shall be filled 
for the unexpired term by the appointment or elec- 
tion of a successor in the same manner as his 
predecessor. 

Each member of the board shall, upon appoint- 
ment or election, take an oath of office that, so far 
as it devolves upon him, he will diligently and hon- 
estlv administer the board’s affairs and that he 
will not knowingly violate or willfully permit to be 
violated any provision of law applicable to this 
chapter. The oath shall be subscribed to by the 
member making it, certified by the officer before 
whom it is taken and filed immediately in the office 
of the Secretary of State. 

Each trustee shall be entitled to one vote in the 
board and a majority of all the votes of the entire 
board shall be necessary for a decision by the trus- 
tees at a meeting of the board. The board shall 
keep a record of all its proceedings, which shall be 
open to public inspection. 

The members of the board shall serve without 
compensation but shall be reimbursed from the ex- 
pense fund for any necessary expenditures. No 
employee shall suffer loss of salary or wages 
through the serving on the board.

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CHAPTER 146 


Aw Acr to.promote interstate co-operation for the 
conservation and protection of water resources 
in the Delaware river basin. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


PREAMBLE 


Wuerskas, The States of New York, New Jersey, Preamble. 
Pennsylvania and Delaware have each created, 
and now maintain, a Commission (or Commit- 
tee) on Interstate Co-operation for the purpose 
of establishing and maintaining governmental 
machinery to facilitate communication, negotia- 
tion, understanding and co-operation between 
said States, respectively, and other States of the 
Union, both regionally and nationally, with 
power to establish such committees, subcommit- 
tees, and advisory boards as are deemed 
advisable to conduct conferences and to for- 
mulate proposals concerning subjects of inter- 
eovernmental co-operation, to study the laws of 
the several States, hold public or private hear- 
ings, make findings and recommendations, and 
to submit drafts of legislation to promote uni- 
form laws for the elimination of the confusion 
and conflict between the several States of the 
Union and the Federal Government in the matter 
of laws and administrative practices concerning 
conservation, prevention, abatement and control 
of pollution, water supply, public welfare, flood 
control, and other subjects; and 
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a joint advisory board known as ‘‘The Inter- 
state Commission on the Delaware River 
Basin,’’ as a regional commission composed of 
standing subcommittees of said Commissions (or 
Committees) on Interstate Co-operation, respec- 
tively, for the purpose of entering upon a pro- 
gram to study the conservation, water supply, 
pollution and other potential uses and benefits 
of, and to develop integrated plans to conserve 
and safeguard, the waters of the Delaware river 
basin, in the following specified particulars: 


A. To serve as a fact-co-ordinating body 
and to develop the means and procedure by 
which the general plans and policies proposed 
for the development of the region may be 
carried out; 

B. To sponsor the carrying out of properly 
developed plans which result from surveys and 
research concerning population, land and 
water resources and uses, and other related 
subjects ; 

C. To co-ordinate the activities of the Com- 
mission and Committees on Interstate Co- 
operation and their joint agency, the Council 
of State Governments, with the work of the 
appropriate State and Federal agencies for 
the prevention and abatement of pollution. 

D. To encourage interstate compacts and 
the enactment of uniform State laws for the 
abatement of water pollution, for flood control 
and for the proper general use and control of 
the waters of the Delaware river. 

i. 'To advance, perpetuate, and outline the 
work recommended by its conferences, and to 
develop and propose new objectives; and 


Wuereas, It is the purpose of the Commissions (or 


Committees) on Interstate Co-operation of said 
four States, acting through said Interstate Com- 
mission on the Delaware river basin, to eliminate 
confusion and conflict among said States by the 
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promotion and enactment of uniform laws in 
said States to preserve in a safe and sanitavy 
condition the waters and watershed of said 
Delaware river basin and to provide uniform 
concurrent regulations for the control and the 
enforcement of the elimination of pollution in 
the waters thereof in said States, respectively ; 
and 


Wuereas, Said Interstate Commission on the Dela- >:canbie. 
ware river basin, in co-operation with the State 
health departments of said States, respectively, 
and the National Resources Committee and the 
Public Health Service of the Federal Govern- 
ment has made a study, for the purposes above 
recited of said Delaware river and its tributaries 
in said Delaware river basin, and has formulated 
proposals for the inter-governmental co-opera- 
tion of said States in the correction and control 
of pollution of the waters thereof, which have 
been formally approved, ratified and accepted by 
the health departments of said States, the United 
States Health Service and the said National Re- 
sources Committee, respectively, in the following 
form: 


Wuereas, A substantial part of the territory Preamble. 
of the States of New York, New Jersey, 
Pennsylvania and Delaware is situated 
within the Delaware river drainage basin; 
and 


Wuereas, The increase in the population of Preambte. 
the various municipal areas situated within 
the Delaware river basin, and the growth of 
industrial activity within the basin, have re- 
sulted in increasingly serious pollution of 
the waters of the Interstate Delaware river 
and its tributaries; and 
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Wuerras, Such pollution constitutes a grave 
menace to the health, welfare, and recre- 
ational facilities of the people living in the 
Delaware river basin, and occasions great 
economic loss; and 


Wuereas, The control of future pollution and 
the correction of existing pollution of the 
waters of the interstate Delaware river and 
its tributaries is of prime importance to the 
people living in the Delaware river basin 
and ean best be accomplished through the 
co-operation of the representatives of the 
people in the basin, in the States of New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Dela- 
ware; 


Now, therefore, the State of New York and the 
State of New Jersey and the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania and the State of Delaware agree and 
are bound as follows: 


ARTICLE I 


Each of the signatory States pledges to each of 
the other signatory States faithful co-operation in 
the control of future pollution and in the correction 
of existing pollution of the waters of the interstate 
Delaware river and its west branch from the New 
York-Pennsylvania boundary line down to the 
Atlantic ocean. In order to effect such objects, 
each of the States agrees to enact adequate legis- 
lation, if necessary, to enable each such State so 
to require the treatment of sewage, industrial 
waste or other artificial polluting matter as to 
place and maintain the waters of the aforesaid 
interstate Delaware river, and of the tributaries 
thereof just above the confluence with the Dela- 
ware river, in the clean and sanitary condition 
required by the provisions of this agreement. 
Furthermore, each such State agrees so to enforce 
the provisions of these requirements, and other 
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supplementary applicable legislation, if any, as to 
bring about the attainment of the objectives of 
pollution control and correction in accordance with 
such reasonable and effective programs as may 
be determined from time to time by the States in 
the manner prescribed herein. 


ArTICLE I] 


It is recognized by the signatory States that due 
to such variable factors as location, size, character, 
and flow, and of the many varied uses of the waters 
of the interstate Delaware river and its aforesaid 
west branch, such as water supply, recreation, 
navigation, industrial developments, maintenance 
of fish life, shellfish culture, agriculture, and other 
purposes, that no single standard of sewage and 
waste treatment and of quality of receiving waters 
is practical for all parts of the river. Therefore, 
in order to apply minimum requirements for the 
attainment of correction and control of pollution 
which will be appropriate to the varied factors 
including the existing and potential quality and 
uses of the waters, the interstate Delaware river 
is hereby divided into four zones, to wit: 

Zone I: Zone one is that part of the Delaware 
river and its west branch extending from the New 
York-Pennsylvania boundary line to the head of 
tidewater at Trenton, New Jersey, and Morrisville, 
Pennsylvania. 

The drainage basin contributary to this zone, 
excepting part of the Lehigh river basin, is rela- 
tively sparsely inhabited and contains few sewered 
communities and relatively few industrial estab- 
lishments producing waste water. The streams 
draining this area being, in general, relatively 
clean and of high elevation, are well adapted as 
sources of public water supplies, after treatment 
or purification. 

The principal uses of the waters of the Delaware 
river in Zone one are expected to be for water 
supply after such treatment or purification as may 
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be necessary, and for recreation, bathing, main- 
tenance of fish and aquatic life, agriculture, and 
for other related purposes. 

Zone Il: Zone two is that part of the Delaware 
river extending from the head of tidewater at 
Trenton, New Jersey, and Morrisville, Pennsyl- 
vania, to a line drawn perpendicular to the channel 
of the Delaware river from the mouth of Penny- 
pack creek in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, to the 
corresponding point on the New Jersey shore. 

The drainage basin contributary to this zone is 
somewhat more densely populated than that of 
Zone one, and it contains more sewered communi- 
ties and industrial establishments. 

The principal uses of the waters of the Delaware 
river in Zone two are expected to be for water 
supply, after treatment or purification, and for 
recreation, navigation, maintenance of fish and 
aquatic life, agricultural, industrial and other pur- 
poses. 

Zone III: Zone three is that part of the 
Delaware river extending from the aforesaid line 
connecting the mouth of Pennypack creek in Phila- 
delphia and the corresponding point in New Jersey 
to the Pennsylvania-Delaware boundary line. 

The drainage basin contributary to this zone 
contains populous metropolitan areas including 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and Camden, New 
Jersey. 

The principal uses of the waters of the Delaware 
river in Zone three are expected to be for naviga- 
tion, industrial water supply, and other purposes. 

The water in this zone, however, should be of 
such sanitary quality that it will not be unfit for 
use as sources of water supply, will not be harmful 
to fish life, and will not adversely affect the quality 
of the waters of the tidal tributaries. 

Zone IV: Zone four is that part of the Delaware 
river extending from the Pennsylvania-Delaware 
boundary line to the Atlantic ocean. 

The principal uses of the waters of the Delaware 
river in Zone four are expected to be for naviga- 
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tion, industrial water supply, commercial fishing, 
shellfish culture, recreation and other purposes. 

In order to attain conditions of cleanliness and 
sanitation of the waters of the Delaware river 
which will be consistent with the appropriate ex- 
isting and future quality and uses of such waters, 
the following minimum requirements shall apply 
to the several zones herein provided. It is the 
purpose and intent of such requirements to apply 
to artificial (not natural) causes of pollution. 


Articue III 


In order to put and maintain the waters of the 
interstate Delaware river and its west branch as 
aforesaid, in a clean and sanitary condition, no 
sewage, industrial wastes or other polluting matter 
shall be discharged into, or be permitted to flow 
or fall into, or be placed in any respective zone of 
the interstate Delaware river as herein established, 
unless such sewage, industrial waste or other 
artificial polluting matter shall first have been so 
treated as to produce an effluent which will meet 
the following minimum requirements: 

Zone 1: (1) Such effluent shall be free of notice- 
able floating solids, color, oil, grease, or sleek, and 
practically free of suspended solids. 

(2) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of tur- 
bidity that it will not cause noticeable turbidity in 
the water of the Delaware river. 

(3) Such effluent shall show a reduction of 
organic substances of at least eighty-five per 
centum (85%) as measured by the bio-chemical 
oxygen demand, and furthermore, such effluent in 
no case shall exceed a bio-chemical oxygen demand 
of fifty (50) parts per million, and furthermore, 
the discharge of such effluent, after dispersion in 
the water of the river, shall not cause a reduction 
of the dissolved oxygen content of such water of 
more than five per centum (5%). The aforesaid 
reduction in dissolved oxygen content shall be de- 
termined by the average results obtained from 
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dissolved oxygen tests made upon samples col- 
lected on not less than six (6) consecutive days 
from points in the river above and below the point 
or points of effluent discharge. 

(4) Such effluent shall be of such quality that the 
most probable number of organisms of the Coli 
Aerogenes group shall not exceed one (1) per milli- 
liter in more than ten per centum (10%) of the 
samples of sewage effluent tested by the confirmed 
test; and provided, further, that no single sample 
shall contain more than one hundred (100) organ- 
isms of the Coli Aerogenes group in one (1) milli- 
liter. 

(5) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of 
acids, alkalis, and other toxic or deleterious sub- 
stances, that it will not create a menace to the 
public health through the use of the waters of the 
Delaware river for public water supplhes, for 
recreation, bathing, agriculture and other pur- 
poses; nor be inimical to fish, animal or aquatic 
life. 

(6) Such effluent shall be free of offensive odors 
and also be free of substances capable of producing 
offensive tastes and odors in public water supplies 
derived from the Delaware river at any place 
above or below the discharge of such effluent. 

Zone 2: (1) Such effluent shall be free of notice- 
able floating solids, color, oil or grease, and prac- 
tically free of both suspended solids and sleek. 

(2) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of tur- 
bidity that it will not cause noticeable turbidity in 
the water of the Delaware river. 

(3) Such effluent shall show a reduction of or- 
ganic substance of at least eighty-five (85) per 
centum as measured by the bio-chemical oxygen 
demand, and furthermore, such effluent in no case 
shall exceed a bio-chemical oxygen demand of one 
hundred (100) parts per million, and furthermore, 
the discharge of such effluent, after dispersion in 
the water of the river, shall not cause a reduction 
of the dissolved oxygen content of such water of 
more than ten (10) per centum. The aforesaid re- 
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duction in dissolved oxygen content shall be 
determined by the average results obtained by 
dissolved oxygen tests made upon samples col- 
lected on not less than six (6) consecutive days 
from points in the river above and below the point 
or points of effluent discharge. 

(4) Such effluent shall be of such quality that 
the most probable number of organisms of the Coli 
Aerogenes group shall not exceed one (1) per 
milliliter in more than twenty-five (25) per centum 
of the samples of sewage effluent tested by the con- 
firmed test; and provided, further, that no single 
sample shall contain more than one hundred (100) 
organisms of the Coli Aerogenes group in one (1) 
milliliter. 

(5) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of 
acids, alkalis, and other toxic or deleterious sub- 


stances, that it will not create a menace to the pub-. 


lic health through the use of the water of the 
Delaware river for public water supplies, for 
recreation, industrial and other purposes; nor be 
inimical to fish, animal or aquatic life. 

(6) Such effluent shall be free of offensive odors 
and also be free of substances capable of producing 
offensive tastes or odors in public water supplies 
derived from the Delaware river at any place below 
the discharge of such effluent. 

Zone 38: (1) Such effluent shall be free of notice- 
able floating solids, oil or grease, and substantially 
free of both suspended solids and sleek. 

(2) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of tur- 
bidity that it will not cause substantial turbidity 
in the water of the Delaware river after dispersion 
in the water of the river. 

(3) Such effluent shall show a reduction of at 
least fifty-five (55) per centum of the total sus- 
pended solids and a reduction of not less than 
thirty-five (85) per centum of the bio-chemical 
demand. (It is the intent of this requirement to 
restore the dissolved oxygen content of the river 
water in this zone to at least fifty (50) per centum 
saturation. To accomplish this it may be neces- 
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sary in the case of certain wastes, to obtain re- 
ductions greater than those required under this 
item. ) 

(4) Such effluent, if it be discharged within two 
miles of a public water works intake or within 
prejudicial influence thereof, shall at all times be 
effectively treated with a germicide. 

(5) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of 
acids, alkalis, and other toxie or deleterious sub- 
stances, that 1t will not create a menace to the pub- 
le health through the use of the waters of the 
Delaware river for public water supplies, or render 
such waters unfit for industrial and other pur- 
poses; or cause the water of the Delaware river 
to be harmful to fish life. 

(6) Such effluent shall be practically free of sub- 
stances capable of producing offensive tastes or 
odors in public water supplies derived from the 
Delaware river. 

Zone 4: (1) Such effluent shall be free of notice- 
able floating solids, oil, or grease, and substantially 
free of both suspended solids and sleek. 

(2) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of tur- 
bidity that it will not cause substantial turbidity 
in the waters of the Delaware river after disper- 
sion in the water of the river. 

(3) Such effluent shall show a reduction of at 
least fifty-five (55) per centum of the total sus- 
pended solids and shall be subject to such further 
treatment as may be needed to prevent a nuisance. 

(4) Such effluent, if it be discharged within pre- 
judicial influence of a public water works intake, 
or of recreational areas, or of shellfish grounds, 
shall at all times be effectively treated with a 
germicide, except that in the case of recreational 
area influence, such treatment need not be provided 
during the period from October fifteenth to May 
fifteenth of each vear. 

(5) Such effluent shall be sufficiently free of 
acids, alkalis, and other toxie or deleterious sub- 
stanees that it will not create a menace to the 
public health through the use of the waters of the 
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Delaware river for public water supplies, or ren- 

der such waters unfit for commercial fishing, shell- 

fish eulture, recreational, industrial, or other pur- 

poses. 

(6) Such effluent shall be practically free of sub- Tastes and 
stances capable of producing offensive tastes or ” 
odors in public water supplies derived from the 
Delaware river. 

It is further recognized by the signatory States [uterstate 
that the quality of the waters of the intrastate 
tributaries of the Delaware river and its aforesaid 
west branch are of interstate concern at their 
points of confluence with the Delaware river and 
its west branch. Therefore, it is also agreed that Maintensuce 
sewage, industrial waste or other artificial pollut- conditions at_ 
ing matter discharged into, or permitted to flow “°° 
or to fall into, or be placed in any intrastate tribu- 
tary of the aforesaid Delaware river, shall be 
treated to that degree, if any, necessary to main- 
tain the waters of such intrastate tributary im- 
mediately above its confluence with the aforesaid 
Delaware river in a condition at least equal to the 
elean and sanitary condition of the waters of the 
Delaware river immediately above the confluence 
of such tributary. 

Analyses and tests regarding the minimum re- Standard 
quirements herein prescribed, shall be determined 
in accordance with the provisions contained in the 
American Public Health Association’s latest edi- 
tion on ‘‘Standard Methods for the Examination 
of Water and Sewage.”’ 

The aforesaid requirements as to treatment of Reasonstie 
sewage, industrial wastes or other artificial pol- corres of 
luting matter and as to the sanitary quality of "™"°" 
receiving waters are minima. It is the intent and 
purpose of these requirements to accomplish rea- 
sonable and adequate control and correction of 
pollution. Due to the many variable factors in- 
volved, however, and to the impossibility of fore- 
casting future developments with certainty, it may 
be necessary in the future to impose additional 
requirements, particularly in Zones two and three. 
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The minima herein prescribed therefore shall be 
considered the first steps toward attaining the ob- 
jectives sought, and if necessary may be required 
to be supplemented in the case that the general 
application of such minimum requirements does 
not adequately improve and maintain the sanitary 
quality of the waters of the Delaware river. 

1. That part of the area of the Delaware river 
basin lying within this State is hereby established 
and declared to be a component part of an inter- 
state region for intergovernmental co-operation by 
said States in the conservation, protection and de- 
velopment of the water resources thereof by means 
of integrated plans, and said Interstate Commis- 
sion on the Delaware River Basin is hereby 
recognized as the duly established regional com- 


-mission or agency, of this State for intergovern- 


mental co-operation in effectuating the purposes 
described in paragraph (2) of the above preamble, 
with full and complete authority to exercise, for 
the accomplishment of said purposes, the govern- 
mental machinery, powers and duties conferred 
by this State upon said Commission (or Commit- 
tee) on Interstate Co-operation. 

2. The reciprocal agreement set forth in para- 
graph (4) of the above preamble is hereby ratified 
and applied to the waters and watershed of said 
Delaware river basin within the territorial limits 
of this State, and its terms and provisions shall 
supersede the terms and provisions of any exist- 
ing laws and regulations applicable to that area, 
to the extent, only, that the terms and provisions 
of such existing laws and regulations are incon- 
sistent with the terms and provisions set forth in 
said reciprocal agreement. 

3. The Department of Health is hereby em- 
powered and directed to apply and carry into effect 
the proposals, terms and provisions of said recip- 
rocal agreement, in the several zones therein pre- 
scribed, respectively within the territorial limits ~ 
of this State, and to enforce the same by the exer- 
cise of such administrative and legal authority, 
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and the institution and prosecution of such actions, 
suits or other proceedings as may be necessary 
or appropriate, as are now or may hereafter be 
provided under the laws and practice of this State. 

4. The Department of Health is hereby author- 
ized and directed to co-operate with said Interstate 
Commission on the Delaware river basin in the 
further study of the sanitary condition of the 
waters of Delaware river and its tributaries in said 
Delaware river basin and to approve, adopt and 
enforce within this State, such reasonable modifi- 
cations, changes or alterations in the zones or 
standards of quality of water in said river and 
tributaries as mav, from time to time, be recom- 
mended by said Interstate Commission on the 
Delaware river basin, and approved by the depart- 
ments of health of the other three States con- 
stituent to said Delaware river basin. 

5. The terms and provisions of said reciprocal 
agreement shall become effective upon receipt by 
the Secretary of State of this State of a certificate 
from the Executive Secretary of The Interstate 
Commission on the Delaware River Basin that an 
act in substantially the same form as this act has 
been passed by the Legislature, and approved by 
the Governor, of one of the other three States 
constituent to said Delaware river basin, together 
with a certified copy of said act of said State, and 
thereupon the Secretary of State shall advise the 
Department of Health of this State accordingly. 

6. Nothing in this act shall be construed to ap- 
ply to the Delaware and Raritan canal or its 
feeders. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act concern- 
ing the destruction of canceled and redeemed 
acknowledgments of indebtedness, commonly 
known as ‘scrip,’ which have been issued and 
sold by any municipality or county, and supple- 
menting chapter three of Title 47 of the Revised 
Statutes,’’ approved June fourteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-eight. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is 
amendatory is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Whenever, under the laws of this State pro- 
viding therefor, there shall have been issued and 
sold by any municipality or county, certificates of 
acknowledgments of indebtedness, commonly 
known as ‘‘serip,’’ and such ‘‘serip’’ certificates 
shall have been canceled and redeemed by the 
municipality or county issuing the same, it shall 
be lawful for the officials in charge of the issuance, 
redemption and cancellation of such ‘‘serip’’ cer- 
tificates to destroy the same, without first having 
advised the public record office of the nature of the 
said documents or without first obtaining the 
written consent of that office; provided, however, 
there shall first have been obtained from the Com- 
missioncr of Local Government a certificate that 
said ‘‘serip’’ to be destroyed has been properly 
audited and accounted for. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 148 


An Acr relating to oaths, affirmations and _ affi- 
davits in relation to school matters. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Hach secretary or district clerk as an officer 
of a board of education is hereby authorized to 
take oaths, affirmations and affidavits in relation 
to the school matters of the district in which he 
is employed. Such oaths or affidavits shall be 
taken without compensation.

An Acr concerning the State Employees’ Retire- 
ment System, and amending section 43 :14-87 of 
the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 48:14-37 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43 14-37. Upon the death of a member in active 
service in the actual performance of duty and not 
the result of his willful negligence, an accident 
death benefit shall be payable, if a report, in a form 
acceptable to the retirement board, of the accident 
is filed in the office of the retirement system within 
sixty (60) days next following the accident; pro- 


vided, evidence is submitted to the board of trus- 


tees proving that the natural and proximate cause 
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of his death was the performance of duty on his 
part at some definite time and place. 

Upon application by or on behalf of the depend- 
ents of such deceased member, the board of 
trustees, in addition to the payment of his accumu- 
lated deductions as provided in section 43 :14-29 of 
this Title, shall grant an allowance of one-half of 
the final compensation of such employee, if the 
member was a male employee, as a pension to 
his widow, to continue during her widowhood; or, 
if no widow, or in case the widow dies or remarries 
before the youngest child of such deceased mem- 
ber attains age eighteen, or if the member was a 
married female employee, then to the child or chil- 
dren of such member under age eighteen, divided 
in such manner as the board in its discretion shall 
determine to continue until the youngest surviving 
child dies or attains age eighteen. If there be no 
widow or child under age eighteen surviving such 
member, or if the member was never married, then 
there shall be paid a cash sum equal to the amount 
of his or her final compensation to his or her estate 
or to such person having an insurable interest in 
his or her life as he or she shall have nominated 
by written designation duly acknowledged and 
filed with the board. 

No such application shall be valid or acted upon 
unless it is filed in the office of the retirement 
system within two (2) years of the date of the 
accident; but the retirement board may waive such 
time limit, for a reasonable period, if in the judg- 
ment of the board the circumstances warrant such 
action.

40 :17-2. Counties of the first class shall consist 
of all counties having a population exceeding six 
hundred thousand; counties of the second class 
shall consist of all counties having a population of 
not less than two hundred thousand nor more than 
six hundred thousand; counties of the third class, 
except as herein otherwise provided, shall consist 
of all counties having a population of not less than 
fifty thousand nor more than two hundred thou- 
sand; counties of the fourth class, except as herein 
otherwise provided, shall consist of all counties 
having a population of less than fifty thousand; 
counties of the fifth class shall consist of all 
counties bordering on the Atlantic ocean and hav- 
ing a population exceeding fifty thousand;

48 :12-63. Where the order of the board shall 
require changes in or the removal of the property 
or constructions of a street railway, telegraph, 
telephone, gas, electric, ighting, power, water, oil, 
pipe lines or other company, copartnership or indi- 
vidual, each shall at its or his own expense move 
or change the location or grade of their property 
or constructions in conformity with sueh order; 
provided, that if funds are granted or allotted by 
the United States Government or any of its 
agencies, the board may, with the consent and ap- 
proval of the Governor, allot and credit any or 
all of the funds so received toward the payment 
of the expenses to be borne by such utility or 
utilities. They shall be deemed parties in interest 
and be given notice of hearing and opportunity to 
be heard.

1. Section 48:12-74 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

48 :12-74. Whenever the work in the annual pro- 
gram involves changes in rails, pipes or lines 
owned by a municipality or public utility, the State 
Highway Commission shall furnish the program 
to the municipality or public utility. Thereupon 
the municipality or publie utility shall co-operate 
with the State Highway Commission and the rail- 
road companies. 

The municipality or public utility shall, at its 
own expense, change its rails, pipes and lines to 
conform to the plan adopted by the State Highway 
Commission; provided, that if funds are granted 
or allotted by the United States Government or 
any of its agencies, the State Highway Commis- 
sion, with the consent and approval of the 
Governor, may allot and credit any or all of the 
funds so received toward the expenses to be borne 
by the municipality and the public utility or public 
utilities, the property or properties of which are 
required to be changed.

notwithstanding that the advertisement of sale of 
said lands were not made as provided by law, if 
otherwise made according to law, and any convey- 
ances heretofore or hereafter made by such munici- 
pality of said lands heretofore sold by such 
municipality to the purchaser or purchasers 
thereof in pursuance of such sale or sales, are 
hereby validated and confirmed and shall be con- 
strued in all courts of this State to convey or have 
conveyed all the right, title and interest of anv 
such municipality, of, in and to said lands and 
premises; provided, however, that such sales shall 
have been or shall be confirmed by resolution of 
the governing body of such municipality; and pro- 
vided, further, that this act shall not be deemed 
to validate any defective or invalid assignment of 
any certificate of sale for taxes, assessments or 
other liens of any municipality, or to eure any 
infirmity in any such assignment.

2. Such sergeant-at-arms shall file with the 
chancellor a doctor’s certificate certifying that he 
is physically unfit for further service, and the 
chancellor shall make a certificate that such person 
shall be retired and file the certificate with the 
Treasurer of this State.

Aw Act amending the Gloucester county tunnel 
law, concerning the Gloucester county tunnel 
commission, its powers, duties and right to con- 
tract and the conditions upon which such tunnel 
shall become public property and providing 
rights and remedies for bondholders and trus- 
tee, and amending sections 32:13A-14 and 
32:18A-15 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 32:13A-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


02 :13A-14. Notwithstanding any of the other 
provisions of this act or of any act supplemental 
thereto, the commission may contract with any 
county in the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania or 
with any authority or other public corporation 
organized by such county, each thereof being 
herein sometimes termed a public authority, to 
provide for the construction, operation and main- 
tenance of the tunnel by the commission or jointly 
by the commission and such public authority or by 
the commission with the approval of such public 
authority, to the extent provided by such contract. 
Such contract may also provide for the financing 
of such tunnel by the issuance of revenue bonds of 
the commission under the provisions of this act or 
by such public authority, or by the commission and 
authority jointly, such bonds to be payable solely 
from the revenues of such tunnel, and for the 
pledging of the revenues of such tunnel as security 
for such bonds, and for the execution of a trust 
indenture in accordance with the provisions of this 
act or with the provisions of the laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania in case such bonds 
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shall be issued by such public authority, which 
trust indenture may among other things express 
the terms of such pledge and of the pledge of the 
proceeds of the bonds and may define the rights 
and remedies of the bondholders and of the trustee. 
The commission and any such public authority en- 
tering into such contract may jointly exercise in 
Pennsylvania, to the extent permitted by the laws 
thereof and by such contract, any and all powers 
with respect to the construction, operation and 
maintenance of such tunnel conferred upon such 
public authority by the laws of Pennsylvania, and 
may jointly exercise in Pennsylvania any and all 
powers with respect to the acquisition of fran- 
chises, permits and other rights and real and per- 
sonal property, conferred upon such _ public 
authority by the laws of Pennsylvania, and any 
such public authority entering into such contract 
may exercise in the State of New Jersey, but only 
jointly with the commission or with the approval 
of the commission, to the extent provided by such 
contract, any and all powers with respect to the 
construction, operation and maintenance of such 
tunnel and with respect to the acquisition therefor 
of franchises, permits and other rights and real 
and personal property, which are conferred upon 
the commission under the provisions of this act; 
provided, however, that the right of eminent do- 
main may be exercised in the State of New Jersey 
only by the commission. 

In the event that any permit granted under the 
terms of chapter fifty-five of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-four or chapter 
eighteen of Title 48 of the Revised Statutes for 
the incorporation of tunnel companies shall be as- 
signed to the commission or jointly to the commis- 
sion and any such public authority, the provisions 
of said chapter fifty-five of the laws of one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-four or chapter 
eighteen of Title 48 of the Revised Statutes shall 
not thereafter apply to the commission or to the 
commission and such public authority. 
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So long as there shall be no default in the per- 
formance of any covenant, condition, agreement 
or provision contained in such bonds or in the 
resolution or indenture under which such bonds 
may be issued or in such contract, tolls for transit 
through such tunnel and other charges for the use 
thereof shall be fixed jointly by the commission and 
by such public authority in accordance with the 
provisions of this act or with the provisions of 
the laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
ease such bonds shall be issued by such public 
authority. But in the event of any such default 
and during the continuance thereof, the fixing of 
such tolls and other charges shall be governed by 
the provisions of this act or by the provisions of 
the laws of the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
ease such bonds shall be issued solely by such public 
authority, and by the provisions of the resolution 
or the trust indenture under which such bonds may 
be issued.

such bonds and any bonds issued to refund the 
same, and the interest thereon, and all claims out- 
standing against the commission or such public 
authority with respect to such tunnel, shall have 
been paid, and thereupon such tunnel and its ap- 
purtenaneces shall vest jointly in the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania and the State of New 
Jersey. 
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Any such tunnel and all property acquired or Tax exemp 
used for the purposes thereof in the State of New “™ 
Jersey and the revenues thereof shall at all times 
be free from taxation within the State of New 
Jersey.

32:13A—-15. Any holder of any of such bonds, or Protection of

1. All notes of any municipality heretofore 
issued for any purpose for which the local bond 
law authorizes money to be borrowed and signed 
by two or more officers thereof are hereby ratified, 
validated and confirmed as the legal and validly 
binding obligations of the municipality in accord- 
ance with their terms, notwithstanding that no 
down payment for such purpose as required by 
said law was provided before or after adoption of 
the ordinance or other proceedings authorizing or 
purporting to authorize said notes, or that said 
ordinance or other proceedings was adopted or 
were had without regard to debt or other limita- 
tions contained in said law or that said ordinance 
or other proceedings failed in any other respect to 
conform with requirements of said law as to form, 
substance or procedure; provided, that said notes 
bear interest at a rate or rates not exceeding six 
per centum (6%) per annum and that the munici- 
pality received in payment for said notes, or any 
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notes renewed thereby, not less than par and ac- 
erued interest. .

Aw Act concerning assistance to blind persons, 
and amending chapter six of Title 30 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Be rr enacrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 30:6-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30:6-38. Any person of either sex, above the age 
of twenty-one years, who by reason of blindness 
is unable to earn sufficient money to provide for 
the necessities of life, and who has no relatives or 
other person able to provide and legally respon- 
sible for his maintenance, and who, if not relieved, 
would become a public charge to the community, 
is a proper person to make application to the wel- 
fare board of the county wherein he resides for 
the relief granted by this article. 

Any person making application under the terms 
of this article shall first have been a resident of 
this State for not less than five years within the 
nine years immediately prior to the making of 
such application, and continuously for one year 
immediately prior to the making of such applica- 
tion. 

Whenever anyone deemed a proper person to 
make application for relief as provided for in this 
article shall make application to the welfare board, 
the welfare board shall fully investigate and es- 
tablish the facts as set forth in the petition and as

outlined above, as well as other facts it deems nec- 
essary, including the county of the State in which 
the applicant has last resided continuously for 
one year. Upon completion of its investigation the 
welfare board shall then present a recommenda- 
tion, together with a copy of the application and 
record of its investigation, to the commission for 
relief for the person named in order that the com- 
mission may ameliorate the condition of the blind 
person named, in the manner set forth in this 
article; but the sum asked for or granted shall not 
be in excess of four hundred and eighty dollars in 
any one year. 

The welfare board may in its discretion order 
the petitioner to appear before it or its representa- 
tive appointed to act with the commission in estab- 
lishing the facts set forth in the petition, or may 
make such further investigation as it deems neces- 
sary. Whenever the facts set forth in the petition 
shall have been fully established, the welfare board 
shall recommend relief in the amount provided by 
law, that is, not to exceed the sum of four hundred 
and eighty dollars in one year. 

The commission shall supervise the administra- 
tion by the counties of the relief made available 
hereunder, and shall establish and enforce such 
rules and regulations as may appear necessary or 
desirable to earry out the provisions of this act. 
All such rules and regulations shall be binding 
upon the county departments. 

The commission shall further establish and en- 
force reasonable rules and regulations governing 
the eustody, use and preservation of the records, 
papers, files and communications of the depart- 
ment. The use of such records, papers, files and 
commuuications by any other agency or depart- 
ment of government to which they may be fur- 
nished shall be limited to the purpose for which 
they are furnished and by the provisions of the 
law under which they may be furnished. 

All relief granted under this article is granted 
with the understanding that the amount is to be

available only for the use of the commission, which 
shall expend it only on behalf of the person named 
in the petition and for whom the relief is granted. 

Any applicant or recipient denied relief, ag- 
grieved because of a welfare board decision or 
delay in making same or having other cause for 
appeal from the decision of the commission or of 
the county welfare board, may appeal to the State 
Board or to its designated representative in the 
manner prescribed by the State Board, and shall 
be afforded reasonable notice and opportunity for 
a fair hearing by the State Board. All decisions 
of the State Board shall be final and shall be bind- 
ing upon and shall be complied with by the county 
welfare board. 

Nothing contained herein shall be construed to 
affect the right of any applicant to a writ of cer- 
tiorari. 

2. Section 30:6-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30 :6—5. Prior to action on any claim for relief 
under this article, the claimant shall file with the 
county welfare board a duly verified statement. of 
facts sufficient to bring him or her within the pro- 
visions of this article in manner and form pre- 
seribed by the commission. 

A list of claims and the evidence relating thereto 
shall be kept on file by such county welfare board, 
and copies thereof furnished the commission. 

No relief hereunder shall be granted until the 
county welfare board shall be satisfied that the ap- 
plicant is in need of assistance under the provi- 
sions of this article, and that the applicant is 
possessed of resident and other qualifications 
which entitled him to the relief asked.

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CHAPTER 161 


Aw Act concerning grand juries, and supplement- 
ing Title 2, chapter eighty-eight, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever, by a petition filed for that purpose, 
it shall be made to appear to the justice or judge 
holding the court of oyer and terminer in any 
county of this State that the grand jury serving 
in said county at that time has not completed its 
labors on any matter or matters as to which it shall 
have been specially charged previously by such 
court, although the ordinary term of its existence 
shall be about to expire, such justice or judge, upon 
being satisfied of the necessity therefor, may order 
that the term of such grand jury be continued be- 
yond the expiration of the time when it ordinarily 
would cease to function, with the same power to 
act in relation to such uncompleted matter or 
matters as if said time had not expired. 

2. The making and filing of such petition, and 
order made thereon, shall be made within the term 
of court for which such grand jury shall have been 
drawn, and such order shall provide for a continu- 
ance of such grand jury for a definite period of 
time not exceeding three calendar months; pro- 
vided, however, that if such matter or matters have 
not been completed within the time fixed by such 
order, it shall thereafter be lawful for the justice 
or judge holding said court to make a further 
order, or orders, continuing such grand jury in 
office, for the purpose aforesaid, for a further 
term or terms of three calendar months each. Any 
indictment thereafter handed up by such grand 
jurv in relation to the matters set forth in such 
petition and order shall be as lawful as though the 
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same were handed up within the time for which 
such grand jury was originally appointed. 

3. The continuance of such grand jury as afore- 
said shall in no wise affect the usual drawing, 
selecting, and serving of further grand juries as 
provided by law.

Aw Acr concerning the administration of civil and 
criminal justice, and amending section 2:6-3 of 
the Revised Statutes, 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: : 

1. Section 2:6-3 of the Revised Statutes is here- 
by amended to read as follows: 

2:6-3. In addition to the judge of the court of 
common pleas provided for by section 2 :6—1 of this 
Title, the Governor may, whenever, in his judg- 
ment, the public interest shall so require, appoint 
additional judges of the court of common pleas, 
not to exceed five in any one county, as follows: 

a. In counties now or hereafter having four 
hundred thousand or more inhabitants, three ad- 
ditional judges, making four in all in each of such 
counties. 

b. In counties now or hereafter having more 
than two hundred thousand and less than four 
hundred thousand inhabitants, as ascertained by 
the Federal census of one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty, or any subsequent census, an additional 
judge, making two in all, in each of such counties. 

e. In counties bordering on the Atlantic ocean 
and now or hereafter having not less than fifty 
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thousand nor more than one hundred thousand 
inhabitants, an additional judge, making two in all 
in each of such counties. 

The appointments authorized by this section 
shall be made in the manner and for the terms 
provided by section 2:6-2 of this Title, and the 
appointees shall receive the salaries provided by 
section 2:6-16 of this Title. 

d. In counties of the fifth class having not less 
than one hundred and twenty-five thousand nor 
more than one hundred and fifty thousand inhabit- 
ants, an additional judge, making two in all in 
each of such counties. '

CHAPTER 163 


Aw Acr relative to vacating the public easements 
or rights in any public or dedicated street, road, 
causeway or highway. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All ordinances heretofore passed by any 
municipality for the purpose of vacating the public 
easements in any street, road, causeway or high- 
way, or in any dedicated street, road, causeway or 
highway, are hereby validated and confirmed, and 
the public easements are hereby vacated to the 
extent set forth in any such ordinance, notwith- 
standing that no certified copy thereof was filed 


within sixty days from the date when said ordi-_ 


nance or ordinances or other proceedings become 
effective, in the office of the county in which said 
municipality is situate wherein the public record 
of deeds and conveyances of land is made and kept, 
and notwithstanding the failure to publish notice 
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of the time and place when and where such ordi- 
nances would be considered for final passage twice 
before the time fixed for such final passage; pro- 
vided, however, that said ordinances were pub- 
lished in full, together with a notice of the time 
and place when and where such ordinances would 
be considered for final passage, at least two days 
prior to the time so fixed in said notice; provided, 
further, however, that any such ordinances are not, 
at the date this act goes into effect, under attack 
as to their validity in any court of this State; and 
were adopted on final reading more than one year 
prior to the passage of this act.

Aw Aor relating to the sale or other disposition of 
real property by fiduciaries under a power of 
sale or disposition of an undivided interest 
therein and extending said power of sale or dis- 
position to the entire fee thereof when divided 
or set off by partition, and supplementing chap- 
ter seventeen of Title 3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever heretofore or hereafter a fiduciary 
whether by deed or will shall have or shall have 
had a power of sale or disposal of an undivided 
interest or estate in lands and such lands shall be 
or shall have been partitioned pursuant to pro- 
ceedings in any court of competent jurisdiction, 
resulting in the actual partition of said lands and 
the division thereof among the persons entitled 
thereto, in such ease said fiduciary shall have the 
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same power of sale or disposal as to the entire fee 
in said lands so set off or assigned to said fiduciary 
or to the person or persons seized of the title 
thereto with which the fiduciary’s power of sale 
had been coupled, as the said fiduciary has or had 
with respect to the undivided interest in said lands 
prior to the partition proceedings. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 165 


An Act to authorize, validate and make effectual 
certificates of sale for taxes and other municipal 
hens when made by the successor in office of the 
collector or other officer selling the same. 


Be rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a collector of taxes or other officer 
authorized by law in any municipality has sold or 
shall sell any real property for unpaid taxes, as- 
sessments or other municipal charges, but fails or 
has failed to issue certificates of sale therefor and 
has since died or ceased to hold office, or shall die 
or cease to hold office, it shall be lawful for the 
successor in office of such collector or other officer 
to execute. acknowledge and deliver a certificate of 
sale for the real property so sold by the former 
collector or other officer to the purchaser thereof, 
and any such certificate of sale heretofore or here- 
after made by the successor in office of such col- 
lector or other officer who sold the same for taxes 
or other municipal hens, shall be valid and effec- 
tual to all intents and purposes as though made 
by the officer who conducted such sale. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 166 


An Act relating to acknowledgments and proofs 
of deeds and other instruments made or taken 
outside of United States, and amending section 
46:14-8 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 46:14-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

46 :14-8. If the party who shall have executed 
or who shall execute any deed or instrument of the 
description or nature set forth in section 46:16-1 
of this Title, or the witnesses thereto, shall have 
happened or shall happen to be in any foreign 
kingdom, State, nation or colony, whether resident 
in this State, or in such foreign kingdom, State, 
nation or colony, or elsewhere, an acknowledgment 
or proof such as is prescribed by section 46 :14-6 of 
this Title, made before and certified by any one of 
the officers herein named, shall be as good and 
effectual as if the same had been made within this 
State before the Chancellor thereof and had been 
certified by him. 

The officers authorized to take acknowledgments 
or proofs under authority of this section are: 

a. Any master in chancery of New Jersey; 

b. Any public ambassador, minister, consul, vice 
consul, consular agent, charge d’affaires or other 
representative of the United States for the time 
being, to or at any such foreign kingdom, State, 
nation or colony; 

ec. Anv court of law of such foreign kingdom, 
State, nation or colony; 

d. Anv notary, notary public, commissioner for 
oaths, mayor or other chief magistrate, of and then 
having been or being within any city, borough, or 
corporation of such foreign kingdom, State, nation 
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or colony, in which city, borough or corporation 
such party or witnesses may have happened or 
may happen to be. 

Acknowledgments or proofs taken or made by 
a court of law, a notary, notary public, commis- 
sioner for oaths, or a mayor or other chief magis- 
trate under authority of this section shall be 
certified under the official seal of said court, and 
the hand of the judge or clerk thereof, or under 
the official seal and hand of any other person 
hereby authorized to take acknowledgments or 
proofs; and such certificate of acknowledgment or 
proof shall be sufficient proof as to the existence 
and authority of said court, notary or other officer. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. —

CHAPTER 167 


An Act to provide for the preparation and use of 
maps for purposes of taxation in townships. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every township may provide, for the use of 
the assessor or other taxing official, an accurate 
map of its territory, prepared for the purpose of 
taxation, showing, among other things, the location 
and width of streets, roads or avenues, and each 
individual lot of land or premises, and cause each 
parcel or lot of land to be numbered or otherwise 
designated thereon, and it shall be sufficient de- 
seription of property for the purposes of taxation 
to refer to said map by lot and block number. 

2. The governing body of any township may, 
by ordinance, provide for the preparation of a 
map for the purposes of taxation and the issue of 
bonds for the payment of the cost thereof, said 
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bonds to be issued in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the ‘‘Local Bond Law,’’ Revised Statutes 
of New Jersey of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-seven. 

3. Before any ordinance is passed providing for 
the preparation of a map for the purposes of tax- 
ation, the specifications therefor shall be approved 
by the State Tax Department and said map, when 
completed, before its use for the purposes of tax- 
ation, shall be submitted to and approved by the 
State Tax Department. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 168 


Aw Acr respecting open seasons and bag limits on 
certain game, and to amend sections 23:4-1 and 
23 :-4-2 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23:4-1. No person shall capture, kill, injure, de- 
stroy or have in possession any quail, rabbit, hare, 
gray, black or fox squirrel, raccoon, English or 
ring-necked pheasant, ruffed grouse, wild turkey, 
partridge, reedbird, wild swans, wood duck, wild 
geese, brant, wild ducks, rails or marsh hens, 
gallinules, coot (commonly known as crow duck), 
upland plover, black-bellied plover, golden plover, 
ereater or lesser yellowlegs; willets, sandpipers, 
dowitchers or robin snipe, brown backs, curlews, 
turnstones or calico backs, godwits or marlin, 
tattlers, Wilson snipe or jacksnipe, woodecock or 
any other birds commonly known as shore birds, 
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surf snipe or bay snipe, or any other game bird or 
game animal, unless an open season is prescribed 
therefor, and then only during the respective open 
seasons fixed by this section. 

The open seasons shall be as follows: for . 

Wild geese, brant, wild ducks, except wood duck, 
coot, Wilson snipe or jacksnipe, gallinules, sora, 
~ marsh hen or mud hen and other rails (other than 
coot) and woodcock, shall be the same as the open 
season fixed for such birds by the regulations of the 
United States bureau of biological survey, made 
under the provisions of an act of Congress relating 
to migratory birds; 

Quail, rabbit, hare, gray, black or fox squirrel, 

male English or ring-necked pheasant, ruffed 
grouse, or partridge, except as hereinafter in this 
article is restricted, from November tenth to 
December fifteenth ; 

Raccoon, from October fifteenth to January 
fifteenth between sunset and sunrise only, except 
during the open season for deer. 

The birds and animals for which an open season 
is prescribed by this section may be possessed dur- 
ing the respective open seasons therefor and for 
the additional period of ten days immediately suc- 
ceeding the open seasons. 

A person violating any provision of this section 
shall be liable to a penalty of twenty dollars for 
each bird or animal or part thereof unlawfully 
captured, killed, injured, destroyed or had in pos- 
session. 

2. Section 23:4-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23:4-2. No person shall capture, kill, injure, de- 
stroy or have in possession: 

a. In any one day more than ten quail, two male 
English or ring-necked pheasant, three partridge, 
three ruffed grouse, six gray squirrels or six rab- 
bits; 

b. During the open season therefor more than 
thirty English or ring-necked pheasants or more 
than fifteen raccoons— 
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Penalty. Under a penalty of twenty dollars for each bird, 
squirrel, raccoon or rabbit captured, killed, in- 
jured, destroyed or had in possession in excess of 
the number permitted by this section. 

Excelent: Nothing in this section shall apply to a proprietor 
of a hotel, restaurant or cafe having in possession 
at his hotel, restaurant or cafe at any time any 
game raised on licensed game preserves tagged or 
marked in accordance with law, or to any rabbit 
during the open season and for a period of ten 
days immediately succeeding the open season. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act validating certain proceedings had under 
an act entitled ‘‘An act concerning unpaid taxes, 
assessments and other municipal charges on real 
property, and providing for the collection 
thereof by the creation and enforcement of liens 
thereon’’ (Revision of 1918), approved March 
fourth, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 
Validating 1. All final decrees heretofore entered in the 
mens" Court of Chancery of New Jersey, based on pro- 
ceedings under section forty-nine of an act entitled 
‘‘An act concerning unpaid taxes, assessments and 
other municipal charges on real property, and pro- 
viding for the collection thereof by the creation 
and enforcement of liens thereon’’ (Revision of 
1918), approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen, shall be valid and effectual 
notwithstanding omissions in subpenas of the 
words ‘‘heirs, devisees and personal representa- 
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tives,’’ and the failure of the Master in his report 
to state a date within which to redeem the property 
from sale; provided, the final decree shall have 
been entered for at least fifteen years prior to the 
passage of this act, and there has been a sub- 
stantial compliance with said act, and that no suit 
is pending to attack the validity of such decree or 
brought within the period of one year from the 
date of the approval of this act. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Br tr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Certified copies of final decrees of the Court 
of Chancery relating to or in any way affecting 
title to real estate may be recorded as deeds of con- 
veyance in the office of the county clerk or register 
of deeds and mortgages as the case may be of the 
county wherein the real estate is situate, and shall 
be indexed in the name of the parties to the cause 
as set forth in the decree. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 171 


An Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and sup- 
plementing chapter one of Title 33 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Burr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No retail licensee shall hereafter limit or re- 
strict the maximum quantity of alcoholic beverages 
which he shall sell to a consumer in original con- 
tainers for consumption off the licensed premises; 
provided, however, nothing herein contained shall 
prevent a retail licensee from refusing to sell alco- 
holic beverages in a quantity which shall be in ex- 
cess of the quantity permitted by the Federal Tax 
stamps held by him. 

2. Any retail licensee who shall advertise the 
sale of aleoholic beverages of any particular brand 
or manufacture, and who, subsequent to such ad- 
vertising, shall dispose of his entire stock thereof 
shall, when said disposal occurs, forthwith make 
known such fact to consumers by placing written 
notices of said disposal upon the licensed premises. 
At least one of said notices shall be placed so that 
it may be viewed from the outside of the licensed 
premises. 

3. The State Commissioner of Alcoholic Bev- 
erage Control shall adopt and promulgate suitable 
rules and regulations to insure compliance with 
this act. 

4. This act. shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 172 


Aw Act prohibiting the carrying of loaded firearms 
in any vehicle. 


Be ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No person shall, for the purpose of hunting 
for, pursuing, taking or killing, or attempting to 
hunt, pursue, take or kill any bird or animal, have, 
in an automobile or vehicle of any kind, any shot- 
gun or rifle loaded with missiles of any kind, under 
a penalty of twenty dollars ($20.00) for each 
offense. 

For the purpose of this act, whenever a person 
is found with such loaded shotgun or rifle in pos- 
session in a vehicle, the same shall be conclusive 
proof that the person was in the act of pursuing 
or taking birds or animals. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 11, 1939. 


CHAPTER 173 


Aw Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and sup- 
plementing chapter one of Title 33 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Br 1Tv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No retail licensee shall sell, offer for sale or 
possess in or upon the licensed premises nor shall 
any person sell or offer for sale at retail to con- 
sumers any alcohol for any purpose, except pur- 
suant to and within the limitations of a special 
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permit issued by the State Commissioner of Alco- 
holic Beverage Control. 

2. Any person who sells or offers for sale, or 
any retail licensee who sells, offers for sale or pos- 
sesses alcohol in violation of this act shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) and not more than one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00), or by imprisonment of not less than 
thirty (80) days and not more than three (3) years, 
or by both fine and imprisonment in the discretion 
of the court. 

3. Nothing herein contained shall apply to the 
sale or possession of aleohol which is not intended 
for beverage purposes and has been denatured or 
otherwise rendered unfit in fact for beverage pur- 
poses, nor with the possession of alcohol for the 
actual manufacture of United States Pharmaco- 
pela and National Formulary preparations and 
for the compounding of physicians’ original pre- 
seriptions by pharmacists registered by the Board 
of Pharmacy of the State of New Jersey under the 
laws of the State of New Jersey, who are owners 
or managers of pharmacies registered with the 
Board of Pharmacy and operated under unlimited 
permits issued by the Board of Pharmacy of the 
State of New Jersey. 

4. This act shall take effect July first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred ‘and thirty-nine.

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CHAPTER 174 


Aw Act concerning practice in the district courts, 
and amending section 2:32-107 of the Revised 
Statutes.

2:32-107. Unless a demand for a trial by jury 
is made and notice thereof filed with the clerk of 
the court at least ten days from the return day of 
the summons, and unless the party making the de- 
mand pays, at the time of making the demand, 
the cost of the venire, the demand shall be deemed 
to be waived, except that the judge may, in his dis- 
cretion, grant a venire at plaintiff’s expense, to be 
taxed in the costs of the action, notwithstanding 
the failure to make demand as herein provided.

1. Section 54:49-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

04 :49-12. As an additional remedy, the commis- 
sioner may issue a certificate to the clerk of the 
Supreme Court or to the clerk of the court of 
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common pleas of any county, that any person is 
indebted under such State tax law in such an 
amount as shall be stated in the certificate, and 
such certificate shall contain a short name of the 
tax under which the said indebtedness arises, and 
thereupon the clerk to whom such certificate shall 
have been issued shall immediately enter upon his 
record of docketed judgments the name of such 
person, and of the State, the address of the place of 
business where such tax lability was incurred, if 
shown in the certificate, the amount of the debt so 
certified, a short name of the tax, and the date of 
making such entries. The making of the entries 
shall have the same force and effect as the entry 
of a docketed judgment in the office of such clerk, 
and the commissioner shall have all the remedies 
and may take all of the proceedings for the collee- 
tion thereof which may be had or taken upon the 
recovery of a judgment in an action at law upon 
contract, but without prejudice to the taxpayer’s 
right of appeal. 

2. Seetion 54:50-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:50-8. The records and files of the commis- 
sioner respecting the administration of this sub- 
title or of anv State tax law shall be considered 
confidential and privileged and neither the com- 
missioner nor any employee engaged in the admin- 
istration thereof or charged with the custody of 
any such records or files nor any person who may 
have secured information therefrom under sub- 
divisions ‘‘d’’, ‘‘e’’, ‘‘f’’, or ‘‘e’’ of section 
54 :50-9 of this Title shall divulge or disclose any 
information obtained from the said records or files 
or from any examinations or inspection of the 
premises or property of any person. Neither the 
commissioner nor any employee engaged in such 
administration or charged with the custody of any 
such records or files shall be required to produce 
any of them for the inspection of any person or for 
use in any action or proceeding except when the 
records or files or the facts shown thereby are di- 
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rectly involved in an action or proceeding under 
the provisions of this subtitle or of the State tax 
law affected, or where the determination of the 
action or proceeding will affect the validity or 
amount of the claim of the State under some State 
tax law, or in any lawful proceeding for the in- 
vestigation and prosecution of any violation of the 
criminal provisions of this subtitle or of any State 
tax law. 

3. Section 54:50-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:50-9. Nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prevent: 

a. The delivery to a taxpayer or his duly author- 
ized representative of a copy of any report or any 
other paper filed by him pursuant to the provisions 
of this subtitle or of any such State tax law; 

b. The publication of statistics so classified as to 
prevent the identification of a particular report 
and the items thereof ; 

e. The commissioner, in his discretion and sub- 
ject to reasonable conditions imposed by him, from 
disclosing the name and address of any licensee 
under any State tax law, unless expressly pro- 
hibited by such State tax law. 

d. The inspection by the Attorney-General or 
other legal representative of this State of the re- 
ports or files relating to the claim of any taxpayer 
who shall bring an action to review or set aside 
any tax imposed under any State tax law or 
against whom an action or proceeding has been 
instituted in accordance with the provisions 
thereof ; 

e. The examination of said records and files by 
the Comptroller, State Auditor or State Commis- 
sioner of Finance, or by their respective duly 
authorized agents ; 

f. The furnishing, at the discretion of the com- 
missioner, of any information disclosed by the said 
records or files to any official person or body of any 
other State or of the United States who shall be 
concerned with the administration of any similar 
tax in that State or the United States. 
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eg. The furnishing, at the discretion of the com- 
missioner, of any material information disclosed 
by the records or files to any law enforcing author- 
ity of this State who shall be charged with the 
investigation or prosecution of any violation of 
the criminal provisions of this subtitle or of any 
State tax law. 

4. This act shall take effect fifteen days after it 
shall be enacted into law.

Aw Act concerning the issuance of bonds and other 
obligations and the incurring of indebtedness by 
counties, cities, boroughs, towns, townships, vil- 
lages and other municipalities other than school 
districts, and amending section 40:1-90 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:1-90 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40:1-90. Any ordinance adopted pursuant to 
article one of chapter one of this Title (section 
40:1-1 et seq.), and authorizing the issuance of 
bonds to finanee the improvement or extension of 
any existing sewer or water system, or the acquisi- 
tion, improvement or extension of a privately- 
owned sewer or water system, or both, may contain 
provisions which shall constitute covenants with 
the holders of such bonds. 

a. as to the use and disposition of the revenues 
to be derived from the operation of the whole or 
any part of the sewer or water system of the mu- 
nicipality, including any improvements thereto or 
extensions thereof thereafter constructed or ac- 
quired ; 
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b. pledging to the punctual payment of the prin- 
cipal of and interest on such bonds all or any part 
of such revenues; 

c. as to the setting aside out of the revenues of 
one or more reserve funds, and the regulation and 
disposition thereof ; 

d. as to the fixing and collecting of such rates, 
rentals and other charges for connection with and 
the use of the sewer or water system of the munic- 
ipality, rentals and other charges for connection 
with and the use of the sewer or water system of 
the municipality, including improvements thereto 
and extensions thereof thereafter constructed or 
acquired, as will annually produce revenues at 
least sufficient to provide (1) for all expenses of 
operation, maintenance and repair of the sewer or 
water system, (2) for the payment of the principal 
of and interest on such bonds, (3) for such reserve 
funds as may have been provided for in such ordi- 
nances, (4) for the payment of any mortgage or 
mortgages subject to which the sewer or water 
system or any part thereof may have been ac- 
quired, and (5) for the payment of any obligations 
having a lien on the revenues of the sewer or water 
system or any part thereof prior to or on a parity 
with the lien of such bonds; and 

e. as to the procedure, if any, by which the terms 
of any covenant with the bondholders may be 
amended or abrogated, the amount of bonds the 
holders of which must consent thereto, and the 
manner in which such consent may be given. 

The bonds may contain such recitals of or ref- 
erence to any such covenants as the resolution de- 
termining their form may provide. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

does not truly describe its contents, or (3) does 
not bear such indicia of payment of tax as is re- 
quired by the laws of the United States and the 
State of New Jersey.

Aw Act to ratify, confirm, validate and make legal 
and effectual certain affidavits, acknowledg- 
ments, proofs of deeds, mortgages and other 
papers and records and certificates thereof.

1. All affidavits, acknowledgments and proofs of 
deeds, mortgages and other writings, and the cer- 
tificates thereof, heretofore taken or made before 
or by any commissioner of deeds in and for this 
State, or before or by any foreign commissioner 
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of deeds for this State, or before or by any 
notary public of this State, who has been duly 
appointed, but had failed to properly qualify, 
or whose term of office had expired or whose 
commission was void at the time of taking 
such affidavits, acknowledgment or proof, and 
the reeord of such affidavits, deeds, mortgages 
and other writings are hereby confirmed and made 
valid and legal and effectual to the extent that the 
same would have been valid, legal and effectual if 
the commissioner or notary public taking such 
affidavit, acknowledgment or proof had qualified, 
or if the term of office of the said commissioner or 
notary public had not expired, nor the office been 
vacated, nor the commission becomes void as afore- 
said. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to ratify, confirm, validate and make legal 
and effectual certain affidavits, acknowledg- 
ments, proofs of deeds, mortgages and other 
papers, and records and certificates thereof. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All affidavits, acknowledgments and proofs of 
deeds, mortgages and other writings, and the cer- 
tificates thereof, heretofore taken or made before 
or by any woman as a notary public in and for this 
State, whose first commission was obtained while 
the said woman was single and unmarried, but 
who became married before the said commission 
expired and who obtained a new commission in 
her single name although married at the time, and 
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the record of such affidavits, deeds, mortgages and 
other writings are hereby ratified, confirmed and 
made valid and legal and effectual to the extent 
that the same would have been valid, legal and 
effectual if the said commission was properly ob- 
tained in her married name, and the signature of 
any woman notary public heretofore signed to any 
affidavit, acknowledgment and proof of deeds, 
mortgages, and other papers in the name in and 
by which she was appointed notary public, al- 
though at the time of making such signature she 
was married, and her married name does not ap- 
pear thereon, shall not in anywise be called in 
question; and all such affidavits, acknowledgments, 
and proofs of deeds, mortgages and other papers, 
and the certificates thereof, so executed, are hereby 
ratified, confirmed, validated, and made legal and 
effectual, to the same extent that the same would 
have been valid, legal and effectual if such notary 
public at the time of the execution of such affidavit, 
acknowledgment. and proof of deeds, mortgages 
and other papers in the nature thereof was un- 
married.

Aw Act to annex to the borough of Sea Girt, in the 
county of Monmouth, certain portions of Wall 
township, in said county. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The following-described territory situate in 
Wall township, in the county of Monmouth, be 
and the same is hereby annexed to and shall be- 
come part of the borough of Sea Girt, situate in 
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said county. The territory so annexed is described 
as follows: 

First tract. All that certain tract of land situate First tract: 
at Sea Girt, in the township of Wall, in the county annexed” 
of Monmouth, and State of New Jersey, and being °"°™ 
a part of a larger tract belonging to the Sea Girt 
Land Improvement Company, beginning at a stake 
in the middle of Sea Girt avenue, which stake is 
at the distance of four chains and fifty links, meas- 
uring on a course of south forty-five degrees east, 
from a stone in the southeast corner of lands for- 
merly belonging to Charles Graham, deceased, and 
now of said Sea Girt Land Improvement Company,

1. Section 40:101-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

40:101-6. The fire commissioners of every such 
district may, within such district, adopt such rules 
and regulations and alter and amend the same 
from time to time as a majority of them shall deem 
necessary respecting the use, management, care 
and custody of the fire apparatus within such dis- 
triet and under the control of such commissioners, 
including the use, management, care and control 
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of all building and other property used for fire pur- 
poses therein and under the charge of such com- 
missioners, and shall have all the rights and 
powers within said fire district which shall have 
been conferred upon townships by any statute re- 
lating to the prevention of fire and regulating fire 
hazards to life and property.

CHAPTER 188 


Aw Act to regulate the transaction of the business 
of insurance by individuals, partnerships and 
unincorporated associations in this State. 


Bert enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Individual insurance authorized; prerequi- 
sites to doing business. No person, partnership, or 
unincorporated association of persons shall engage 
in the business of insurance in this State except as 
agent of a person, association, or corporation au- 
thorized to do the business of insurance in this 
State, unless possessed of unencumbered assets in 
excess of his or their liabilities in a sum equal to 
the capital stock and surplus required of an insur- 
ance corporation of this State organized upon the 
stock plan, doing the same kind of business, and 
invested in the same manner; nor unless he or they 
shall have deposited with the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance securities of the same char- 
acter and amount required of an insurance com- 
pany organized upon the stock plan doing business 
in this State, nor unless the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance shall have granted to him or 
them a certificate to the effect that he or they have 
complied with all the provisions of law which an 
insurance corporation of this State is required to 
observe, and that the business of insurance speci- 
fied therein may be safely intrusted to the person, 
partnership or association to whom the certificate 
is granted. | 

2. Applicability of laws governing insurance 
corporations. Every person, partnership or as- 
sociation receiving any such certificate shall be sub- 
ject to the insurance laws of this State and to the 
jurisdiction and supervision of the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance in the same manner as 
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if an insurance corporation organized upon the 
stock plan pursuant to the laws of this State, and 
authorized to do the business of insurance specified 
in the certificate. 

3. Designation. No such person, partnership, or 
association shall transact business under a cor- 
porate or fictitious name, or under any name, style 
or title other than the true name of such person, 
or of the persons comprising such partnership or 
association. 

4. Application of act. This act shall not apply 
to any fraternal beneficiary association, mutual 
benefit association, Lloyds association, or any as- 
sociation of individuals exempt by law from the 
operation of the insurance laws of this State, nor 
shall it operate to permit the transaction of busi- 
ness by inter-insurers or reciprocal underwriters. 

5. Construction of terms, for the purposes of 
this act, 

a. the business of insurance shall include the 
issuance of all kinds of endowment policies and 
annuity contracts; 

b. the legal effect of an undertaking to pay the 
equivalent of money, or to do some act of value, 
except the furnishing of services, upon the happen- 
ing of a certain or contingent event, shall be the 
same as an undertaking on the part of an insurer 
to pay a certain or an ascertainable sum of money. 

6. Penalties. Any person who shall violate any 
provision of this act shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be punished accordingly, and, in 
addition thereto, shall be liable to a penalty in the 


sum of five hundred dollars ($500.00) for each vio-. 


lation, to be sued for and collected by the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance in an action 
at law in the name of the State. The Court of 
Chancery shall have jurisdiction to restrain any 
violation of this act in an action brought for that 
purpose by the Commissioner of Banking and In- 
surance, and may appoint a receiver for those 
assets of any person, partnership, or association 
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of persons actually employed in the conduct of 
business in violation of this act.

The phrase ‘‘Series F and FEF Bonds’’ shall 
mean bonds heretofore issued by The Port of New 
York Authority to the State of New Jersey and the 
State of New York pursuant to chapter one hun- 
dred sixty-five of the laws of New Jersey of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-five, chapter 
{wo hundred ninety-three of the laws of New York 
of one thousand nine hundred thirty-five, and chap- 
ter two hundred fifty-three of the laws of New 
York of one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight, in adjustment and liquidation of certain 
claims of said two States in connection with the 
George Washington bridge, being the bonds au- 
thorized by the resolutions of The Port of New 
York Authority adopted May fourteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and _ thirty-five, and March 
seventeenth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight. 
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The phrase ‘‘bonds issued to refund Series F 
and FF Bonds’’ shall mean bonds hereafter 
issued by The Port of New York Authority to re- 
tire Series F' and FEF Bonds by payment or ex- 
change at, prior to or after maturity. 

2. Bonds issued by The Port of New York 
Authority to refund its Series F and FF Bonds 
are hereby made securities in which all State and 
municipal officers and bodies, all banks, bankers, 
trust companies, savings banks, building and loan 
associations, savings and loan associations, invest- 
ment companies and other persons carrying on a 
banking business, all insurance companies, insur- 
ance associations and other persons carrying on an 
insurance business, and all administrators, ex- 
ecutors, guardians, trustees and other fiduciaries, 
and all other persons whatsoever, who are now or 
may hereafter be authorized to invest in bonds or 
other obligations of the State, may properly and 
legally invest any funds, including capital, belong- 
ing to them or within their control; and said obli- 
gations are hereby made securities which may 
properly and legally be deposited with and shall 
be received by any State or municipal officer or 
agency for any purpose for which the deposit of 
bonds or other obligations of this State is now or 
may hereafter be authorized. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

terests and easements therein. The commission 
shall also have power to acquire by purchase, gift, 
or devise, but not by eminent domain, for the pur- 
poses herein set forth, any lands on the top of the 
Palisades or any rights, interests or easements 
therein. Deeds of conveyance for the lands shall 
be made to the commission by its corporate name. 

7. Section 32:14-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

32:14-7. Palisades Interstate Park Commission 
shall have power to receive by gift, contribution or 
bequest, moneys, stocks, bonds, securities or other 
property, and own, hold, invest or otherwise use 
the same.

The commission shall have power 
to sell all personal. property, supplies, chattels,

than ten miles per hour, or (d) operate or cause to 
be operated any motor or horse drawn vehicle or 
bicycle on or along any of the foot-paths or trails 
in the park without a permit from the commission, 
or (e) operate or cause to be operated any motor 
or horse drawn vehicle on any highway in the park 
designated by posted signs thereon as a one way 
drive except in the proper direction and with the 
flow of traffic; or 

(4) (a) Without a permit from the commission 
operate, or cause to be operated, a commercial 
vehicle, bus or trailer on the Henry Hudson drive 
or (b) operating a commercial vehicle and driving 
off anv ferry boat landing in the park, drive other- 
wise than to the right of the road and stop, per- 
mitting all pleasure vehicles to pass ahead of such 
commercial vehicle, or (c) move out of his place in 
any line of traffic established by the commission, or 
(d) ride a bicycle on the Henry Hudson drive or on 
either of the two ferry approach drives or on any 
roads marked ‘‘no bicycle riding,’’ or (e) park or 
store any motor car, motor-cycle, bicycle, wagon 
or other vehicle within the park except in places 
designated for such purpose, or (f) park or operate 
any vehicle in the park, after dark, without lights. 
or (¢) park any vehicle in the park after midnight, 
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during the hours of darkness, in areas other than 
those designated for such purpose; or 

(5) (a) Maintain any camp or camps in the park 
for any period except at such places as may from 
time to time be designated for camping, or (b) 
camp at any place in the park without obtaining a 
permit from the commission for such purpose; or 

(6) (a) Light any fire or fires at any time in any 
part of the park except on or between the shore 
path and the river, or in places designated for such 
purpose, or (b) leave a fire until same has been 
completely extinguished; or 

(7) Without a permit from the commission, (a) 
sell or offer for sale within the park any property 
or privilege, or (b) if a person to whom property 
of the park has been intrusted by the commission 
for personal use, hire, lease or let out the same to 
any other person, or (c) take photographs or mov- 
ing pictures within the park for the purpose of sell- 
ing the negatives thereof or prints therefrom, or 
(d) operate a bus, taxicab or other vehicle for the 
transportation of passengers or property for hire 
or for other commercial purposes within the park 
except that no permit shall be required for the 
operation of such bus, taxicab or other vehicle from 
or to points through the park on State, county or 
other public highways other than Henry Hudson 
drive; provided, that no stops are made in the park 
for the reception or discharge of passengers or 
property, or (e) if operating a boat or airplane for 
hire, discharge or receive passengers at any of the 
docks or lands owned or controlled by the commis- 
sion; or 

(8) Except employees or officers of the commis- 
sion, earry firearms of any description within the 
park, or carry any airgun, sling shot, bow and 
arrow, or any other device whereby a missile may 
be thrown, without a permit from the commis- 
sion; or

pursue with dogs. trap or in any other way molest 
any of the wild birds and beasts found within the 
confines of the park; or

the park or have in his possession while there any

(11) Without a permit from the commission, 
erect or post any sign or notice at any place in the

(12) Without a permit from the commission, 
herd, graze or drive any live stock of any kind in 
or through the park or let such live stock run at

(13) Without a permit from the commission, (a) 
bring into, have or keep in the park any cat or other 
animal destructive of bird life, or (b) bring into, 
have or keep in the park any dog or anv other pet 
or domesticated animal unless the same is in leash 
or in cage; or 

(14) (a) Run or walk on anv of the park drives 
except to cross the same at points designated for 
that purpose, or (b) climb the cliffs at points other 
than those designated for that purpose; or 

(15) (a) Use loud, boisterous or indecent lan- 
guage, or (b) interfere with any officer of the park 
in the performance of his duty, or (c) be indecently 
dressed or exposed within the confines of the park, 
or (d) conduct himself in such a manner as to en- 
danger the life, limb or property of other visitors 
to the park, or (e) conduct himself in such a manner 
as to be suggestive of immoral acts or to be offen- 
sive or injurious to the morals of any other per- 
son; or 

(16) Possess within the park any narcotic drug 
or intoxicating liquor other than liquor on sale in 
the park under State license; or 

(17) (a) Bathe, dive or swim in or off any 
property of the park, except at points designated 
for that purpose, or (b) change his clothing or dis- 
robe except in the bath houses provided for that 
purpose, or (ce) propel, land or store any canoe, 
boat or any other vessel in or near any waters 
within or off the park property, except at points 
designated for that purpose; or 
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(18) Fish or crab off any docks or property of 
the park except at points designated for that pur- 
pose. 

Every person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be liable to a penalty for 
each offense of a fine of not more than fifty dollars 
or imprisonment in the county jail for a term of not 
more than thirty days, or both.

All proceeds derived from the operation 
of such facilities or from any of the operations 
of the commission in this State shall be used by 
the commission for the development and manage- 
ment of the portions of the park in this State.

Aw Act concerning the retirement of employees 
in counties of the first class, and amending sec- 
tion 43:10-1 of the Revised Statutes. 


Burir enactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:10-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43:10-1. As used in this article: 

‘‘Be retired on half pay’’ means retired on a 
pension equal to one-half of the annual salary at 
the time of retirement. 

‘‘County employee’’ or ‘‘employee’’ means and 
includes all employees and officers in service in 
any county of the first class, and of any county 
board, body or commission maintained out of 
county funds in a county of the first class, and in- 
cludes a laborer and recognized as a permanent 
laborer, whether paid on an hourly, daily, monthly 
or annual basis, (it being the intent to exclude 
transient labor from the operation of this article) 
but does not include any member of the police or 
fire department. The pension commission may 
determine whether or not the employment of an 
employee is permanent within the meaning of this 
article. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
43 :1-1 of this Title, any person heretofore or here- 
after accepting any employment in the county 
under the age of forty-five years shall be eligible 
to join as a ‘county employee’”’ or ‘‘employee’’ as 
herein above defined.

1. Section 17:12-60 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


17 :12-60. A building and loan association organ- 
ized under this chapter and which is a member of 
the Federal Home Loan Bank of New York may 
convert itself into a Federal savings and loan as- 
sociation pursuant to an Act of Congress approved 
June thirteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-three, entitled ‘‘Home Owners Loan Act of 
1933,’’ with the same force and effect as though 
originally incorporated under such Act of Congress 
and the proceedings to effect such conversion shall 
be as follows: 

a. When, in the judgment of the board of direc- 
tors of such association, it shall be deemed advis- 
able and for the interests of its members that the 
same shall be converted into a Federal savings and 
loan association, as provided in this section, the 
board of directors shall adopt a resolution to that 
effect.

sioner shall, pursuant to any of the provisions of 
this Title, take possession of the property and busi- 
ness of an association whose members’ or share- 
holders’ shares, accounts or investments have been

sociation whose shares, share account, or account 
is insured and who is not entitled by wav of with- 
drawal or maturity rights to a sum greater than 
the maximum amount for which a single member 
may be insured by the corporation, and whose ac- 
count has been paid, or made available for payment. 
The right to vote herein conferred shall be exer- 
cised by the corporation by any of its officers, or 
by such person or persons as its board of trustees 
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may designate. All votes so cast by the corporation 
shall have the same effect and shall be considered 
for all purposes whatsoever as if severally and in- 
dividually cast by the members of the association 
whose shares, share accounts, or accounts are in- 
sured as aforesaid, and who are severally entitled 
to a sum not greater than the maximum amount for 
which a single member may be insured by the cor- 
poration.

CHAPTER 209 


' An Acr concerning motor fuels, and amending 
sections 54:39-2, 54:39-5, 54:39-6, 54:39-31, 
04 :39-41 and 54 :39--64 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit Enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:39-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

5439-2. ‘‘Wuels’’ means (a) all products com- 
monly or commercially known or sold as gasoline 
(including casinghead and absorption or natural 
gasoline), benzol, benzene or naphtha regardless of 
their classification or uses; and (b) any liquid pre- 
pared, advertised, offered for sale or sold for use 
as or commonly and commercially used as a fuel in 
internal combustion engines, which when subject 
to distillation in accordance with the standard 
method of test for distillation of gasoline, naphtha, 
kerosene and similar petroleum products (Ameri- 
ean Society of Testing Material Designation D-86) 
show not less than ten per centum distilled (re- 
covered) below three hundred forty-seven degrees 
(347°) Fahrenheit (one hundred seventy-five de- 
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erees (175°) centigrade) and not less than ninety- 
five per centum distilled (recovered) below four 
hundred sixty-four degrees (464°) Fahrenheit 
(two hundred forty degrees (240°) centigrade) ; 
and (c) all combustible gases which exist in a 
gaseous state at sixty degrees (60°) Fahrenheit 
and at fourteen and seven-tenths (14.7) pounds per 
square inch absolute, and other products not in- 
cluded within the foregoing provisions of this 
paragraph; provided, however, that only those 
quantities of said combustible gases and said other 
products which are used or sold to be used to pro- 
pel motor vehicles upon the public highways shall 
be subject to this act. 

2. Section 54:39-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

04 :39-5. ‘‘Retail dealer’’ means any person, as 
herein defined, operating a service station, filling 
station, store, garage, or other fixed place of busi- 
ness for the sale of motor fuel for delivery into the 
service tank or tanks of any vehicle propelled by an 
internal combustion engine. 

3. Section 54:39-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

54 :39-6. ‘* Wholesale dealer’? means any person, 
as herein defined, who engages in the business of 
selling motor fuels to other persons who resell the 
said motor fuel or who place or have the said fuel 
placed into their containers or storage tanks for 
future consumption. The words containers or stor- 
age tanks as here used shall not apply to vehicle 
service tanks used only to carry motor fuels for 
use in propelling only the vehicle carrying such 
tanks. 

4. Section 54:39-31 of the Revised Statutes is. 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

54:39-31. Every wholesale dealer shall, before 
engaging in said wholesale business, procure from 
the commissioner a license for each establishment 
or place of business so operated. When said whole- 
sale dealer carries on business by the sale of motor 
fel from a motor vehicle he may procure such 
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license either for his place of business, if any, or 
for his motor vehicle if he has no permanent place 
of business. A license fee of two dollars ($2.00) 
shall be paid for the issuing of such license. 

5. Section 54:39-41 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

54 :39-41. Every person operating any convey- 
ance for the purpose of hauling, transporting or 
delivering fuel shall, before entering upon the pub- 
lic highways or waterways of this State with such 
conveyance, apply for the registration thereof to 
the commissioner on such form as shall be provided 
by the commissioner, and the commissioner shall 
issue separate license cards for each such convey- 
ance intended to be operated over the highways or 
waterways of this State, which card shall show the 
license number assigned, and the name and address 
of the owner of the conveyance and such other in- 
formation as the commissioner shall prescribe. 
Such card shall be displayed on the conveyance at 
all times during its operation on the public high- 
ways or waterways of this State. The commis- 
sioner shall supply a license plate to the licensee 
for each conveyance so operated, containing the 
number assigned to the conveyance, and the words 
‘“New Jersey motor fuel transport license’’ or any 
abbreviation thereof authorized by the commis- 
sioner. Such license plate shall be attached to each 
such conveyance so that it is readily visible at all 
times and in such a manner as the commissioner 
may regulate. For the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-nine and subsequent years a license 
fee of two dollars shall be paid for the licensing of 
each such conveyance. Every license issued pur- 
suant to the provisions of this section shall expire 
on December thirty-first in each year. Nothing con- 
tained in this section shall in any manner relieve 
or discharge the owner or operator of such convey- 
ance from complying with any or all provisions of 
other laws. 
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6. Section 54:39-64 of the Revised Statutes, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

54 :39-64. (a) Any person importing fuels, as 
herein defined, into this State, for the purpose of 
blending the same with other fuels upon which the 
tax provided for in this chapter has been prepaid, 
or is properly owing to the State, shall be required 
to obtain a special permit from the commissioner 
similar to the license granted to a distributor, as 
hereinbefore provided. Such person shall be re- 
quired to file a report with the commissioner, dis- 
closing the amount of fuel so imported, and such 
additional information as the commissioner may 
require for the proper administration of this chap- 
ter, within five days from the receipt of such fuels. 
Upon application to the commissioner, the period 
within which such reports shall be filed may be 
extended to a period of sixty days, if it shall be 
deemed advisable by the commissioner. <A tax of 
three cents per gallon on the total number of gal- 
lons so imported, together with any unpaid tax on 
such other fuels, shall be paid to the commissioner 
and accompany the report. HEvery person import- 
ing fuel into this State shall be presumed to have 
blended such fuel, and proof of such importation 
shall be prima facie evidence that such fuel is tax- 
able, as provided herein. 

(b) Any person, not licensed as a distributor, 
purchasing motor fuel on which there has been no 
charge made to him of the motor fuel tax thereon, 
if the same be thereafter used or sold for use in the 
operation of a motor vehicle upon the highways, 
shall be required to obtain a special license from the 
State Tax Commissioner. Such person shall, on or 
before the last business day of each month, render a 
report to the commissioner, stating the number of 
eallons of fuel purchased, nsed or sold for use in 
this State by him during the preceding calendar 
month and such additional information as the com- 
missioner may require. A tax of three cents per 
eallon on the total number of gallons so used or

sold for use shall be paid to the commissioner and 
accompany such report. 

(c) This section, including subdivisions (a) and 
(b) shall not apply to distributors duly licensed in 
accordance with the provisions of this chapter.

Aw Acr to amend an act entitled ‘‘ An act concern- 
ing propaganda inciting race, color or religious 
hatred, and supplementing chapter one hundred 
fifty-seven-B of Title 2 of the Revised Statutes,”’ 
approved June twenty-sixth, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine. 


Be ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Wearing of uniforms; prohibited. 

a. It shall be unlawful for anv person to ap- 
pear in any public place or in the public view 
attired in any uniform similar to that worn by 
the military, semimilitary, naval, police, storm 
troop or other official or semiofficial forces of 
any foreign State, nation or government, or 
attired in any distinctive part or parts of such 
uniform, or to assemble in any place with other 
persons similarly attired. 

b. It shall be unlawful for any person to ap- 
pear in any public place or in the public view 
attired in the uniform or wearing the distine- 
tive garment of any association of persons of 
whatsoever nature or form which engages in, 
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adopts or imitates the drill formations, salutes 
or other methods or practices or the symbols 
of any foreign military, semimilitary, naval, 
police, storm troop or similar foreign organ- 
ization, or to assemble in any place with other 
persons similarly attired. 

e. It shall be unlawful for the proprietor, 
manager or keeper of a public hall, public 
garden, theatre or any other place of public 
meeting, resort or amusement to permit 
therein any assemblage of persons attired as 
prohibited in this section. 

d. In any prosecution hereunder, there shall 
be presumption that the wearing of the uniform 
of a foreign State, nation or government, or of 
any of its official or semiofficial forces, con- 
stitutes a violation of this section. 


This section shall not apply to the officers or 
members of the diplomatic, military, semimilitary, 
naval, police or other official or semiofficial forces 
of any foreign State, nation or government law- 
fully within the State of New Jersey, nor to any 
student of any school or academy recognized by 
the Board of Regents of the State of New Jersey, 
nor to the members of the cast of any stage or 
motion picture production characterizing the of- 
ficials of a foreign State, nation or government, or 
the officers or members of any of the organizations 
specified in subdivision a of this section; nor to 
any duly recognized organization of American ex- 
service men and women. 

2. Any person violating any provision of this 
chapter shall be guilty. of a misdemeanor and shall 
be punishable by a fine of not more than five thou- 
sand dollars ($5,000.00) nor less than two hundred 
dollars ($200.00), or by imprisonment for not ex- 
ceeding three years, nor less than ninety days, or 
both.

Aw Acr relating to the regulation of rates of speed 
of motor vehicles operated on the highways, and 
amending Title 39, section 39:4-98, of the Re- 
vised Statutes.

1. Section 39:4-98 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :4-98. Rates of speed. Subject to the provi- 
sions of section 39:4-96 of this Title and except in 
those instances where a lower speed is specified in 
this chapter, it shall be prima facie lawful for the 
driver of a vehicle to drive it at a speed not exceed- 
ing the following: 

a. Ten miles an hour, when passing a school dur- 
ing’ recess or while children are going to or leaving 
school, during opening or closing hours; 

b. Fifteen miles an hour when approaching 
within fifty feet and in traversing an intersection 
of highways, when the driver’s view is obstructed. 
A driver’s view shall be deemed to be obstructed 
when, at any time during the last fifty feet of his 
approach to the intersection, he does not have a 
clear and uninterrupted view of the intersection and 
of traffic upon all of the highways entering the in- 
tersection, for a distance of two hundred feet from 
the intersection; 

e. Fifteen miles an hour, in traversing or going 
around curves or traversing a grade upon a high- 
way when the driver’s view is obstructed within a 
distance of one hundred feet along the highway in 
the direction in which he is proceeding ; 

d. Twenty miles an hour on a highway in a busi- 
ness district, when traffic on the highway is con- 
trolled at intersections by traffic officers or traffic 
sionals ; | 
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ae e. Fifteen miles an hour on all other highways 
in a business district. 

Residential f. Twenty miles an hour in a residence district; 
Forty-mile e. Forty miles an hour under all other conditions 
nee except as hereinafter set forth; 

aaa iae h. Forty-five miles an hour for passenger ve- 
assigned hicles only within zones designated by the commis-

pesignation of 1, The commissioner may designate any part of

Aw Act to amend the title, preamble and body of an 
act entitled ‘‘An act to incorporate ‘The Union

Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 
‘¢An act to incorporate The Union Association of 
the Children’s Home of Burlington County.’’ (New 
Jersey) 

2. The preamble of the act of which this act is 
an amendment is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: : 


Wuerras, A number of persons, residents of the 
county of Burlington, in this State, have formed 
an association, assuming the name of ‘‘ The Union 
Association of the Children’s Home of Burling- 
ton County,’’ the object of which is to provide 
and sustain a home for destitute white children, 
and to afford them the advantages of moral, re- 
ligious and useful training; and 


Wuereas, It is apprehended that the objects of the 
said association will be promoted by being in- 
corporated; therefore, 


3. Section six of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

6. The managers may take under their enardian- 
ship all white children who are in a state of orphan- 
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the surrender of such children by their father, or, 
in ease of his death or legal incapacity, or his im- 
prisonment for crime, or his abandoning and neg- 
lecting to provide for his family, then by their 
mother or by their guardians, by any instrument or 
declaration in writing; and in case there be no 
parents living, or other person or persons having 
charge of such children; then any overseer of the 
poor in the county of Burlington shall be deemed 
and considered the legal guardians of such children 
for the purposes of this act, who are hereby author- 
ized to commit such children to the care and custody 
of said board of managers. The managers in their 
guardianship of such children shall have the entire 
and exclusive control of such children during their 
minority, and shall cause them to be educated and 
instructed in a proper manner, and may in their 
discretion, place the said children in suitable homes 
or with such persons as may desire to adopt them, 
or at service in some suitable employment, to learn 
such trades as in the judgment of the managers will 
be most conducive to the benefit and advantage of 
said children, subject to the consent of any parent 
who pays regularly to the association for the sup- 
port of any such child. The managers shall, not- 
withstanding such placement, exercise a general 
oversight of the child end may retake the child 
into their own custody whenever it appears to the 


Period of care. managers that the child’s welfare so requires. The 
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charge and control of the managers over the said 
children, shall extend until the age of eighteen years 
for girls and twenty-one years for boys, or the 
managers in their discretion may return the chil- 
dren to their parents, or the surviving parent, or 
their enardians at any time.

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CHAPTER 213 


An Acr concerning checks, drafts or warrants is- 
sued by the State Board of Children’s Guardians 
which remain uneashed for a period of one year, 
and providing for the disposition of monies held 
for the payment thereof. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians shall have issued, or shal] hereafter is- 
sue, any cheeks, drafts or warrants to be paid from 
monies received from the Federal Government, the 
State, or any county of this State for the mainte- 
nance of dependent children, and such checks, 
drafts or warrants shall not be cashed for a period 
of one-year from the date of issue, the following 
procedure shall be taken: 

a. The State Board of Children’s Guardians 
shall give due notice to the bank on which such 
checks, drafts or warrants were issued that no pay- 
ment shall be made thereon. 

b. The State Board of Children’s Guardians shall 
then from time to time deposit in a special fund 
monies in an amount equal to that represented by 
such checks, drafts or warrants, which monies shall 
be held for the payment of such checks, drafts or 
warrants. Such special fund shall be in the custody 
and control of the treasurer of the State Board of 
Children’s Guardians, and his official bond given as 
such treasurer shall be responsible for the faithful 
keeping and distribution of such fund. 

e. The monies so deposited shall be maintained 
in such special fund for a period of six years from 
the date of deposit, and, if still unclaimed after 
that time by anyone having a legal right thereto, 
shall be credited to the Federal Government, the 
State, or any county of this State in the same pro- 
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portion as such monies were received by the State 
Board of Children’s Guardians in the original in- 
stance; provided, however, that monies in an 
amount equal to that represented by checks, drafts 
or warrants issued prior to the effective date of this 
act and remaining uncashed, may be proportion- 
ately credited to the Federal Government, the State 
or any county of this State after seven years from 
the date of issue of such checks, drafts or warrants, 
although such monies are not deposited or held in 
such special fund for the period of time herein- 
before specified. 

2. Whenever the State Board of Children’s 
Guardians shall have credited any monies to the 
Federal Government, the State or any county of 
this State pursuant to the provisions of this act, it 
shall thereupon be free of all obligations as to those 
checks, drafts or warrants for which such monies 
had been held for payment. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 214 


An Acr to validate certain conveyances of corpora- 
tions by surviving directors. 


Be rr Enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every deed of lands, tenements and heredita- 
ments heretofore made bv the surviving directors 
of any corporation as trustees shall be held to have 
vested in the grantee or grantees thereof as full 
and amnle an estate in said lands as was thereby 
intended to be conveved notwithstanding the true 
or actual consideration for said deed shall not have 
been stated therein. The record of every such deed 
shall be admissible in evidence as fully and com- 
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pletely for all purposes as if such deed had the true 
or actual consideration stated therein. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 215 


An Act to ratify, confirm, validate and make legal 
and effectual the assignment of certificates of 
sale for unpaid taxes, assessments or other mu- 
nicipal liens heretofore authorized and made by 
municipalities. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All assignments of certificates of sale for un- 
paid taxes, assessments or other municipal liens 
heretofore authorized by resolution of the govern- 
ing body of any municipality in this State and made 
in pursuance of such resolution, and all proceedings 
had thereunder, are hereby ratified, confirmed, 
validated and in all respects declared legal and 
effectual. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 216 


An Acr pertaining to the judicial and executive 
powers of the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, 
and amending sections 39 :5-2 and 39 :5-80 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 39:5-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39:5-2. The commissioner shall have the same 
powers as are conferred by this subtitle on a magis- 
trate. 

In considering violations of this subtitle, the 
commissioner may hold court in any municipality 
in the State, upon five days’ notice given to the 
defendants summoned to appear before him. 

2. Section 39:5-30 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

39 :5-30. Every registration certificate and every 
license certificate to drive motor vehicles may be 
suspended or revoked by the commissioner for a 
violation of any of the provisions of this Title or 
on any other reasonable grounds, after due notice 
in writing of such proposed suspension or revoca- 
tion and the ground thereof. 

He may also summon witnesses to appear before 
him at his office or at any other place he designates, 
to give testimony in a hearing which he holds 
looking toward a revocation of a license or regis- 
tration certificate issued by or under his authority. 
The summons shall be served at least five days 
before the return date, either by registered mail 
or personal service. A person who fails to obey 
the summons shall be subject to a penalty not ex- 
eeeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered with 
costs in an action at law, prosecuted by the 
Attorney-General, and in addition the vehicle 
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registration or driver’s license, or both, as the case 
may be, shall forthwith be revoked. The fees for 
witnesses required to attend before the commis- 
sioner shall be one dollar for each day’s attendance 
and three cents for every mile of travel by the 
nearest generally traveled route in going to and 
from the place where the attendance of the witness 
is required. These fees shall be paid when the 
witness is excused from further attendance, and 
the disbursements made from payment of the fees 
shall be audited and paid in the manner provided 
for expenses of the department. The actual con- 
duct of said hearing may be delegated by the com- 
missioner to such departmental employees as he 
may designate, in which case the said employees 
shall recommend to the commissioner, in writing, 
whether the said licenses or certificates shall or 
shall not be suspended or revoked. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 217 


Aw Act concerning the salaries of members of the 
several county boards of taxation, ratifying, 
validating, approving and confirming all salaries 
heretofore paid to members of the county boards 
of taxation, and amending section 54:3-6 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Ber rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:3-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

54 :3-6. The salaries of the members of the sev- 
eral boards shall be paid in equal monthly install- 
ments by the State Treasurer upon warrants 
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drawn by the Comptroller, and shall be as follows: 
In counties having a population of more than five 
hundred thousand, an annual salary of forty-five 
hundred dollars; in counties having between two 
hundred and seventy-five thousand and five hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants, an annual salary of 
thirty-five hundred dollars; in counties having be- 
tween two hundred thousand and two hundred and 
seventy-five thousand inhabitants, an annual sal- 
ary of twenty-six hundred dollars; in counties hav- 
ine between one hundred and fifty thousand and 
two hundred thousand inhabitants, an annual sal- 
ary of twenty-four hundred dollars; except as 
hereinafter provided, in counties having between 
seventy-five thousand and one hundred and fifty 
thousand inhabitants, an annual salary of two 
thousand dollars; except as hereinafter provided, 
in counties having not more than seventy-five thou- 
sand inhabitants, an annual salary of twelve hun- 
dred dollars; in counties bordering upon the 
Atlantic ocean, and having not less than fifty thou- 
sand nor more than one hundred and fifty thousand 
inhabitants, an annual salary of three thousand 
dollars.

1. Section 48:12-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43:12-1. A person who has been continuously im 
the employ of any city for a period of twenty-five 
years and has reached the age of seventy years or 
who has been continuously in the employ of any 
city for a period of forty years and has reached the 
age of sixty years, may retire or be retired at any 
time thereafter. On or after retirement he shall 
be paid by the city one-half of the amount he was 
receiving as salary from the city at the time of his 
retirement. 

Nothing in this section shall in any way affect 
the provisions of chapter sixteen of this Title 
(43 :16-1 et seq.). 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved July 12, 1939. 


CHAPTER 219 


An Acr concerning the Department of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The position of chief auditor in the Depart- 
ment of the Comptroller of the Treasury shall be 
classified by the Civil Service Commission in the 
classified service of the State, and the present chief 
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auditor in the Department of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury, who shall have been employed in 
said department, for a period of at least seven 
years immediately prior to the taking effect of this 
act, shall continue to hold his employment and shall 
not be removed therefrom except in accordance 
with the provisions of the civil service law, and 
supplements and amendments thereto. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act concerning evidence and witnesses, and 
supplementing subtitle eleven, of Title 2, of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever it is relevant to the case of the 
prosecution or the defense in a proceeding involv- 
ine parentage of a child, the trial court, by order, 
may direct that the mother, her child and the de- 
fendant submit to one or more blood grouping tests 
to determine whether or not the defendant can be 
excluded from the probability of being the father 
of the child. The testimony of experts to the result 
of the test shall be receivable in evidence, but only 
in cases where definite exclusion of parentage of 
the defendant is indicated. The tests shall be made 
by duly qualified physicians, to be appointed by 
the court. Such experts shall be subject to cross 
examination by both parties after the court has 
caused them to disclose their findings to the court 
or to the court and jury. Whenever the court 
orders such blood grouping tests to be taken and 
one of the persons thus directed shall refuse to 
submit to such tests, such fact shall be disclosed 
upon the trial in the discretion of the court. 

2. Whenever it shall be relevant in a civil action 
to determine the parentage or the identity of any 
child or other person, the court, by order, may 
direct that any party to the action and the person 
whose parentage or identity is involved submit to 
one or more blood grouping tests, to be made by 
duly qualified physicians under such restrictions 
and directions as the court or judge shall deem 
proper. Whenever such test is ordered and made, 
the testimony of the experts to the results thereof, 
subject to cross examination as in section one, shall 
be receivable in evidence, but only in cases where 
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definite exclusion is indicated. The order for such 
blood grouping tests also may direct that the testi- 
mony of such experts and of the persons so to be 
examined be taken by deposition. The court shall 
determine how and by whom the costs of such ex- 
eminations shall be paid. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 222 


Aw Act placing employees of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury engaged in the work of auditing or 
preauditing under tenure of office. 


Be rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All the employees of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury employed in the work of auditing or pre- 
auditing, who shall have been so employed at least 
three years immediately prior to the taking effect 
of this act, shall continue to hold their employ- 
ments and shall not be removed therefrom except 
for good cause shown after a fair and impartial 
trial, but shall hold their employments during good 
behavior, and shall not be removed for political 
reasons. . 

2. Nothing herein contained shall alter, vary, 
limit or abridge the power and authority of the 
Comptroller of the Treasury to hereafter appoint 
fit persons or employees in the work of auditing 
and preauditing, and the power of the Comptroller 
of the Treasury to appoint and employ persons in 
his department shall remain as heretofore.

An Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and 
amending section 33:1-43 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 33:1-48 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

33 :1-43. It shall be unlawful for any owner, part 
owner, stockholder or officer or director of any 
corporation, or any other person whatsoever inter- 
ested in anyway whatsoever in any brewery, 
winery, distillery or rectifying and blending plant, 
or any wholesaler of alcoholic beverages, to con- 
duct, own either in whole or in part, or be directly 
or indirectly interested in the retailing of any alco- 
holic beverages except as provided in this chapter, 
and such interest shall include any payments or 
delivery of money or property by way of loan or 
otherwise accompanied by an agreement to sell 
the product of said brewery, winery, distillery, 
rectifying and blending plant or wholesaler. Prior 
to December sixth, one thousand nine hundred and 
forty, the ownership of or mortgage upon or any 
other interest in licensed premises if such owner- 
ship, mortgage or interest existed on December 
sixth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three, 
shall not be deemed to be an interest in the retail- 
ing of aleoholic beverages. On and after Decem- 
ber stxth, one thousand nine hundred and forty, 
the ownership of or mortgage upon or any other 
interest in licensed premises if such ownership, 
mortgage or interest existed on December sixth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-three, shall 
not be deemed to be an interest in the retailing of 
alcoholic beverages; provided, none of the products 
of the brewery, winery, distillery, rectifying and 
blending plant, or wholesaler, is sold directly or 
indirectly at the licensed premises. 
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It shall be unlawful for any owner, part owner, 
stockholder or officer or director of any corpora- 
tion, or any other person whatsoever, interested in 
any way whatsoever in the retailing of alcoholic 
beverages to conduct, own either in whole or in 
part, or to be a shareholder, officer or director of a 
corporation or association, directly or indirectly, 
interested in any brewery, winery, distillery, 
rectifying and blending plant, or wholesaling or 
importing interests of any kind whatsoever outside 
of the State. 

No interest in the retailing of alcoholic beverages 
shall be deemed to exist by reason of the owner- 
ship, delivery or loan of interior signs designed 
for and exclusively used for advertising the prod- 
uct of or product offered for sale by such brewery, 
winery, distillery or rectifying and blending plant 
or wholesaler. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act appropriating moneys for the reimburse- 
ment of school districts for the education of crip- 
pled children. 


Burt enacteo by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated eighty-three 
thousand, nine hundred sixty-six dollars and 
ninety-five cents ($83,966.95) for the reimburse- 
ment of school districts for one-half of the excess 
cost of educating crippled children within the sev- 
eral districts of the State for the school year end- 
ing June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine, in accordance with the provisions of 
sections 18:10-41 and 18:10-49 of the Revised 
Statutes. The moneys in this item are to be de- 
ducted pursuant to Revised Statutes, section 
18:10-31. Payments to the several districts shall 
be made by the State Treasurer upon the warrant 
of the Commissioner of Education.

The officials and auditors of the county shall 
have access at all reasonable times to the books 
and records of a hospital which shall receive the 
appropriation or part thereof, for the purpose of 
ascertaining the deficit in operating expenses and 
the application of the moneys so appropriated or 
apportioned and the financial needs or require- 
ments of the hospital.

to be correct by the officers of the meeting or meet- 
ings at which such resolution was adopted, 
directors elected and seal adopted, shall be filed 
in the office of the clerk of the county in which the 
association is located, for which service the county 
clerk shall be entitled to receive the fee provided 
in section 22:2-19 of the Title Fees and Costs.

1. The appointing authority in all counties, mu- 
nicipalities and school districts that have, or shall 
in the future adopt the provisions contained in 
subtitle three, Title 11, of the Revised Statutes of 
New Jersey, shall after consultations with the 
heads of departments and their principal assist- 
ants, prepare regulations regarding holidays, 
hours of work, attendance and annual sick and 
special leaves of absence with or without pay or 
with redueed pay for permanent employees in the 
classified service of such county, municipality or 
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school district; provided, however, that every per- 
manent employee in the classified service shall be 
ervanted at least the following annual leave for 
vacation purposes with pay in and for each calen- 
dar year, except as otherwise herein provided: Up 
to one year of service, one working day’s vacation 
for eath month of service; after one year and up 
to twenty years of service, twelve working days’ 
vacation; after twenty years of service, sixteen 
working days’ vaeation. Where in any calendar 
year the vacation or any part thereof is not granted 
by reason of pressure of such county, municipality 
or school district business, such vacation periods 
or parts thereof not granted shall accumulate and 
shall be granted during the next sueceeding year 
only. In determining all vacation leave, the years 
of service of such employees prior and subsequent 
to the adoption of this act shall be used. 

2. An employee who is a member of the national 
guard or naval militia of this State or of the mil- 
tary or naval forces of the United States required 
to undergo field training therein, shall be entitled 
to additional leave of absence with pay for the 
pertod of such field training. 

3. In the preparation and administration of 
regulations regarding sick leaves of absence with 
pay, every employee in the classified service of 
such county, municipality or school district shall, 
in addition to his or her annual vacation-leave with 
pay, be granted sick leave, as hereinafter defined, 
with pay of not less than one working day for every 
month of service during the remainder of the first 
calendar year of service following permanent ap- 
pointment and in addition fifteen working days in 
every calendar year thereafter. If any such em- 
ployee requires none or only a portion of such 
allowable sick leave for any calendar year, the 
amount of such leave not taken shall accumulate 
to his or her eredit from year to year and such 
employee shall be entitled to such accumulated 
sick leave of absence with pay if and when needed. 
In computing the accumulation of sick leave, the 
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years of service of such employee prior and sub- 
sequent to the adoption of this act shall be used. 

4. The appointing authority shall establish reg- 
ulations extending leaves of absence with pay or 
with part pay for longer periods to employees dis- 
abled either through injury or illness as a result 
of, or arising from, their respective employment. 

5. Sick leave is hereby defined to mean absence 
from post of duty of an employee because of ill- 
ness. accident, exposure to contagious disease, 
attendance upon a member of the employee’s im- 
mediate family seriously ill requiring the care or 
attendance of such employee, or absence caused by 
death in the immediate family of such employee. 
A certificate of a reputable physician in attendance 
shall be required as sufficient proof of need of leave 
of absence of the employee or the need of em- 
_ployee’s attendance upon a member of the em- 
ployee’s immediate family. In case of leave of 
absence due to contagious disease a certificate from 
the Department of Health shall be required. In 
ease of death in the family of the employee, anv 
reasonable proof required by the department head 
shall be sufficient. 

6. Provided, however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to apply to any police- 
men or firemen or police or fire department in any 
municipality of this State. 

7. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect im- 
“mediately.

11:14-1. The chief examiner and secretary shall, 
after consultation with the heads of departments 
and their principal assistants, prepare, and, after 
approval by the commission, administer regula- 
tions regarding holidays, hours of work, attend- 
ance and annual, sick and special leaves of absence 
with or without pay or with reduced pay for per- 
manent employees in the classified service; pro- 
vided, however, that every permanent employee in 
the classified service shall be granted at least the 
following annual leave for vacation purposes with 
pay in and for each calendar year, except as other- 
wise herein provided: Up to one year of service, 
one working day’s vacation for each month of serv- 
ice; after one year and up to twenty years of 
service, twelve working days’ vacation; after 
twenty years of service, sixteen working days’ 
vacation. Where in any calendar year the vaca- 
tion or any part thereof is not granted by reason 
of pressure of State business, such vacation 
periods or parts thereof not granted shall aceumu- 
late and shall be granted during the next sueceed- 
ing calendar vear only. In determining all vaca- 
tion leave, the years of service of such employees 
prior and subsequent to the adoption of this act 
shall be used.

An Act concerning alcoholic beverages, and 
amending section 33:1-10 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 33:1-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

33 :1-10. Class A licenses shall be subdivided and 
classified as follows: 

(1)a. Plenary brewery license. The holder of 
this license shall be entitled, subject to rules and 
regulations, to brew any malt alcoholic beverages 
and to distribute and sell his products to whole- 
salers and retailers licensed respectively in accord- 
ance with this chapter, and to sell and distribute 
without this State to any persons pursuant to the 
laws of the places of such sale and distribution, 
and to maintain a warehouse. The fee for this 
license shall be four thousand dollars. 

(1)b. Limited brewery license. The holder of 
this license shall be entitled, subject to rules and 
regulations, to brew any malt alcoholic beverages 
in a quantity dependent upon the following fees 
and not in excess of three hundred thousand bar- 
rels of thirty-one fluid gallons capacity per year 
and to be expressed in said license and to distrib- 
ute and sell his products to wholesalers and retail- 
ers licensed respectively in accordance with this 
chapter, and to sell and distribute without this 
State to any persons pursuant to the laws of the 
places of such sale and distribution, and to main- 
tain a warehouse.

a. That large quantities of land owned by certain 
cities of this State have remained vacant and un- 
developed for long periods of time. 

b. That many of these vacant lands are and for 
a long time have been suitable for industrial use, 
and that the use thereof for industrial purposes 
has been unduly retarded. 

ce. That the inability of the said cities to sell or 
lease the said lands and to aecomplish the settle- 
ment of industrial enterprises thereon has been due 
in part to the lack of facilities to assist industrial 
coneerns to acquire or lease these lands and to erect 
thereon the buildings required for the industrial 
use thereof. 

d. That agencies other than those which now 
exist are necessary to accomplish the settlement 
of industrial enterprises on these lands, and to 
overcome the obstacles which now impede such 
settlement. 

e. That until these lands are put to the produc- 
tive use to which they are adapted, they constitute 
an economic liability to the cities in which they are 
located, and to the inhabitants of these cities. 

f. That the social, economic and general welfare 
of the inhabitants of these eities and of this State 
requires that exhaustive study be made of the 
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utility of these lands for private ownership and 
industrial occupation, and that the advantages 
thereof be given wide publicity, and that the early 
productive use and the improvement and develop- 
ment thereof be accomplished. 

e@. That the social, economic and general welfare 
of the people of these cities, by reason of the con- 
centrated population thereof, requires the im- 
mediate exploitation of all reasonable means for 
the industrial expansion of these cities. 

h. That an economic emergency exists in these 
cities and in the State of New Jersey, which is 
largely contributed to by the high rates of munici- 
pal property taxes and by a condition of wide- 
spread unemployment. 

i. That the ownership and use of these lands by 
private industry, and the erection of buildings 
thereon, will increase the revenues and the amount 
of taxable ratables of these cities in which they are 
located, and will afford increased employment and 
relief from the burdens of taxation to the inhabit- 
ants of these cities and of the State of New Jersey. 

3. Section two of said act as set forth in section 
40:190-2 of the Revised Statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :190-2. 2. The purpose of this act is to make 
provision, through the medium of local industrial 
commissions, for means to insure adequate study 
of and publicity for the extent, advantages and 
utility of the vacant lands owned by the cities of 
this State; to overcome the obstacles which impede 
the industrial use thereof; to provide methods for 
the sale or lease thereof to industrial establish- 
ments and, where necessary to induce such sale 
or lease or the industrial settlement thereof, to pro- 
vide for the erection of buildings thereon; to 
provide relief from excessive property taxes in 
cities through revenues to be derived from the in- 
dustrial use of vacant lands owned by these cities, 
and by the ultimate placement thereof among the 
taxable ratables of the cities; to relieve unemploy- - 
ment by providing a program of industrial build- 
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ing construction and by inducing industrial 
establishments to settle on the vacant lands owned 
by cities; and to promote the social, economic and 
general welfare of the cities and inhabitants of 
cities and of this State. The purposes recited are 
hereby declared to be public purposes. 

4. Section three of said act as set forth in section 
40:190-8 of the Revised Statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

40 :190-3. 3. The following terms, whenever used 
or referred to in this act, shall have the following 
meanings, unless a different meaning clearly ap- 
pears from the context: . 

A. The term ‘‘commission,’’ when used alone, 
shall mean an industrial commission created by 
the governing body of a city of the State of New 
Jersey. pursuant to the provisions of this act. 

B. The term ‘‘city,’’ when used alone and with- 
out qualifying terms, shall mean a municipality 
by the authority of whose governing body an in- 
dustrial commission shall have been created, 
pursuant to the provisions of this act.

40 :190-7. 7. a. In so far as may be practicable, 
the employees and assistants required by the com- 
mission shall be recruited from the public officers 
and employees of the city served by the commis- 
sion. The city engineer shall be the engineer of 
the commission; the city corporation counsel or 
attorney for the eity shall be counsel to the com- 
mission; and the several departments of the city’s 
government shall be available to the commission 
for- the purposes of the commission’s business. 
City employees serving the commission shall do 
so without compensation other than their regular 
compensation as employees of the city. The com- 
mission shall, from time to time, make known to 
the mayor of the city served by it, its wants in the 
nature of services by employees of the city, and the 
mayor shall designate which of the city’s employ- 
ees shall render such services.

c. The civil service laws, rules and regulations 
of the State, applicable to the city served by the 
commission, shall govern the appointment of em- 
ployees of the commission. Such laws, rules and 
regulations shall not be deemed to prevent the use 
of services of existing city employees, without 
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extra compensation therefor, nor shall the use of 
such services operate to enlarge or diminish the 
civil service rights or status of the city employee 
rendering the same. 

d. The commission shall have and maintain a 
sul-able office, where its maps, plans, documeuts, 
records and accounts shall be kept, subject to pub- 
lic inspection at such times and under such reason- 
able regulations as the board of governors of the 
commission shall determine. If practicable, exist- 
ing office facilities of the city served by the 
commission shall be used by the commission, with- 
out charge by the city, and the office and similar 
equipment of the city shall, wherever possible, be 
used by and be made available for the use of the 
commission, without charge.

(4) In judicial districts having more than 
fifty-five thousand inhabitants, not less than 
two thousand eight hundred nor more than 
three thousand five hundred dollars; 

(5) In judicial districts having less than 
fifty-five thousand inhabitants, not less than 
one thousand five hundred nor more than two 
thousand five hundred dollars. 


In counties other than counties of the first 
elass and counties having between two hundred 
thousand and five hundred thousand inhabitants: 

(1) In eities having two hundred thousand 
or more inhabitants, three thousand three hun- 
dred dollars; 

(2) In eities having between two hundred 
thousand and fifty-five thousand inhabitants, 
three thousand dollars; 

(3) In cities having between fifty-five thou- 
sand and twenty-five thousand inhabitants, 
two thousand four hundred dollars; 

(4) In cities having between twenty-five 
thousand and twenty-three thousand inhabit- 
ants, one thousand eight hundred dollars; 

(5) In cities having between twenty-three 
thousand and seventeen thousand inhabitants, 
one thousand five hundred dollars;

(1) In judicial districts having less than 
forty-five thousand inhabitants, not less than 
one thousand eight hundred nor more than 
two thousand three hundred dollars; 

(2) In judicial districts having between 
forty-five thousand and eighty thousand in- 
habitants, not less than two thousand five hun- 
dred nor more than three thousand dollars; 

(3) In judicial districts having eighty thou- 
sand or more inhabitants, not less than three 
thousand nor more than three thousand five 
hundred dollars. 


Except as provided by section 2:8-30 of this 
Title, the amount of the salary to be paid to each 
clerk of a district court shall, between the minimum 
and maximum amounts prescribed by this section, 
be fixed by the judge of the district court to which 
the clerk is or may be appointed, at any time dur- 
ing the term of office of such clerk.

1. Section 45:3-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45:3-3. The board may adopt all necessary 
rules, regulations and by-laws to govern its pro- 
ceedings, not inconsistent with the laws of this 
State or of the United States; and may adopt a 
seal, of which the secretary shall have the care and 
custody. The secretary shall keep a record of all 
proceedings of the board, which shall be open to 
public examination. The board may also adopt 
rules and regulations for the examination and reg- 
istration of applicants desiring to practice archi- 
tecture in accordance with the provisions of this 
chapter, and may amend, modify and.repeal such 
regulations from time to time. Each member of 
the board shall receive as compensation five dollars 
for each day that he attends a session of the board 
and shall also be paid his actual traveling and nec- 
essary expenses in and about the business of the 
board, but in no case shall the expenses of the 
board exceed the receipts thereof. 

2. Section 45:3-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

45 :3-4. The board shall, immediately upon the 
election of each officer thereof, file with the Secre- 
tary of State the name and post-office address of 
each such officers. 

3. Section 45:3-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

A person shall, before entering the 
practice of architecture in this State, first apply to 
the board for a license.

tion as fully equivalent, has taken a full course in 
architecture in a university or technical school ap- 
proved by the board and in addition thereto has 
studied not less than three years in the office of 
a reputable architect. The applicant shall pay to 
the secretary of the board a fee of five dollars for 
examination. 

4. Section 45:3-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

If the examination of an applicant for 
registration shall be satisfactory to the majority 
of the board, a certificate shall be issued to said 
applicant, upon the payment of an additional fee 
of fifteen dollars to the board, authorizing him to 
practice the profession of architecture.

tions thereto. 


Berr enacten by the Senate and General Assem-. 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

Five new |, _i- That there be added sections five, six, seven, 
’ eight and nine to chapter two, Title 15. of the Re-. 

vised Statutes, as herein provided: 
Merger of 15:2-5. Merger of charitable corporations con- 
corporations,  Guetine their activities in the same county. Any 
two or more corporations not for pecuniary profit 
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organized under this Title or any other law of this 
State for the purpose of extending charitable and 
benevolent relief and assistance to their members 
and to others, and all conducting their activities 
and having their main offices or principal places 
or homes for charitable relief in the same county, 
may merge one or more of the corporations into 
another of them as hereinafter provided. 

15:2-6. Merger; agreement. The respective 
boards of trustees of the corporations may, by vote 
of two-thirds of all the members of each board, 
make or authorize to be made between the corpora- 
tions a written agrcement in duplicate under their 
respective seals for the merger of the corporations. 
A sworn copy of the proceedings of the meetings, 
made by the secretaries thereof respectively, shall 
be presumptive evidence of the holding and action 
of the meetings. The agreement shall specify each 
corporation to be merged, and the corporation 
which is to receive into itself the merging cor- 
poration or corporations, and shall prescribe the 
terms and conditions of the merger and the mode 
of carrying it into effect. The agreement may 
provide the name to be borne by the receiving 
corporation, which may be that of any corporation 
party to the agreement and shall comply with the 
provisions of the law under which the continuing 
corporation was organized. The agreement may 
name the persons who are to constitute the board 
of trustees of the receiving corporation after the 
merger shall have been accomplished, or may pro- 
vide for a meeting of the members to elect a board 
of trustees, within sixty days after the merger be- 
comes effective, and may make provisions for con- 
ducting the affairs of the corporation meanwhile. 

The merger agreement and sworn copies of the 
proceedings of the meetings of the respective 
boards of trustees at which the making of the 
agreement was authorized shall be submitted in 
duplicate to the Commissioner of Institutions and 
Agencies for his approval. 
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15 :2-7. Agreement; submission to members; 
filing. The merger agreement shall, within sixty 
days after notice to the corporations of its ap- 
proval by the Commissioner of Institutions and 
Agencies be submitted to the members having 
voting rights, of each of the corporations at sep- 
arate meetings thereof, called upon at least ten 
days’ notice, specifying the time, place, and object 
thereof, addressed to each member having voting 
rights, at his last known post-office address and 
deposited in the post office, postage prepaid.

A sworn copy of the proceedings of 
the meetings of such members, made by the secre- 
taries thereof respectively, shall be presumptive 
evidence of the holding and action of the meetings. 

After such merger agreement shall have been ap- 
proved by the members having voting rights as 
aforesaid and thereby become binding upon the 
respective corporations which are parties thereto, 
as provided herein, the corporations so merging 
shall make a certificate containing a duplicate 
original of said merger agreement, a copy of the 
written approval of the Commissioner of Institu- 
tions and Agencies and a sworn copy of the pro- 
ceedings of the meetings of members at which the 
agreement was finally approved, under the respec- 
tive seals of said corporations and the hands of 
their respective presidents or vice-presidents and 
their respective secretaries or treasurers, which 
certificate shall be proved or acknowledged as re- 
quired for deeds of real estate and recorded in the 
office of the clerk of the county where the place 
of business of the merged corporations -is located 
or its activities conducted, the record being made 
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in the book provided for the record of certificates 
of incorporation of corporations organized under 
the laws of this State; and after being so recorded 
shall be filed and recorded in the office of the Sec- 
retary of State.

Aw Acr regulating tourist camps, trailer camps and 
over-night lodging places, providing penalties for 
violation hereof. | 


Bg rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any person, copartnership, firm, association 
or corporation engaged in the business of conduct- 
ing a tourist camp, tourist cabin, trailer camp, 
tourist home, rooming house, inn or hotel where 
sleeping accommodations are furnished for pay to 
tourists, transients or travelers whether meals are 
served therein or not to such tourists, transients 
' or travelers, and any person, copartnership, firm, 
association or corporation who may hereafter en- 
gage in such business as enumerated above, shall 
keep and maintain or cause to be kept and main- 
tained therein, a register in which shall be inscribed 
the true name and address of each and every guest 
renting or occupying camp space, room, cabin or 
tent. Such register shall be signed by the person 
renting such camp space, room, cabin or tent or by 
someone under his or her direction. The proprietor 
or his agent shall write opposite each name the 
number of room, number or name of cabin or tent 
or camp space assigned to and occupied by each 
such guest, and the State license number of any 
motor vehicle then being used or operated by the 
registrant. The proprietor or his agent shall keep 
and preserve the record showing the date of regis- 
tration and date when the occupant of each room, 
camp space, cabin or tent quits and surrendered 
the same. Said register shall be available to all 
duly authorized peace officers upon request. 

2. It shall be the duty of the sheriff or his depu- 
ties, any member of an organized police department 
and any member of the State Police, in whose juris- 
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diction any of the above-mentioned places may be 
located, to inspect. such place from time to time at 
any hour of the day or night, to see that the pro- 
visions of this act are being complied with. 

3. Nothing in this act shall be construed in any 
way to apply to any duly licensed hotel having 
more than ten sleeping rooms for guests. 

4, Any person, copartnership, firm, association 
or corporation who shall violate any of the provi- 
sions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined one hun- 
dred dollars ($100.00), or be imprisoned in the 
county jail not to exceed thirty (30) days, or both. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 255 


Aw Act concerning building and loan associations, 
and amending section 17:12-106 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Br rv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:12-106 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

17 :12-106. A reorganization of any such build- 
ing and loan association effected in pursuance of 
the provisions of this article shall be made in the 
following manner: 

The board of directors of such association may, 
at a meeting called for that purpose, adopt a plan 
of reorganization of such association. Two copies 
of such plan, signed and acknowledged or proved 
as in the case of deeds to real property, shall be 
submitted to the commissioner. If it shall appear 
to the satisfaction of the commissioner, as a result 
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of an examination or otherwise, that the share 

liability, creditor obligations, and lability for un- 
paid taxes of any such association exceeds the fair 
value of its assets, or if it shall appear to the 
commissioner that the condition of such association 
is unsound by reason of its ownership of real prop- 
erty in an excessive amount in proportion to its 
other assets, or that the aggregate amount of de- 
faulted mortgages held by such association is ex- 
cessive, and if, in the opinion of the commissioner 
the plan of reorganization so submitted to him will 
remedy the situation so found by him to affect such 
association, or that its adoption will further the 
interests and will be beneficial to the members and 
creditors of such association and to the community 
in which it is located, he shall indorse his approval 
thereon. One copy, so indorsed, shall be filed in 
the department of banking and insurance, and the 
other shall be returned by the commissioner to such 
association. After such approval, the proposed 
plan shall be submitted to the members of such 
association at an annual meeting, or at a special 
meeting called for the purpose of considering and 
voting upon such plan. At any such meeting, mem- 
bers may vote in person or by proxy. At least ten 
days’ notice of such meeting shall be given mem- 
bers by mail. A copy of such notice shall at least 
ten days before such meeting, be published once in 
a newspaper published in the municipality in which 
such association has its principal office, and if there 
shall be no such newspaper, then in one published 
in the county wherein such principal office is 
located. If, at such meeting, or any adjournment 
thereof, a majority of the votes cast are in favor of 
such plan, a certificate thereof shall be made, signed 
by the president, or vice president, and seer etary or 
treasurer of such association, and acknowledged 
or proved as in the ease of deeds to real property, 
and shall be filed in the office of the department of 
banking and insurance, and thereafter the associa- 
tion may proceed to reorganize in accordance with 
the provisions of such plan. 
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All members of such association who shall not 
have dissented from such reorganization plan in 
the manner provided by this article, shall be con- 
clusively deemed to have assented thereto. Any 
member who shall dissent from the proposed plan, 
shall file a petition of dissent, in writing, in the 
Court of Chancery, in a cause to be entitled ‘‘In 
the matter of the reorganization of ............... 
building and loan association,’’ the blank to be 
supplied with the name of such association. Such 
petition shall set forth the grounds upon which 
such member dissents from such plan, and shall 
be filed in such court at least five days before the 
day appointed for the meeting of members called 
to consider and vote upon such plan. No such peti- 
tion shall be filed unless it shall have indorsed 
thereon proof of service of a copy thereof upon 
such association. Upon the filing of such petition, 
the court shall hear and dispose of the matter 
summarily, and, if satisfied that the plan is equi- 
table and fair, shall make an order approving the 
said plan, and dismissing such petition. Upon the 
making of such order, the proposed plan shall be 
binding upon such dissenting member in the man- 
ner as if such member had filed no dissent thereto. 
In the event that such court shall find that the said 
plan is unfair or inequitable, it shall make an order 
disapproving such plan, and thereafter such asso- 
ciation shall not proceed to reorganize in the man- 
ner set forth in such plan, until the further order 
of such court, or until such order is modified or 
vacated. No order disapproving any such plan 
shall be construed as in anywise limiting the power 
of such association to reorganize in pursuance of 
the terms of a further or modified plan, in which 
event all the provisions of this article shall attach 
and be effective in the same manner as if any prior 
plan or plans had not been disapproved by such 
court. 

All persons aggrieved by any order of the Court 
of Chancery made pursuant to the provision of 
this article may appeal therefrom to the Court of 
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Errors and Appeals. Any such appeal shall be 
made within twenty days from the filing of the 
order appealed from. For the purposes of this sec- 
tion, the term ‘‘persons agegrieved’’ shall inelude 
any member who shall file a petition of dissent, the 
association in reorganization, and the commissioner 
reorganizing an association pursuant to the pro- 
visions of section 17:12-118 of this Title. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 256 


An Act relating to the distribution of the personal 
property whereof a decedent dies intestate, and 
amending section 3:5-6 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 3 :5-6 of the Revised Statutes is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

3:5-6. If there be no husband or widow, child or 
any legal representative of any child, nor a parent, 
brother or sister, nor a child of a deceased brother 
or sister, then the surplusage shall be distributed 
equally to the next of kindred, in equal degree, of or 
unto the intestate and their legal representatives. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 257 


Aw Act concerning guardianship of minors and 
mental incompetents and relating to the use of 
the income and principal of the estates of such 
minors and mental incompetents, and amending 
section 3:21-5 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 3:21-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

3:21-5. When it shall be made to appear to the 
Court of Chancery or the court to which the 
cuardian is accountable, upon verified petition of 
the guardian, that the income of the estate of a 
minor or mental incompetent is insufficient for his 
proper support, maintenance or education and he 
is unable to support himself and has no other 
proper means therefor, the court may inquire into 
the circumstances of the case or refer the same to 
a Master in Chancery for investigation and report. 
Thereupon, if the matters set forth in the petition 
are found to be true and it would be for the best 
interests of such minor or mental incompetent, the 
court may by order authorize the guardian to use 
so much of the principal of the personal estate as 
it may deem to be for the best interest of the minor 
or mental incompetent. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Section 30:4-67 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30 :4-67. The minimum rate of payment for the 
maintenance of a non-indigent patient shall be fixed 
by the board of managers or the board of chosen 
freeholders or committee thereof, and such rate of 
maintenance established pursuant hereto shall be 
construed to be a reasonable charge for the 
patient’s care and treatment and for necessaries 
advanced to the patient and the board or committee 
aforesaid shall not be limited in the fixing of such 
rate, heretofore or hereafter to be assessed, by 
the per capita cost of maintenance at the institu- 
tion.

Aw Acr validating foreclosure of tax sales certifi- 
cates by municipalities. 


Br tr ENActTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No final decree heretofore entered in the Court 
of Chancery of New Jersey in any cause wherein a 
municipality was complainant shall be invalidated 
or impaired by reason of having failed to have 
designated, in any ene or more pleadings in the 
cause, any married woman or the husband of a 
married woman in the manner provided by section 
2 :29-35 of the Revised Statutes; provided, however, 
that a subpena shall have been issued and duly 
served and it having been stated in the bill of com- 
plaint that, notwithstanding diligent inquiry there- 
for, the Christian name of such married woman or 
the husband of a married woman could not be 
ascertained and affidavit of solicitor of or agent 
of complainant, proving such inquiry was actually 
made, having been filed in the suit prior to entry 
of decree pro confesso; and provided, further, that 
the bill of complaint stated that the name of such 
married woman or the husband of a married woman 
was fictitious and unknown. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning health and vital statistics, and 
supplementing Title 26, chapter two, by adding 
a new subdivision to be known as subdivision 
““J’’ of chapter two, Title 26, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Chapter two of Title 26 of the Revised Statutes 
is hereby supplemented by the addition of a new 
subdivision to be known as J, which reads as fol- 
lows: 


J. INSPECTION OF PUBLIC PLACES 


26 :2-62. Within the meaning of this act a public 
place shall be any restaurant, lunchroom, cabin, 
barroom, hotel or other place where food or drink 
is offered for sale to the public, and any camp, 
trailer camp, tourist home or public recreation 
place or place of business where toilet facilities or 
water for drinking or culinary purposes may be 
available for use of the public. 

26:2-63. Any toilet, toilet room or washroom 
maintained in or in connection with any public 
place shall be kept clean at all times. 

26 :2-64. Any toilet or receptacle for human 
excrement at or in connection with any public place 


shall be constructed and maintained so that flies: 


eannot gain access to the excremental matter con- 
tained therein and such excremental matter shall 
at all times be prevented from flowing over or upon 
the surface of the ground and shall be prevented 
from gaining access to any of the waters of this 
State; provided, however, that this section shall not 
apply to effluent from sewage disposal plants which 
have been or hereafter may be approved by the 
State Department of Health. 
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26 :2-65. Any water used or available for use for 
drinking or culinary purposes or for the cleansing 
of utensils used in preparing or serving food or 
drink for public consumption, shall be of a quality 
safe for such use and shall meet standards of qual- 
ity fixed by the director of health of the State of 
New Jersey. 

26:2-66. Food offered for sale or intended for 
public consumption at any public place shall be 
protected from flies, dust and dirt. 

26 :2-67. No common towel and no common drink- 
ing utensil shall be permitted at any public place 
except it be thoroughly cleansed after each use and 
before used by another person. 

26:2-68. At any public place at which food or 
drink is offered for sale or public consumption, 
adequate washing facilities for thoroughly cleans- 
ing utensils used in preparing or serving the same 
shall be provided and such utensils and the 
counters, table tops, shelves, boxes, refrigerators 
and other receptacles in or upon which food or 
drink is stored, prepared, handled, displayed or 
served shall be kept clean. 

26 :2-69. Garbage, including waste vegetable and 
animal material, which may attract flies, shall not 
be permitted at or in connection with any public 
place unless the material is kept covered to prevent 
access of flies and escape of foul odors. 

26:2-70. No dishwater, drainage from plumbing 
fixtures or other foul or putrescible waste liquids 
from or produced in connection with anv public 
place shall be permitted to accumulate on the sur- 
face of the ground or be disposed of in a manner 
that will pollute any water supply or create a 
nuisance, 

26:2-71. All public places so far as the same may 
be practicable, shall be kept free from rats, mice, 
roaches and other vermin. 

26:2-72. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
{o prohibit or limit the authority otherwise granted 
by statute to any local board of health to regulate 
or control places defined in this act. 
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26 :2-73. Any person, corporation or their agents 
violating any of the provisions of this act, shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less than ten dollars 
($10.00) nor more than fifty dollars ($50.00), and 
for the second and each subsequent offense to a 
penalty of not less than twenty-five dollars ($25.00) 
nor more than one hundred dollars ($100.00), to 
be recovered by and in the name of the director 
of health of the State of New Jersey, or by and in 
the name of the local board of health. 

26 :2-74. Any penalty recovered in an action 
brought under the provisions of this subtitle shall 
be paid to the plaintiff therein. When the plaintiff 
is the director of health of the State of New Jersey, 
the penalty shall be paid by said director into the 
treasury of the State. When the plaintiff is a local 
board of health, the penalty shall be paid by the 
local board into the treasury of the municipality 
within which the local board has jurisdiction. 

26:2-75. Every district court, justice of the 
peace, and police magistrate is empowered, upon 
the filing of a complaint in writing by any person 
authorized by the director of health of the State 
of New Jersey, or the local board of health, alleg- 
ing that a violation of any provision of this sub- 
title has occurred, which complaint may be made 
upon information and belief, to issue process at the 
suit of the director of health of the State of New 
Jersey, or the local board of health, as the case may 
be, as plaintiff. The process shall be either in the 
nature of a summons or warrant, which warrant 
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all defects and errors in the complaint and process. 
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Any officer authorized by law to serve and exe- 
eute process in the court in which the proceeding 
is brought shall serve and execute all process in 
proceedings for violations of any of the provisions 
of this subtitle. 

26 :2-76. On the return of process issued pur- 
suant to section 26:2-75 of this subtitle or at any 
time to which the trial shall be adjourned, the 
court without the filing of any pleadings shall pro- 
ceed in a summary manner, without a jury, to hear 
the testimony and to give judgment for plaintiff 
for the penalty and costs, or for the defendant. 

26:2-77. The court shall cause a defendant who 
refuses or neglects to pay forthwith the amount 
of a judgment rendered against him and the costs 
and charges incident thereto, to be committed to 
the county jail for a period not exceeding ten days 
in the case of a first conviction, and in case of a 
conviction for a second, subsequent or continuing 
violation, for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

26:2-78. The district court, justice of the peace 
or police magistrate may adjourn the hearing from 
time to time but, unless the first process was a 
summons, shall detain the defendant in safe cus- 
tody unless he shall enter into bond to the director 
of health of the State of New Jersey, or the local 
board of health, with at least one sufficient surety 
in double the amount of the penalty claimed, condi- 
tioned for his appearance on the day to which the 
hearing shall be adjourned and thence from day 
to day until the case is disposed of, and to abide by 
the judgment of the court. Such bond if forfeited 
may be prosecuted by the director, or local board 
of health.

CHAPTER 263 


An Acr concerning settlement and relief of poor; 
county referendum law, and supplementing chap- 
ter four of Title 44 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every county welfare board, operating under fenefciaries 
chapter four of Title 44 of the Revised Statutes, % rede, 
shall require, as a condition to the admission of welfare board. 
any person to the county welfare-house, or as a 
condition to the granting of permanent out-door 
support to any poor person, that all or any part © 
of the property, either real or personal, of such 
person, either presently owned or which may sub- 
sequently be acquired, be pledged to said county 

welfare board as a guaranty for the reimbursement 
of the cost of the care and maintenance of such 
person at the county welfare-house or for the per- 
manent out-door support furnished to such person 
pursuant to the provisions of said chapter, and 
the total amount of the cost thereof shall become a 
lien upon any lands owned or to be owned by such 
person, which lien shall have priority over all un- 
recorded encumbrances. The county welfare board agreement. 
shall take from each applicant a properly acknowl- 
edged agreement to reimburse for all benefits fur- 
nished, and pursuant to such agreement said appli- 
cant shall assign to the welfare board, as collateral 
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security for said benefits, all or any part of his per- 
sonal property and insurance when the terms of the 
policy so permit, as the board shall specify. 

The agreement to reimburse shall contain a 
release of dower or curtesy, as the case may be, of 
the spouse of the person so benefited, and such 
release shall be as valid and effectual as if the 
spouse had joined the applicant in a conveyance of 
the property to a third person; the maintenance 
and support furnished shall be good and valuable 
consideration therefor.

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CHAPTER 265 


Aw Act relating to the limitation of school debt and 
appropriations in school districts within munici- 
palities subject to the provisions of an act en- 
titled ‘‘An act concerning the supervision, by 
the State Department of Local Government, over 
certain municipalities in the State,’’? approved 
May fifth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight; and supplementing sections 18:6-50, 
18:6-51,  18:6-58, 18:6-61, 18:6-62, 18:7-78, 
18:7-79, 18:7-82, 18:7-83, 18:7-85, 18:7-86 and 
54:4-45 of the Revised Statutes. 


Ber ir enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. From and after December thirty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, in a mu- 
nicipality subject to the provisions of chapter one 
hundred twenty-seven of the laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-eight: 


(a) A board of school estimate shall neither 
determine nor certify pursuant to sections 
18:6-50 or 18:6-51 of the Revised Statutes, 
nor shall the governing body appropriate or 
levy pursuant to sections 18:6—-53 or 18:6-62 
of the Revised Statutes, a greater amount for 
school district purposes than is permitted 
under section two of this act. 


(b) A school district tax authorized pur- 
suant to sections 18:7-78 or 18:7-79, and cer- 
tified pursuant to sections 54:4-45, 18 :7-82 or 
18:7-83 of the Revised Statutes, shall not be 
greater in amount than is permitted under 
section two of this act; nor shall the board of 
education designate, in the notices calling an 
annual or special meeting pursuant to section 
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18:7-78 of the Revised Statutes, a sum or 
sums not permitted under said section two. 

(c) A governing body shall not borrow for 
school district purposes pursuant to section 
18 :6-61 of the Revised Statutes except as per- 
mitted under section three of this act. 

(d) The authorization to borrow for school 
district purposes pursuant to section 18:7-85 
of the Revised Statutes, and a proposal to be 
submitted to the voters by the board of educa- 
tion pursuant to section 18 :7—-86 of the Revised 
Statutes, shall be subject to the provisions of 
section three of this act. 


2. Pursuant to subsections (a) and (b) of sec- 
tion one, the total amount to be raised by taxes 
on real and personal property for school purposes 
shall not exceed by more than five per centum 
(5%) such amount for the year next preceding the 
year in which chapter one hundred twenty-seven 
of the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-eight takes effect in the municipality; pro- 
vided, however, that in municipalities which are 
now operating under said chapter the total amount 
to be raised by taxes on real and personal property 
for school purposes shall not exceed by more than 
five per centum (5%) the amount raised for such 
purposes in the year one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine. 

This section shall not be construed to authorize 
an appropriation of less than the full amount re- 
quired for the payment of debt service; nor to 
authorize the abrogation of any covenant entered 
into with bondholders.

CHAPTER 283 


Aw Acr relating to sentences in criminal prosecu- 
tion, and supplementing chapter one hundred 
ninety-iwo of Title 2 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Sentence by other than trial judge. When a 
judge of the court of oyer and terminer, court of 
quarter sessions or court of special sessions dies 
or goes out of office without having sentenced a 
defendant convicted before him, his successor in 
office, or any other judge holding such court or 
courts within the county, shall impose sentence on 
such defendant as speedily as possible under the 
circumstances. All sentences so imposed shall be 
as valid and effectual as if duly pronounced by the 
judge in office at the time they were imposed. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed as indi- 
eating that, prior to the passage of this act, sen- 
tence could not be imposed on a convicted defend- 
ant by some other judge of the trial court in cases 
where the trial judge has died or gone out of office 
before pronouncing sentence.

2:199-4. Upon a report from the chief probation 
officer that the probationer has complied with the 
conditions of probation and that the best interests 
of the public and the probationer will be sub- 
served thereby or for other good cause, the court 
may, at any time, discharge a person from proba- 
tion, or may extend the probation period within 
the limits of the maximum period provided by 
section 2:199-1 of this Title. 

At any time during the probation period the 
court may issue a warrant and cause the proba- 
tioner to be arrested for violating any of the con- 
ditions of his probation, or any probation officer, 
police officer, or other officer with power of 
arrest, upon the request of the chief probation 
officer, may arrest the probationer without a 
warrant; and a commitment by such probation 
officer setting forth that the probationer has, in 
his judgment, violated the conditions of his pro- 
bation shall be sufficient warrant for the detention 
of such probationer in the county jail, house of 
detention or local prison, when designated in the 
commitment, until he can be brought before the 
court. Such probation officer shall forthwith 
report such arrest or detention to the court and 
submit to the court a report showing the manner 
in which the probationer has violated his proba- 
tion. Thereupon the court, after summary hear- 
ing, may continue or it may revoke the probation 
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and the suspension of sentence, and may cause the 
sentence imposed to be exeeuted or impose any 
sentence which might originally have been im- 
posed. When the trial judge dies or goes out of 
office all of his powers and duties under this sec- 
tion shall be exercised by his successor in office, or 
by any other judge of the trial court, as fully as 
if duly exercised by the judge in office at the time 
of such action, and all such exercises shall be as 
valid and effectual as if such actions were duly 
taken by the judge in office at the time thereof. 

Nothing in this section shall be deemed as indi- 
eating that, prior to the passage of this act, pro- 
bation could not be revoked, for violation of the 
terms thereof, by some other judge of the trial 
court in cases where the trial judge has died or 
gone out of office before the expiration of the 
probation period.

borough, and shall hold and thereafter continue to 
hold their respective positions within and as a 
part of the classified service of the borough in 
accordance with the provisions of Title 11, Civil 
Service, of the Revised Statutes.

CHAPTER 286 


Aw Act concerning municipalities, and supple- 
menting chapter forty-six of Title 40 of the 
Revised Statutes.

1. In addition to the methods now prescribed by 
law, the governing body of any municipality in 
this State now or hereafter having a population 
of not less than fifteen thousand (15,000) nor more 
than twenty-five thousand (25,000) inhabitants, as 
determined by the I*ederal census of one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty, is hereby authorized and 
empowered to fix and determine by ordinance, the 
annual compensation of all chiefs of police of any 
such municipality; provided, however, that noth- 
ing herein contained shall be construed to permit 
the reduction of the salary or compensation of 
chiefs of police as aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTERS 287 & 288, LAWS OF 1939 


CHAPTER 287 


Aw Act concerning workmen’s compensation, and 
amending section 34:15-12v, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Title 34, section 34:15-12 v, of the Revised 
Statutes is hereby amended so that the same shall 
read as follows: 

34 :15-12 v. The loss of both hands, or both arms, 
or both feet, or both legs, or both eyes, or any two 
thereof as a result of any one accident, shall con- 
stitute total and permanent disability to be com- 
pensated according to the provisions of para- 
graph ‘‘b’’.

CHAPTER 288 


Aw Act to vest in Susan EF. Swan, of the town of 
Kearny, in the county of Hudson, title to lands 
herein described, which title escheated to the 
State of New Jersey. 


Wuereas, One Minnie Brown died intestate, a 
resident of the town of Kearny, Hudson county, 
New Jersey, on November twenty-eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-one, seized of 
certain real estate located in the said town of 
Kearny; and 


Wuersas, The said Minnie Brown left no next of 
kin or relatives capable of taking said real 
estate; and 
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Wuenreas, By reason thereof title to the said real 
estate escheated to the State of New Jersey; and 


Wuereas, Notwithstanding said escheat, the ad- 
ministrator of the estate of Minnie Brown, de- 
ceased, on notice to the Attorney-General of the 
State of New Jersey, sold said real estate to pay 
debits of Minnie Brown, deceased, and one Julia 
Plackties purchased same for a cash payment 
of eight hundred fifty dollars ($850.00) made 
to said administrator and by the assumption of 
all encumbrances against said real estate and 
went into possession thereof; and 


Wuenreras, Susan F. Swan purchased said real 
estate for valuable consideration from Julia 
Plackties and has been continuously in posses- 
sion and occupation thereof, and is desirous of 
obtaining title thereof from the State of New 
Jersey for the purpose of being able to secure 
a mortgage loan thereon; therefore, 


Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby conveyed, set over, trans- 
ferred and assigned to and vested in Susan F. 
Swan in the town of Kearny, in the county of 
Hudson, all right, title and interest of the State of 
New Jersey in and to certain lands bounded and 
described as follows: 

Being all that certain tract or parcel of land 
and premises, hereinafter particularly described, 
situate, lying and being in the town of Kearny, in 
the county of Hudson, and State of New Jersey, 
as the same is laid out on a certain map filed in the 
Register’s Office of the said Hudson county, en- 
titled ‘‘Map No. 3 of Lots at Arlington, Hudson 
county, New Jersey, belonging to the North Jersey 
Land Company and the Fuller Brothers, dated 
November, 1876; Dodge & Bailey, City Surveyors, 
45 Montgomery street, Jersey City,’’ the said lot 
or piece of land beginning at a point on the 
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westerly side of Forest street, at the distance of 
one hundred and seventy-five feet (175’) from the 
southwesterly corner of Oakwood avenue and 
Forest street, containing in front or breadth on 
the said Forest street twenty-five feet (25') and 
extending of that breadth and parallel with Oak- 
wood avenue to the length or depth of one hundred 
feet (100’). The same being known and designated 
on the above mentioned map as lot number sixty- 
three (63) in block number thirty-five (85).

CHAPTER 289 - 


Aw Act concerning the Unemployment Compensa- 
tion Commission, and amending section 43:21-7 
of the Revised Statutes as amended by chapter 
fifty-eight of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-eight. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seven of chapter twenty-one of Title 
43 of the Revised Statutes as amended by chapter 
fifty-eight of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
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dred and thirty-eight is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 


43 :21-7. (a) Payment. 


(1) On and after December first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-six, contribu- 
tions shall acerue and become payable by each 
employer for each calendar year in which he 
is subject to this chapter, with respect to 
wages payable for employment (as defined in 
subsection (i) of section 43:21-19 of this 
Title) oceurring during such calendar year, 
except that for the month of December, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-six, such 
contributions shall accrue and become payable 
with respect to wages payable for employ- 
ment during the month of December, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-six. Such 
contributions shall become due and be paid by 
each employer to the commission for the fund 
in accordance with such regulations as may 
be prescribed, and shall not. be deducted, in 
whole or in part, from the remuneration of 
individuals in his employ. 

(2) In the payment of any contributions, a 
fractional part of a cent shall be disregarded 
unless it amounts to one-half cent ($0.0014) or 
more, in which case it shall be increased to 
one cent ($0.01). 


(b) Rate of contribution. Each employer shall 
pay contributions equal to the following per- 
centages of wages payable by him with respect 
to employment (provided, however, that if the 
Federal Social Security Act be at any time 
amended to permit such construction thereof by 
the Federal Social Security Act or by this chapter, 
the term ‘‘wages’’ as used in this subsection (b) 
and in subsection (c), below, shall, from and after 
the date when such amendment to the Federal 
Social Security Act shall become effective, mean 
all remuneration for employment except that part 
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of such remuneration in excess of three thousand. 


dollars ($3,000.00) thereof paid by any employer 
to any employee with respect to employment dur- 
ing any calendar year): 


(1) Ten and _ eight-tenths per centum 
(10 8/10%) with respect to employment dur- 
ing the month of December, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-six; provided, that if the 
total of such contributions at such ten and 
eight-tenths per centum (108/10%) rate 
equals less than nine-tenths of one per centum 
(9/10 of 1%) of the annual pay roll of any 
employer for the calendar year one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-six, such employer 
shall pay, not later than January twenty-fifth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven, 
an additional lump-sum contribution with 
respect to employment for such one month’s 
period beginning December first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-six, equal to the 
difference between nine-tenths of one per 
centum (9/10 of 1%) of his annual pay roll 
for the calendar year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirty-six and the total of his con- 
tributions at such ten and eight-tenths per 
eentum (108/10%) for such one month’s 
period beginning December first, one thousand 
nine hundred and thirty-six; and provided, 
further, that the total of such contributions 
with respect to employment for such one 
month’s period beginning December first, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-six, shall 
not exceed nine-tenths of one per centum 
(9/10 of 1%) of such employer’s annual pay 
roll for the calendar year one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-six; prowded, further, 
that if the Federal Social Security Act be 
amended or an extension thereunder be 
granted to permit payment of the tax on pay 
rolls provided in section nine hundred one (1), 
at a date later than January thirty-first, one 
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thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven, the 
commission may, by regulation, postpone to a 
later date the required payment of contribu- 
tions as provided in this subsection. 

(2) One and eight-tenths per centum 
(18/10%) with respect to employment during 
the calendar year one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-seven ; 

(3) Two and seven-tenths per centum 
(27/10%) with respect to employment during 
the calendar years one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-eight, one thousand nine hundred 
and thirty-nine, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty, and one thousand nine hundred and 
forty-one; and | 

(4) With respect to employment after De- 
cember thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and forty-one, the percentage determined pur- 
suant to subsection (c) of this section. 


(c) Future rates based on benefit experience: 


(1) A separate account for each employer 
shall be maintained and this shall be credited 
with all the contributions which he has paid on 
his own behalf. But nothing in this chapter 
shall be construed to grant any employer or 
individuals in his service prior claims or 
rights to the amounts paid by him into the 
fund either on his own behalf or on behalf of 
such individuals. Benefits paid to an eligible 
individual shall be charged against the account 
of his most recent employers against whose 
accounts the maximum charges hereunder 
have not previously been made in the inverse 
chronological order in which the employment 
of such individual occurred, but the maximum 
amount so charged shall not exceed one-sixth 
of the wages payable to such individual by 
each such employer for employment on and 
after the first day of the nine completed cal- 
endar quarters immediately preceding such 
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individual’s benefit year, or two hundred and 
forty dollars ($240.00), whichever is the 
lesser, but this provision shall not be con- 
strued to limit the duration of benefits pay- 
able pursuant to subsection (d) of section 
43 :21-3 of this Title. The commission shall 
by general rules prescribe the manner in 
which benefits shall be charged against the 
accounts of several employers for whom an 
individual performed employment during the 
same week. 

(2) The commission may prescribe regula- 
tions for the establishment, maintenance, and 
dissolution of joint accounts by two or more 
employers, and shall, in accordance with such 
regulations and upon application by two or 
more employers to establish such an account, 
or to merge their several individual accounts. 
in a joint account, maintain such joint account 
as if it constituted a single employer’s account. 

(3) Kach employer’s rate shall be two and 
seven-tenths per centum (2 7/10%), except as. 
otherwise provided in the following provi- 
sions. No employer’s rate shall be less than 
two and seven-tenths per centum (2 7/10%) 
unless and until there shall have been three 
ealendar years throughout which any indi- 
vidual in his employ could have received bene- 
fits if eligible. 

(4) Hach employer’s rate for the twelve 
months commencing January first of any eal- 
endar year shall be determined on the basis of 
his record up to the beginning of such calendar 
year. If, at the beginning of such calendar 
year, the total of all his contributions, paid on 
his own behalf, for all past years exceeds the 
total benefits charged to his account for all 
such years, his contribution rate shall be: 


(A) One and eight-tenths per centum 
(1 8/10%), if such excess equals or exceeds. 
seven and one-half per centum (714%), but. 
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is less than ten per centum (10%) of his 
average annual pay roll (as defined in para- 
eraph (2) subsection (a) of section 43 :21-19 
of this Title) ; 

(B) Nine-tenths of one per centum (9/10 
of 1%), if such excess equals or exceeds ten 
per centum (10%) of his average annual 
pay roll. 


If the total of his contributions, paid on his own 
behalf for all past periods or for the past one hun- 
dred and twenty consecutive calendar months, 
whichever period is more advantageous to such em- 
ployer for the purposes of this paragraph, is less 
than the total benefits charged against his account 
during the same period, his rate shall be three and 
six-tenths per centum (3 6/10%). 


(5) No employer’s rate for the period of 
twelve months commencing January first of 
any calendar year shall be less than two and 
seven-tenths per centum (2 7/10%), unless the 
total assets of the fund, excluding contribu- 
tions not yet paid at the beginning of such cal- 
endar year, exceed the total benefits paid from 
the fund within the last preceding calendar 
year; and no employer’s rate shall be less than 
one and eight-tenths per centum (1 8/10%) 
unless such assets at such time were at least 
twice the total benefits paid from the fund 
within such last preceding year. 


(d) Contribution by workers. 


(1) Each worker shall contribute to the 
fund one per centum (1%) of his wages paid 
by an employer with respect to his employ- 
ment which oceurs after December thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-seven, 
and after such employer has satisfied the con- 
ditions set forth in subsection (h) of section 
43 :21-19 of this Title with respect to becoming 
an employer. Fach employer shall, notwith- 
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standing any provisions of law in this State 
to the contrary, withhold in trust the amount 
of his workers’ contributions from their wages 
at the time such wages are paid, shall show 
such deduction on his pay roll records, shall 
furnish such evidence thereof to his workers 
as the commission may prescribe, and shall 
transmit all such contributions, in addition to 
his own contributions, to the office of the com- 
mission in such manner and at such times as 
may be prescribed. If any employer fails to 
deduct the contributions of any of his workers 
at the time their wages are paid, or fails to 
make a deduction therefor at the time wages 
are paid, for the next sueceeding pay roll 
period, he alone shall thereafter be Hable for 
such -contributions, and for the purposes of 
section 48:21-14 of this Title, sueh contribu- 
tions shall be treated as employer’s contribu- 
tions required from him. As used in this 
chapter, except when the context clearly re- 
quires otherwise, the term ‘‘contributions”’ 
shall inelude the contributions of workers pur- 
suant to this section: the term wages as used 
in this subsection (d) means all remuneration 
for employment, except that such term shall 
not include that part of such remuneration in 
excess of the first three thousand dollars 
($3.000.00) thereof. paid by any employer to 
any employee with respect to employment dur- 
ing any calendar year. 

(2) If an individual does not receive any 
wages from the employing unit which for the 
purposes of this chapter is treated as his em- 
plover, or reccives his wages from some other 
employing unit, such employer shall neverthe- 
less be liable for such individual’s contribu- 
tions in the first instance; and after payment 
thereof such employer may deduct the amount 
of such contributions from any sums payable 
by him to such employing unit, or may recover 
the amount of such contributions from such 
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employing unit or in the absence of such an 
employing unit, from such individual, in a civil 
action for debt; provided, proceedings there- Proviso 
for are instituted within three months after 

the date on which such contributions are pay- 

able. General rules shall be prescribed 
whereby such an employing unit may recover 

the amount of such contributions from such 
individuals in the same manner as if it were 

the employer. 

(3) Every employer who has elected to be- Employer to 
come an employer subject to this chapter or Ps 7eHee 
to cease to be an employer subject to this 
chapter, pursuant to the provisions of section 
43 :21-8 of this Title, shall post and maintain 
printed notices of such election on his prem- 
ises, of such design. in such numbers, and at 
such places as the executive director may de- 
termine to be necessary to give notice thereof 
to persons in his service. 

(4) Contributions by workers, payable to Workers’ 
the commission as herein provided, shall be sr wubict to 
exempt from garnishment, attachment, execu- *3cbme"t 
tion, or any other remedy for the collection of 
debts.

Aw Act to authorize the borough of Glen Ridge, in 
the county of Essex, to pay a pension to John 
A. Brown. 


Wuereras, John A. Brown, a resident of the Preamble. 
borough of Glen Ridge, in the county of Essex, 
New Jersey, has served the said borough in 
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various capacities during a period exceeding 
forty-three years, rendering excellent, efficient 
and faithful service to the borough of Glen Ridge 
in the performance of his duties; and 


Wuerras, The borough of Glen Ridge does not 
have in force and effect any pension that would 
inure to the benefit of the said John A. Brown; 
therefore, 


Brrr enacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The borough of Glen Ridge, in the county of 
issex, is hereby authorized to grant and em- 
powered to pay to the said John A. Brown, for the 
remainder of his natural life, a pension, to be effec- 
tive beginning on the date of his retirement, in 
such sum as the governing body of the said 
borough of Glen Ridge shall, in its discretion, deem 
advisable and just, which pension shall be paid in 
semimonthly installments. 

2. The said borough of Glen Ridge shall provide 
in its annual budget, after the date of such retire- 
ment, for the payment to the said John A. Brown 
of the aforementioned pension, and, from the date 
of his retirement from active service until the 
adoption of its next annual budget, may pay such 
pension as the governing body may decide upon 
from any funds available therefor. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 291 


Aw Act concerning workmen’s compensation, and 
amending section 34:15-60 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 34:15-60 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

34:15-60. The commissioner, each deputy com- 
missioner and each of the referees shall have the 
same power as the court of common pleas to issue 
subpeenas to compel the attendance of witnesses 
and the production of books and papers. The fees 
for the attendance of witnesses shall be such as are 
now provided for the attendance of witnesses in 
other civil cases, and shall be paid by the party 
arranging for the attendance of such witnesses. 
The subpcenas shall be authenticated by the seal 
of the department, and either party to any such 
proceeding may, without charge, secure subpcenas 
from the commissioner, a deputy commissioner or 
any referee. Misconduct on the part of any person 
attending a hearing, or the failure of any witness, 
when duly subpeenaed, to attend or give testimony 
shall be punishable by the commissioner, each 
deputy commissioner and each of the referees, in 
the same manner as such failure is punishable by 
the court of common pleas in a case therein pend- 
ing.

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CHAPTER 292 


An Act concerning the State Employees’ Retire- 
ment System, and amending section 43:14-35 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Brit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 48:14-85 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

43 :14-35. Retirement from service shall be as 
follows: 

a. “A member who shall have reached sixty years 
of age may retire from service by filing with the 
board of trustees a written statement, duly at- 
tested, stating at what time subsequent to the 
execution and filing thereof he desires to be retired. 
The board of trustees shall retire him at the time 
specified or-at such other time within thirty days 
after the date so specified as the board finds ad- 
visable. 

Any member who for a period of more than 
twenty years was in the service of the State and 
eligible for retirement under the provisions of this 
chapter, whose application for retirement from 
service was duly filed with the board of trustees, 
during the vear nineteen hundred and thirty-seven 
or nineteen hundred and thirty-eight, but who died 
before the expiration of the time so specified for 
his said retirement, shall be deemed to have been 
retired as of the date of his said application, and 
payment hereunder shall be made to the person or 
persons nominated by his written designation to 
receive the benefits provided by this chapter. Such 
payments shall be made at the rate of eighteen hun- 
dred dollars ($1,800.00) per annum in semimonthly 
installments. 

b. A member who shall have reached seventy 
years of age shall be retired by the board for serv- 
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ice forthwith, or at such time within ninety days 
thereafter as it deems advisable, except that an 
employee reaching seventy years of age may be 
continued in service from time to time upon written 
notice to the Comptroller by the head of the depart- 
ment where the employee is employed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 293 


Aw Act for the protection of fur-bearing animals 
in New Jersey, and amending section 23 :4-39 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enwactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:4-89 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

23 :-4-39. No person shall hunt, pursue, take or 
trap a mink, muskrat or otter in this State at 
any time, except from December first in each 
year to March fifteenth of the following year. This 
section shall not prevent the destruction at any 
time of muskrats which are damaging dams or 
canal banks by the owners or agents thereof.

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CHAPTER 294 


Aw Act relating to the public schools of this State, 
and supplementing chapter fourteen of Title 18 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of education of every school dis- 
trict shall periodically determine or cause to be de- 
termined, the presence or absence of active or 
communicable tuberculosis in any or all pupils in 
pubhe schools, and, with respect to frequency, pro- 
cedure, and selection of pupils, shall comply with 
rules and regulations of the State Board of Educa- 
tion. 

2. The board of education may provide at its ex- 
pense the equipment, materials, and services neces- 
sary to fulfill the requirement provided in section 
one of this act, or it may contract to use, with or 
without financial reimbursement, the equipment, 
materials, and services available through a sani- 
torium or hospital approved by the State Depart- 
ment of Institutions and Agencies or through a 
public health agency approved by the State De- 
partment of Health. 

3. Any pupil failing to comply with the regula- 
tions of the board of education or with an order 
issued by a school officer as provided in such 
reeulations shall be excluded from school. 

4. Any pupil found to have tuberculosis in an 
active or a communicable stage shall be excluded 
from school and a report of each such case shall be 
filed by the school medical inspector with the health 
officer or the secretary of the board of health of 
the municipality in which the pupil resides. Re- 
admission to school may be granted when proof 
satisfactory to the school medical inspector is 
furnished to indicate that the pupil is free from 
communicable tuberculosis, is physically competent 
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to engage in school activities, and is not a menace 
to the health of other pupils. 

5. All records and reports of tuberculosis case- 
finding procedures conducted by or under the 
auspices of a board of education shall be the 
property of the board and shall be filed with the 
medical inspector as confidential information ex- 
cept that such records and reports shall be open 
for inspection. by officers of the State Department 
of Health and of the local board of health, of the 
municipality in which the pupil resides and of the 
munie‘pality in which the school is located. 

Approved August 2, 1939. 
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An Acr relating to the public schools of this State, 
and supplementing Title 18 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enacrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every board of education shall require a 
physical examination of all employees of the board 
at least once in three years and shall cause the first 
examination within one year from the date this act 
becomes operative. The scope of such examination 
shall be determined under rules of the State Board 
of Education. 

Tn addition to the routine examination of all em- 
ployees as provided in this act, the board of educa- 
tion may require the individual examination of 
an employee whenever in its judgment such em- 
ployee shows evidence of deviation from normal! 
physical or mental health. 

If as a result of the examination hereinbefore 
set forth, the board deems it advisable, it may re- 
quire diagnostic data obtained by means of labora- 
tory tests or by fluroscopic or X-ray technics. 
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The cost of examinations, laboratory tests, or 
X-ray procedures may be borne by the board of 
education when made by a physician or institution 
designated by the board. In lien of the examina- 
tion by such authority with payment by the board, 
an employee may be examined at his own expense 
by a physician or institution of his own choosing; 
provided, that such physician or institution shall 
be approved by the board of education. 

If the result of the examination indicates mental 
abnormality or a communicable disease, the em- 
ployee shall be ineligible for further service until 
satisfactory proof of recovery is furnished. If an 
emplovee is under contract or tenure protection, he 
may be granted any sick leave compensation pro- 
vided by the board of education for other employ- 
ees, and shall upon satisfactory recovery be per- 


mitted to complete the term of his contract, or, if 


under tenure, shall be re-employed with the same 
tenure status as he possessed at the time his serv- 
ices were discontinued; provided, the absence does 
not exceed a period of two years.

An Act relating to examination of pupils in the 
public schools of this State, and supplementing 
Title 18 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In conducting the examination of pupils as 
provided in section 18:14-57 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, the medical inspector may require pupils to 
loosen, open, or remove their clothing above the 
waist in a manner to facilitate inspection and ex- 
amination; provided, in any such case the parents 
or guardians shall be notified in writing of such 
proposed examination and in such notice the 
presence of one of the parents or guardians shall 
be requested and that in the absence of a parent 
or guardian there shall be present a nurse or 
teacher and in the examination of a female pupil 
the nurse or teacher present shall be of the female 
sex; and further, provided, that the notice of ex- 
amination shall state that if the parent or guardian 
objects to it, then the parent or guardian may file 
with the medical inspector a report of the family 
physician upon the condition for which such ex- 
amination was deemed advisable by the medical 
inspector. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr concerning the State Employees’ Retire- 
ment System, and amending section 43 :14-31 of 
the Revised Statutes. 


Bert enacren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:14-31 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43:14-31. A. member who has not attained age 
seventy shall, upon the application of the head of 
the department in which he is emploved or upon 
his own appleation or the application of one acting 
in his behalf, be retired by the board of trustees 
for accident disability, on an accident disability 
allowanee. No such application shall be valid or 
acted upon unless a report, in a form aeceptable 
to the retirement board, of the accident is filed in 
the office of the retirement system within sixty (60) 
days next following the accident; no such applica- 
tion shall be valid or acted upon unless it is filed 
in the office of the retirement system within two (2) 
vears of the date of the accident; but the retire- 
ment board may waive such time limit, for a rea- 
sonable period, if in the judgment of the board the 
circumstances warrant such action. 

Before consideration of the application by the 
retirement board. the physician or physicians 
designated by the board shall have first made a 
medical examination of the member at his resi- 
dence or at any other place mutually agreed upon 
and shall have certified to the board that he is 
physically or mentally incapacitated for the per- 
formance of duty, that the performance of duty 
was the natural and proximate cause of the dis- 
ability, the time and place where the duty causing 
the disability was performed, that the disability 
was not the result of his willful negligence and that 
he should be retired. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to ratify, confirm and validate any pur- 
chase of lands or real estate heretofore made by 
any municipality of not more than six thousand 
(6,000) population to perfect any lien of said 
municipality, without taking proceedings to en- 
force the len. 


Br rv enacten by the Senaie and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any purchase of lands or real estate hereto- 
fore made by any municipality of not more than 
six thousand (6,000) population of this State to 
perfect any lien of said municipality is hereby 
validated and confirmed, if otherwise legal and 
effective, although the consideration paid therefor 
may have been more than the approximate amount 
of the cost of the proceedings ordinarily incidental 
to the enforcement of said lien. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 299 


Aw Act relating to the public schools of this State, 
and supplementing chapter fourteen of Title 18 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir Eenactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of education of any school district 
may require immunization to diphtheria as a pre- 
requisite to attendance at school, and it may at its 
diseretion require or waive proof of immunity. 
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Any pupil failing to comply with such a require- 
ment may be excluded from school, unless the pupil 
shall present a certificate signed by a physician 
stating that the pupil is unfit to receive the im- 
munizing treatment, or a certificate signed by a 
physician or by the board of health or the health 
officer of the municipality in which the pupil re- 
sides to the effect that the pupil is known by 
evidence of an appropriate test to be immune to 
diphtheria; provided, that in either or any such 
instance the certification and the test employed 
shall have the approval of the school medical in- 
spector. 

2. In administering the provisions of this act, 
a board of education may provide the necessary 
equipment, materials and services for immunizing 
pupils whose parents or guardians in the opinion 
of the board are unable to meet the necessary ex- 
pense; and, further, when proof of immunity is 
included in the requirement, a board of education 
may provide the necessary equipment, materials, 
and services for testing any or all pupils to deter- 
mine susceptibility to diphtheria or to measure the 
effectiveness of the immunizing treatment. 

3. In administering the provisions of this act, 
the board of education shall require any child or 
pupil who has had diphtheria and who ean furnish 
proof to that effect satisfactory to the medical in- 
spector to submit first to a test of immunity, and, 
if by this means immunity is established, he shall 
not be required to undergo the immunization pro- 
cedure, but if the test reveals susceptibility to diph- 
theria he shall be subject to the requirement as 
hereinbefore set forth in section one of this act.

Aw Acr authorizing and empowering the State 
Board of Education to purchase land and equip- 
ment, and to construct buildings for the State 
Teachers College of Trenton and appropriating 
therefor the proceeds received from the sale of 
the lands and buildings formerly used for State 
Normal School purposes in the city of Trenton. 


Ber rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred upon the 
State Board of Education by the provisions of 
Title 18 of the Revised Statutes, the State Board 
of Education is hereby empowered to purchase 
land and equipment and to construct buildings for 
the State Teachers College of Trenton, and for 
such purposes there is hereby appropriated the 
proceeds of the sale of the lands and the buildings 
which were formerly used for State Normal School 
and State Teachers College purposes in the city 
of Trenton. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

it shall be the duty of the judge, at the time of the 
examination, to make inquiry as to the ability of 
the parent or guardian to pay the expenses of the 
commitment proceedings and the board of the boy 
or girl, and he shall indorse on the warrant of com- 
mitment a statement of his finding in that regard. 

Payment by the parent or guardian of these

performed by or under the direction of a licensed 
land surveyor.

04:34-4. The following transfers of property 
shall be exempt from taxation: 

a. Property passing to or for the use of the State 
of New Jersey, or to or for the use of a municipal 
corporation within the State or other political sub- 
division thereof, for exclusively public purposes. 

b. Property passing to a beneficiary or benefici- 
aries having any present or future, vested, con- 
tingent or defeasible interest under any trust deed 
or agreement heretofore or hereafter executed by 
a resident or nonresident decedent, to the extent 
that the trust fund results from the proceeds of 
contracts of insurance heretofore or hereafter in 
force, insuring the life of such decedent, to the 
trustee or trustees under such trust deed or agree- 
ment. 

c. Property passing to a trustee or trustees of 
any trust deed or agreement heretofore or here- 
after executed, by virtue of any contract of insur- 
ance heretofore or hereafter in force insuring the 
life of a resident or nonresident decedent and the 
proceeds of which are paid or payable at or after 
the death of such decedent to such trustee or 
trustees for the benefit of a beneficiary or benefici- 
aries having any present or future, vested, con- 
tingent or defeasible interest under such trust deed 
or agreement. 

d. Property passing since July first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-four, to or for the 
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use of any institution solely educational for whose 
benefit there may have been or may hereafter be 
appropriations made by the Legislature of this 
State. 

e. That part of the estate of any decedent who 
has heretofore died, or may hereafter die, received, 
either heretofore or hereafter, by the legal repre- 
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Fstate of 
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sentative of such decedent, whether directly from | 


the United States or through any intervening 
estate or estates, by reason of any war risk insur- 
ance certificate or policy, either term or converted, 
or any adjusted service certificate, issued by the 
United States. Nothing contained in this para- 
graph (e) shall entitle any person to a refund of 
any tax heretofore paid on the transfer of property 
of the nature aforementioned; and provided, fur- 


ther, that the exemption provided for in this para- | 


graph (e) shall not extend to that part of the 
estate of any decedent composed of property of the 
nature aforementioned, when such property was 
received by the decedent before death. 

f. The proceeds of any contract of insurance 
heretofore or hereafter in force insuring the life 
of a resident or nonresident decedent paid or pay- 
able at or after the death of such decedent to any 
beneficiary or beneficiaries other than the estate 
or the executor or administrator of such decedent. 

g. Any transfer, relinquishment, surrender or 
exercise at any time or times by a resident or non- 
resident of any right to nominate or change the 
beneficiary or beneficiaries of any contract of in- 
surance heretofore or hereafter in force insuring 
the life of such resident or nonresident irrespective 
of whether such transfer, relinquishment, surren- 
der or exercise of such right took place or whether 
the proceeds of such policy were paid or payable, 
before or after the taking effect of this act.

Aw Act concerning the operation of radio stations 
and municipal convention halls in municipalities 
bordering upon the Atlantic ocean, and supple- 
menting article six of chapter sixty-two of Title 
40. 


Beir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any municipality hav- 
ing a population of sixty thousand or more 
operating under the provisions of sections 40 :62-27 
to 40 :62-34, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes shall 
cause the director in charge of the radio broad- 
casting station and the municipal convention hall 
and the manager thereof to prepare a budget for 
each fiscal year, which budgets shall be designated 
as ‘‘municipal convention hall budget’’ and 
‘‘municipal radio broadcasting station budget.’’ 

2. Following the preparation of the budgets set 
forth in section one, the governing body shall at 
a public hearing, grant to taxpayers and other in- 
teresied persons, an opportunity to present ob- 
jections and to be heard with respect to the afore- 
said budgets. The hearing on the aforesaid 
budgets shall commence not later than the fortieth 
day after the beginning of the budget year. 

3. The governing body shall cause to be pre- 
pared and shall approve the budget prior to the 
publie hearing and shall fix the time when and the 
place where the hearing shall be held. Notice of 
such hearings, together with the budget as ap- 
proved shall be published at least once in at least 
one newspaper circulating in the municipality. 

4. The hear'ng on the budget shall be held at the 
time and place specified in the published notice, but 
may be adjourned from time to time until the 
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hearing is closed. After closing the hearings, the 
governing body may, by resolution, adopt the 
budget with or without alterations or amendments. 
However, no alteration or amendment adding to 
the budget any item of appropriation in amount in 
excess of one per centum (1%) of the total amount 
of the appropriations as stated in the approved 
budget or Increasing or decreasing any item of 
appropriation by more than ten per centum (10%) 
of the amount of such item as stated in the ap- 
proved budget shall be made in the approved bud- 
get unless the governing body shall first, at a public 
hearing, grant to taxpayers and other interested 
persons an opportunity to present objections and 
to be heard with respect to the alteration or amend- 
ment, after publishing in at least one newspaper 
circulating in the municipality not less than two 
days prior to the hearing, a notice describing the 
alteration or amendment and specifying the time 
and place when and where the hearing will be held. 

5. The aforesaid budgets shall be adopted not 
later than the fifty-fifth day after the beginning of 
the budget year. 

6. The aforesaid budgets shall consist of (a) a 
tabulated and an itemized s‘atement of all antici- 
pated revenues frcm the scurees provided for in 
seciion 40:62-82 of the Revised Statutes (b) all 
expenditures to be made for the purposes provided 
for in section 40 :62-83 of the Revised Statutes. 

7. The appropriations for all expenditures shall 
be itemized according to the respective object and 
purpose for which they are to be expended. 

8. Any municipality, by resolution, declaring an 
existence of an emergency adopted by a vote of 
two-thirds of all the members of the governing 
body may make emergency appropriations in anv 
fiscal vear after the adoption of the budget for sueh 
vear for any purpose which was not foreseen at 
the time of the adoption of such budget or for 
which adequate provision was not made in such 
budget provided said emergency appropriation or 
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appropriations are within the provisions of sec- 
tions 40:62-32 and 40:62-33 of the Revised Stat- 
utes.

Any policy or contract of insurance against death 
or injury resulting from accident or from acciden- 
tal means which covers more than one person, 
other than a blanket insurance policy, shall be 

Group health Ceemed a group accident insurance policy. Any 

pone policy or contract which insures against disable- 
ment, disease or sickness of the insured (excluding 
disablement which results from accident or from 
accidental means) and which covers more than one 
such person, other than a blanket insurance policy, 
shall be deemed a group health insurance policy. 

Combined Any policy or contract of insurance which combines 

the coverage of group accident insurance and of 
group health insurance shall be deemed a group 
accident and health insurance policy. 

ois te 2. Eligible groups. No policy of group accident, 
group health or group accident and health insur- 
ance shall be issued or delivered in this State un- 
less the policy conforms to the description and 
complies with the requirements contained in one 
of the following paragraphs: 
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(a) A policy issued to an employer, who 
shall be deemed the policyholder, covering not 
less than twenty-five employees of such em- 
ployer, and covering, except as hereinafter 
provided, only all employees of such employer 
or all of any class or classes thereof deter- 
mined by conditions pertaining to employment, 
for amounts of insurance based upon some 
plan which will preclude individual selection. 
If the premium is paid by the employer and 
employees jointly, or by the employees, the 
eroup shall comprise not less than seventy-five 
per centum of all employees or not less than 
seventy-five per centum of any class or classes 
of employees determined by conditions per- 
taining to the employment; 

(b) A policy issued to and in the name of 
an incorporated or unincorporated association 
of employees, which shall be deemed the 
policyholder, and which association has a con- 
stitution and by-laws and has fifty or more 
members and is organized and maintained in 
gvood faith for purposes other than that of 
obtaining insurance, and has been so organized 
and maintained for a period of not less than 
two years prior to the issuance of such policy 
or contract, and where the members covered 
by such contract are not less than seventy-five 
per centum of all the members of such associa- 
tion. If membership in such association is 
confined to employees of one employer, its 
affiliates or subsidiaries, no policy or contract 
of group accident, group health or group 
accident and health insurance may be issued 
to such association unless the qualifications for 
membership in such association are de- 
termined bv conditions pertaining to the em- 
ployment, the amounts of insurance are based 
on a plan precluding individual selection, and 
not less than seventy-five per centum of ali 
employees eligible for membership in such as- 
sociation are insured.

CHAPTER 305, LAWS OF 1939 


The term ‘‘employees’’ as used in this section 
shall be deemed to include, for the purposes of in- 
surance hereunder, as employees of a single em- 
ployer, the officers, managers and employees of the 
employer and of subsidiary or affiliated corpora- 
{ions of a corporation employer, and the individual 
proprietors, partners and employees of individuals 
aud firms of which the business is controlled by the 
insured employer through stock ownership, con- 
tract or otherwise. The term ‘‘employer’’ as used 
herein may be deemed to include any municipal 
corporation or the proper officers, as such, of any 
unincorporated municipality, or any department of 
such corporation or municipality determined by 
conditions pertaining to the employment. 

3. Dependents. Any of the benefits provided by 
any policy of group insurance as defined in section 
one and covering any group defined in section two 
of this act may be extended to cover such classes 
of dependents of insured employees or members 
as may be specified in the policy; provided, such 
coverage is granted according *o some plan which 
will preclude individual selection, and only with 
respect to benefits for hospitalization of, or 
medical or surgical aid for such dependents. 

4, Blanket accident insurance. Any policy or 
contract of insurance against death or injury re- 
sulting from accident or from accidental means 
which conforms with the description and complies 
with the requirements contained in one of the fol- 
lowing two paragraphs shall be deemed a blanket 
insurance poliey. 


(a) A policy or contract issued to any rail- 
road, steamship, motorbus or airplane carrier 
of passengers, which carrier shall be deemed 
the policyholder, covering a group defined as 
all persons who may become such passengers 
and whereby such passengers shall be insured 
against loss or damage resulting from death 
or bodily injury either while, or as a result of, 
being such passengers. 
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(b) A policy or contract issued in the name 
of any volunteer fire department, first aid or 
ambulance squad or volunieer police organi- 
zation, which shall be deemed the policyholder, 
and covering all the members of any such or- 
ganization against loss from accidents result- 
ine from hazards incidental to duties in 
connection with such organizations. 


Nothing contained in this act shall be deemed to 
affect the legal liability of the policyholder for the 
death of, or injury to, any member of such group. 

5. Standard provisions. No policy of group 
accident, group health, group accident and health 
or blanket accident insurance and no certificate 
thereunder shall be issued or delivered in this State 
unless the policy contains in substance all the pro- 
visions specified in subsections (a) to (0) follow- 
ing’: 


(a) A provision that no statement made by 
the applicant for insurance shall avoid the in- 
surance or reduce benefits thereunder unless 
contained in the written application signed by 
the applicant; and a provision that no agent 
has authority to change the policy or to waive 
any of its provisions; and that no change in 
the policy shall be valid unless approved by an 
officer of the insurer and evidenced by endorse- 
ment on the policy, or by amendment to the 
poliey signed by the policyholder and the in- 
surer. 

(b) A provision that the policy, the applica- 
tion of the person or association 1n whose 
name the policy is to be issued, a copy of which 
shall be attached to the policy, and the indi- 
vidual applications, if any, of the employees 
or members, shall constitute the entire con. 
traet between the parties and that all state- 
ments contained in any such application for 
insurance shall be deemed representations and 
not warranties. 
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(ec) A provision that all new employees or 
new. members, as the case may be, in the 
groups or classes eligible for such insurance 
must be added to such eligible groups or 
classes. 

(d) A provision that all premiums due 
under the policy shall be remitted by the em- 
ployer or employers of the persons insured. by 
the policyholder, or by some other designated 
person acting on behalf of the association or 
group insured, to the insurer on or before the 
due date thereof with such period of grace as 
may be specified therein. 

(e) A provision stating the conditions 
under which the insurer may decline to renew 
the policy. 

(f) A provision that the insurer shall issue 
to the emplover, the policyholder, or other 
person or association in whose name such 
policy is issued, for delivery to each employee 
or member, an individual certificate setting 
forth in summary form a statement of the es- 
sential features of the insurance coverage, to 
whom the benefits thereunder are payable, and 
in substance the provisions of subsections (g) 
to (n) inclusive of this section. This subsec- 
tion shall not apply to blanket accident policies 
issued pursuant to subsection (a) of section 
four of this act. 

(g) A provision specifying the ages, if any 
there be, to which the insurance provided 
therein shall be limited; and the ages, if any 
there be, for which additional restrictions are 
placed on benefits, and the additional restric- 
tions placed on the benefits at such ages. 

(h) A provision that written notice of sick- 
ness or of injury must be given to the insurer 
within twenty days after the date when such 
sickness or injury occurred. Failure to give 
notice within such time shall not invalidate nor 
reduce any claim if it shall be shown not to 
have been reasonably possible to give such 
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notice and that notice was given as soon as 
was reasonably possible. 

(i) A provision that in the case of claim for 
loss of time for disability, written proof of 
such loss must be furnished to the insurer 
within thirty days after the commencement of 
the period for which the insurer is lable, and 
that subsequent written proofs of the continu- 
ance of such disability must be furnished to 
the insurer at such intervals as the insurer 
may reasonably require, and that in the case 
of claim for any other loss, written proof of 
such loss must be furnished to the insurer 
within ninety days after the date of such loss. 
Failure to furnish such proof within such time 
shall not invalidate nor reduce any claim if it 
shall be shown not to have been reasonably 
possible to furnish such proof and that such 
proof was furnished as soon as was reasonably 
possible. . : 

(j) A provision that the insurer will furnish 
to the person making claim, or to the policy- 
holder for delivery to such person, such forms 
as are usually furnished by it for filing proof 
of loss. If the person making claim does not 
receive such forms before the expiration of 
fifteen days after the insurer receives notice 
of any claim under the policy, the person mak- 
ing such claim shall be deemed to have com- 
pled with the requirements of the policy as to 
proof of loss upon submitting within the time 
fixed in the policy for filing proof of loss, 
written proof covering the occurrence, char- 
acter and extent of the loss for which claim 
is made. 

(k) A provision that the insurer shall have 
the right and opportunity to examine the per- 
son of the insured when and so often as it may 
reasonably require during the pendency of 
claim under the policy and also the right and 
opportunity to make an autopsy in case of 
death where it is not prohibited by law. 
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(1) A provision that all benefits payable 
under the policy other than benefits for loss of 
time will be payable not more than sixty days 
after receipt of proof, and that, subject to due 
proof of loss, all accrued benefits payable 
under the policy for loss of time will be paid 
not later than at the expiration of each period 
of thirty days during the continuance of the 
period for which the insurer is liable, and that 
any balance remaining unpaid at the termina- 
tion of such period will be paid immediately 
upon receipt of such proof. 

(m) A provision that indemnity for loss of 
hfe of the insured shall be payable to the bene- 
ficiary or beneficiaries designated by the in- 
sured, other than the policyholder or an officer 
thereof as such, or if no beneficiary is desig- 
nated, to such other person or persons as shall 
be specified in the policy; and that all other 
indemnities of the policy are payable to the 
employee or member, except that, at the re- 
quest of the employee or member or in the 
event of his death, payment of benefits to the 
extent of expenses incurred on account of hos- 
pitalization may be made by the insurer to the 
hospital. If a beneficiary is designated, the 
consent of the beneficiary shall not be requisite 
to change of beneficiary or to any other 
changes in the policy or certificate except as 
may be specifically provided by the policy. 

(n) A provision that no action at law or in 
equity shall be brought to recover on the policy 
prior to the expiration of sixty days after 
proof of loss has been filed in accordance with 
the requirements of the policy and that no such 
action shall be brought at all unless brought 
within two years from the expiration of the 
time within which proof of loss is required by 
the policy. 

(o) In the ease of insurance issued pursuant 
to subsection (a) of section four of this act, 
a provision that the company will issue to the 
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policyholder, for delivery to the insured per- 
sons, certificates setting forth the name of 
the insurance company and the essential fea- 
tures of such insurance. 


6. Special provisions. No policy of group 
accident, group health, group accident and health, 
or blanket accident insurance, and no certificate 
thereunder shall be issued or delivered in this State 
if such policy or certificate contains any provision 
inconsistent with any of the provisions of this act, 
except that such policy may contain any provision 
which in the opinion of the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance is more favorable to policy- 
holders or certificate holders than the provision 
herein required. 

Any portion of any such policy, issued or de- 
livered in this State, which purports, by reason of 
the circumstances under which a loss is incurred, 
to reduce any benefits promised thereunder to an 
amount less than that provided for the same loss 
occurring under ordinary circumstances, shall be 
printed in such policy and in each certificate issued 
thereunder in bold face type and with greater 
prominence than any other portion of the text of 
such policy; and all other exceptions of the policy 
shall be printed in the policy and in the certificate 
with the same prominence as the benefits to which 
they apply. 

7. Filing policies. No policy of group accident, 
group health, group accident and health, or blanket 
accident insurance shall be issued or delivered in 
this State by any insurance company to any resi- 
dent thereof until a copy of the form thereof, all 
forms of applications, riders and endorsements for 


use in connection with the issuance or renewal . 


thereof and all certificates of insurance to be issued 
thereunder have been filed with the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance. If the commissioner 
shall at any time notify any company of his dis- 
approval of any such form as contrary to law, 
specifying particulars, it shall be unlawful for such 
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company thereafter to issue any such form so dis- 
approved. Such disapproval of the commissioner 
may be reviewed by a writ of certiorari. 

8. Section 17:18-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby repealed. 

9. This act shall take effect thirty days after it 
shall become law.

CHAPTER 306 


An Act concerning the powers of the chief of 
police or other person acting in similar capacity 
in boroughs. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The chief of police or other person acting in 
similar capacity in boroughs shall have the same 
power and authority to take complaints, issue war- 
rants and summonses, and hold defendants to bail 
as is vested in the mayor.

An Acr concerning the appointment, salary and 
tenure of special officers appointed by the prose- 
eutor of the pleas in counties of the third class 
having not less than eighty-two thousand and 
not more than one hundred and seventy-five 
thousand inhabitants, and supplementing chap- 
ter one hundred and eighty-one of Title 2 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Br rt EnacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In third class counties having not less than 
eighty-two thousand and not more than one hun- 
dred seventy-five thousand inhabitants, the prose- 
eutor of the pleas may appoint suitable persons, 
not exceeding six, to act as special officers for the 
detection, arrest, indictment and conviction of 
offenders against the law. Such persons so ap- 
pointed shall possess all the powers and rights and 
be subject to all the obligations of constables and 
police officers in the several counties of this State, 
and all said appointments shall be approved by the 
judge of the court of quarter sessions, and each 
person so appointed shall receive an annual salary: 
of not less than twenty-five hundred dollars 
($2,500.00) and not more than three thousand dol- 
lars ($3,000.00), which said compensation shall be 
fixed by said judge and prosecutor and paid in 
equal semimonthly installments; provided, how- 
ever, that one person shall be designated as chief 
of county detectives who shall receive an annual 
compensation of four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) 
to be paid in the same manner as other salaries 
authorized by chapter one hundred and eighty-one 
of Title 2 of the Revised Statutes to be paid by 
the county treasurer out of the funds of the county.

ceive any increase in salary over the minimum 
salary stated herein until he shall have served five 
continuous years as such officer in the prosecutor’s 
office. No increase in salary fixed by the judge and 
prosecutor, shall exceed more than one hundred 
dollars ($100.00) per year for each year of service 
over five years and all such increases shall cease 
when the respective maximum sums herein fixed

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CHAPTER 309 


An Acr concerning the establishment and admin- 
istration of unemployment compensation, pro- 
viding for the levy and collection of contribu- 
tions therefor, providing penalties and making 
appropriations, and amending section 43:21-14 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Br tr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 43:21-14 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43 :21-14. (a) Report and payment of contribu- 
tions. In addition to such reports as the executive 
director may require under the provisions of sub- 
section (g) of section 48:21-11 of this Title, every 
employer shall file with the commission periodical 
contribution reports on such forms and at such 
times as the executive director, with the approval 
of the commission, shall prescribe, to disclose the 
employer’s liability for contributions under the 
provisions of this chapter, and at the time of filing 
each contribution report shall pay the contribu- 
tions required by this chapter for the period 
covered by such report. The commission may re- 
quire that such reports shall be under oath of the 
employer. Any employer who shall fail to file any 
report, required by the commission or the executive 
director, on or before the last day for the filing 
thereof shall pay a penalty of one dollar ($1.00) 
for each day of delinquency until and including the 
tenth day following such last day and, for any 
period of delinquency after such tenth day, a pen- 
alty of one dollar ($1.00) a day or twenty per 
eentum (20%) of the amount of the contributions 
due and payable by the employer for the period 
covered by the report, whichever is the lesser. If 
there be no liability for contributions for the period 
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covered by any contribution report or in the case 
of any report other than a contribution report, the 
employer or employing unit shall pay a penalty of 
one dollar ($1.00) a day for each day of delin- 
queney in filing or fifteen dollars ($15.00), which- 
ever is the lesser. Any employer who shall fail to 
pay the contributions due for any period on or 
before the date they are required by the commis- 
sion to be paid, shall pay interest at the rate of 
one-per centum (1%) a month on the amount 
thereof from such date until the date of payment 
thereof. Upon the written request of any em- 
ployer or employing unit, filed with the commission 
on or before the due date of any report or contribu- 
tion payment, the commission, for good cause 
shown, may grant, in writing, an extension of time 
for the filing of such report or the paying of such 
contribution with interest at the rate of one per 
centum (1%) a month on the amount thereof; pro- 
vided, no such extension shall exceed thirty (30) 
days and that no such extension shall postpone 
payment of any contribution for any period beyond 
the day preceding the last day for filing tax returns 
under Title IX of the Federal Social Security Act 
for the year in which such period occurs. (As 
amended by chapter 59, P. L. 1988. Effective April 
1, 1938.) . | 

(b) Contributions a debt and lien; proceedings 
to recover; preference. The contributions. penal- 
ties, and interest due from any employer under the 
provisions of this chapter, from the time they shall 
be due, shall be a personal debt of the employer 
to the State of New Jersey, recoverable in any 
court. of competent jurisdiction in an action at law 
in the name of the State of New Jersey. Such debt, 
whether sued upon or not, shall be a first lien on 
all property of the debtor except as against an 
innocent purchaser for value in the usual course 
of business and without notice thereof, and shall 
have preference in any distribution of the assets of 
the employer, whether in bankruptcy, insolvency 
or otherwise. Such lien shall not be operative or 
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effective against any purchaser or mortgagee for 
value if such purchaser or mortgagee, prior to the 
acquisition of any interest in the said property, 
shall make requisition in writing upon the com- 
mission for a statement of the contributions, pen- 
alties, and interest due from the employer and the 
commission shall fail. within fifteen days after the 
receipt of such requisition, either to make certifica- 
tion under its seal and the hand of its executive 
director to such prospective purchaser or mort- 
gagee of the amount due, or to file, within the said 
fifteen days, a certificate of debt covering the ha- 
bility of the employer, in accordance with the pro- 
visions of subsection (e) of this section. 

(c) Arbitrary assessment. If any employer 
shall fail to make any report as required by the 
rules and regulations of the commission pursuant 
to the provisions of this chapter, the commission 
may make an estimate of the liability of such em- 
ployer from any information it may obtain and, 
according to such estimate so made, assess such 
employer for the contributions, penalties, and in- 
terest due the State from him, give notice of such 
assessment to the employer, and make demand 
upon him for payment. 

(d) Deficiency assessment. After a report is 
filed under the provisions of this chapter and the 
rules and regulations of the commission, the com- 
mission shall cause the report to be examined and 
shall make such further audit and investigation as 
it may deem necessary, and if therefrom there shall 
be determined that there is a deficiency with re- 
spect to the payment of the contributions due from 
such employer, the commission shall assess the 
additional contributions, penalties, and interest 
due the State from such employer, give notice of 
such assessment to the employer, and make de- 
mand upon him for payment. 

(e) Certificates of debt; judgment; procedure 
thereon. As an additional or alternative remedy, 
the commission may issue a certificate to the clerk 
of the Supreme Court or the clerk of the court of 
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common pleas of any county that any employer is 
indebted under this chapter in such an amount as 
shall be named in such certificate, and thereupon 
the clerk to whom such certifieate shall have been 
issued shall immediately enter upon his record of 
docketed judgments the name of such person, the 
name of the State, the amount of the debt so certi- 
fied, a description of the liability under this chap- 
ter, and the date of making such entries. The 
making of such entries shall have the same force 
and effect as the entry of a docketed judgment 
in the office of such clerk, and the commission shall 
have all the remedies and may take all the pro- 
ceedings for the collection thereof which may be 
had or taken upon the recovery of a judgment in 
an action at law upon contract, but without prej- 
udice to the employer’s right of appeal. 

(f) Priorities under legal dissolutions or dis- 
tributions. In the event of any distribution of an 
employer’s assets pursuant to an order of any 
court under the laws of this State. including any 
receivership, assignment for benefit of creditors, 
adjudicated insolvency, composition, or similar 
proceeding, contributions then or thereafter due 
shall be paid in full prior to all other claims except 
taxes and claims for remuneration of not more 
than two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) to each 
claimant, earned within six months of the com- 
mencement of the proceeding. In the event of an 
employer’s adjudication in bankruptcy, judicially 
confirmed extension proposal, or composition, 
under the Federal Bankruptey Act of 1898, as 
amended, contributions then or thereafter due 
shall be entitled to such priority as is provided in 
section sixty-four (b) of that act (U.S. C., Title 
XI, see. 104 (b) as amended). 

(z) Refunds. If not later than one year after 
the date on which any contributions or interest 
thereon became due. an employer who has paid 
such contributions or interest thereon shall make 
application for an adjustment thereof in connec- 
tion with subsequent contribution payments, or for 
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a refund thereof because such adjustment cannot 
be made, and the commission or executive director 
shall determine that such contributions or interest 
or any portion thereof was erroneously collected, 
such employer shall be allowed to make an adjust- 
ment thereof, without interest, in connection with 
subsequent contribution payments by him, or if 
such adjustment cannot be made the said amount 
shall be refunded, without interest, from the fund. 
For like cause and within the same period, adjust- 
ment or refund may be so made on the initiative 
of the commission through the executive director. 

(h) All interest and penalties collected pursuant 
to this section shall be paid into the unemployment 
compensation fund. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 310 


Aw Act in relation to the conversion, reconversion 
and reissuance of bonds and notes of counties 
and municipalities, amending section 40:1-57 
and repealing section 40:1-57.1 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. Section 40:1-57 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40:1-57. Reissuance and conversion. Unma- 
tured obligations which may be issued pursuant to 
this article or which have been issued pursuant to 
any other authority of law may. on express author- 
ization by resolution of the governing bedy and in 
i's diseretion, under the signature of the officers in 
office at the time of adoption of such resolution and 
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under the seal then in use, be converted or be re- 
issued under the following conditions: 

(1) If the ordinance or resolution authorizing 
the issue of bonds or determining the form thereof 
has provided that the bonds shall be issued in 
coupon form, any such bond may be converted into 
a fully registered bond by the removal and cancel- 
lation of the coupons attached thereto and the ex- 
ecution by an authorized officer of the county or 
municipality of a conversion certificate written or 
printed on the back of such bond. Any bond thus 
converted, when registered to bearer, may, with 
the consent of the county or municipality and on 
the written request of the holder thereof, be re- 
converted at the expense of such holder into a new 
coupon bond by the preparation and substitution 
of a new bond and coupons for unmatured interest, 
of the same form and tenor as those originally 
authorized, or by attaching to the bond so regis- 
tered to bearer new coupons for unmatured in- 
terest, of the same form and tenor as those origi- 
nally authorized; an authorized officer of the county 
or municipality may execute a certificate of such 
reconversion written, printed or stamped on the 
back of such bond. Any bond may again be con- 
verted into a fully registered bond and be recon- 
verted into a coupon bond from time to time in the 
manner herein provided. The resolution of the 
governing body authorizing any conversion or 
reconversion shall set forth the date, maturities, 
interest rate. denominations and numbers, of the 
old and new bonds and the name of the holder. 

(2) If lost or completely destroyed, any such 
obligations may be reissued in the form and tenor 
of the lost or destroyed obligations upon the owner 
furnishing, to the satisfaction of the governing 
body, (a) proof of ownership, (b) proof of loss or 
destruction, (ec) a surety bond, and (d) payment 
of the cost of preparing and issuing the new bonds. 

(3) If defaced or partially destroyed, any such 
obligations may be reissued in the form and tenor 
of the defaced or partially destroyed obligations, 
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to the bearer, or if registered, to the registered 
holder, at his expense, on surrender of the defaced 
or partially destroyed obligations and on such 
other conditions as the resolution may provide. 

(4) If issued in a form which the governing 
body by subsequent resolution adopted by vote of 
two-thirds of its members shall determine to be 
contrary to the best interest of the county or 
municipality, any bond anticipation notes, or any 
notes or temporary bonds issued under the act of 
which this article is a revision, may, on surrender 
and cancellation of the bonds or note so exchanged, 
be reissued to and at the expense of the holder in 
different form, with different recitals and in 
different denominations, but of like date, maturity, 
interest rate and dates of interest payments. 

(5) If originally issued in registered form, any 
such obligations may, with the consent of the 
county or municipality and on the written request 
of the holder thereof, be reissued at the expense of 
such holder, in such form and tenor as may be 
prescribed by resolution of the governing body of 
such county or municipality, provided the date, 
maturity and interest rate of the originally issued 
obligations and of the obligations issued in ex- 
change therefor are identical. 

2. Section 40:1-57.1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 311, LAWS OF 1939 


CHAPTER 311 


Aw Acr concerning old age assistance, and amend- 
ine section 44:7-11 of the Revised Statutes. 


Brit ENAcTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 44:7-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

44:7-11. The county welfare board shall appoint 
a director of welfare, who shall have the qualifica- 
tions herein provided. The county adjuster, when 
qualified, may be appointed to this office, but when 
so appointed shall not serve as an ex-officio mem- 
ber of the county welfare board. 

The director of welfare shall hold office for the 
term of five years or until appointment of his suc- 
cessor, unless sooner removed for cause, after due 
notice and hearing; except, that a person, who shall 
have qualifications necessary to the appointment of 
director of welfare, may be appointed by the 
county welfare board for a probationary period 
not exceeding six months to the position of acting 
director of welfare, and be vested, during this 
period, with the same powers as the director of 
welfare. This probationary period shall not be 
subject to extension, and upon expiration thereof, 
there having been meanwhile no adverse action by 
the county welfare board, in connection therewith, 
said probationary appointment shall become per- 
manent as director of welfare for the remainder 
of the five-year term prescribed herein. 

He shall be the clerk of the county welfare board 
and shall serve as such without additional com- 
pensation. He shall be the chief executive and ap- 
proval officer of the county welfare board, and shall 
exercise all the powers pertaining thereto. 

He shall be a citizen of the State and of the 
United States, shall be able to read and write the 
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English language, and be capable of making and 
keeping such records and reports as are lawfully 
required, shall have adequate knowledge of the 
laws concerning old age assistance and shall be a 
trained and qualified expert in the field of welfare 
service, with administrative experience therein. 

The county welfare board may appoint a deputy 
director of welfare, who shall have qualifications 
necessary to the appointment of directors of wel- 
fare and be under the supervision of such director 
of welfare, and be vested, on approval of the 
county welfare board, with the same powers as the 
director of welfare. The director of welfare of 
counties of the first and second class shall be en- 
titled to appoint, with the consent of the welfare 
board, a deputy director and a secretary, who shall 
be classified in the exempt class; provided, how- 
ever, that deputy directors now having civil service 
status shall not be removed or reduced in pay or 
position except in accordance with the provisions 
of the civil service laws applying to persons in the 
classified civil service.

CHAPTER 312 


Aw Act appropriating funds to the Department of 
Institutions and Agencies for the purchase of a 
tract of land in Landis township, Cumberland 
county, New Jersey, for a railroad siding for the 
Vineland State School. 


Berr enacteo by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated the sum of 
seven hundred and fifty dollars ($750.00) to the 
Department of Institutions and Agencies for the 
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purpose of purchasing a strip of land twenty (20) 
feet. in width, of a distance of about fifteen hun- 
dred (1,500) feet in length, in Landis township, 
Cumberland county, New Jersey, over which a rail- 
road siding from the Central Railroad Company 
to the Vineland State School has been constructed; 
said sum to be disbursed to the owner of said land 
by the said Department of Institutions and 
Agencies upon receiving a deed, in fee simple, 
therefor. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 313 


Aw Act concerning the payment of money into 
court in certain cases and the entry of satisfac- 
tions of certain judgments, orders and decrees by 
an order of court. 


Brit enactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any party in whose favor a judg- 
ment, order or decree is rendered, docketed or as- 
signed in any court of this State shall refuse to 
accept payment thereof or refuse to execute a war- 
rant in satisfaction upon tender of the amount due 
thereon with interest and costs; or whenever the 
whereabouts of any party in whose favor such judg- 
ment, order or decree is rendered, docketed or as- 
signed in any court of this State are unknown; or 
whenever an appeal, or a motion to set aside said 
judgment, or order or decree, or an application for 
a rehearing is pending, or an application for a rule 
to show cause why a new trial should not be 
granted, or the time limited for taking an appeal, 
or applying to set aside or for a new trial or for 
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a rehearing has not expired, any party against 
whom such judgment, order or decree was re- 
covered may file a verified petition with the court 
in which such judgment, order or decree is ren- 
dered, or if docketed in the court of common pleas 
or Supreme Court of this State, then in such court 
where finally docketed, reciting the name of the 
court in which such judgment, order or decree was 
recovered or docketed, the parties thereto, the date 
and amount thereof, and the book and page of 
record of said judgment and the docketing thereof, 
aud that a tender of the amount due thereon, to- 
eether with interest and costs, has been made to 
the holder thereof, but that such holder thereof 
refused to accept such payment and execute a satis- 
faction therefor; or that the whereabouts of the 
person in whose favor such judgment, money order 
or decree was rendered, docketed or assigned are 
unknown, and that an investigation has been made 
to discover such whereabouts, the results of such 
investigation to be specified in such petition; or 
that an appeal, or a motion to set aside said jude- 
ment or order or decree, or an application for a 
rehearing is pending, or an application for a rule 
to show cause why a new trial should not be 
granted is pending, or that the time prescribed by 
law for taking an appeal, or moving to set aside 
said judgment or order or decree, or to apply for 
a rehearing, or a new trial, has not expired and 
that the petitioner intends to take an appeal or 
make a motion to set aside or for a rehearing or 
a new trial; such court of original entry of such 
judgment, or if docketed, then the court of final 
docketing thereof, shall thereupon enter an order 
directing the clerk of such court to accept payment 
of such judgment, money order or decree, with in- 
terest and costs and to accept a bond in such 
amount and form as shall be approved by the court 
as security for the payment of the costs of any 
action to set aside said judgment, order or decree 
or for a new trial and upon such payment being 
made the clerk of such court shall enter satisfac- 
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tion thereon in words following or as nearly in 
conformity thereto as can be conveniently done:

2. The clerk of any court receiving payment of 
the amount due upon any judgment, order or de- 
cree, with interest and costs, as aforesaid, shall 
hold said moneys subject to an order of the court 
wherein said judgment, order or decree was 
entered or finally docketed as the case may be, or 
subject to the order of any other court of competent 
jurisdiction; provided, however, that in case said 
money is paid pending the taking of an appeal or 
motion to set aside said judgment, order or decree, 
or application for a rehearing or rule to show 
cause, then said clerk shall retain possession of 
said money until the time limited for the taking of 
said appeal or motions shall have expired, without 
said appeal having been taken, or motions having 
been made, unless prior to the expiration of said 
period, all the defendants and the holder of said 
judgment, order or decree, shall file with the 
said clerk a written consent to the payment of said 
money. Payment to the clerk of any court of the 
amount due upon any judgement, order or decree 
shall in no wise be deemed to affect the right of 
any party to said suit to appeal, to move to set 
aside said judgment, order or decree, or to apply 
for a rehearing in said matter, within the time and 
in the manner prescribed by law; in the event said 
judgement, order or decree shall be reversed, set 
aside, reopened or modified, the clerk shall dis- 
burse the moneys held by him, as aforesaid, in such 
manner as directed by the court. 
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3. Any right, title or interest in or claim or de- 
mand upon said judgment, money order or decree, 
including the lien for costs and compensation, if 
any, of the attorney or attorneys, solicitor or 
solicitors for the party or parties recovering such 
judgement, order or decree, shall be transferred to 
the moneys so paid into court in satisfaction of 
such judgment, order or decree. 

4. This act is to take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 314 


An Act relative to taxes and assessments owing 
by any corporation in bankruptcy or under re- 
ceivership proceedings in any municipality of 
this State. 


| Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the governing body of 
any municipality of this State to make such abate- 
ment, revision, alteration, adjustment and settle- 
ment of taxes and assessments, both of principal 
and of any or all interest and penalties thereon, 
as such governing body shall deem equitable and 
just, and to be for the best interest of such munici- 
pality; provided, such abatement, revision, alter- 
ation, adjustment and settlement shall be approved 
by the Commissioner of Local Government; and 
provided, also, however, that this act shall apply 
only to the abatement, revision, alteration, adjust- 
ment and settlement of taxes and assessments, 
both of principal and/or any interest and penalties 
thereon, as may now or hereafter be owing to such 
municipality from any corporation under the juris- 
diction of receivers or trustees appointed by any 
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district court of the United States under its gen- 
eral equity power or by virtue of the bankruptcy 


‘laws of the United States of America or by the 


Court of Chancery of the State of New Jersey. 

2. Whenever any trustee in bankruptcy or any 
receiver for a corporation, appointed by a court 
of competent jurisdiction, shall proceed, under an 


order of such court, to operate, use or occupy all 


or any portion of the property of any such bank- 
rupt corporation or of one under receivership pro- 
ceedings, either the municipality or such receiver 
or trustee may apply to the court having jurisdic- 
tion of said bankruptcy or receivership proceed- 
ings to fix the rental value of any such property, 
so used or occupied, as a part of the expense of 
such operation in lieu of said trustee or receiver 
being lable or required to pay out of operating 
income or receipts the full amount of taxes or as- 
sessments laid or levied against the property of 
such corporation during such operation, use or 
occupancy. And if such rental value shall be so 
fixed by the court having jurisdiction over such 
bankruptcy or receivership proceedings, then and 
in such case, such municipality may receive the 
amount of said rental value from such receiver or 
trustee out of income coming into the hands of 
such trustee or receiver by reason of the operation, 
use or occupancy of such property, and shall then 
apply same as a credit or credits on account of any 
taxes or assessments owing to it by any such cor- 
poration or on account of any taxes or assess- 
ments which may be adjusted or abated as herein 
provided. 

3. It shall be the duty of the collector of such 
municipality, upon receiving a certified statement 
of the amount which the governing body shall have 
agreed to accept in full satisfaction of such taxes 
and assessments, or either, to receive such sum so 
agreed to be accepted, in full satisfaction of such 
taxes and assessments, and to give a receipt for 
the amount paid in satisfaction thereof to the per- 
son paying the same; which receipt, accompanied 
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by said statement, shall be sufficient evidence of 
the payment and satisfaction of such taxes and as- 
sessments, and upon presentation thereof, with the 
bill annexed, to the clerk of the county he shall 
satisfy the tax or assessment record if any there 
shall be in the office relating to unpaid taxes and 
assessments, or either or both of them, so far as 
relates to the payment of the said tax or assess- 
ments. 

4. In case a reduction of any tax, taxes, assess- 
ments or assessment be made by the governing 
body upon any application presented to it under 
this act, such reduction shall be null and void un- 
less the unpaid tax and assessment, or either, as 
reduced, be paid within ninety days thereafter, 
unless such governing body, for good cause shown, 
shall by resolution extend the time for such pay- 
ment for a further period of not over thirty days. 

5. This act shall be deemed a public act, and take 
effect immediately, and it shall be inoperative and 
of no effect after January second, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty-one. 

6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are 
hereby repealed; provided, however, that this act 
shall not be construed to amend or repeal any of 
the provisions of sections 54 :4—99 to 54:4-102, both 
inclusive, of the Revised Statutes. 

7. This act shall take effect. immediately.

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CHAPTER 315 


Aw Act for the prevention of cruelty to animals, 
and supplementing chapter twenty-two of Title 
4 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Each person operating a motor vehicle who 
shall knowingly hit, run over, or cause injury to a 
dog, horse or cattle shall stop at once, ascertain 
the extent of injury, report to the nearest police 
station, police officer, or notify the nearest Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals and give 
his name, address, operator’s license and registra- 
tion number, and also give the location of the in- 
jured animal. 

2. Any person who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section shall be fined not less than 
five dollars ($5.00) and not more than twenty-five 
($25.00) for the first offense and not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) and not more than 
fifty dollars ($50.00) and ten days in jail for the 
second offense. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 316 


An Act concerning mechanic’s notices of intention, 
and amending section 2:60-174 of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2:60-174 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

2:60-174. Claim satisfied or abandoned; certifi- 
eate; contents; discharge by certificate; discharge 
by court order; fees. When a mechanic’s notice 
of intention has been filed pursuant to section 
2:60-112 of this Title and the claim for which the 
notice was filed has been paid, satisfied or settled 
by the parties or abandoned by the party filing the 
notice, the party filing such notice shall file, with 
the proper county clerk, a certificate duly acknowl- 
edged or proved, which shall contain: 


(a) The date of filing the mechanie’s notice 
of intention; 

(b) The file number indorsed thereon; 

(c) The name of the owner of the land 
named in the notice; and 

(d) The name of the person for whom the 
labor was performed or materials furnished. 


The certificate shall also direct the proper county 
clerk to discharge the mechanic’s notice of inten- 
tion of record. 

If the claimant shall fail or refuse to file such 
certificate, then upon application by any proper 
party in interest, the circuit court of the proper 
county, upon five days’ written notice to the claim- 
ant, said notice to be served upon him in the same 
manner as provided by section 2:60-118 of the 
Revised Statutes, or upon satisfactory proof that 
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the claimant has died or is not to be found within 
the State, may, upon good cause being shown, order 
the mechanic’s notice of intention discharged. 

The county clerk shall thereupon attach the cer- 
tifieate or order to the original notice of intention 
on file and shall note on the record thereof ‘‘dis- 
charged by certificate’’ or ‘‘discharged by court 
order’’, as the case may be, and for so doing he 
shall be entitled to the fee prescribed by section 
22 :2-19 of the Title Fees and Costs, for each cer- 
tificate so filed and noted. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 317 


An Act to add Route 25B to the State highway 
/ system. 


Ber rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Highway Commissioner shall, as 
soon as practicable and in accordance with the pro- 
cedure set forth in article one of chapter seven of 
Title 27 of the Revised Statutes, add to the present 
State highway system the following described 
route: 

Route No. 25B. Beginning on Route No. 25 of 
the present State highway system in the city of 
Newark, county of Essex, in the vicinity of the 
traffic circle at the Newark Municipal Airport, 
thence along Port street and Doremus avenue con- 
necting with the Lincoln Highway, which is part 
of the present State highway system Route No. 25. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 318 


Aw Acr fixing age limits for the appointment of 
members of police and fire departments in mu- 
nicipalities of this State, and amending section 
40 :47—4 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:47-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


40 :47-4. No person shall be appointed a mem- 
ber of the police force of any municipality who is 
less than twenty-one or more than thirty-five years 
of age. 

No person shall be appointed a member of the 
paid fire department or force of any municipality 
who is less than twenty-one or more than thirty- 
five years of age, but upon the creation of a paid 
fire department in any municipality, nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to prohibit the con- 
tinuance in office or employment of any person who 
is permanently employed by the municipality in a 
part-paid fire department at a fixed annual salary 
and whose sole occupation is that of fireman. 

2. Notwithstanding the passage of this act, ap- 
pointments may be made from any civil service 
list now in existence under Title 11 of the Revised 
Statutes of New Jersey. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 319 


An Act concerning the holding in perpetuity of 
trust funds where the income is to be used for 
the care of cemetery or burial lots and any im- 
provement thereon, and amending section 8 :2~30 
of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 8:2-830 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended so that the same shall read as 
follows: 

8:2-380. Any person, by his last will and testa- 
ment or otherwise, may create a trust fund to be 
held in perpetuity or for a lesser time where the 
income of which is to be used for the care or em- 
bellishment of any cemetery or grave, plot or lot, 
the graves therein, the tombstones or monuments 
thereon, or of any mausoleum; provided, however, 
that where any last will and testament purports to 
create a trust fund for any of the above enumer- 
ated purposes, the Court of Chancery of New Jer- 
sey may, upon or prior to the settlement of such 
an account, hear and determine the question 
whether, in view of the size of the estate and other 
pertinent circumstances, the testamentary provi- 
sion aforesaid is reasonable, and should the court 
find that the amount of the trust fund so provided 
is excessive, it may fix in lieu thereof a reasonable 
sum, which said reasonable sum shall not exceed 
the maximum amount of such trust fund; and pro- 
vided, further, that the person or corporation 
designated to hold such a trust fund shall consent 
to the hearing and determination as herein pro- 
vided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning food, drugs, devices and cos- 
metics, amending sections 24:1-1, 24:1-2, 24 :2-1, 
24:3-1, 24:3-2, 24:3-8, 24:3-4, 24:3-6, 24:4-1, 
24:4-2, 24:48, 24:49, 24:5-1, 24:5-2, 24:5-5, 
24 :5-6, 24 :5-8, 24 :5-9, 24:5-10, 24:5-11, 24:5-13, 
24:5-16, 24:5-17, 24:5-18, 24:5-19, 24:6-1, 
24 :6-2, 24:6-3 and 24:17-2 of the Revised Stat- 
utes; supplementing Title 24 by the addition of 
five new sections to be known as 24:1—-4, 24 :4-12, 
24 :5-11.1, 24:5-18.1 and 24:5-18.2; and further 
supplementing Title 24 by the addition of a chap- 
ter to be known as chapter six-A. 


Bre rt eEnactED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 24:1-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


24:1-1. As used in this Title: 

a. ‘‘State department,’’ ‘‘department of health”’ 
and ‘‘department’’ mean the ‘‘Department of 
Health of the State of New Jersey.’’ 

b. ‘‘State board’’ means the State Board of 
Health which is the governing head of the depart- 
ment. 

e. ‘Local board’’ or ‘‘local board of health’? 
means the board of health of any municipality, or 
the boards, bodies, or officers in such municipality 
lawfully exercising the powers of a local board of 
health under the laws governing such municipality. 

d. ‘‘Food’’ means (1) articles used for food or 
drink for man or other animals (2) chewing gum 
and (3) articles used for components of any such 
article. 

e. ‘‘Drug’’ means (1) articles recognized in the 
official United States Pharmacopeia, official 
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Homeopathic Pharmacopeia of the United States, 
or official National Formulary, or any supplement 
to any of them; and (2) articles intended for use 
in the diagnosis, cure, mitigation, treatment or 
prevention of disease in man or other animals; 
and (3) articles (other than food) imtended to 
affect the structure or any function of the body of 
man or other animals; and (4) articles intended for 
use as a component of any article specified in 
clause (1), (2), or (3); but does not include devices 
or their components, parts, or accessories. 

f. ‘‘Package’’ or ‘‘container’’ means wrapper, 
case, basket, hamper, can, bottle, jar, tube, cask, 
vessel, tub, firkin, keg, jug, barrel, or other re- 
ceptacles, but the word, ‘‘package’’ shall not in- 
elude open containers which permit a visual and 
physical inspection by the purchaser at retail, nor 
bags and other receptacles which are filled in the 
presence of the purchaser at retail. 

e. ‘“Device’’? means instruments, apparatus, and 
contrivances, including their components, parts, 
and accessories, intended (1) for use in the diag- 
nosis, cure, mitigation, treatment, or prevention of 
disease in man or other animals; or (2) to affect 
the structure or any function of the body of man 
or other animals. 

h. ‘‘Cosmetic’’?’ means (1) articles intended to 
be rubbed, poured, sprinkled, or sprayed on, in- 
troduced into, or otherwise applied to the human 
body or any part thereof for cleansing, beautifying, 
promoting attractiveness, or altering the appear- 
ance, and (2) articles intended for use as a com- 
ponent of any such articles; except that such term 
shall not include soap. 

i. ‘‘New drug’’ means (1) any drug the composi- 
tion of which is such that such drug is not generally 
recognized, among experts qualified by scientific 
training and experience to evaluate the safety of 
drugs, as safe for use under the conditions pre- 
scribed, recommended, or suggested in the labeling 
thereof, and (2) any drug the composition of which 
is such that such drug, as a result of investigations 
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to determine its safety for use under such condi- 
tions, has become so recognized, but which has not, 
otherwise than in such investigations, been used to 
a material extent or for a material time under such 
conditions. 

j. ‘‘Label’’ means a display of written, printed, 
or graphic matter upon the immediate container of 
any article; and a requirement made by or under 
authority of this subtitle that any word, statement 
or other information appear on the label shall not 
be considered to be complied with unless such 
word, statement, or other information also appears 
on the outside container or wrapper, if any there 
be, of the retail package of such article, or is easily 
legible through the outside container or wrapper. 
The term ‘‘immediate container’’ does not include 
package liners. 

x, ‘Labeling’? means all labels and _ other 
written, printed or graphic matter (1) upon an 
article or any of its containers or wrappers, or (2) 
accompanying such article. . 

l. ‘‘Official compendium’’ means the official 
United States Pharmacopeeia, official Homeopathic 
Pharmacopeia of the United States, official 
mk ational Formulary, or any supplement to any of 
them. 

m. If an article is alleged to be misbranded be- 
cause the labeling is misleading, then in determin- 
ing whether such labeling is misleading there shall 
be taken into account (among other things) not 
only representations made or suggested by state- 
ment, word, design, or any combination thereof, 
but also the extent to which such labeling fails to 
reveal facts material in the light of such represen- 
tations or material with respect to consequences 
which may result from the use of the article to 
which such labeling relates under the conditions of 
use prescribed in the labeling thereof or under such 
conditions of use as are customary or usual. 

n. The representation of a drug as an antiseptic 
shall be considered to be a representation that it is 
a germicide, except in the case of a drug purport- 
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ing to be, or represented as, an antiseptic for in- 
hibitory use as a wet dressing, ointment, dusting 
powder, or such other use as involves prolonged 
contact with the body. 

o. The provisions of this act regarding the sel- 
ling of food, drugs, devices, or cosmetics, shall be 
considered to include the manufacture, production, 
processing, packing, exposure, offer, possession, 
and holding of any such article for sale; and the 
sale, dispensing, and giving away of any such 
article and the supplying or applying of any such 
articles in the conduct of any food, drug or cos- 
metic establishment. 

p. The term ‘‘Federal Act’? means the Federal 
Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act (Title 21, U. S. C. 
301 et seq.: 52 Stat. 1040 et seq.). 

2. Section 24:1-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:1-2. The books printed and published and 
known as the official United States Pharmacopeeia, 
official Homeopathic Pharmacopeia of the United 
States, official National Formulary, or any supple- 
ment to any of them, or any of the printed copies 
of such books, shall in any action or proceeding 
brought under any of the provisions of this sub- 
title be received as evidence of the contents thereof, — 
in any court or before any magistrate. 

The court or magistrate may determine whether 
the books offered as such were so printed and pub- 
lished, either from inspection or the knowledge of 
the judge or magistrate, or from testimony. 

No error shall be assigned or judgment reversed 
because of the admission of such books unless it be 
shown that the books so offered in evidence were 
not, in fact, printed and published as such official 
United States Pharmacopeia, official Homeopathic 
Pharmacopeia of the United States, or official 
National Formulary. 

3. Chapter one of Title 24 of the Revised Stat- 
utes is hereby supplemented by the addition of 
the following section to be known as section 24:14: 
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24:14. No food, drug, device, or cosmetic, which 
is established to the satisfaction of the State De- 
partment to be subject to, and to comply with, 
regulations promulgated under the Federal Act 
shall be deemed to be in violation of this subtitle 
because of its failure to comply with regulations 
promulgated hereunder, insofar as the same are 
in conflict with the regulations under the Federal 
Act. 

4. Section 24:2-1 is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

24:2-1. The State Department shall execute and 
enforce the provisions of this subtitle and make 
and publish all necessary rules and regulations 
providing for the enforcement and carrying into 
effect of any provision of this subtitle and for the 
government of its officers and employees. The 
State Department is hereby authorized to adopt, 
insofar as applicable, the regulations from time 
to time promulgated by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture of the United States under the Federal 
Act. 

5. Section 24:3-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:3-1. The State Department and the local 
board, and any officer or employee thereof, in the 
performance of any duty imposed by this subtitle, 
shall have full access to any place, container or 
conveyance used in the production, preparation, 
manufacture, packing, storage, transportation, 
handling, distribution or sale of any food, drug, 
cosmetic or device, and may examine and open any 
package or container which is believed to contain 
any food, drug, cosmetic or device manufactured, 
sold, exposed for sale or had in possession with 
intent to sell in violation of any provision of this 
subtitle and inspect the contents thereof and take 
therefrom samples for analysis. 

6. Section 24:3-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:3-2. Every person who shall distribute or 
sell, or offer for distribution or sale, or have in his 
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possession with intent to distribute or sell, any 
food, drug, cosmetic or device, shall, on request 
and tender of the value by the State Department, 
deliver so much thereof to the department as it 
may request as a sample. 

7. Section 24:3-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24 :3-3. If such request is not immediately com- 
plied with, the department may demand and take 
so much of the food, drug, cosmetic or device as 
it may think necessary, tendering to the person in 
charge what it deems to be the reasonable value. 

8. Section 24:3-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24 :3-4. At the time of the delivery or taking of 
the sample excepting in the case where the article 
is a device, it shall be divided in the presence of 
the person of whom the request or demand was 
made, or before a witness, into two or more parts 
and each part shall be sealed in a suitable package. 
One part shall be tendered and, if accepted, shall 
be delivered to the person of whom the request or 
demand was made with a statement in writing that 
such sample is taken for the purpose of examina- 
tion, issued in the name of the department and 
signed by the person taking the same. 

9. Section 24:3-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24 :3-6. In any prosecution for the sale of food, 
drug or cosmetic in violation of any provision of 
this subtitle, proof of the analysis of the article 
so sold may be given in evidence on the part of the 
prosecutor, notwithstanding the fact that the 
article may have been purchased by some person. 
other than a representative of the department, if 
such article shall immediately after such sale be 
delivered by the purchaser to the department. 

The department shall, in the presence of the per- 
son from whom the request or demand was made, 
or of a witness who may be the purchaser, divide 
the article into two or more parts and preserve the 
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sample in the same manner as prescribed by sec- 
tion 24:34 of this Title. 

10. Section 24:4-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:4-1. Any food, drug, cosmetic or device, if 
not in transit from one state to another, that is 
offered or exposed for sale, or had in possession 
with intent to distribute or sell or is intended for 
distribution or sale in violation of any provision 
of this subtitle, may be confiscated by a summary 
proceeding. 

11. Section 24:4-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:4-2. The circuit court, court of common 
pleas, or district court having jurisdiction in the 
county in which such food, drug, cosmetic or de- 
vice is found or any judge of any such court, or 
any justice of the peace in such county shall have 
jurisdiction to hear and determine such _ pro- 
ceeding. 

12. Section 24:4-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:4-8. Any person who appears and claims the 
food. drug, cosmetic or device seized under the 
warrant shall be required to file a claim under 
oath. 

13. Section 24:4-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:4-9. If upon the hearing it shall appear that 
the article was offered or exposed for sale, or had 
in possession with intent to distribute or sell, or 
was intended for distribution or sale in violation 
of any provision of this subtitle, it shall be confis- 
eated and disposed of by destruction or sale as the 
court, Judge, or justice of the peace may direct, but 
no such article shall be sold contrary to any pro- 
vision of this subtitle. 

The proceeds of any sale, less the legal costs and 
charges, shall be paid to the State Department 
which shall pay the same into the State treasury, 
or to the local board for the use of the municipality. 
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14. Chapter four of Title 24 is hereby supple- 
mented by the addition of the following section 
to be known as 24:4-12: 

24:4-12. Whenever an agent of the State De- 
partment or of a local board of health finds, or 
has probable cause to believe, that any food, drug, 
device, or cosmetic is adulterated or so mis- 
branded as to be dangerous or fraudulent within 
the meaning of this subtitle, he shall affix to such 
article a tag or other appropriate marking, giving 
notice that such article is, or is suspected of being, 
adulterated or misbranded and has been detained 
or embargoed, and warning all persons not to re- 
move or dispose of such article by sale or other- 
wise until permission for removal or disposal is 
given by such agent or the court. It shall be un- 
lawful for any person to remove or dispose of 
such detained or embargoed article by sale or 
otherwise without such permission. 

15. Section 24:5-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:5-1. No person shall distribute or sell, or 
manufacture for distribution or sale, or have in 
his possession with intent to distribute or sell, any 
food, drug, cosmetic or device which under any 
of the provisions of this subtitle is adulterated or 
misbranded. 

16. Section 24:5-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:5-2. No dealer shall be prosecuted for a vio- 
lation of any provision of this subtitle regulating 
the adulteration or misbranding of any food, drug, 
cosmetic or device if he distributes or sells it or 
has it in his possession with intent to distribute 
or sell it in the original, unbroken package in which 
it was received by him, and he can establish a- 
euarantee signed by the person from whom he pur- 
chased the same; 

a. If a resident of the State, that the article is 
not adulterated or misbranded within the meaning 
of this subtitle, designating it; or 
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b. If a nonresident of the State residing in the 
United States, that the article is not adulterated 
or misbranded within the meaning of an Act of 
Congress entitled ‘‘An act to prohibit the move- 
ment in interstate commerce of adulterated and 
misbranded food, drugs, devices and cosmetics, and 
for other purposes,’’ approved June twenty-fifth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight, and 
the supplements and amendments thereto. 

17. Section 24:5-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:5-5. No guarantee that any food, drug, cos- 
metic or device is not adulterated or misbranded 
within the meaning of the federal legislation

d. If it bears or contains a coal-tar color other 
than one from a batch that has been certified by the 
United States Department of Agriculture.

For the purposes of this subtitle, con- 
fectionery shall be deemed adulterated if it bears 
or contains any alcohol, or non-nutritive article or 
substance except harmless vegetable coloring, or

taminated with filth, or whereby it may have been 
rendered injurious to health; or (3) if it is a drug 
and its container is composed, in whole or in 
part, of any poisonous or deleterious  sub- 
stance which may render the contents injurious 
to health; or (4) if it is a drug and it bears or con- 
tains, for purposes of coloring only, a coal-tar 
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color other than one from a batch which has been 
certified by the United States Department of Agri- 
culture. 

b. If it purports to be or is represented as a 
drug the name of which is recognized in an official 
compendium, and its strength differs from, or its 
quality or purity falls below the standard set forth 
in such compendium. Such determination as to 
streneth, quality, or purity shall be made in accord- 
ance with tests or methods of assay set forth in 
such compendium or in the absence of or inade- 
quacy of such tests or methods of assay, those 
prescribed by the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Whenever a drug is recognized in 
both the United States Pharmacopeia and the 
Homeopathic Pharmacopeeia of the United States it 
shall be subject to the requirements of the United 
States Pharmacopeia unless it is labeled and 
offered for sale as a homeopathic drug, in which 
case it shall be subject to the provisions of the 
Homeopathic Pharmacopeeia of the United States 
and not to those of the United States Pharma- 
copeia. 

ce. If it is not subject to the provisions of para- 
eraph (b) of this section and its strength differs 
from, or its purity or quality falls below that which 
it purports or is represented to possess. . 

d. If it is a drug and any substance has been (1) 
mixed or packed therewith so as to reduce its 
strength, quality, or purity; or (2) substituted 
wholly or in part therefor. 

e. If it is dangerous to health when used in the 
dosage, or with the frequency or duration pre- 
seribed, recommended, or suggested in the labeling 
thereof. 

22. Section 24:5-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24:5-11. No drug defined in an official compen- 
dium shall be deemed to be adulterated under sec- 
tion 24:5-10 because it differs from the standard 
of strength, quality, or purity therefor set forth in 
such compendium, if its difference in strength, 
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quality, or purity from such standard is plainly 
stated on its label. 

23. Chapter five of Title 24 of the Revised Stat-

d. If its container is composed, in whole or in 
part, of any poisonous or deleterious substance 
which may render the contents injurious to health. 

e. If it is not a hair dye and it bears or contains 
a coal-tar color other than one from a batch that 
has been certified by the United States Department 
of Agriculture. 

24. Section 24:5-13 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

24 :5-13. No person shall sell or offer or expose 
for sale, or have in his possession with intent to 
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distribute or sell, any food, drug, cosmetic, prepara- 
tion or mixture of any kind, intended for internal 
use, which contains methyl or wood alcohol; nor 
shall any person sell, or offer or expose for sale, or 
have in his possession with intent to distribute or 
sell, or use upon or apply to the body of another, 
any drug, hair tonic, bay rum or similar prepara- 
tion, intended for external use, which contains 
methyl or wood alcohol.

New Jersey finds, after due notice to the applicant 
and giving him an opportunity for a hearing that 
(1) the investigations, reports of which are re- 
quired to be submitted to the Department of Health 
of the State of New Jersey pursuant to subsection 
b, do not include adequate tests by all methods 
reasonably applicable to show whether or not such 
drug is safe for use under the conditions pre- 
scribed, recommended, or suggested in the pro- 
posed labeling thereof; (2) the results of such 
tests show that such drug is unsafe for use under 
such conditions or do not show that such drug is 
safe for use under such conditions; (3) the methods 
used in, and the facilities and controls used for, 
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the manufacture, processing, and packing of such 
drug, are inadequate to preserve its identity, 
strength, quality, and purity; or (4) upon the basis 
of the information submitted to the Department of 
Health of the State of New Jersey as part of the 
application, or upon the basis of any other infor- 
mation before the Department of Health of the 
State of New Jersey with respect to such drug, the 
Department of Health of the State of New Jersey 
has insufficient information to determine whether 
such drug is safe for use under such conditions, 
the Department of Health of the State of New Jer- 
sey may, prior to the effective date of the applica- 
tion, issue an order refusing to permit the applica- 
tion to become effective. 
e. This chapter shall not apply 
(1) to a drug intended solely for investigational 
use by experts qualified by scientific train- 
ing and experience to investigate the safety 
of drugs provided the drug is plainly labeled 
‘‘Mor investigational use only’’; or 
(2) to a drug sold in this State at any time prior 
to the enactment of this subtitle or intro- 
duced into interstate commerce at any time 
prior to the enactment of the Federal Act; or 
(3) to any drug which is licensed under the virus

C. 1934 ed. title 42, Chap. 4); or 

(4) to a drug dispensed on a written prescrip- 
tion signed by a physician, dentist, or 
veterinarian (except a drug dispensed in the 
course of conduct of a business of dispens- 
ing drugs pursuant to diagnosis by mail) if 
(1) such physician, dentist, or veterinarian 
is licensed by law to administer such drug, 
and (2) such drug bears a label containing 
the name and place of business of the dis- 
penser, the serial number and date of such 
prescription, and the name of such physi- 
cian, dentist, or veterinarian.

Aw Act concerning carrying of concealed weapons, 
and amending section 2:176-44 of the Revised 
Statutes of New Jersey. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 2:176-44 is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

2:176-44. Any person desiring to obtain a permit 
to carry a revolver, pistol or other firearm shall in 
the first instance make application therefor either 
to the chief police official of the municipality in 
which the applicant resides or to the sheriff of the 
eounty wherein the applicant resides. 

If such application is approved by the chief 
police official or by the sheriff, as the case may be, 
the applicant shall then present the same to the 
justice of the Supreme Court presiding in the 
county, or to a common pleas judge of the county 
in which the applicant is a resident, who, after 
investigation, which shall include the name and 
address of the manufacturer of such revolver, pis- 
tol or other firearm, also any and all of the manu- 
facturer’s identification numbers, letters and marks 
and a complete description of the kind and type 
of revolver, pistol or other firearm which the ap- 
plicant intends to carry; provided, however, that 
one permit shall be sufficient for such revolvers, 
pistols or other firearms of the applicant, and also 
the taking of the fingerprints of the applicant and 
the comparison of the same with any and all 
records of fingerprints in the municipality and 
county in which the applicant is a resident and also 
the records of the supervisor of the State Bureau 
of Identification of this State and the national bu- 
reau in the Department of Justice in Washington, 
District of Columbia, and being satisfied of the 
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sufficiency of the application and the need of such 
person to carry concealed upon his person a re- 
volver, pistol or other firearm, shall issue a permit 
therefor. 

Each applicant for such a permit shall at the 
time of granting the same pay to the clerk of the 
county in which he resides and in which the appli- 
cation is made, a license fee of three dollars. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed and this act shall take 
effect immediately.

CHAPTER 322 


Aw Acr concerning discrimination against eligibles 
certified for appointment in the competitive class 
in civil service, and supplementing chapter ten of 
Title 11 of Revised Statutes. 


Br rt Enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever, in making an appointment to any 
position in the competitive class, pursuant to chap- 
ter ten of this Title, from among those graded 
highest in an open competitive examination, an ap- 
pointing officer shall appoint or give employment 
to any person graded lower than such examination 
than any other person or persons whom such ap- 
pointing officer might lawfully have appointed to 
or given employment in such position, and who was 
willing to accept such position or employment, such 
appointing officer shall within five days after mak- 
ing such appointment or giving such employment 
enter upon the records of his office the statement in 
writing of his reasons for appointing or giving 
employment to the person so appointed or given 
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employment, and his reasons for failing to appoint 
or to give employment to the person or persons so 
eraded higher in such examination, and shall, 
within the same period, transmit a copy of such 
statement to the commission, certifying under oath 
that the said statement is a true and complete 
statement of his reasons for the acts referred to 
therein, and that sueh acts wherein did not by 
reason of race, color, political faith or creed of any 
person so appointed or given employment, or any 
person not appointed or given employment. Until 
such certified statement is filed as herein provided 
the civil service commission shall not include in the 
payroll the name of the person so appointed or 
given employment. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 323 


Aw Acr authorizing and empowering the State 
Board of Education to conduct a contest for the 
selection of an official State song. 


Brit enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Board of Education is authorized 
and empowered to conduct a contest for the selec-. 
tion of an official State song. Such contest shall be 
limited to residents of this State and the Board of 
Education shall establish rules and regulations 
governing the submission of manuscripts and data 
submitted to them. 

2. The State Board shall embody its findings and 
recommendations in a_report to be submitted to 
the next session of the Legislature. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 324 
An Act concerning counties. 


Be rr EnacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the sheriff of any county of this 
State has heretofore deposited to his account as 
sheriff monies in any bank or trust company, 
designated as a depository by the board of chosen 
freeholders of such county, and such funds shall 
thereafter have become lost or restricted in any 
such institution, either through insolvency or be- 
eause of compulsory restriction under the laws of 
this State, or whenever any sheriff has not here- 
tofore recovered or collected funds due him for any 
other cause, resulting in nonpayment of the lawful 
expenses incurred in fulfilling the duties of said 
office of sheriff, the county then and in that event 
may reimburse such sheriff, or any successor to 
the said office, to such extent of the loss as the 
board of chosen freeholders of any such county 
may determine. 

2. Upon making such payment mentioned here- 
inabove, the board of chosen freeholders of such 
county shall, in law, immediately be subrogated, 
either in the name of such county, or in the name 
of said sheriff for whom reimbursement was made, 
to the right, title, claim, interest and estate of such 
sheriff, to the extent of such reimbursement, in any 
dividend or preferred stock payable, authorized or 
issued by any such insolvent or restricted bank or 
trust company. The board of chosen freeholders 
of the county may, before making such reimburse- 
ment, require that such sheriff transfer and assign 
any certificate of stock in his possession, which 
may represent lost or restricted funds. 

3. In addition, upon making such payment men- 
tioned hereinabove, the board of chosen freehold- 
ers of such county, may proceed either in the name 
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of the county, or in the name of said sheriff for 
whom reimbursement was made, upon proper ap- 
plication, to recover for the use of the county any | 
money, asset, or credit standing or remaining in 
the name of such sheriff, on the books of the surplus 
funds accounts of the Court of Chancery of New 
Jersey, to an amount not exceeding the sum for 
which the said county made reimbursement; and, 
further, the said county, to the extent of the reim- 
bursement so made by it, shall succeed by opera- 
tion of law to the right, title, interest and estate 
of said sheriff in all unpaid accounts due and owing 
to such sheriff, for services rendered during his 
term of office. 

4. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
this act are hereby repealed. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 3825 


Aw Act making an additional appropriation to the 
Department of Labor for the purpose of carrying 
into effect the provisions of article two of. chap- 
ter eleven of Title 34 of the Revised Statutes, 
known as the ‘‘New Jersey Minimum Wage 
Law,’’ for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and forty. 


Beit enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. For the purpose of carrying into effect the 
provisions of article two of chapter eleven of Title 
34, of the Revised Statutes, also known as the 
‘‘New Jersey Minimum Wage Law’’, the sum of 
$25,000 is hereby appropriated to the Department 
of Labor, for disbursement and expenditure for 
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said purposes by the Department of Labor during 
the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty, which said sum shall be in 
addition to any other sum now or hereafter ap- 
propriated by law for said purposes for the use of 
the Department of Labor for the said fiscal year. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved August 8, 1939. 


CHAPTER 326 


Aw Act concerning certain rights and property the 
title to which is now held in trust for the State of 
New Jersey by the Morris Canal and Banking 
Company, and amending: section 13:12-4 of the 
Revised Statutes. 


Be tr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 13:12-4 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

13:12-4. The rights vested in the Canal and 
Banking Company to impound and divert waters 
of lakes, ponds and streams, and the property and 
rights vested in such company in Lake Hopatcong, 
Lake Musconetcong—otherwise known as Stanhope 
reservoir—Cranberry lake, Bear ponds, the pond 
on the Musconetcong river at Saxton Falls, and 
Greenwood lake, together with all such lands, ease- 
ments, rights and other property, the title to which 
is vested in such company in trust for the State of 
New Jersey, as may be necessary to maintain such 
lakes and ponds, or as may be of public value for 
public parks or recreation areas, shall be retained 
by such company in trust for the State of New 
Jersey, for the public use of conserving the public 
waters of the State or for public use for recreation, 
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and shall be and are hereby dedicated to such pub- 
lic use; and the Canal and Banking Company is 
hereby authorized and directed to control, main- 
tain and operate the dams and sluice gates at such 
lakes and ponds for the purpose aforesaid and in 
such manner that the rights of the riparian owners 
upon such lakes and ponds and the outlets thereof 
shall be properly conserved. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 327 


Aw Act respecting ice fishing, and amending’ sec- 
tions 23 :5-1 and 23 :5-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enactrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 23:5-1 of the Revised Statutes be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


23 :5-1. No person shall catch, take, kill or have 
in possession any: 

a. Black bass, Oswego bass, white bass, rock 
bass, ealico bass or crappie, except from June 
fifteenth to November thirtieth; 

b. Trout or landlocked salmon, except from 
April fifteenth to July fifteenth, and from Sep- 
tember first to September thirtieth; 

e. Pike perch, pike or pickerel, except from 
May twentieth to November thirtieth and from 
the first Saturday in January to the last Sun- 
day in January 


Under a penalty of twenty dollars for each fish so 
unlawfully caught, taken, killed or had in posses- 
sion. 
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2. Section 23:5-3 of the Revised Statutes be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

23:5-3. No person shall take or attempt to take 
a fish from any of the waters of this State by a 
line with hooks attached thereto, or by any other 
device, net or tackle operated through an opening’ 
in the ice in these waters, or drawn beneath the 
ice, excepting that: 


a. Carp and suckers may be taken with a net 
through or under the ice between December 
first and March first next ensuing in each 
year; 

b. Suckers may be taken through the ice by 
means of hooks directly attached to a rigid 
handle, the hooks not to exceed three in num- 
ber, between December first and March first; 

ce. Pike perch, pike and pickerel may be 
taken through the ice in the manner known as 
angling with hand lines or with rod and line, 
between the first Saturday in January and 
the last Sunday in January, the number of 
lines not to exceed ten in number, each of which 
lines shall not have more than one hook at- 
tached. No person shall take, kill, catch or 
have in possession on one day from the first 
Saturday in January and the last Sunday in 
January, more than ten in the aggregate of 
perch and pike perch, and ten in the aggregate 
of pike and pickerel. 


Any person who violates any provision of this 
section shall be lable to a penalty of fifty dollars 
for each fish unlawfully taken or possessed. 

3. 23:5-10. No person shall take, catch or kill in 
one day more than ten trout, ten pike perch, ten 
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of crappie and calico bass, ten salmon or ten in the 
ageregate of black bass and Oswego bass, and 
under no circumstances shall any person take, 
eatch or kill in any one day more than twenty-five 
in the aggregate of fish commonly classed as fresh 
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water game and food fish, under a penalty of 
twenty dollars for each fish so taken, caught or 
killed in excess of the number permitted by this 
section. 
4. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved August 8, 1939. 


CHAPTER 328 


Aw Act to fix the share of the State and the several 
municipalities in the cost of relief. 


Beir pnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The cost of relief shall be borne jointly by the 
State and the several municipalities, but the 
State’s share shall be seventy-five per centum 
(75%) of the cost thereof in the aggregate not to 
exceed fifteen million dollars ($15,000,000.00) in 
any one year, whichever is less, exclusive of admin- 
istrative expenses which shall be borne solely by 
the municipalities. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved August 17, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 329 


Aw Acr authorizing the creation of a debt of the 
State of New Jersey by the issuance of bonds of 
the State in the sum of twenty-one million dollars 
($21,000,000.00) for the relief of the people of 
the State from the hardships and suffering 
caused by unemployment and the effects thereof 
on the public health and welfare; providing the 
ways and means to pay the interest of said debt, 
and also to pay and discharge the principal 
thereof, and providing for the submission of this 
act to the people at a general election. 


Br tr penactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Bonds of the State of New Jersey in the sum 
of twenty-one million dollars ($21,000,000.00) are 
hereby authorized for the relief of the people of 
the State from the hardships and suffering caused 
by unemployment and the effects thereof on the 
public health and welfare. Said bonds shall be 
serial bonds and known as ‘‘unemployment. relief 
bonds’’ and, as to each series, the last installment 
thereof shall mature and be paid not later than ten 
years from the date of issuance of such series, but 
may be issued in whole or in part for a shorter 
term. All such bonds shall be subject to call for 
redemption, upon three months’ notice, at any time 
after three years from date of issuance. 

2. Said bonds shall be issued from time to time 
as money is required for the purpose aforesaid in 
no greater amount than ten and one-half million 
dollars ($10,500,000.00) in any calendar year as the 
State House Commission shall determine. 

3. The Governor, State Treasurer and Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, or any two of such officials 
(herein sometimes referred to as ‘‘the issuing offi- 
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cials’’), are hereby authorized to carry out the 
provisions of this act relating to the issuance of 
sald bonds, and shall determine all matters in con- 
nection therewith subject to provisions hereof. In 
case any of said officials shall be absent from the 
State or incapable of acting for any reason, his 
powers and duties shall be exercised and performed 
by such person as shall be authorized by law to 
act in his place as a State official. 

4. Bonds issued in accordance with the provi- 
sions of this act shall be a direct obligation of the 
State of New Jersey and the faith and credit of 
the State is pledged for the payment of the interest 
thereon as same shall become due and the payment 
of the principal at maturity. The principal and 
interest of such bonds shall be exempt from taxa- 
tion by the State or by any county, municipality or 
other taxing district of the State. 

do. Said bonds shall be signed in the name of the 
State by the Governor or by his facsimile signa- 
ture, under the great seal of the State, and attested 
by the Seeretary of State, or an assistant Seerctary 
of State, and shall be countersigned by the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury or the deputy comptroller. 
Interest coupons attached to said bonds shall be 
signed by the facsimile signature of the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury. Such bonds may be issued 
notwithstanding that any of the officials signing 
them or whose facsimile signatures appear on the 
bonds or coupons shall cease to hold office at the 
time of such issue or at the time of the delivery of 
such bonds to the purchaser. 

6. (a) Such bonds shall recite that they are 
issued for the purpose set forth in section one of 
this act and that they are issued in pursuance of 
this act and that this act was submitted to the 
people of the State at the general election held in 
the Month of November, one thousand nine hundred 
thirty-nine, and that it received the sanction of the 
majority of the votes cast for and against it at 
such election. Such recital in said bonds shall be 
conclusive evidence of the authority of the State to 
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issue said bonds and of their validity. Any bonds 
containing such recital shall in any suit, action or 
proceeding involving their validity be conclusively 
deemed to be fully authorized by this act and to 
have been issued, sold, executed and delivered in 
conformity herewith and with all other provisions 
of statutes applicable thereto, and shall be incon- 
testable for any cause. 

(b) Such bonds shall be in such form and in such 
denominations as may be determined by the issuing 
officials. Said bonds may be coupon bonds or may 
be registered as to principal only with interest 
coupous attached, or may be registered as to both 
principal and interest. 

(c) Whenever said bonds shall have been issued 
as coupon bonds, whether so issued originally or 
at the request of a holder thereof subsequent to the 
original issue, such bonds, or any of them, may be 
reissued by the issuing officials at the request of a 
holder as registered bonds, and all registered 
bonds, whether so issued or subsequently issued at 
the request of the holder, may be reissued upon 
such request, by the issuing officials, as coupon 
bonds. 

7. When bonds are issued from time to time, the 
bonds of each installment shall constitute a sepa- 
rate series, to be designated by the issuing officials. 
Each series of bonds shall bear such rate of 
interest, not exceeding three per centum (3%) per 
annum, as may be determined by the issuing offi- 
cials, which interest shall be payable semi- 
annually; provided, that the first and last interest 
periods may be longer or shorter, in order that in- 
tervening semiannual payments may be at con- 
venient dates. 

8. Said bonds shall be issued and sold at not less 
than par and accrued interest, under such terms, 
conditions, and regulations as the issuing officials 
may prescribe, after notice of said sale, published 
at least three times (the first notice shall be at least 
seven days prior to the day of bidding) in at least 
three newspapers published in the State of New 
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Jersey, and in one financial paper published in the 
city of New York. The said notice of sale may con- 
tain a provision to the effect that any or all bids 
made in pursuance thereof may be rejected. In the 
event of such rejection or failure to receive any 
bids, the issuing officials are authorized to sell said 
bonds at private sale. The issuing officials may 
sell all or a part of the bonds of any series as issued 
to the sinking fund or funds for other bonds issued 
by the State or to the trustees for the support of 
publie schools, the Teachers’ Pension and Annuity 
Fund, or any other pension fund established for 
the benefit of State employees, or to the Federal 
Government or any agency thereof, at private sale, 
without advertisement. 

9, Until permanent bonds can be prepared, the 
issuing officials may, in their discretion, issue in 
heu of such permanent bonds temporary bonds or 
certificates in such form and with such privileges 
as to registration and exchange for permanent 
bonds as may be determined by the issuing officials. 

10. The proceeds from the sale of the bonds, 
exclusive of accrued interest and premiums re- 
ceived and interest from deposits received from 
depositories, shall be paid to the State Treasurer 
and be held by him in a separate fund, and be de- 
posited in such depositories as may be selected by 
him to the credit of the fund, which fund shall be 
known as the ‘‘State relief fund.’’ All accrued 
interest and premiums from the sale of bonds, ex- 
cepting as hereinafter directed, together with 
interest received from deposits of such funds, shall 
be held by the State Treasurer to the credit of the 
said State relief fund. 

11. The moneys in the said State relief fund are 
hereby specifically dedicated to the relief of the 
people of the State from the hardships and suffer- 
ing caused by unemployment and the effects thereof 
on the public health and welfare, and shall be dis- 
bursed in accordance with this act through such 
agencies or by such means as the Legislature may 
by act have heretofore provided for such purpose 
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or may by act hereafter continue or provide, for 
such purpose. Such fund shall be held for the 
demand of the State Financial Assistance Commis- 
sion, or its successor, and shall be drawn upon and 
disbursed on its order, as other funds are now dis- 
bursed from the State treasury. 

12. In case any coupon bonds and coupons there- 
unto appertaining or any registered bond shall 
become mutilated or destroyed, a new bond shall be 
executed and delivered of like tenor, amount, date 
and series, in substitution for the mutilated or 
destroyed bonds or coupons. In case of destruction 
or mutilation the applicant for the substituted bond 
or bonds shall furnish to the issuing officials evi- 
dence satisfactory to it of such mutilation or 
destruction and also such security and indemnity 
as may be required. 

13. Any expense incurred by the issuing officials 
for advertising, engraving, printing, clerical, legal 
or other services necessary to carry out the duties 
imposed upon them by the provisions of this act 
shall be paid from accrued interest and premiums 
from the sale of bonds or from the proceeds of the 
sale of said bonds, by the State Treasurer upon 
warrant of the Comptroller of the Treasury, in the 
same manner as other obligations of the State are 
paid. 

14. Bonds issued hereunder shall mature in in- 
stallments in the years commencing with the third 
year after the date of issue and ending not later 
than the tenth year from the date of issue as shall 
be determined by the issuing officials. All such 
bonds issued pursuant hereto shall be subject to 
call for redemption upon three months’ notice at 
any time after three years from the date of issu- 
ance. The installments falling due in the several 
years shall be so arranged that the total of the 
interest on all outstanding bonds for the year plus 
the amount of bonds falling due within such year 
shall be practically the same throughout each year 
of the series, provided that in order to avoid issu- 
ing bonds for fractions of one thousand dollars

($1,000.00) or to avoid having any of the bonds 
falling due within any year of the series in amount 
less than multiples of ten thousand dollars 
($10,000.00), the maturities may be arranged in 
multiples of ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00). 

15. To provide funds to meet the interest and 
principal payment requirements for the bonds 
issued under this act and outstanding, there is 
hereby appropriated in the order following: 

(a) The surplus of any highway extension sink- 
ing fund, whether principal or interest, remaining 
after the retirement of highway extension bonds; 

(b) Revenues derived from pari-mutuel betting 
at race meetings when legislation therefor shall 
be enacted; 

(c) From the receipts of the tax on motor fuels, 
as provided by subtitle six of Title 54 of the Re- 
vised Statutes, such funds as the issuing officials 
shall deem necessary, and the State Treasurer is 
hereby authorized to retain such amounts.

(e) If in any year or at any time funds, as herein 
above appropriated necessary to meet interest and 
principal payments upon outstanding bonds issued 
under this act, be insufficient or not available, then 
and in that case there shall be assessed, levied and 
collected annually in each of the municipalities of 
the counties of this State a tax on real and personal 
property upon which municipal taxes are or shall 
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be assessed, levied and collected, sufficient to meet 
the interest on all outstanding bonds issued here- 
under and on such bonds as it is proposed to issue 
under this act in the calendar year in which such 
tax is to be raised and for the payment of bonds 
falling due in the year following the year for which 
the tax is levied.

shall certify to the Comptroller of the Treasury the 
amount necessary to be raised by taxation for such 
purposes, the same to be assessed, levied and col- 
lected for and in the ensuing calendar year. In 
such case the Comptroller of the Treasury shall, on 
or before the first day of March following, caleu- 
late the amount in dollars to be assessed, levied and 
collected as herein set forth in each county.

In order to inform 
the people of the contents of this act it shall be 
the duty of the Secretary of State, after this sec- 
tion shall take effect and at least thirty days prior 
to the said election, to cause this act to be pub- 
lished at least once in at least ten newspapers pub- 
lished in the State.

Be ir ENacteD by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any city, borough, town, township, village or 
other municipality (other than school districts), 
may incur indebtedness, borrow money and issue 
its negotiable bonds for the relief of the poor, in- 
cluding direct relief, expense of administration, 
the cost of issuance of such bonds and other inci- 
dental expenses. 

2. Any bonds issued under this act shall be 
authorized by ordinance, passed by the governing 
body of the municipality in the manner or mode of 
procedure prescribed by the local bond law, con- 
stituting sections 40:1-1 to 40:1-88 of the Revised 
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Statutes, except that (1) no supplemental debt 
statement need be filed and said bonds may be 
issued notwithstanding any debt or other limita- 
tion prescribed by the said law, (2) no down pay- 
ment shall be required, (3) said bonds shall mature 
in not more than five annual installments, com- 
mencing not more than one year from the date of 
said bonds and no annual installment shall exceed 
the amount of the smallest prior annual install- 
ment of such issue, and (4) the ordinance authoriz- 
ing such bonds need state only the amount of bonds 
thereby authorized for relief of the poor, the rate 
or maximum rate of interest the bonds shall bear 
and the date and maturities of the bonds. 

3. Such bonds may be made subject to redemp- 
tion prior to maturity at par and accrued interest 
on any interest payment date on such notice as may 
be provided in the bonds. Any such bonds which 
are issued subject to redemption prior to maturity 
shall be redeemed in accordance with their terms 
on the receipt of moneys from the State if the State 
Financial Assistance Commission, or its successor, 
shall so prescribe, in connection with any allotment 
of State funds for poor relief to such municipality. 

4. All bonds issued hereunder shall be general 
obligations of the municipality issuing them and a 
tax sufficient in amount to pay the principal of and 
interest on such bonds shall be levied and collected 
by such municipality in the year in which the same 
shall become due and payable. Such bonds may 
contain a recital that they are issued pursuant to 
this act in the manner or mode of procedure pre- 
scribed by the local bond law and such recitals 
shall be conclusive evidence of their validity and 
of the regularity of their issuance.

a. In counties of the first class: the first assist- 
ant prosecutor, not less than seven thousand nor 
more than ten thousand dollars; one of the assist- 
ant prosecutors, other than the first assistant 
prosecutor, not less than six thousand nor more 
than seven thousand dollars; all other assistant 
prosecutors, not less than five thousand nor more 
than six thousand dollars. The amounts of the sal- 
aries herein provided for shall be fixed by the 
board of chosen freeholders of the respective 
counties. 

b. In counties, except counties of the first class, 
in which there are two or more judges of the court 
of common pleas: the first assistant prosecutor, 
seven thousand dollars; one assistant prosecutor, | 
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other than the first assistant, six thousand dollars;

e. In counties bordering on the Atlantic ocean, 
except any such county having two or more judges 
of the court of common pleas: 


(1) Counties having a population of more 
than seventy-five thousand and not more than 
one hundred and five thousand, the assistant 
prosecutor, four thousand dollars; 

(2) Counties having a population of more 
than one hundred and thirty thousand, the 
second assistant prosecutor, twenty-five hun- 
dred dollars; 

(3) In counties having a population of more 
than thirty-two thousand and not more than 
fifty thousand, the assistant prosecutor, an 
amount to be fixed by the board of chosen free- 
holders ; 

(4) All other such counties, the assistant 
prosecutor, an amount to be fixed by and paid 
out of the salary of the prosecutor of the pleas 
of any such county. 


d. In all counties in which the salaries of the 
assistant prosecutors are not otherwise fixed by 
this section: 


(1) Counties having a population of more 
than two hundred thousand, the assistant 
prosecutor, sixty-five hundred dollars; 

(2) Counties having a population of more 
than two hundred thousand and not more than 
two hundred and fifty thousand, the first 
assistant prosecutor, four thousand dollars, 
and the other assistant prosecutor, thirty-five 
hundred dollars; 

(3) Counties having a population of more 
than one hundred and thirty-five thousand and 
not more than two hundred thousand, the 
assistant prosecutor, four thousand dollars: 
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(4) Counties having a population of more 
than one hundred thousand and not more than 
one hundred and thirty-five thousand, the 
assistant prosecutor, twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars; 

(5) Counties having a population of more 
than eighty thousand and not more than 
ninety-five thousand, the assistant prosecutor, 
fifteen hundred dollars; 

(5a) Counties having a population of more 
than sixty thousand and not more than sev- 
enty thousand, according to the census taken 
in one thousand nine hundred and thirty, the 
assistant prosecutor, twelve hundred dollars; 

(6) Counties having a population of more 
than eighty-two thousand and not more than 
one hundred and fifty thousand, except coun- 
ties bordering on the Atlantic ocean, the assist- 
ant prosecutor, two thousand dollars; 

(7) In all other counties, the assistant prose- 
cutor, an amount to be fixed by and paid out 
of the salary of the prosecutor of the pleas 
of the county.

specifying the day and time and such meeting and 
location of such polling place was posted on each 
schoolhouse within the polling district for which 
such polling place was established at least ten days

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such meeting specifying the day and time of such 
meeting was published at least one week before the 
holding of such meeting in a newspaper circulating 
in the district.

Aw Acr concerning old age assistance, and amend- 
ing section 44:7-12 of the Revised Statutes.

1. Section 44:7-12 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

44 :7-12. The county welfare board, as the bureau 
of old age assistance, shall receive and act upon 
applications filed pursuant to this chapter, and 
shall extend to those persons found to be eligible 
under the provisions of this chapter assistance ade- 
quate to provide for their reasonable maintenance 
and well-being. Old age assistance shall be granted 
in the form of cash or a check. The amount and 
nature of assistance which any person shall receive, 
the manner of providing it, and the conditions upon 
which it is granted, shall be determined by the 
county welfare board as the bureau of old age 
assistance with due regard to the conditions exist- 
ing in each case, in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the State division; but in no case 
shall such assistance exceed forty dollars per 
month. Such assistance shall be provided for the 
recipient only while living in his own or some other 
suitable family home within this State, except that 
upon special resolution by the county welfare 
board, after hearing, and upon written approval 
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from the State division such assistance may be 
granted outside his own or other suitable family 
home; and with the further exception that upon 
special resolution by the county welfare board, 
assistance may be continued for such periods as 
the State division may by regulation prescribe for 
any individual already receiving same who moves 
outside the State of New Jersey, in any case where 
the State division finds that the State to which such 
individual has moved is willing to provide such 
supervision and to make such reports as the State 
division may require. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act concern- 
ing the practice of professional engineering and 
land surveying (Revision of 1938), and repealing 
chapter eight, Title 45, of the Revised Statutes,”’ 
approved June fourteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-eight. 


Brit rnacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

3. To carry out the provisions of this chapter, 
there is hereby created an examining board for 
the heensing of professional engineers and land 
surveyors, which board shall consist of five (5) 
members who shall be appointed by the Governor 
of the State of New Jersey, with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, within sixty days after the 
passage of this chapter, or as soon as practicable 
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thereafter. The members of said board shall be 
appointed to serve for the term of five (5) years. 
Kach member shall hold office after the expiration 
of his term until his successor shall be duly ap- 
pointed and qualified. The term of office of the 
members of said board shall commence on the first 
day of May. Vacancies in the membership of the 
beard, however created may be filled by appoint- 
ment of the Governor from nominees recommended 
by the representative professional engineering 
societies of this State, with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, for the unexpired term. Notwith- 
standing anything herein contained, the present 
members of the State board shall continue in office 
as members of said board until their present re- 
spective terms expire. 

To direct and supervise the administrative work 
of the State Board of Professional Engineers and 
Land Surveyors there is hereby created the office 
of secretary-director, who shall also be ex-officio 
a member of the examining board. The secretary- 
director shall be the chief executive and adminis- 
trative officer of the State board. The secretary- 
director shall be named by the Governor of this 
State, and his term which commences within ten 
days after this act takes effect shall terminate on 
the thirty-first day of March, one thousand nine 
hundred and forty-two. His successor shall be 
appointed by a majority of the State Board of 
Professional Engineers and Land Surveyors for 
a period of three vears. The secretary-director is 
hereby empowered to appoint an assistant secre- 
{ary and one or more investigators and such 
assistants as he may deem necessary, who shall 
hold their respective positions during the pleasure 
of the seeretary-director, and shall perform such 
duties as he may assign; and shall receive such 
salaries or compensation as the secretary-director 
shall fix; provided, however, that the total of such 
salaries and compensation and incidental expenses, 
together with all other expenses shall not exceed 
the total receipts from fees during any fiscal year. 
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The seeretary-director shall be paid a salary of 
{wo thousand five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) per 
annum. The secretary-director is further em- 
powered to lease and maintain suitable offices for 
the board at such places within the State of New 
Jersey as he may deem necessary for the conduct 
ot the business of the board. The secretary- 
director is empowered to make rules and regula- 
tions for effectuating the purposes of this act. 

2. Section four of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

4. Said board, when so appointed, shall be 
designated and known as the ‘‘State Board of 
Professional Mngineers and Land Surveyors.’’ 

No person shall be appointed on said board who 
is not a citizen of the United States and a resident 
of this State at the time of his appointment, and 
who has not been engaged in the practice of pro- 
fessional engineering at least ten (10) years, and 
who shall not have been in responsible charge of 
professional engineering or land surveying for at 
least five years. 

After the passage of this chapter appointments 
to the board to fill expired terms may be made by 
the Governor from nominees recommended by the 
representative professional engineering societies 
of the State, with the advice and consent of the 
Senate. 

The Governor may remove any member of the 
board after hearing, for misconduct, incompetency, 
neglect of duty or for any other sufficient cause. 

One member of said examining board shall be a 
licensed land surveyor. 

After this chapter becomes effective, no person 
shall be appointed as a member of said examining 
board who shall not be a lheensed professional 
engineer or licensed land surveyor under the pro- 
visions of this chapter. 

The members of said examining board shall re- 
ceive no compensation for their services, but shall 
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be reimbursed for all necessary traveling, hotel, 
incidental and clerical expenses, incurred in carry- 

ing out the provisions of this chapter; provided, Proviso. 
however, that the total of such expenses shall not 
exceed the total receipts from fees during any 
fiscal year. 

3. Section five of the act of which this act is section s 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended *”°"** 
to read as follows: 

5. Each member of the examining board before oath of 
entering upon the duties of his office, shall sub- faa” 
seribe to an official oath of office as provided by 
section 41:1-38 of the Title Oaths and Affidavits of 
the Revised Statutes, which oath shall be filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State. 

The examining board shall be entitled to the 
services of the Attorney-General in connection 
with the affairs of the board and the board shall 
> have power to compel the attendance of witnesses, 
and any member thereof may administer oaths and 
the board may take testimony and proofs concern- 
ing any matters within its jurisdiction. 

The board shall adopt and have an official seal. — Seal. 

In carrying into effect the provisions of this Witnesses. 
chapter, the board may, under the hand of its 
president and the seal of the board, subpoena 
witnesses and compel their attendance, and also 
may require the production of books, papers, docu- 
ments, et cetera, in a case involving the revocation 
of license or practicing or offering to practice 
without license. If any person shall refuse to Reusing 
cbey any subpoena so issued, or shall refuse to 
testify or produce any books, papers or documents, 
the board may present its petition to any justice 
of the State Supreme Court setting forth the facts, 
and thereupon such court shall, in proper case, 
issue a subpoena to such person, requiring attend- 
ance before such court and there to testify or to 
produce such books, papers and documents as may 
be deemed necessary and pertinent to the board. 

Any person failing or refusing to obey the sub- 
pena or order of said court may be proceeded 
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against in the same manner as for refusal to obey 
any other subpcena or order of the said court. 

4. Section six of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so 
that the same shall read as follows: 

6. Said examining board shall at its annual 
meeting to be held in April meet and organize by 
electing a president, vice-president and treasurer. 

The secretary-director and treasurer shall give 
bond for the faithful performance of their duties 
in such sums as the board shall determine. 

Said board shall meet at least every two months 
and special meetings may be held at such times 
as called by the secretary-director. 

A quorum of the examining board shall consist 
of three (8) members. 

5. Section seven of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended , 
to read as follows: 

An itemized account of all receipts and expendi- 
tures of the board shall be kept by the said secre- 
tary-director and a detailed report thereof, verified 
by the affidavit of said secretary-director shall be 
filed with the Secretary of State within twenty 
days after the close of the fiscal year. 

The Secretary of State shall be paid such fees 
for filing the report as are now paid for filing 
similar reports in his office. All surplus in the 
hands of the board at the end of the fiscal year 
shall be paid to the State Treasurer.

11. License certificates shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April following issuance, renewal or 
reinstatement and shall become invalid on that 
day unless renewed. Licensees shall apply for 
renewal on or before the thirtieth day of April of 
each year. It shall be the duty of the secretary- 
director of the board to notify all persons licensed 
under this chapter of the date of the expiration of 
their certificates and the amount of the fee that 
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shall be required for their renewal for one year; 
such notice shall be mailed at least one month in 
advance of the date of expiration of said certifi- 
cate. Renewal may be effected at any time during 
the month of April by the payment of the following 
fees, to wit: 


As professional engineer, five dollars 
($0.00) ; 

As professional engineer and land surveyor, 
five dollars ($5.00) ; 

As licensee under one or more of the special 
titles in professional engineering and land 
surveying designated by the board prior to the 
passage of this chapter, five dollars ($5.00) ; 

As land surveyor, five dollars ($5.00). 


The failure on the part of the licensee to renew 
his or her certificate annually in the month of 
April as required shall not deprive such person of 
the right of renewal during the ensuing year but 
the fee to be paid if the license be renewed in any 
month during the current year subsequent to April 
shall be seven dollars ($7.00) instead of five 
dollars ($5.00); and, if the license be not renewed 
in the current year the licensee shall have to pay 
a reinstatement fee of ten dollars ($10.00) plus 
five dollars ($5.00) for each year in which the 
licensee is in arrears. One notice to the licensee, 
by mail, on or before April fifteenth, addressed to 
his or her last place of residence known to the 
board, informing him or her of his or her failure 
to have applied for renewal of his or her license, 
shall constitute legal notification of such delin- 
quency by the board. 

The failure on the part of the licensee to renew 
his or her certificate within one year from the date 
of the expiration of said license will automatically 
revoke such license and the right of the person to 
practice thereafter shall be restored only upon the 
payment of the ten dollar ($10.00) reinstatement 
fee plus all arrearages. Continuing to practice as 
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a ‘‘professional engineer’? or as a ‘‘land_ sur- 
veyor’’ after the expiration of his or her license 
shall render the person so doing lable to all the 
penalties prescribed for practicing without a 
heense. ;

CHAPTER 340 


Aw Act to authorize boards of chosen freeholders 
in any of the first class counties of this State 
to acquire lands and erect and maintain thereon 
buildings to be used as maternity hospitals, and 
amending section 30:9-24, of the Revised 
Statutes. 


Brrr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
biy of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 80:9-24 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30:9-24. The board of chosen frecholders of a 
county of the first class, whenever in its judgment 
the public need requires, may acquire land by pur- 
chase, condemnation, gift or otherwise anywhere 
within the county and erect thereon suitable build- 
ings to be used as and for a maternity hospital. 

For the purpose of obtaining moneys to acquire 
the necessary land and to erect thereon such 
hospital buildings, and the furnishing and equip- 
ping of the same, the board of chosen freeholders 
of any such county may issue and sell the bonds 
of such county to an amount not to exceed one per 
eentum of the ratables of such county, which bonds 
shall be issued under the provisions of article one 
of chapter one of the Title Municipalities and 
Counties. 
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All necessary charges and expenses that may be 
incurred in conducting such hospital and in keep- 
ing the buildings in repair shall be paid by the 
board of chosen freeholders from funds raised or 
to be raised by taxation, as other county expenses 
are raised and paid. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Foreign Wars or other recognized veterans or- 
eanization of the United States of America located 
in such municipality or county. 

2. Section 18:5-28 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

18:5-28. No transfer or conveyance of school 
property as provided in section 18:5-27 of this 
Title shall be made until the board of education 
has adopted a resolution declaring the property 
to be no longer desirable or necessary or required 
for school purposes, and authorizing the convey-

CHAPTER 242 


Aw Act making an appropriation to the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Development, for the 
development of the present State parks, subject 
to the jurisdiction of said department. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. There is hereby appropriated to the Depart- 
ment of Conservation and Development the sum 
of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) 
from the State highway fund for the acquisition, 
development and maintenance of present State 
parks, subject to the jurisdiction of said depart- 
ment. 

2. The Department of Conservation and De- 
velopment shall make application to the Federal 
Government or any agency thereof, notifying them 
that such department is sponsoring a project or 
projects for park purposes, and is authorized to 
enter into contracts and make commitments neces- 
sary to receive benefits of appropriations made by 
the Federal Government or any agency thereof. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved October 2, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 3438 


Aw Act relating to the formation and government 
of consolidated municipalities; amending sec- 
tions 19:38-1, 19:38-2, 19:38-3, 19:38-5 and 
19:38-6 of the Revised Statutes; and repealing 
an act entitled ‘‘An act to enable adjoining 
municipalities, other than cities, lying in the 
same county, to consolidate and form a city,”’ 
approved March twentieth, one thousand nine 
hundred twenty-three, constituting chapter one 
hundred seventeen of the public laws, one thou- 
sand nine hundred twenty-three as amended and 
supplemented; and repealing sections 40 :43—40 
to 40:43-64, inclusive, section 40:43-66, section 
19 :38-4, and section 18 :5-13 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, and an act entitled ‘‘A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and 
efficient system of free public schools and to pro- 
vide for the maintenance, support and manage- 
ment thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three,’’ approved 
March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred 
twenty-two, as amended. 


Brit enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Short title. This act may be cited as the 
‘‘Yocal Units Permissive Consolidation Act 
(1939);7? 

2. Authorization. Any two or more municipali- 
ties in the same county and comprising contiguous 
territory may be consolidated pursuant to this act. 

3. Definitions. For the purposes of this act: 

‘‘State Board’’ means the Local Government 
Board of New Jersey. 
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‘‘Governing body’’ means the local governing 
body of a municipality. 

‘“‘Type of municipality’? means the statutory 
classification such as city, town, township, borough. 

‘‘Form of government’’ means such form as city 
manager, commission, mayor-council. 

‘‘Class’’ means the statutory classification of 
municipalities by population and location. 

‘‘ Joint committee,’’ or ‘‘committee,’’ means a 
joint consolidation committee. 

‘‘Qualified voters’’ means persons legally quali- 
fied to vote at the next preceding general election 
held in a municipality proposed for consolidation 
pursuant to this act. 

4. Proceedings instituted by petition; resolu- 
tion. Qualified voters of a municipality may pro- 
pose a consolidation pursuant to this act by filing 
a petition with the governing body of such munici- 
pality. The petition may describe the proposed 
type, form of government and name of the pro- 
posed new municipality. The clerk of the munici- 
pality, and such assistants as he may require, shall 
forthwith ascertain and certify to the governing 
body the number of signatures, and the validity 
thereof, affixed to any petitions filed in pursuance 
of this section. 

Whenever the clerk certifies that a petition is 
signed by at least twenty per centum of the quali- 
fied voters of the municipality, the governing body 
shall forthwith adopt a consolidation resolution, 
summarizing the proposals of the petition, and 
forthwith cause a copy of the resolution to be filed 
with the clerk of the county. 

Whenever the county clerk has received consoli- 
dation resolutions from each of the governing 
bodies of the municipalities proposed for consoli- 
dation, he shall, forthwith, notify those governing 
bodies to form a joint consolidation committee pur- 
suant to the provisions of section five. The notice 
shall be in writing, shall designate the place of the 
first meeting of the joint committee, and fix a time 
for such meeting not less than ten nor more than 
thirty days after the date of such notice. 
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5. Composition of committee. A joint consolida- 
tion committee shall be composed of three residents 
of each municipality proposed for consolidation. 
They shall be appointed by their respective govern- 
ing bodies within ten days from date of the notice 
by the county clerk. A vacancy shall be filled in 
the manner provided for original appointment. 

Not more than two appointees from each mu- 
nicipality shall be of the same political party. 
Appointees shall hold no remunerative position, 
employment, or office of public trust. They shall 
serve without compensation for their services as 
such, but shall be allowed necessary expenses in- 
curred by them in the performance of their official 
duties, when itemized and sworn to by the chair- 
man and secretary. The expenses of a joint com- 
mittee shall be borne by the separate municipalities 
represented thereon in the proportion that the tax- 
able property within each bears to the whole tax- 
able property within the proposed consolidated 
municipality. Such apportionment shall be based 
upon the last abstract of ratables made for the 
purpose of levying taxes in the respective munici- 
palities concerned. 

6. Consolidation plan; duty of committee. It 
shall be the duty of the joint committee to form- 
ulate a plan for consolidation of the municipalities 
represented on the committee. A consolidation 
plan shall provide for and set forth: 

(1) The name, type, and form of government of 
the proposed new municipality; but the plan shall 
be in agreement with the proposals of consolida- 
tion petitions with respect to these three matters 
to the extent that all of the petitions are in explicit 
accord on one or more thereof; 

(2) Whether the municipal charter, if any, of 
one of the municipalities proposed for consolida- 
tion shall become the charter of the Propowes new 
municipality ; 

(3) Details of adjustment of the indebtedness 
and other obligations of the municipalities pro- 
posed for consolidation in such manner as to pre- 
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serve a fair and equitable burden of taxation for 
debt service; 

(4) The transfer of property and assets of the 
consolidating municipalities to the proposed new 
municipality ; 

(5) The extent to which the municipalities pro- 
posed for consolidation may authorize or issue 
bonds or other obligations or incur contractual 
duties during the period between the date of a 
referendum, held pursuant to this act, and the date 
of consolidation, as defined in section seventeen ; 

(6) Ward boundaries, not inconsistent with the 
general election laws of the State, which will be the 
basis for membership on the governing body of 
the proposed new municipality, whenever such 
membership is to be by ward representation in 
whole or in part; 

(7) The date upon which consolidation shall be 
deemed effected, subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion seventeen; and 

(8) One of the following methods of treatment 
of the ordinances, rules and regulations of the mu- 
nicipalities proposed for consolidation: 


a. The ordinances, rules and regulations of 
one municipality shall take effect. throughout 
the consolidated territory. 

b. The ordinances, rules and regulations of 
one municipality shall be effective for ninety 
days after the date of consolidation, but not 
thereafter unless re-enacted. 

e. The joint committee shall remain effective 
as a codification committee which will present 
a proposed new code of ordinances, based 
upon the ordinances of the consolidating mu- 
nicipalities, to the new council for enactment 
within ninety days after the date of consolida- 
tion, with such amendments and supplements 
as the new council may deem desirable. Pend- 
ing the enactment of such code of ordinances, 
the ordinances of the consolidating munici- 
pality having the largest population shall re- 
main effective throughout the consolidated 
territory. 
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A consolidation plan may also fix the date for a 
referendum thereon and may contain any addi- 
tional provisions, including the disposition of 
special districts and intermunicipal agreements, 
not inconsistent with the constitution and general 
laws of the State, relating to the terms and condi- 
tions of consolidation. 

7. Meeting; organization: A joint committee 
shall meet at the time and place designated in the 
notice of the county clerk, and shall proceed to or- 
ganize by selecting from its membership a chair- 
man and a secretary. The secretary shall, within 
two days after the first meeting, certify to the 
county clerk and the State board the officers and 
membership of the joint committee. He shall keep 
a record of all proceedings. 

A majority of the joint committee shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of its business, 
but a consolidation plan shall not be adopted by 
the committee except by the affirmative vote of a 
majority of the members from each municipality 
proposed for consolidation. 

After organization, the committee shall proceed 
with its work. It may adjourn any meeting from 
time to time, not exceeding one week, and may con- 
vene after the first meeting at any convenient 
place. 

Upon the completion of its duties under this act 
the joint committee shall cease to exist. 

8. Powers of subpoena. A joint committee shall 
have the power to issue subpoenas; to compel the 


attendance of officers and employees of the munici- 


palities concerned; to compel the production of all 
books, documents and other papers of the munici- 
palities proposed for consolidation, and to admin- 
ister oaths or affirmations to persons appearing 
before it to testify. 

If a person subpenaed fails to appear or to be 
examined or to answer any question, or to produce 
any books, papers, correspondence, memoranda, 
records or documents when subpcenaed or ordered 
to do so, any court of record or any judge or justice 
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thereof may, on application therefor by the com- 
mittee, make such order as may be required, and 
any failure to obey such order of the court may be 
punished as a contempt of the court. 
. 9. Public hearings. The joint committee shall 
from time to time cause at least two public hear- 
ings to be held on the consolidation plan. At least 
ten and not more than fifteen days prior to the date 
set for a public hearing, the joint committee shall 
cause notice of the time, place and purpose of the 
hearing to be published at least once in a news- 
paper of general circulation in the municipalities 
proposed for consolidation. 

10. Services of State Board. The State Board 
shall, to every possible extent, advise and co- 
operate with the joint committee and shall make 
available its facilities and records and technical 
and professional assistance from its staff. The 
secretary of the joint committee shall notify the 
State Board, in advance, of the time and place of 
each meeting and hearing of the committee. A 
member or other representative of the State Board 
shall be entitled to be present at the meetings and 
hearings of the joint committee and to take part 
in discussion, but he will have no vote. 

11. Presentation of plan; approved plan. The 
plan, and any amendments thereto, formulated and 
adopted by the joint committee may be presented 
to the State Board within ninety days from the 
date of the committee’s organization, except that 
at the committee’s request the State Board may 
extend the period. 

The State Board shall approve any plan pre- 
sented to it whenever it determines that the plan 
complies with the requirements of the constitution 
and the laws of the State and that its fiscal pro- 
visions are practicable. Otherwise the State Board 
shall disapprove the plan or may give conditional 
approval of a submitted plan, contingent upon ac- 
ceptance by the committee of amendments recom- 
mended by the State Board. 
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The State Board shall certify to the joint com- 
mittee its approval or disapproval and the reasons 
therefor within thirty days from the date the plan 
or the last previous amendment thereto is pre- 
sented to the board. Any plan, including amend- 
ments, adopted by the joint committee after the 
board has made its certification shall, regardless of 
the approval or disapproval of the State Board, 
be the ‘‘approved plan.’’ The approval or dis- 
approval of the State Board shall, however, be in- 
dorsed upon the referendum ballot in accordance 
with the form prescribed by section fifteen. 

12. Referendum. The approved plan shall be 
submitted to a popular referendum at the next gen- 
eral election to be held not less than thirty days 
following its adoption, unless such plan provides 
for a referendum at a different time. Whenever 
an approved plan is finally adopted by the joint 
committee, the committee shall forthwith, by 
formal order directed to and served by registered 
mail upon the county board of elections, request 
the holding of an election pursuant to this section. 
The order shall state the corporate names of the 
proposed for consolidation, the 
name, type and form of government of the pro- 
posed new municipality, and the object and date 
of the election. The committee shall also file a true 
copy of the order in the office of the county clerk, 
with the State Board, and with the clerk of each of 
the municipalities named in the order. 

13. Notice; publication of plan. The joint com- 
mittee shall cause to be prepared an ‘‘official ab- 
stract’’ of the approved plan consisting of a clear, 
concise statement, without argument or prejudice, 
descriptive of the substance of the plan. Not less 
than twenty nor more than thirty days preceding 
the date fixed for the election, the committee shall 
cause the official abstract to be published at least 
once in a newspaper of general circulation in the 
municipalities named in the plan, together with 
notice of: 
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(1) the time, place and purpose of the elec- 
tion; 

(2) the manner in which copies of the ap- 
proved plan may be obtained; and 

(3) the fact that if the voters favor the con- 
solidation by a majority vote in each of the 
municipalities named in the plan, the approved 
plan shall become binding and legally enforce- 
able between such municipalities. 


The joint committee shall make available a suffi- 

cient number of printed or typewritten copies of 
the approved plan to supply them to interested 
persons upon request. The joint committee shall 
also file one certified copy of the approved plan in 
the office of the clerk of each of the municipalities, 
the county clerk, the State Board and the Secretary 
of State. 
_ 14. Conduct of election. It shall be the duty of 
the county board of elections to conduct the refer- 
endum election in compliance with the order of the 
committee. All qualified voters shall be entitled 
to vote, and the referendum shall, except as other- 
wise provided in sections fifteen, sixteen and seven- 
teen, be conducted and the results thereof ascer- 
tained and certified in the same manner and under 
the same conditions, restrictions and penalties as 
are provided by law for general elections. The 
clerk of the county, the county board of election, 
the commissioner of election and municipal clerks, 
as the case may be, shall prepare and deliver all 
the necessary books and records of registry of 
voters as well as all ballots, booths, books and other 
equipment to be used in the course and for the 
purposes of the election. 

15. Ballots. In referenda under this act, sepa- 
rate printed ballots in the form required by this 
section shall be used. Each ballot shall be printed 
in type not less than eight point, and shall be in 
substantially the following form:

16. Certification of results; effective vote. The 
county board of election shall forthwith canvass 
the returns of the election and shall certify the re- 
sult of its canvass to the clerk of each municipality. 
The certificate shall show distinctly the total num- 
ber of votes cast for and against the consolidation 
in each of the municipalities voting on the question. 
The approved plan of consolidation shall be certi- 
fied as having been adopted whenever the canvass 
results in a favorable majority vote in each of the 
municipalities proposed for consolidation. 
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The county board of election shall file true copies 
of its certificate in the offices of the county clerk, 
the State Board and the Secretary of State. 

17. Date of consolidation. Following a favor- 
able majority vote, as provided in section sixteen, 
the municipalities shall be deemed consolidated as 
of the date provided for and set forth in the ap- 
proved plan. If no such date is fixed, then the con- 
solidation shall be deemed effective from and after 
twelve o’clock noon of the first day of the calendar 
year next succeeding such favorable vote. If the 
referendum date, however, is less than thirty days 
prior to the last day in that year for the filing of 
nominating petitions for the election of municipal 
officers in the type and form of government set 
forth in the approved plan, the consolidation shall 
be deemed effected as of twelve o’clock noon of the 
first day of the calendar year next but one succeed- 
ing the date of the referendum. 

18. Defeat of approved plan. The question as to 
consolidation of the same municipalities shall not 
be submitted to the voters thereof within two vears 
from the date of the last previous referendum held 
for that purpose. 

19. New corporate entity; adjoining municipal- 
ities. From and after the date of consolidation, as 
defined in section seventeen, the municipalities that 
have adopted the approved plan, as appears by the 
certificate of the county board of election, shall 
constitute and be a single municipality under the 
name, of the type and form of government, and 
subject to the provisions set forth in the approved 
plan. The inhabitants of the territory comprising 
the consolidated municipalities shall thereafter be 
a body politic and corporate in fact and in law 
under such name. 

The general laws of the State applying to munici- 
palities of the type, form of government and class 
(Gif any) of the new municipality shall apply to 
eonsolidated municipalities created pursuant to 
this act. 
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20. Ward boundaries. The ward boundaries 
provided for and set forth in the approved plan 
shall be those of the new municipality until changed 
in accordance with law.

The nomination and election of the first 
set of officers in a consolidated municipality created 
under this act shall be in the manner provided by 
chapter thirty-eight, Title 19, Revised Statutes, as 
amended by the next five succeeding sections of 
this act. The newly elected officers shall take office 
on the date of consolidation. 

22. Section 19:38-1, Revised Statutes, is hereby

19 :38-1. When the voters of two or more munici- 
palities in the same county shall vote to consolidate 
and form a municipality by virtue of any act of the 
Legislature, the first set of officers and officials of 
that municipality shall be elected within the limits 
of such municipalities at the general or regular 
municipal election, as the case may be immediately 
preceding the date of consolidation at which such 
officers are required by law to be elected in munici- 
palities of the type and form of government of the 
consolidated municipality. 

During the calendar year in which such election 
is held, there shall be no nomination or election for 
officers of the separate consolidating municipalities, 
and incumbents thereof shall continue to hold office 
until the date of consolidation. 

23. Section 19 :38-2, Revised Statutes, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: . 

19 :38-2. The clerk of the county, the county

Certificates of election shall be issued 
by the clerk of the county within which such munic- 
ipalities lie to the successful candidates, which cer- 
tificates shall be filed with the clerk of the munici- 
pality on the date set for such municipalities to 
become consolidated. 

27. Officers of constituent municipalities. The 
terms of office of all elected and appointed officers 
and employees of municipalities consolidating 
under this act shall, except as otherwise provided 
in sections thirty-four, thirty-five, thirty-six and 
thirty-seven of this act, terminate on the date of 
consolidation. 

28. Suecession in government. From.and after 
the date of consolidation the new municipality shall 
be vested with and subject to the assets, contracts, 
debts and other obligations of the consolidated mu- 
nicipalities to the extent of and in accordance with 
the provisions of the approved plan. The consoli- 
dating municipality shall have power, which may 
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be exercised in the manner prescribed by the pro- 
visions of law governing the municipalities which 
have been consolidated, to complete any work, 
service or improvement, to confirm and collect 
previously levied taxes and assessments in the con- 
solidated territory, respectively, incomplete, uncon- 
firmed or uncollected on the date of consolidation. 
It shall also have power and shall be required to 
carry out the provisions of the approved plan not 
inconsistent with this act, the constitution or laws 
of the State. ! 

29. Transfer of funds and property. IJmmedi- 
ately upon the installation of the new municipal 
eovernment the officers having custody of the funds 
of the consolidated municipalities shall deliver all 
funds in their possession into the custody of the 
proper fiseal officer of the new municipality, who 
shall acknowledge delivery by giving his receipt 
therefor. 

The mayor or other chief executive officer of the 
new municipality shall supervise and direct the 
transfer of all personal property, books, papers, 
vouchers, or other documents belonging to the con- 
solidated municipalities, to the proper officers of 
the new government. He shall cause a complete 
inventory to be made of all assets, real and per- 
sonal, received by the new government. 

The State Board shall cause an audit and settle- 
ment of officers’ accounts to be made forthwith. 
The official bonds of the officers and officials shall 
continue in force and effect until the audit and 
settlement have been completed. 

30. Legal proceedings. No suit, action, or pro- 
ceeding pending in any court or before any board 
or department wherein one of the consolidating 
municipalities is a party, or in which it is inter- 
ested, or by the determination of which it might 
he affected, shall abate by reason of the consolida- 
tion, but the new municipality shall be substituted 
in the place and stead of such consolidating munici- 
pality, and the suit, action, or proceeding shall con- 
tinue as if the consolidation had not taken place, 
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and in accordance with the applicable laws, ordi- 
nances, and regulations of the constituent munici- 
palities. 

31. Bond issues. During the period between the 
date of a favorable referendum, held pursuant to 
this act, and the date of consolidation, bonds or 
other obligations shall be authorized and issued, 
and contr actual duties incurred by any consolidat- 
ing municipality only to the extent permitted by 
the approved plan. 

Bonds of the consolidating municipalities which 
have been sold, or in anticipation of the issuance 
of which temporary notes have been issued prior 
to the date of consolidation, may be issued and de- 
livered or permanent bonds ‘issued, as the case may 
be, by the consolidated municipality, after the date 
of consolidation, without further authorization 
and notwithstanding any limitations heretofore or 
hereafter imposed by law on the form, amount or 
terms of such indebtedness. The issuance of any 
other bonds or obligations by the consolidated mu- 
nicipality shall require a new authorization after 
the date of consolidation, pursuant to applicable 
provisions of law at the time of authorization. 

32. Permits, licenses and franchises. Permits, 


licenses and franchises granted to any place or ¢ 


person by any of the consolidating municipalities 
shall, subject to their conditions, remain in full 
force and effect and be recognized by the new mu- 
nicipality until the expiration of the term for which 
they were granted. But this section shall not be 
construed to prevent the revocation of any such 
permit or license before its expiration, in the man- 
ner provided by law. 

33. Succession in school districts. From and 
after the date of consolidation the school districts 
of the consolidated municipalities shall be a single 
school district which shall be administered pursu- 
ant to Title 18 of the Revised Statutes, subject to 
the following provisions: 
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(1) If the consolidated municipality is a eity, 
members of the board of education shall be ap- 
pointed pursuant to chapter six, Title 18, of the 
Revised Statutes, but the first appointments shall 
be made on the date of consolidation, to expire on 
the next succeeding February first (or, in the case 
cf a eity of the first class, on the next succeeding 
July first). 

(2) If the consolidated municipality is an ineor- 
porated town in which the mayor or other chief 
executive officer has power to appoint the members 
of the board of education pursuant to sections 
18:7-48 and 18:7-49 of the Revised Statutes, the 
members of the sehool board shall be appointed 
pursuant to such sections, but the first appoint- 
ments shall be made on the date of consolidation, 
to expire on the next succeeding February first. 

(3) Except as provided in subsection two of this 
section, if the consolidated municipality is not a 
city. the members of the board of education shall 
be elected pursuant to the provisions of chapter 
seven, Title 18, of the Revised Statutes, but the 
first members of such board shall be selected and 
shall serve in the manner provided for boards of 
education of consolidated districts by sections 
18:5-15 and 18:5-16 of the Revised Statutes. 

(4) Upon the qualification and taking office of 
the members of the new school board, pursuant to 
the provisions of this section, the school districts 
and school boards as they existed prior to the date 
of consolidation shall be superseded. 

o4. Teachers, ete. All principals, teachers, and 
employees in the publie schools of the consolidat- 
iu@ municipalities shall, when the consolidation 
becomes effective, be principals, teachers and em- 
ployees respectively in the public schools of the 
new municipality. 

30. Library employees. Employees of a library 
of the consolidating municipality shall, after the 
date of consolidation, be library employees of the 
new municipality. 
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36. Policemen and firemen. Policemen and paid 
firemen of the consolidating municipalities shall, 
after the date of consolidation, be policemen and 
firemen of the new municipality. They shall be 
subject to the orders and control of the mayor or 
other chief executive officer of the new municipal- 
ity, until the heads of the police and fire depart- 
ments are chosen and placed in charge thereof. 

Members of volunteer fire departments or com- 
panies of the consolidating municipalities shall, 
after the date of consolidation, be members of the 
volunteer fire department, if any, of the new mu- 
nicipality. They shall be subject to the orders and 
control of the mayor or other chief executive officer 
of the new municipality until the head of the fire 
department is chosen and placed in charge thereof. 

37. Tenure of office and pension laws. The ten- 
ure and pension rights under State laws of officers 
and employees of consolidating municipalities shall 
not be affected by the provisions of this act. 

38. Statutes affected. The provisions of this act 
with respect to the procedure for adopting a form 
of government, in connection with a consolidation 
hereunder, shall be construed as in lieu of, and not 
limited by, any other provisions of law with respect 
to the procedure for the adoption of such forms of 
government. 

39. Statutes repealed. The following acts and 
sections of the Revised Statutes are hereby re- 
pealed: 

Section 40 :43-66, Revised Statutes, and an act 
entitled ‘‘An act to enable adjoining municipalities, 
other than cities, lying in the same county, to con- 
solidate and form a city,’’? approved March twen- 
tieth, one thousand nine hundred twenty-three, 
constituting chapter one hundred seventeen of the 
public laws, one thousand nine hundred twenty- 
three as amended and supplemented; and 

Sections 40 :43-40 to 40 :43-64, inclusive, Revised 
Statutes; and 
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Section 19:38-4, Revised Statutes; and 

Section 18:5-13, Revised Statutes, and an act. 
entitled ‘‘A supplement to an act entitled ‘An act 
to establish a thorough and efficient system of free 
public schools and to provide for the maintenance, 
support and management thereof,’ approved Oc- 
tober nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred and 
three,’’ approved March eleventh, one thousand 
nine hundred twenty-two, as amended. 

40. Limitation of actions. No action or pro- 
ceeding may be maintained to question the validity 
or regularity, de facto or de jure status, of any 
consolidated municipality created pursuant to this 
act after thirty days from the date of the county 
board’s certification of the results of the referen- 
dum. Thereafter, neither the new municipality, 
any of its constituent municipalities nor any inter- 
ested person may question the legal validity of 
proceedings taken under this act for any purpose 
whatsoever.

CHAPTER 344 


Aw Aot relating to the sale by municipalities of 
public lands or buildings not needed for public 
use, and amending section 40:60—-26 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. 


Br rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:60-26 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40:60-26. The governing body of any munici- 
pality may sell any lands or buildings or any right 
or interest therein not needed for public use. All 
such sales or disposition except as provided in sec- 
tions 40:60-27 to 40:60-29 of this Title shall be 
authorized to be made by one of the following 
methods: 
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(a) By public sale to the highest bidder 
after public advertisement thereof in a news- 
paper circulating in a municipality in which 
the lands are situated by two insertions at 
least once a week during two consecutive 
weeks, the last publication to be not more than 
seven days prior to the sale. In the case of 
public sales the governing body of any munici- 
pality may by resolution fix a minimum price 
to be included in the advertisement of sale of 
said lands and public notice thereof given at 
the time of sale. Such sales may be adjourned 
at the time advertised for not more than one 
week without readvertising. 

(b) Such governing body may from time to 
time by ordinance authorize the sale of any 
such properties at private sale for a period of 
time to be stated in said ordinance, which 
ordinance shall also fix the minimum sale price 
for each property so to be sold. A list of the 
properties so authorized to be sold, together 
with the minimum prices respectively, as deter- 
mined by the governing body, shall be included 
in the ordinance and said list shall be posted 
in the city hall, or in such other municipal 
building in which the governing body usually 
holds its regular meetings. Additional copies 
of said list shall be made available for distri- 
bution. Offers for any or all properties so 
listed may be made to the governing body, at 
not less than the minimum prices as published 
by any prospective purchaser or any real 
estate broker or other persons legally author- 
ized to consummate the transaction. The 
commission to be paid to any such broker or 
person consummating a sale, other than the 
purchaser, shall be not more than five per 
centum (5%) of the sale price, and may be 
paid out of the down payment on account of 
the purchase price. 

Any and all private sales made in the 
manner specified shall not become effective 
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until ratified by the governing body of the 
municipality at a regular meeting. 

(c) In place of the above methods the gov- 
erning body of any municipality may sell any 
such properties at private sale, as follows: 
Upon any offer being made by any person to 
the municipality to purchase any such prop- 
erty, the said offer shall be submitted to and 
considered by the governing body thereof at 
a regular or special meeting, and said gov- 
erning body may then reject said offer, or may 
approve the same subject to final approval at 
a further public meeting of said governing 
body not less than ten days after said first 
meeting. Notice of the said further meeting 
of the governing body, containing said offer 
of purchase with a description of the land to 
be sold, the price thereof and the terms and 
conditions of said sale, shall be published at 
least once in a newspaper circulating in said 
municipality, not less than two days nor more 
than ten days before said further meeting; and 
at said further meeting the said offer to pur- 
chase said property shall be considered by the 
governing body which may then reject the 
same, or may confirm and ratify said sale 
under said terms and conditions, or a modifi- 
cation thereof; provided, that no higher price 
or better terms shall then be bid for said 
property by any other person; and said gov- 
erning body may then authorize the proper 
officers thereof either to execute a formal 
agreement of sale with the purchaser which 
shall be binding upon said municipality and 
upon the purchaser, or may authorize the 
proper officers to make a deed of conveyance 
to said purchaser, as the case may require. 

(d) In place of the above methods the gov- 
erning body of any municipality may sell any 
such properties at public or private sale upon 
such terms and conditions as shall be author- 
ized by resolution of said governing body, 
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with the approval in writing of the Commis- 
sioner of Local Government. 

All sales, either public or private, may be for 
cash or upon credit. The governing body may by 
resolution fix the time for settlement and payment 
of the consideration and when the sales are upon 
credit the municipality may accept a purchase 
money mortgage to be given by the purchaser or 
purehasers, the terms and conditions of which 
mortgage shall be fixed by the resolution of the 
governing body of the municipality; provided, 
however, that any such mortgage shall be fully 
payable within five years from the date of the sale 
and shall bear interest at the rate of six per centum 
(6%) per annum. The governing body may also 
impose conditions and restrictions on the use to 
be made of such land in the manner and to the 
same extent as any other vendor of real estate, 
whether such sale shall be made at public or private 
sale; provided, however, that any conditions for 
the payment of the consideration upon credit and 
any conditions and restrictions on the use to be 
made of the land shall be set forth at length in any 
advertisement of sale hereinabove required. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. There is hereby appropriated to the New Jer- 
sey State Planning Board from the general funds 
of the State the sum of twenty thousand dollars 
($20,000.00) to be expended by the board, during 
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the fiscal year 1939-1940, in the performance of 
duties placed upon the said board by law. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act concerning public records, and amending 
section 47:1-5 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 47:1-5 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


47 :1-5. All papers, documents and instruments 
in writing authorized or required by law to be 
recorded and indexed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, register of the prerogative court, clerk, 
register of deeds and mortgages and surrogate of 
any county of this State, as well as the record and 
index of any such papers, documents or instru- 
ments in writing, which may be recopied, re- 
recorded or transcribed pursuant to any law of this 
State, may be recopied, rerecorded, reindexed or 
transeribed in such offices by means of photog- 
raphy, and such rerecord or transcribing, made by 
means of photography, shall have the same legal 
force, meaning and effect as if made in handwriting 
or in typewriting. 

The Secretary of State, register of the pre- 
rogative court, clerk, register of deeds and mort- 
gages and surrogate of any county of this State 
may make a copy by means of photography of any 
document or instrument and such photographic 
copy, if made, shall have the same legal force, 
meaning and effect as if made in handwriting or in 
typewriting.

A person licensed under sections 
23 :3-50 to 23:3-53 of this Title may take menhaden 
with a purse or shirred net in accordance with the 
permission granted by the license, but no person 
shall use or employ a vessel of more than fifty tons 
net tonnage for taking menhaden with purse or 
shirred nets in the waters of Sandy Hook bay, 
Raritan bay or Lower bay, within this State, or in 
the waters of the Atlantic ocean within the jurisdic- 
tion of this State, north of the United States coast 
guard station located in the borough of Monmouth 
Beach, in the county of Monmouth, or in the waters 
of the Atlantic ocean, within the jurisdiction of this 
State, between Cape May Point in the county of 
Cape May and Absecon Inlet in the county of 
Atlantic. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Acr to exempt any corporation the entire 
capital stock of which is owned by the United 
States of America from the penalties and pro- 
visions of article six, of chapter four, of Title 17, 
of the Revised Statutes relating to the ownership 
of stock in banks, trust companies or national 


banks doing business in this State, and amending 
section 17:4-60 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:4-60 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

17:4-60. The provisions of this article and the 
penalties thereof shall not apply to banks and trust 
companies incorporated under the laws of this 
State and national banks doing business in this 
State; nor to such banks, trust companies and na- 
tional banks while acting in a fiduciary capacity 
representing any individual or the estate of any 
individual; nor to any other corporation the entire 
capital stock of which is owned by or held in trust 
for the shareholders of any bank or trust company 
organized under the laws of this State or any na- 
tional bank doing business in this State, in the same 
relative proportion as the stock held in the bank, 
trust company or national bank; nor to any cor- 
poration the entire capital stock of which is owned 
by the United States of America. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 352 


An Acr concerning corporations, and amending 
section 14:5-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 14:5-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

14:5-3. The board of directors may close the 
stock transfer books of the corporation for a 
period not exceeding fifty days preceding the date 
of any meeting of stockholders or the date for pay- 
ment of any dividend, or the date for the allotment 
of rights, or the date when any change or conver- 
sion or exchange of capital stock shall go into 
effect. 

In lieu of so closing the stock transfer books, the 
by-laws may fix, or authorize the board of directors 
to fix, in advance, a date, not exceeding fifty days 
preceding the date of any meeting of stockholders, 
or the date for the payment of any dividend, or the 
date for the allotment of rights, or the date when 
any change or conversion or exchange of capital 
stock shall go into effect, as a record date for the 
determination of the stockholders entitled to notice 
of, and to vote at, any such meeting, or entitled to 
receive payment of any such dividend, or any such 
allotment of rights, or to exercise the rights in re- 
spect to any such change, conversion or exchange 
of capital stock, and in such case only stockholders 
of record on the date so fixed shall be entitled to 
such notice of, and to vote at, such mecting, or to 
receive payment of such dividend, or allotment of 
rights or exercise of such rights, as the case may 
be, and notwithstanding any transfer of any stock 
on the books of the corporation after any such 
record date fixed as aforesaid.

Aw Acr concerning investment companies, the sup- 
plement or supplements thereto, and amending 
section 17:13A-3 of the Revised Statutes. 


Br rt pnacrep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 17:18A-3 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: | 

17 :18A-8. Authorization of domestic companies, 
individuals and partnerships. An investment com- 
pany, other than a foreign corporation, desiring to 
secure a certificate of authority shall make applica- 
tion to the commissioner who may issue such cer- 
tificate of authority to transact business to any 
such company when: 

a. The investment company, if a corporation of 
this State, has filed in the department a certified 
copy of its charter or certificate of incorporation 
and a statement, in such form as the commissioner 
shall prescribe, attested by its president or vice-. 
president and secretary or treasurer under its cor- 
porate seal, showing the financial condition of the 
corporation; or if an individual or partnership, has 
filed in the department such evidence as may be 
satisfactory to the commissioner that the individual 
or members of the partnership are citizens of the 
United States and residents of this State and a 
statement, in such form as the commissioner shall 
prescribe, attested by the individual or by the mem- 
bers of the partnership, showing the financial con- 
dition of the individual or partnership. 

b. The commissioner shall be satisfied, by such 
examination and evidence as he sees fit to make and 
require; if a corporation, that the whole amount of 
the capital set forth in the certificate of incorpora- 
tion and the required minimum surplus of the com- 
pany has been actually paid in cash and is pos- 
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sessed by the company in money or in such stocks, 
bonds, bonds and mortgages, or other securities as 
are authorized for investment by this chapter, or, 
if an individual or partnership, that the minimum 
amount of unencumbered assets over its liabilities 
required by this chapter are held in such stocks, 
bonds, bonds and mortgages, or other securities 
authorized by this chapter for the investment of 
the funds of investment companies incorporated 
under the laws of this State. No investment com- 
pany hereafter incorporated under the laws of this 
State shall be entitled to commence business. unless 
it has a capital stock of at least one hundred thou- 
sand dollars ($100,000.00) and in addition thereto 
a surplus actually paid in in cash equal to one-half 
the minimum capital stock required by this chapter. 
Any company heretofore incorporated under the 
laws of this State and engaged in the investment 
business as defined in this act, within this State, 
shall be entitled to make application to the commis- 
sioner for a certificate of authority, authorized by 
this act; provided, such company shall at all times 
have capital stock and surplus actually paid in cash 
amounting to twenty per centum (20%) of its 
liabilities, such liabilities to be determined by the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance of this 
State; and provided, further, that the said capital 
and surplus shall be at a minimum amount of at 
least thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00). No in- 
dividual or partnership shall be entitled to com- 
mence business unless the amount of its unen- 
cumbered assets, invested as herein provided, over 
its liabilities shall not be less than one hundred 
fifty thousand dollars ($150,000.00). 

ce. The company shall have deposited with the 
commissioner public stocks or bonds of this State 
or of the- United States, or of the States of New 
York, Massachusetts, or Pennsylvania, or any of 
the counties, bureaus, towns or townships of this 
State, or such securities as are legal for trust funds 
in this State having a market value of not less than 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00). 
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Every individual or partnership authorized to 
transact business pursuant to this chapter shall 
conform to all requirements of this chapter ap- 
plicable to corporations of this State and which by 
their nature are applicable to individuals or part- 
nerships. When in this chapter reference is made 
to officers of an investment company, such refer- 
ence shall be deemed to be reference to the in- 
dividual or to the members of a partnership. The 
commissioner may refuse to issue a certificate of 
authority to any individual or partnership and may 
cancel any outstanding certificate of authority of 
any individual or partnership, if in his Judgment, 
the interests of the public would be best served by 
such refusal or cancellation.

An Acr to regulate elections, and amending sec- 
tions 19:15-7 and 19:23-45 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 19:15-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 


19:15-7. The board shall permit no person to 
vote whose name does not appear on the signature 
copy register or register of voters, as the case may 
be, of its election district or whose name shall have 
been ordered removed from such register by the 
justice or judge, as the case may be, as herein pro- 
vided; provided, however, that in municipalities 
not having permanent registration in counties of 
the first class, any qualified elector whose name 
does not appear upon the register of voters in the 
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election district in which the elector is qualified to 
vote, may upon application to the district board 
on any general or special election day, have his 
name placed upon the register of voters; but he 
shall first have signed, sworn to or duly affirmed, 
and filed an affidavit with the district board, which 
affidavit shall be on a form to be supplied by the 
county clerk, and which shall show that the affiant 
is eligible to register and vote in that district and 
shall set forth the place of his residence, the fact 
that he actually resides at that place, the length of 
time of such residence, and also all the facts neces- 
sary to qualify him as a voter under the Consti- 
tution of this State. After his name has been so 
placed upon the register of voters he shall be en- 
titled to vote. 

Nothing herein contained shall in any way affect 
the right to challenge such vote or the determina- 
tion of the right of a challenged person to receive 
a ballot, as set forth hereinafter in this Title. 

2. Section 19:23-45 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

19 :23-45. No voter shall be allowed to vote at 
the primary election unless his name appears in 
the signature copy register or primary election 
registry book; provided, however, that in munici- 
palities not having permanent registration in coun- 
ties of the first class any qualified elector whose 
name does not appear upon the primary election 
registry book may upon application to the district 
board on the primary election day have his name 
placed upon such book by the district board. After 
his name has been so placed upon that book, he 
shall be allowed to vote at the primary; but he 
shall first have signed, sworn to or duly affirmed, 
and filed an affidavit with the district board, on a 
form to be supplied by the county clerk, which afii- 
davit shall show that the affiant is eligible to reg- 
ister and vote in that district, shall set forth the 
place of his residence, the fact that he actually 
resides at that place, the length of time of sueh res- 
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idence, and also all the facts necessary to qualify 
him as a voter under the Constitution of this State. 

A member of any political organization espous- 
ing the cause of a candidate or candidates of any 
political party shall be ineligible to vote in the 
primary of another political party while such mem- 
bership is in force or within one year thereafter ; 
such person shall be deemed for all intents and 
purposes a member of the political party whose 
candidate or candidates such organization is es- 
pousing. 

A voter who votes in a primary election of a 
political party shall be deemed to be a member of 
that party until two subsequent annual primary 
elections have elapsed after casting of such party 
primary vote. 

A voter who has not voted in a primary election 
of a political party for two subsequent annual 
primary elections shall not be permitted to vote in 
any primary election of a political party until he 
has first signed and filed with the district board 
an affidavit which shall contain the following dec- 
laration: 

‘‘T am a member of the 
party (giving name of party) and am not a mem- 
ber or identified with any other political party. I 
intend to vote for the nominees of the said party 
at the next ensuing general election. I am not a 
member of any political organization espousing the 
cause of candidates of any other political party.’’ 

A member of the county committee of a political 
party and a public official or public employee hold- 
ing any office or public employment to which he has 
been elected or appointed as a member of a politi- 
cal party shall be deemed a member of such politi- 
cal party. 

Any voter who, within one year preceding a 
primary election, has contributed toward the cam- 
paign funds of a political party shall not be eligible 
to vote in the ballot-box of any other political party 
at such primary election. 
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Any person voting in the primary ballot-box of 
any political party in any primary election in con- 
travention of the election law shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and any person who aids or assists 
any such person in such violation by means of 
public proclamation or order, or by means of any 
public or private direction or suggestions, or by 
means of any help or assistance or co-operation, 
shall likewise be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved October 3, 1939. 


CHAPTER 355 


An Act concerning minors, their adoption, custody 
and maintenance, and the descent, distribution 
and inheritance of their property and the prop- 
erty of their natural and adopting parents, and 
amending sections 9:3-9 and 9:3-11 of the Re- 
vised Statutes. . 


Be rt enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 9:3-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

9:3-9. Upon the entry of a decree of adoption, 
the parents of the child, if living, shall be divested 
of all legal rights and obligations due from them 
to the child, or from the child to them; and the 
child shall be free from all legal obligations of 
obedience or otherwise to the parents; and the 
adopting parent or parents of the child shall be 
invested with every legal right in respect to obedi- 
ence and maintenance on the part of the child, as 
_if the child had been born to them in lawful wed- 
lock; and the child shall be invested with every 
legal right, privilege, obligation and relation in 
respect to education, maintenance and the rights 
of inheritance to real estate, or the distribution of 
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personal estate, on the death of such adoption 
parent or parents, as if born to them in lawful 
wedlock; subject, however, to the limitations and 
restrictions hereinafter in this section set forth. 

The adopted child shall not be capable of taking 
property expressly limited to the heirs of the body 
of the adopting parent or parents, nor property 
coming from the collateral kindred of such adopt- 
ing parent or parents by right of representation. 

On the death of the adopting parent or parents 
and the subsequent death of the child so adopted, 
without issue and without having disposed of the 
property, real or personal, coming to him on the 
death of the adopted parent or parents during his 
lifetime, by deed or by his last will and testament, 
the property of such adopting deceased parent or 
parents shall descend to and be distributed among 
the next of kin of such parent or parents and not 
to the next of kin of the adopted child. The adopted 
child shall, however, have the right, during his life- 
time, to dispose of any property, real or personal, 
coming to him from his adopted parent or parents, 
absolutely and in the same manner as though the 
same had been acquired by purchase. 

If the adopting parent or parents shall have 
other child or children, the children by birth and 
by adoption shall, respectively, inherit from and 
through each other, as if all had been children of 
the same parents born in lawful wedlock. 

Where a parent who has procured a divorce or 
a surviving parent, having lawful custody of a 
child, lawfully marries again, or where an adult 
unmarried person marries after having secured 
the lawful custody of a child through adoption, and 
such parent or parent by adoption consents that 
the person who thus becomes the stepfather or the 
stepmother of such child may adopt such child, 
such parent or such parent by adoption so consent- - 
ing shall not thereby be relieved of any of his or 
her parental duties toward or be deprived of any 
of his or her rights over such child, or to his prop- 
erty by descent or succession. 
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Nothing in this act contained shall affect any 
rights, duties or obligations created by adoptions 
heretofore effected. 

2. Section 9:3-11 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

9:3-11. The expense of a proceeding pursuant 
to this chapter shall be borne by the petitioner, 
including the report of investigation when directed 
by the court; provided, however, that in such cases 
a statement of the expense incurred in the investi- 
gation shall be annexed to the report, and the 
Department of Institutions and Agencies, upon 
reimbursement by the petitioner of the expenses 
herein, shall be empowered to utilize same to de- 
fray the cost of such investigation and other costs 
incident to the administration of this chapter. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 356 
An Act for the relief of Louis Benevente. 


Wuereas, Louis Benevente, of the borough of 
Ikeyport, county of Monmouth and State of New 
Jersey, was convicted of highway robbery in the 
court of oyer and terminer, Camden county, in 
the year one thousand nine hundred and nine- 
teen, and was paroled on July eleven, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-four, after having 
served five years of his sentence at the State 
Prison; and 


Whereas, The complaining witness, John Dough- 
erty, has confessed that he committed perjury in 
the aforesaid court and that the aforesaid Louis 
Benevente was falsely accused of the aforesaid 
crime of highway robbery and that the aforesaid 
Louis Benevente was acquitted of the aforesaid 
erime; and 
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Wuersas, The said Louis Benevente was deprived 
of his liberty for a period of five years and has 
suffered ignominy of the aforesaid conviction; 
therefore, 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There be paid to Louis Benevente from the 
treasury of this State the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000.00). 

2. This act is to take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 357 


Aw Acr concerning the alcoholic beverage tax, and 
amending section 54:45-1 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 54:45-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
amended to read as follows: 

54:45-1. Every person who, within this State, 
shall manufacture, distribute, transport, store, 
warehouse, import, offer for sale or sell any alco- 
holic beverages or who shall purchase, transfer, 
sell or agree to sell warehouse receipts, receipts, — 
certificates, contracts or other documents given 
upon the storage of alcoholic beverages, or who 
is the holder of a license permitting the doing of 
any such acts, shall file with the commissioner a 
report under oath, on such form as the commis- 
sioner shall prescribe, which report shall disclose 
the amount of alcoholic beverages manufactured, 
distributed, transported, stored, warehoused, with- 
drawn from storage, imported, purchased and sold, 
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and the number and kind of warehouse receipts, 
receipts, certificates, contracts or other documents 

given upon the storage of alcoholic beverages pur- 
chased, transferred, sold and agreed to be sold by 

such person during the preceding month, and such Monthly 
other information as the commissioner may re- 

quire. Such report shall be filed on or before the Filing report 
fifteenth day of each month, or in the case of 

the holders of plenary retail consumption licenses, 
seasonal retail consumption licenses, plenary retail 
distribution licenses, limited retail distribution li-

to the commissioner upon the filing of such report 

the amount of tax which shall be due from such 
person by reason of sales or deliveries of alcoholic 
beverages, unless previously paid. 

Any such person who shall fail to file any such Penalty Me 
report on the day when it shall be due shall forfeit report. 
as a penalty for each day thereafter until the re- 
port is filed the sum of five dollars to be collected 
as herein above provided. Such penalty shall not 
continue to accrue after the suspension or revoca- 
tion of the license of any such person. Any such Forfeit 
person who shall fail to pay any such tax on the ”" ” 
day when it shall be due shall forfeit as a penalty 
an amount equivalent to five per centum of the tax 
to be collected as herein. above provided. The com- Remitting 
missioner, if satisfied that the failure to comply 
with any provision of this section was excusable, 
may remit the whole or any part of any penalty 
herein imposed.

CHAPTER 358 


Aw Act concerning the appointment and term of 
office of commissioners of assessment of taxes 
in certain cities, and supplementing Title 40, 
chapter one hundred seventy-one, of the Revised 
Statutes of New Jersey. 


Berr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Title 40, chapter one hundred seventy-one, of 
the Revised Statutes is hereby supplemented by 
adding the following section to be known as section 
40:171-106A, which shall read as follows: 

40:171-106A. Any commissioner of assessment 
of taxes, whose term of office is now governed by 
sections 40:171-105 and 106 shall automatically re- 
ceive upon his written request to the mayor of the 
city in which he may then be serving a leave of ab- 
sence for any period or periods during which the 
said commissioner shall be a candidate for any 
elective office in said city, or until the said commis- 
sioner shall have accepted an elective office for said 
eity, or from or during the period that the said 
commissioner shall serve in any such elective office. 
The salary of said commissioner shall cease during 
any period or periods of leave. Upon the expira- 
tion of any such leave, the said commissioner shall 
be reinstated with all rights to said position or 
office existing at the time of the commencement of 
the first leave of absence. Upon the acceptance by 
the said commissioner of any elective office in the 
city, an acting commissioner may be appointed for 
the duration of such period and in the absence of 
the service of the said commissioner, in the same 
manner that commissioners are appointed; and the 
said acting commissioner shall receive the same 
salary as provided by law that other commissioners 
of taxes and assessments receive. 
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2. Notwithstanding the provisions of any special 
or general law, the provisions of this act shall con- 
trol and any inconsistent laws are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved October 3, 1939. 


CHAPTER 359 


An Act to validate proceedings for the issuance 
of bonds of municipalities pursuant to the local 
bond law. 


Be rr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings heretofore had or taken by 
any municipality for the authorization or issuance 
of bonds to pay, fund or refund outstanding obli- 
gations or indebtedness of such municipality pur- 
suant to the local bond law (section 40:1-1 to sec- 
tion 40:1—88, inclusive, of the Revised Statutes of 
New Jersey), either as originally enacted or as 
subsequently amended, are hereby ratified, vali- 
dated and confirmed notwithstanding that a 
certified copy of the municipal bond ordinance 
authorizing said bonds or a complete statement 
signed by the chief financial officer of the munici- 
pality as to the outstanding obligations and indebt- 
edness proposed to be funded or refunded by the 
issuance of such bonds, or both such certified copy 
and complete statement, were not filed before the 
final passage of such ordinance either with the 
State Auditor or with the State Department of 
Local Government as required by section 40:1-69 
of the Revised Statutes; provided, however, that 
such ordinance authorizing said bonds shall have 
been finally passed prior to the taking effect of this 
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act, and that such ordinance has been or hereafter 
shall be consented to by the Funding Commission 
as provided by law 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved October 9, 19389. 


CHAPTER 360 


Aw Acr concerning public parks in certain counties 
in this State, and supplementing — sections 
40 :37-195 to 40 :37-247. 


Br rr enacrenp by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. 40:37-201.1. The commission may provide 
and operate, or arrange for the operation of, such 
facilities for the use and enjoyment of its parks by 
the public as it may deem to be necessary and ex- 
pedient. It may also provide, at its discretion, by 
a proper rule or regulation, for the terms upon 
which and the manner in which all of such facilities 
may be used; but nothing herein contained shall be 
deemed to authorize the commission to issue or 
consent to licenses, privileges or franchises to in- 
dividuals or corporations for the operation for 
private profit of any facility, utility or devise 
within the park, except upon terms which will pro- 
vide for limiting the operation of such license, 
privilege or franchise to a period not exceeding 
twenty years in any event. No franchise shall be 
awarded except after advertisement published at 
least once, ten days prior to the date fixed for re- 
ceiving bids, in a newspaper circulating in the 
county, designating the time and place of the meet- 
ing at which the bids will be received; and no 
franchise shall be awarded except to the respon- 
sible person or persons who will, in open competi- 
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tion, offer to pay to the commission the highest 
return for such franchise; and no license or privi- 
lege shall be let or awarded except upon terms 
reserving to the commission the power to revoke 
the same for cause. 

The commission may provide for the pleasurable 
use, subject to rules and regulations, of its parks 
or any portion or portions thereof for general park 
purposes, and also by campers, camping parties, 
vacation outings of societies organized and op- 
erated not for pecuniary profit and by vacationists 
in general, upon such terms as the commission shall 
fix and either with or without financial ecompensa- 
tion to the commission as it shall deem proper. 

The commission shall always have power, at any 
time, to close the grounds or any part thereof and 
the buildings thereon and the privileges thereof to 
the public or to any individual or individuals or to 
any group of individuals, party or society and, 
without legal procedure, to evict and remove such 
persons and their belongings from the buildings 
and grounds of its parks or portions thereof when, 
by the determination of the commission, it is to the 
interest of the county or cf the public or of the park 
so to do. All proceeds devived from the operation 
of such facilities or from any of the operations of 
the commission shall be used by such commission 
for the development and management of its parks, 
any general or special law to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Approved October 9, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 361 


Aw Act concerning the regulation of the practice 
of medicine and surgery, and amending section 
45 :9-14.4 of the Revised Statutes added by sec- 
tion eighteen of chapter one hundred fifteen of 
the laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-nine. 


Brrr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 45:9-14.4 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

45 :9-14.4. Any person holding a valid license to 
practice osteopathy within this State shall be 
authorized to continue to practice osteopathy, as 
herein defined, pursuant to said license, as though 
the act under which said license had been issued 
had not been repealed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved October 14, 1939. 


CHAPTER 362 


Aw Act concerning the collection of taxes, and sup- 
plementing Title 54 of the Revised Statutes. 


Beir enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That at any time after any taxes or any in- 
stallment thereof heretofore or hereafter levied 
and assessed against real property in any munici- 
pality shall have been delinquent for more than six 
months and remain due and unpaid, the collector 
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or other officer charged with the collection of taxes 
in such municipality, hereinafter designated the 
“‘collector,’’? may, by and with the approval of the 
governing body of such municipality, and upon five 
days’ notice to the owner, make application to the 
Court of Chancery by bill or petition to be ap- 
pointed receiver ex officio of the rents and income 
of such real property for the purpose of collecting 
and satisfying out of such rents and income the de- 
linquent taxes against such real property, together 
with the penalties, interest and costs, and such 
costs and expenses of the receivership as may be 
adjudged by the court. Such receiver shall not be 
required to give bond ‘other than his official bond, 
and shall be appointed only for the purpose of col- 
lecting and satisfying the delinquent taxes, penal- 
ties, interest and costs and expenses as aforesaid. 

2. Upon his appointment, the receiver, by and 
with the approval of the governing body of such 
municipality, in all cases where the real property 
in question is encumbered by a first mortgage shall 
appoint such first mortgagee, if such mortgagee is 
a proper person and is willing to accept such ap- 
pointment, as the receiver’s agent to collect the 
rents and income from such real property and 
manage the same and in all other cases the re- 
ceiver, by and with the approval of the governing 
body of such municipality may designate the per- 
son in charge or management of such real property 
or some other competent person as the receiver’s 
agent to collect the rents and income from such real 
property and manage the same, which mortgagee 
or other person shall account promptly to the col- 
lector for the rents and ineome so collected; pro- 
vided, however, that if the mortgagee or other 
person so designated is derelict in collecting or ac- 
counting for such rents and income or in the man- 
agement of such real property, the collector shall 
apply to the court for the removal of such desig- 
nated mortgagee or other person, upon notice in 
writing to him, and the court upon removing such 
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designated mortgagee or other person, in its dis- 
cretion, may designate another person to collect the 
rents and income from such real property and 
manage the same and account to the collector for 
the rents and income of such real property as 
aforesaid. 

3. In any such receivership no fees shall be 
allowed the receiver or his counsel for acting as 
such receiver or counsel. 

4. Upon a proper showing, the receiver may be 
authorized by the court to pay out of the rents and 
income collected by him from such real property 
such expenses in connection with the operation 
thereof as may be necessary to secure the greatest 
income therefrom for the payment of the delin- 
quent taxes, penalties, interest and costs and ex- 
penses as aforesaid. 

5). Real property which has been heretofore or 
may be hereafter sold for the nonpayment of de- 
linquent taxes, shall be subject to the provisions 
of this act for the purpose of collecting such de- 
linguent taxes, penalties, interest and costs and 


expenses as aforesaid. 


6. The bill or petition for the appointment of 
such receiver shall set forth: 

(a) that such delinquent taxes remain due and 
unpaid at the date of filing such bill or petition, 

(b) that the collector has exercised due diligence 
to collect such delinquent taxes, and 

(c) that he verily believes that such real prop- 
erty is inecome-producing, and that the collection 
of such delinquent taxes can be made through a 
receivership of the rents and income from such real 
property, and 

(d) whether or not such real property is encum- 
bered by a first mortgage and if so, the name and 
address of such first mortgagee. 

The bill or petition shall be verified, and shall be 
prima facie evidence of the facts therein stated. 

7. In the event that it is made to appear to the 
eourt that the owner or any person interested in

such real property has filed an appeal from or is 
contesting the taxes assessed and levied against 
_such real property, the court shall limit the amount 
of taxes to be collected by the receiver to the por- 
tion of such delinquent taxes which are not in sub- 
stantial dispute and, if the parties are unable to 
agree upon the amount thereof, same shall be as- 
certained by the court directly or by reference to 
a master, and an order shall be made to stay the 
collection of the disputed portion of the taxes until 
the final determination of the proceedings to re- 
view said taxes. Thereupon, in the event that such 
appeal or contest shall be sustained to any part or 
all of such taxes so collected, the court shall order 
the collector to pay back and return to such owner 
or person interested in such real property, such 
part or all of such taxes so collected to which ap- 
peal or contest has been sustained, and in the event 
that such appeal or contest is not sustained, then 
the receiver shall proceed to collect from such 
rents and income any uncollected portion of such 
delinquent taxes, penalties, interest and costs and 
expenses as aforesaid. 

8. Whenever the delinquent taxes against any 
such real property and the delinquent taxes for 
which the property has been sold, together with all 
penalties, interest and costs and expenses as afore- 


said, have been fully paid and satisfied out of the . 


rents and income collected by the receiver from 
such real property, the collector shall apply to the 
court for his discharge as such receiver and, upon 
heing discharged by order and decree of the court, 
the receivership proceedings or suit shall abate and 
the owner or any person interested in such real 
property, upon presentation to the collector of a 
certified copy of such order and decree, may re- 
ceive, as the case may be, receipted tax bills for the 
payment of such taxes or a certificate of redemp- 
tion from such tax sale. For good cause shown, the 


receiver may be discharged by the court at anv 
time. 
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9. In all cases where a receiver is in possession 
of such real property by appointment of the court 
in a mortgage foreclosure suit or in any suit. 
wherein a receiver is charged with the collection of 
the rents and income of such real property, and the 
owner or any person interested therein or the re- 
ceiver thereof shall fail or refuse to make proper 
payments to the collector upon delinquent taxes 
against such real property or delinquent taxes for 
which such real property has been sold, including 
penalties, interest and other charges and costs, the 
collector, at any time during the pendency of any 
such suit, may intervene by verified petition in such 
suit and apply to the court for such order or orders 
as the court may deem proper for the payment of 
such delinquent taxes, penalties, interest and other 
charges and costs, in accordance with the priority 
of hen and right of such taxes, penalties, interest 
and other charges and costs, as is by law provided 
for other liens, rights and interests. 

10. The remedy of collecting delinquent taxes 
herein provided for shall not be in heu of or in de- 
rogation of any other remedy or remedies for the 
collection of delinquent taxes, but shall be in ad- 
dition to all other remedies for such collection. 

11. This act shall not apply to real property 
occupied by the owner as his residence and from 


which he derives no rent or to farm property 


occupied by the owner thereof and from which he 
derives no rent. 
12. This act shall take effect on October tenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine. 
Approved October 16, 1939. 
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CHAPTER 363 


An Acr to amend section 14:14-2 of the Revised 
Statutes concerning certain conveyances by 
corporations so as to except from the operation 
of said section conveyances made to certain in- 
stitutions to secure loans. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 14:14-2 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

14:14-2. When any corporation shall become in- 
solvent or shall suspend its ordinary business for 
want of funds to carry on the same, neither the 
directors nor any officer or agent of the corporation 
shall sell, convey, assign or transfer any of its real 
or personal property, choses in action, rights or 
eredits, nor shall they or any of them make any 
such sale, conveyance, assignment or transfer in 
contemplation of insolvency. 

Any such sale, conveyance, assignment or trans- 
fer shall be null and void as against creditors, ex- 
cept that a bona fide purchase for a valuable con- 
sideration, before the corporation shall have actu- 
ally suspended its ordinary business, by any person 
without notice of such insolvency or of the sale 
being made in contemplation of insolvency, shall 
not be invalidated or impeached. The provisions of 
section 14:14-2 shall not apply to any sale, convey- 
ance, assignment or transfer hereafter made to 
The Reconstruction Finance Corporation, or to any 
Federal Reserve bank, or to any bank being a mem- 
ber of the Federal Reserve system, or to any other

1, The title of an act entitled ‘‘An act concern- 
ing the supervision, by the State Department of 
Local Government, over certain municipalities in 
the State,’’ approved May fifth, one thousand nine 
hundred thirty-eight, being chapter one hundred 
twenty-seven of the laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred thirty-eight, is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: - 

New title. ‘¢An act concerning the supervision, by the State 
Department of Local Government, over certain 
political subdivisions in the State.’’ 

Section 3 2. Section three of the act to which this act is an 

amendment and supplement be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

Effective — 3. Application of act. The provisions of this act 

cone" shall take effect in a municipality when, at the end 
of a fiscal year, any of the following conditions 
exist: 
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(1) A default exists in the payment of prin- 
eipal or interest wpon bonded obligations or 
bond anticipation obligations, for which no 
funds or insufficient funds are on hand and 
avatlable. 

(2) Payments due and owing the State, 
county, school district or special district, or 
any of them, are unpaid for other than the 
year just closed and the year next preceding 
that vear. 

(3) An appropriation for ‘‘eash deficit of 
preceding year’’ in an amount in excess of five 
per centum (5%) of the total amount of taxes 
Jevied upon real and personal property for 
all purposes in such preceding year, is re- 
quired to be included in the next regular 
budget and was required to be ineluded in the 
budget for the year just closed. 

(4) Less than fifty per centum (50%) of the 
total amount of taxes levied for all purposes 
upon real and personal property in the taxing 
district, in the year just closed and in the year 
next preceding that year, respectively, were 
collected during the year of levy. This sub- 
section shall apply only if more than twenty- 
five per centum (25%) of the amount of such 
taxes for such year next preceding remained 
outstanding at the end of the year just closed. 

(5) The appropriation required to be in- 
cluded in the next regular budget for the liqui- 
dation of floating debt in accordance with sec- 
tions 40:2-21 (d) and 40:2-23 (b) of the Re- 
vised Statutes exceeds twenty-five per centum 
(25%) of the total amount of the local budget 
(except appropriations for schools and for 
floating debt) for the year just ended. 

If subsections two or five are the only provi- 
sions of this section applying to a municipal- 
ity, the governing body may, by resolution, 
adopted and certified to the State Board not 
later than January twentieth in any fiscal year, 
elect to liqnidate its floating debt in accordance 
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with sections 40:2-21 (d) and 40:2-23 (b) of 
the Revised Statutes. If the governing body 
adopts a budget accordingly, the provisions of 
this act shall not apply. 


3. Section five of the act to which this act is an 
amendment and supplement be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

5. Limitation on debt. In a municipality subject 
to this act, obligations, bonded or otherwise shall 
not be issued or authorized by the municipality, 
school district, or any special district except as ex- 
pressly authorized by this section. 


This section shall not affect the power: 


(1) To issue tax anticipation, tax revenue, 
emergency or any other obligations of a 
strictly current character. 

(2) To fund outstanding obligations in ac- 
cordance with sections 40 :1-—61 to 40 :1-74, both 
inclusive, of the Revised Statutes. 

te) To issue obligations in order to comply | 
with an order issued in accordance with law by 
a State Board, department or other agency. 

(4) To issue obligations, with the prior 
written approval of the State Board, in accord- 
ance with any law authorizing borrowing to 
finance the relief of the poor, the operation of 
work relief projects, or other measures for 
the relief of unemployment. 


4. Section six of the act to which this act is an 
amendment and supplement be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

6. Limitation upon appropriations. In a munici- 
pality subject to this act, the amount to be raised 
by taxes on real and personal property for munici- 
pal purposes, school purposes, and any special dis- 
trict purposes shall not be increased by more than 
five per centum (5%) in excess of such amount, 
respectively, for the year next preceding the year 
in which this act takes effect in that municipality. 
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This section shall not be construed to authorize 
an appropriation of less than the full amount re- 
quired for the payment of debt service; or to 
authorize the abrogation of any covenant entered 
into with bondholders. 

The limitation of this section may be exceeded, 
with the written consent of the State Board, for 
the purpose of meeting increased requirements for 
appropriations made mandatory by law, judg- 
ments, emergencies, debt service, and exceptional 
amounts of deferred charges. The excess shall not 
be greater than the extent that the requirements of 
the total of such appropriations to be made for 
the year, exceed the total of all such appropriations 
made for the year next preceding the year that this 
act takes effect in the municipality. 

5. Section six (a) is hereby added to the act to 
which this act is an amendment and supplement so 
as to read as follows: 

6. (a). Limitations upon counties. The provi- 
sions of section five (for the purpose of limiting 
the issuance of county obligations bonded or other- 
wise) and of section six (for the purpose of limiting 
the amount to be raised by taxation for county 
purposes) shall apply to a county when and so long 
as both of the following exist: 


(1) The limitations of sections five and six 
apply to one or more municipalities within the 
county because of the operation of section 
three, and 

(2) Fifty or more per centum of the average 
of assessed valuations of taxable real property 
(including improvements) of the county, as 
stated in the annual debt statements for the 
preceding fiscal year (in accordance with sub- 
section two, section 40:1-80 of the Revised 
Statutes) are located in such municipalities. 


The commissioner shall give notice, and the State 
Board shall give interested parties an opportunity 
to be heard and shall make its determinations as to 
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the application of this section to counties at the 
same time and in the same manner as required by 
sections four and eleven in the case of municipal- 
ities. 

6. Section eight of the act to which this act is an 
amendment and supplement be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

8. Liquidation of floating debt. The State Board 
may, under this section, authorize a municipality 
subject to this act to liquidate its current debt other 
than as required by sections 40:2-21 (d) and 
40 :2-23 (b) of the Revised Statutes. 


The State Board may: 


(1) Authorize liquidation at a different rate 
or in different installments but in accordance 
with a plan which will permit liquidation to be 
completed on or before January first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred forty-four. 

(2) Authorize liquidation to continue for as 
many years as may be necessary to avoid an 
appropriation for the liquidation of all current 
obligations in any one year, prior or subse- 
quent to one thousand nine hundred and forty- 
four, of more than twenty-five per centum 
(25%) of the total amount of the local budget 
(except appropriations for schools and for 
floating debt) for the next preceding year. 

(3) Authorize the payment of amounts due 
other jurisdictions in accordance with an 
agreement entered into between the governing 
body of the municipality and such other juris- 
dictions. 


Liquidations under this section shall be in accord- 
ance with a plan of liquidation adopted by resolu- 
tion of the governing body and approved by the 
State Board. A plan so adopted and approved 
shall be binding upon the municipality and annual 
appropriations as required by the plan shall be 
mandatory. A plan shall not be amended except 
with the prior written consent of the State Board. 
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Whenever a municipality is operating under an 
approved plan of liquidation and none of the con- 
ditions listed in subsections one, three and four of 
section three exist in that municipality, the limita- 
tions of sections five and six shall not apply. The 
supervision of the State Board, however, shal! con- 
tinue for the duration of the liquidation plan. 

7. Section eleven of the act to which this act is 
an amendment and supplement be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

11. Duration of supervision. A municipality 
shall remain subject to this act as long as any of 
the conditions listed in section three exist. 

When the commissioner finds, in his annual 
examination of the approved budget, the statement 
of current liabilities, the annual financial report, or 
any other report, regular or special, of financial 
condition filed in his offiee, that none of the condi- 
tions listed in section three exists in a municipal- 
ity subject to this act, he shall give notice to the 
local governing body that the question of the appli- 
eation of this act to that municipality will be placed 
before the State Board for its determinations at 
a time and place which shall be stated in the notice. 

The State Board, at the time and place stated in 
the notice, shall, after giving the local governing 
body and other ‘interested parties an opportunity 
to be heard, determine whether any of the condi- 
tions listed in section three of this act continue to 
exist in the municipality. If the board finds that 
none of such conditions exists, it shall, by resolu- 
tion, determine that the provisions of this act are 
no long er in effect in the municipality. 

The commissioner shall forthwith certify to the 
governing body that the provisions of this act no 
longer affect that municipality. 

Notice shall be given by registered mail to the 
clerk of the municipality. 

8. Section eleven (a) is hereby added to the act 
to which this act is an amendment and supplement 
so as to read as follows: 
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11. (a). Municipalities under the Municipal 
Finance Commission. If a municipality subject to 
this act is placed under the supervision of the Mu- 
nicipal Finance Commission in accordance with 
section 52:27-2 or section 52:27-3 of the Revised 
Statutes, the application of this act in such munici- 
pality shall thereupon be terminated.

1. A temporary State commission is hereby ap- 
pointed to be known as ‘‘The temporary commis- 
sion to continue to examine, report upon and 
recommend measures to improve the economic, 
cultural, health and living conditions of the urban 
colored population of the State.’’ 

2. The commission shall consist of three mem- 
bers of the State Senate and two other persons, at 
least one of which persons shall be of the colored — 
race, to be appointed by the President of the Sen- 
ate; three members of the House of the Assembly 
and two other persons, at least one of which per- 
sons shall be of the colored race, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker of the House of Assembly, 
and two other persons, at least one of which per- 
sons shall be of the colored race, shall be appointed 
by the Governor of the State, to continue to exam- 
ine and report upon the economic, cultural, health 
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and living conditions of the urban colored popula- 
tion of the State and to recommend such measures 
as such committee may deem necessary to improve 
such conditions and to secure to the urban colored 
population of the State equal opportunity with the 
general population thereof for self-support and 
economic and cultural development to the extent, 
if any, that such opportunity does not exist. 

3. Such commission shall select a chairman and 
vice-chairman from its own members and may em- 
ploy counsel and such other assistants as may be 
needed and may fix their compensation within the 
amounts made available by the appropriation 
therefor. Such commission may meet anywhere in 
the State, may take testimony, subpena witnesses 
and require the production of books, records and 
papers and otherwise have all the powers of a 
legislative committee under the legislative law. 

4. The chairman and four other members shall

). In ease of a vacancy, by death, resignation or 
otherwise, the vacancy shall be filled by the person 
who appointed the said member of the commission. 

6. The members of said commission shall receive 
no compensation for their services, but shall be en- 
titled to their necessary travelling and hotel ex- 
penses incurred in the performance of their duties. 

7. Such commission shall make a report to the 
Legislature on or before the first of April, nineteen 
hundred and forty, and shall include in such report 
such amendments or additions to or revision of the 
law and such other measures as the commission 
deems necessary to carry its recommendations into 
effect. 

8. The sum of twelve thousand dollars ($12,-

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wit: (1) crime or wrong done or threatened or 
assumed to have been done or threatened against 
the Government of the United States of America, 
or any State, Territory or Possession of the United 
States of America; (2) the identity, habits, con- 
duct, movements, whereabouts, affiliations, associa- 
tions, transactions, reputation or character of any 
person, association, organization, society or groups 
of persons, firms or corporations; (3) the credibil- 
ity of witnesses or other persons; (4) the where- 
abouts of missing persons; (5) the location or 
recovery of lost or stolen property; (6) the causes 
and origin of, or responsibility for, fires, libels, 
accidents, damage, injuries or losses to persons, 
firms, associations or corporations, or to real or 
personal property; (7) the affiliation, connection or 
relation of any person, firm or corporation with 
any organization, society, association, or with any 
official member or representative thereof; (8) with 
reference to the conduct, honesty, efficiency, loyalty 
or activities of employees, agents, contractors and 
subcontractors; (9) the securing of evidence to be 
used before any investigating committee, board of 
award, board of arbitration, or in the trial of any 
civil or criminal cause; provided, however, that the 
term shall not inelude a person, firm, association 
or corporation engaged exclusively in the business 
of making investigations and reports as to the fi- 
nancial standing, credit and financial responsibility 
of persons, firms, associations or corporations nor 
to electrically controlled burglar or fire alarm 
system with a central unit, nor to any person, firm, 
association or corporation engaged in the business 
of making reports for insurance or credit purposes. 
Also it shall mean the furnishing for hire or re- 
ward of watchmen or guards or private patrolmen 
or other persons to protect persons or property, 
either real or personal, or for any other purpose 
whatsoever. The term shall not inelude and noth- 
ing in this act shall apply to any lawful activity of 
any board, body, commission or agency of the 
United States of America or of any State, Terri- 
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tory or Possession of the United States of America, 
or any county, municipality, school district, or any 
officer or employee solely, exclusively and regu- 
larly employed by any of the foregoing; nor to 
any attorney or counsellor-at-law in connection 
with the regular practice of his profession, nor to 
any person employed by any such attorney or coun- 
sellor-at-law when engaged upon his employer’s 
business; nor to any employee, investigator or 
investigators solely, exclusively and regularly em- 
ployed by any person, firm, association or corpo- 
ration which is not engaged in any of the businesses 
hereinbefore described in items numbered one to 
nine, both inclusive, of this subsection in so far as 
their acts may relate solely to the business of their 
respective employers; nor to any person, firm, 
association or corporation licensed to do a business 
of insurance of any nature under the insurance 
laws of this State, nor to any employee or licensed 
agent thereof; nor to any person, firm, association 
or corporation conducting any investigation solely 
for its own account. . 

(b) The terms ‘‘the business of detective 
agency,’’ ‘‘the business of investigator’’ and ‘‘the 
business of watch, guard or patrol agency’’ shall 
mean any person, firm, association or corporation 
engaged in the private detective business as defined 
in subsection (a) of this section, who employs one 
or more persons in conducting such business. 

(c) The terms ‘‘private detective’’ or ‘‘investi- 
gator’’ shall mean and inelude any person who 
singly and for his own account and profit conducts 
a private detective business without. the aid or 
assistance of any employees or associates. 

(d) The masculine shall include the feminine and 
the neuter genders. 

(e) The term ‘‘superintendent’’?’ means the 
Superintendent of State Police. 

3. No person, firm, association or corporation 
shall engage in the private detective business or as 
a private detective or investigator or advertise his 
or its business to be a private detective business or 
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that of a detective agency or investigator without 
having first obtained from the superintendent a 
license to conduct such business, as hereinafter 
provided. Any person, firm, association or corpo- 
ration who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

4. Any person, firm, association or corporation 
desiring to conduct a private detective business or 
the business of a private detective or investigator, 
shall for each bureau or agency, subagency, office 
and branch office to be owned, conducted, managed 
or maintained by such person, firm, association or 
corporation for the conduct of such business, file 
in the office of the superintendent a written appli- 
cation duly signed and verified, accompanied, in the 
case of an application by a person, with the written 
approval of not less than five reputable citizens 
who shall be freeholders of the county where such 
applicant resides or in the county in which it is 
proposed to conduct such business, and in the case 
of a firm, the written approval of five reputable 
citizens for each of the members of the firm who 
shall be freeholders of the county where each mem- 
ber of the firm resides or the county in which it is 
proposed to conduct such business, or in the case 
of an association or corporation, the written ap- 
proval by five reputable citizens for each officer 
and director of the corporation who shall be free- 
holders of the county where such officers and direc- 
tors reside, or of the county in which it is proposed 
to conduct such business. Such approvals shall be 
signed and acknowledged by the respective citizens 
before an officer authorized to take acknowledg- 
ments of conveyances of real property. The appli- 
cation shall state the following: Name, age, resi- 
dence, present and previous occupations of the 
applicant, or in case of a firm, of each member 
of the firm, or in the case of an association or 
corporation, of each officer and director thereof; 
that each of the foregoing persons are citizens of 
the United States; the name of the municipality 
and the location therein by street number or other 
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apt description where is to be located the principal 
place of business and the location of each bureau, 
agency, subagency, office or branch office for which 
a license is desired, and such other facts as may 
be required by the superintendent as will tend to 
show the character, competency and integrity of 
each person or individual signing such application. 
Any person who shall knowingly state any fact 
falsely shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

5. The superintendent, when satisfied from the 
examination of any application and such further 
inquiry and investigations as he shall deem proper 
as to the good character, competency and integrity 
of the applicant and the persons named in the 
application, shall issue and deliver to the applicant 
a license to conduct such business, and to own, 
conduct or maintain one or more bureaus, agencies, 
subagencies, offices or branch offices for the con- 
duct of such business at the location stated in said 
application, together with as many copies of said 
license as there are to be offices, bureaus, agencies, 
subagencies, offices or branch offices, upon the pay- 
ment by the applicant to the superintendent of a 
license fee which in the case of an individual shall 
be two hundred dollars ($200.00), and in the ease 
of a firm, association or corporation shall be three 
hundred dollars ($300.00), and upon the applicant 
executing and delivering to the superintendent a 
bond running to the State of New Jersey and which 
shall be for the benefit of any person injured by 
willful, malicious or wrongful act of the applicant, 
with one or more sufficient sureties, which in the 
case of an individual shall be three thousand dol- 
lars ($3,000.00), and in the case of a firm, asso- 
ciation or corporation five thousand dollars 
($5,000.00), which said bond shall be conditioned 
for the faithful and honest conduct of such busi- 
ness by the applicant. The license so granted by 
the superintendent shall be valid for a period of 
five years but shall be revocable by the superin- 
tendent after hearing for cause. In case of revoca- 
tion or surrender of any license, no refund shall 
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be made of any license fee paid under the provi- 
sions hereof. The license shall be in a form to be 
prescribed by the superintendent and shall set 
forth the full name of the applicant, the location of 
the principal office or place of business, and the 
location of each bureau, agency, subagency, office 
or branch office for which the license is issued, date 
on which it is issued, the date on which it will 
expire, and the name or names of the persons 
named in the application, and their respective 
addresses. In the event of any change in the mem- 
bership of the firm or in the officers or directors of 
any association or corporation or any change in 
the address of any office or location of such busi- 
ness the superintendent shall be notified in writing 
of such change within five days thereafter, and 
failure to give such notification shall be sufficient 
cause for revocation of such license. 

No license shall be issued to a person under the 
age of twenty-five years, nor to any person, firm, 
association or corporation unless such person or at 
least one member of the firm and one officer or 
director of the association or corporation has had 
at least three years’ experience as an investigator 
or as a police officer with an organized police de- 
partment of the State or a county or municipality 
thereof, or with an agency of the United States of 
America or any State, county or municipality 
thereof. 

The superintendent and all members of the State 
Police shall hold as confidential all information 
obtained as a result of any investigation of any 
applicant, and the same shall not be divulged 
except by an order so to do by a court of record of 
this State. | 

6. Any person, firm, association or corporation 
to whom a license may be issued in accordance with 
this act shall surrender such license and all dupli- 
cate copies thereof to the superintendent within 
five days after such license shall have expired or 
shall have been revoked, suspended or surrendered. 
Failure to comply with the provisions of this sec- 
“on shall constitute a misdemeanor. 
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7. Before any applicant shall exercise any rights 
under the license issued to him such license, or a 
certified copy thereof, shall be posted and at all 
times thereafter while the same is in force be dis- 
played in a conspicuous place in the principal offices 
and in each bureau, agency, subagency, office or 
branch office for which it is issued. Any person, 
firm, association or corporation holding any license 
issued by the superintendent under this act who 
posts or permits such license to be posted upon 
premises other than those described therein, or to 
which it may be transferred pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this act, or who fails to maintain such 
license in a conspicuous place in such offices or 
places of business, or knowingly alters, defaces or 
destrovs any such license or permits the alteration, 
defacement or destruction thereof, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor. In the event that any license or 
certified copy thereof issued by the superintendent 
is lost or destroyed, notice of such loss or destruc- 
tion shall be given to the superintendent forthwith, 
and the superintendent may, in his discretion, issue 
a duplicate or certified copy thereof. Upon written 
application to the superintendent setting forth a 
proposed change in the location of any office or 
place of business-of the licensee ag set forth in his 
license, the superintendent may authorize a new 
location for any such office or place of business, in 
which case the licensee shall produce to the super- 
intendent his license and all copies thereof, to the 
end that the superintendent may either endorse 
thereon such change of location or issue a new 
license as of the same date as the original license 
in lieu of the license so surrendered. 

8. The holder of any license issued under the 
provisions of this act may employ to assist him in 
- his work and in the conduct of his business as many 

persons as he may deem necessary, and he shall at 
all times during such employment be accountable 
for the good conduct in the business of each and 
every person so employed. No such employee need 
be the holder of a license issued under this ac-. 
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but his employer shall be responsible for his 
actions and conduct in connection with such em- 
ployer’s business. Should the holder of a license 
falsely state or represent that any person is or has 
been in his employ, such false statement or mis- 
representation shall be sufficient cause for the revo- 
cation of such license. Any person falsely stating 
or representing that he is or has been a detective 
employed by a private detective business licensed 
under this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Any person who may be or has been employed by 
the holder of a license under this act shall not 
divulge to anyone other than his employer, or in 
such manner and to such person as his employer 
shall direct, any information acquired by him dur- 
ing such employment in respect to any work to 
which he shall have been assigned by such em- 
ployer, except as such disclosure may be required 
by the provisions of this act or in connection with 
any investigation of a licensee by the superintend- 
ent. Any person violating any of the provisions 
of this section, and any employee of a licensed 
private detective business who shall willfully make 
a false report or statement to his employer in 
respect to any matter or thing connected with his 
employment shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

9. The prosecutor of the pleas of the county in 
which any conviction for a violation of any provi- 
sion of this act shall, within ten days thereafter, 
make and file with the superintendent a report 
showing the date of such conviction, the name of 
the person convicted and the nature of the charge. 

10. For the purpose of identification of persons 
engaged in the conduct of a private detective busi- 
ness, or as a private detective or investigator, each 
such person shall carry and show when requested 
an identification ecard, which shall be a white card 
41” x 2%”, in the form hereinafter set forth, to 
be signed, in the case of a private detective or in- 
vestigator by himself, and in the case of employees 
of a private detective business by the employer as 
follows:

Any person violating the provisions of this section 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

13. Any licensee under the provisions of this act 
shall, on notice from the superintendent, discon- 
tinue any advertising or the use of any advertise- 
ment, seal or card, which in the opinion of the 
superintendent may tend to mislead the public. 
Failure to comply with any such order of the super- 
intendent shall be cause for revocation of the 
license of such licensee. 

14. Any person, firm, association or corporation 
licensed under the provisions of this act who shall 
issue identification cards to any person other than 
a bona fide employee, or who shall sell, issue, rent, 
Joan or distribute badges or membership ecards 
indicating that the holder thereof is a private de- 
tective or investigator or is engaged in the private 
detective business, to any person or persons other 
than those lawfully entitled to such identification 
eards shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

15. For the purpose of investigating the char- 
acter, competency, integrity and methods of opera- 
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tion of applicants or licensees hereunder, or of the 
officers, directors, operatives, agents or employees 
of any applicant or licensee, the superintendent 
shall have the power to issue subpoenas and compel 
the attendance of witnesses. All such subpcenas 
shall be under the hand of the superintendent and 
the seal of the Department of State Police, and 
upon service thereof the witnesses shall be paid or 
tendered the fees to which they would be entitled 
if they were subpeenaed by a court of record.

The testimony of witnesses in any pro- 
ceeding before the superintendent shall be under 
oath and the superintendent or a subordinate of 
the Department of State Police designated in 
writing by the superintendent may administer such 
oath, and willful false swearing in any such pro- 
ceeding or inquiry shall constitute a high misde- 
meanor. 

16. Any person, firm, association or corporation 
incorporated or licensed under the laws of any 
other State of the United States, and intending to 
conduct a private detective business or act as a 
private detective or investigator within this State 
shall file in the office of the superintendent a written 
application duly signed and verified and obtain 
from the superintendent a license as herein pro- 
vided and shall be subject to all the provisions of 
this act. 

17. Licenses issued under any other law of this 
State prior to the passage of this act, authorizing 
the conduct of a private detective business or the 
business of a private detective or investigator, 
shall continue in force until the expiration thereof, 
but such licensees in all other respects shall be 
subject to all the provisions of this act. 
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18. The superintendent is hereby authorized to 
use such members of the Department of State 
Police as he may deem necessary to enable him to 
carry out the provisions of this act and to enforce 
compliance therewith. 

19. A violation of any of the provisions of this 
act shall be cause for revocation of any license is- 
sued hereunder, notwithstanding that the same 
violation may constitute a misdemeanor or high 
misdemeanor. ' 

20. Should any section or provision of this act 
be held to be invalid by any court of competent 
jurisdiction, the same shall not affect the validity 
of the act as a whole or any part thereof other 
than the portion so held to be invalid.

chairman or an assistant to the vice chairman, or 
treasurer, deputy treasurer, assistant deputy 
treasurer, regional treasurer, assistant regional 
treasurer, or liquidator, of any agency or instru- 
mentality of the Fedeal Government. 

Nothing in this section contained shall be con- 
strued to prevent any cancellation of a mortgage 
by a certificate of discharge duly acknowledged or 
proved and recorded as heretofore. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to validate sales of lands at public auction 
by the several municipalities of this State in 
certain cases. 


Beir penacteno by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All sales made prior to the fourth day of 
June, one thousand nine hundred and thirty-eight, 
of any lands and premises by any municipality at 
any public auction of lands to which such munici- 
pality had acquired an absolute title in fee simple, 
and all proceedings had in connection therewith, 
are hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstand- 
ing that under the terms and conditions of certain 
of such sales the purchaser was permitted to make 
payment of a portion of the purchase-price in 
installments over a period of years, the title to the 
lands and premises sold to be conveyed to the 
purchaser upon payment of the purchase-price in 
full and the purchaser to be obligated (pending 
full payment of the purchase-price) to pay interest 
on the unpaid balance of the purchase-price, to 
keep the property in repair, to provide fire insur- 
ance and comply with other terms and conditions 
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for the protection of the interest of the munici- 
pality, and notwithstanding that under the terms 
and conditions of certain of such sales the lands 
and premises were sold subject to restrictions im- 
Conveyances posed by the municipality; and any conveyances 
an heretofore or hereafter made by such municipality, 
of any such lands and premises sold by it as afore- 
said, to the purchaser or purchasers thereof in 
pursuance of such sale or sales, are hereby vali- 
dated and confirmed and shall be construed in all 
courts of this State to convey or have conveyed 
all the right, title and interest of any such munici- 
Proviso. pality in and to said lands and premises; provided, 
however, that the public sale of such lands and 
premises, together with the terms and conditions 
Proviso. of sale, were duly advertised; and provided, fur- 
ther, that the terms, conditions and restrictions 
upon which said sales were made were such as 
could be lawfully authorized by such municipality 
‘under the provisions of chapter three hundred of 
the laws of one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight, which was approved and went into effect 
June fourth, one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
eight.

Aw Acr to validate certain ordinanees heretofore 
passed by municipalities.

valid, notwithstanding the fact that it was not pub- 
lished in a newspaper which had been published 
continuously for not less than two years prior to

such ordinance was in other respects published as. 
required by law, and that such ordinance was 
published in a newspaper published and circulating: 
in such municipality.

Aw Acr concerning the refunding of bonds by 
counties and municipalities, and supplementing 
sections 40:1-61 to 40:1-74 of the Revised 
Statutes.

Statutes are hereby supplemented by adding 
thereto a new section to read as follows:

thorize the refunding of some or of all of the bonds 
which will become due over a period of not exceed- 
ing six years, if the funding commission shall find 
that such refunding is based upon a sound financial Basis. 
plan for equalizing or reducing the debt service of 
such county or municipality during such period, 
and is in the publie interest. Such bond resolution Provisions. 
or bond ordinance shall provide for the sale an- 
nually during such period, or at such other inter- 
vals as the commission may approve, of blocks or 
series of bonds to provide funcs to pay the bonds 
to be refunded as the same shall become due. The Sections 
authorization and issuance of refunding bonds “'**

Br rr enacted by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Seetion one of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred by the 
provisions of the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment, the Board of Commerce and Navigation is 
hereby authorized and empowered to co-operate 
with the Federal government, the county of Mon- 
mouth, and the borough of Atlantic Highlands in 
providing and maintaining a harbor of refuge in 
Sandy Hook bay near the borough of Atlantic 
Highlands. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

3. The specific appropriation herein made shall 
not be expended, however, until there shall liave 
been made available by the Federal government 
seven hundred sixty-eight thousand seven hundred 
fifty dollars ($768,750.00), by the county of Mon- 
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mouth twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00), 
and by the borough of Atlantic Highlands forty- 
four thousand dollars ($44,000.00), which shall be 
used in conjunction with this appropriation. The 
said sum of sixty-nine thousand dollars ($69,- 
000.00) contributed jointly by the county of Mon- 
mouth and the borough of Atlantie Highlands, less 
engineering expenses in the sum of two thousand 
five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) shall by the State 
Treasurer be returned to the borough of Atlantic 
Highlands for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the provisions of this act.

1. Any deed heretofore made, executed and de- 
livered by a married woman, conveying lands in 
this State owned by her in fee-simple, which deed 
the husband of the said married woman ‘has not

grantee or grantees, and all persons claiming 
under him or them be as valid and effectual in law 
as if the said husband had signed, joined in and 
executed the said deed; provided, the said husband 
is now deceased or has been absent from this State, 
or his whereabouts unknown for at least twenty 
years; and provided, further, the said deed has 
been of record in the office of the county clerk or 
register of deeds of the county wherein the said 
lands are situate for a period of at least twenty 
years last past; and provided, further, that this 
act shall not affect the title of any person or per- 
sons in possession of such lands who do not claim 
under the said grantee or grantees, his or their 
heirs or assigns. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 376 


Aw Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act to regu- 
late those who desire to engage in the occupa- 
tion of beauty culture,’’ and amending section 
45 :4A-8. 


Brrr enactep by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 45:4A-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


45:4A-8. No person shall be permitted by the 
department to take an examination or receive a 
certificate as an operator unless such person shall 
be at least sixteen years of age and a graduate of 
the eighth grade or the equivalent and has been 
registered as a student and has had a school term 
of training, as hereinafter provided in this chapter, 
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in a licensed beauty school of this State or an 
approved beauty school of another State, territory, 
the District of Columbia, or foreign country; but 
the department may permit a person to take an 
examination without the prior studentship herein 
required if such person shall establish to the satis- 
faction of the department that he or she has been 
an operator in the active practice of beauty culture 
in New Jersey for at least twelve months within 
the five years next preceding June twenty-ninth, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-five; but the 
department may permit any person to take an 
examination without the prior studentship herein 
required if such person shall establish to the satis- 
faction of the department that he or she has prac- 
ticed beauty culture for not less than three years 
in another State, territory, the District of 
Columbia, or foreign country. No person shall be 
permitted to take an examination or receive a 
certificate of registration or license to teach beauty 
culture unless such person shall be at least eighteen 
vears of age and shall have completed two years 
of high school or the equivalent and has had either 
at least two years’ experience as a beauty culture 
operator in a beauty shop, or training of not less 
than a total of two thousand hours within a period 
of not less than twelve consecutive months in a 
licensed beauty school of this State or an approved 
beauty school of another State, territory, or the 
District of Columbia. 

No person shall be permitted to take an exami- 
nation or receive a certificate of registration or 
license to demonstrate appliances, methods or 
cosmetics used or to be used in the practice of 
beauty culture unless such person shall be at least 
eighteen years of age and shall have been duly 
licensed as a beauty culture operator in the State 
of New Jersey. 

No person shall be permitted to receive a certifi- 
cate of registration or license as a manager- 
operator of a beauty shop unless such person shall 
be at least eighteen years of age and shall have 
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been duly licensed as a beauty culture operator in 
the State of New Jersey and shall establish to the 
satisfaction of the department that he or she has 
thereafter been an operator in the active practice 
of beauty culture for at least one year; but the 
department may permit a person to take an 
examination for license as a manager-operator if 
such person shall establish to the satisfaction of 
the department that he or she has been an operator 
in the active practice of beauty culture in a beauty 
shop for not less than three years in another State, 
territory, the District of Columbia, or foreign 
country, and one year in the State of New Jersey 
as a licensed operator. 

No person shall be permitted to receive a certifi- 
eate of registration as a student without having 
first furnished the department with satisfactory 
proof of his or her enrollment in a duly registered 
or licensed beauty school of this State. 

No person, partnership or corporation shall be 
permitted to receive a shop certificate of registra- 
tion or license to use or maintain premises for the 
practice of beauty culture unless such person, 
partnership or corporation shall have first fur- 
nished the department with satisfactory proof that 
such shop or premises are to be used or maintained 
in compliance with the requirements of the rules 
and regulations prescribed by authority of sections 
45 :4A-13 and 45 :4A~16 of this Title, and such shop 
or premises shall be in charge at all times of a duly 
licensed manager-operator.

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CHAPTER 377 


An Act concerning the care, maintenance, super- 
vision and guardianship of dependent and neg- 
leeted children, promoting home life therefor, 
providing penalties for violation thereof, and 
amending sections 30:5-9, 30:5-38, 30:5-35 and 
30:5-36 of the Revised Statutes as previously 
amended. : 


Be rr enactren by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section 30:5-9 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30 :5-9. The State Board of Control of Institu- 
tions and Agencies or its duly authorized repre- 
sentative is hereby empowered to negotiate with 
the Federal Government to secure such financial 
assistance for the carrying out of this chapter as 
is provided in the Federal Social Security Act, and 
the State Treasurer is hereby empowered to receive 
such moneys and shall cause them to be placed in 
the account or accounts of the State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, acting as the agent of the State 
Board of Control of Institutions and Agencies, for 
the purpose of carrying into effect the provisions 
of this chapter. Where the proportion of Federal 
financial participation in the expenses of adminis- 
tration may be increased during any fiseal year, the 
increased amount of funds received thereby for 
that year shall be immediately available for use 
by the State Board of Children’s Guardians. 

The State Board of Control is further em- 
powered to organize the work of the several 
departments coming under its jurisdiction in behalf 
of dependent and neglected children to comply 
with the reasonable requirements of the Social 
Seeurity Board and the Federal Children’s Bureau 
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as set forth in Title TV and section 521 of Title V 
of the Federal Social Security Act, and to co- 
operate with the county welfare boards in extend- 
ing and strengthening public welfare services for 
the protection and care of homeless, dependent and 
neglected children and children in danger of be- 
coming delinquent. . 

2. Section 30:5-83 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30 :5-33. Any mother of a dependent child under 
the age of sixteen years, or under the age of 
eighteen years and regularly attending school, 
may, if there are no relatives of such mother or 
child who are legally liable and financially able to 
support such mother or child, file a petition of 
assistance to the State Board of Children’s Guard- 
ians in the following cases: 

a. Any such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support such child and maintain 
her home, the father of such child being de- 
ceased; or 

b. Any such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support such child and maintain 
her home, the father of such child being confined 
in a jail, prison or penitentiary being sentenced 
for a term that will extend for six months after 
the date of decision on the petition; or 

ec. Any such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support such child and maintain 
her home, the father of such child being under 
indictment for desertion of his wife and/or child 
and not being found within one vear from the date 
of desertion; or . 

d. Any such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support such child and maintain 
her home, the father of such child being an inmate 
of an institution for mental or physical illness re- 
quiring a prolonged treatment; or 

e. Any such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support such child and maintain 
her home, the father of such child being physically 
or mentally ill and being unable to support his 
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child or children, who are dependent, and being 
under proper and reasonable treatment for the 
possible removal of such defect: or 

f. Anv such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support sueh child and maintain 
her home, the father of such child having been 
deported as an alien pursuant to the laws of the 
United States; or 

eg. Anv such mother who has insufficient means 
and is unable to support such child and maintain 
her home, the child having been deprived of 
parental support by reason of physical or mental 
ineapacity of a parent or continued absence of a 
parent from the home. 

3. Section 30:5-85 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30:5-35. Immediately upon filing the petition 
mentioned in section 30:5- 33, the State Board of 
Children’s Guardians shall examine into the truth 
and merits of the petition and make an investiga- 
tion of the home life conditions of the petitioner 
and shall prepare a report of its findings, which 
ae shall set forth: 

The facts found bv its investigation to prove 
or eres all the allegations sot forth in the 
petition, and in addition whether or not the de- 
pendency is caused by the willful neglect of the 
mother, whether the mother is mentally. morally 
and physieally fit to gare for the children, whether 
the home is a satisfactory place for the training 
and rearing of the child or children, a statement 
of any additional real or personal property includ- 
ing any income or bank accounts not set forth in 
the petition, and the names and addresses of any 
additional relatives not disclosed by petitioner, and 
any other facts that will assist the welfare board 
in reaching a decision in the matter; and 

b. A statement containmg items showing the 
total income of the woman, all her children and the 
husband, if living. from all sources, also a budget 
showing the minimum amount of money necessary 
for the maintenance of the family and the minimum 
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amount that the widow or mother will require to 
support and care for her children under sixteen 
vears of age, or under the age of eighteen years 
and regularly attending school, such total per child 
not to exceed the cost of care of a child in an ap- 
proved child-caring institution. 

4. Section 30:5-86 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

30:5-36. If, upon the completion of the investi- 
gation, examination and hearing provided for by 
section 30:5-85 of this Title, the welfare board 
shall find such petitioner is a widow or mother of 
a child under the age of sixteen years, or under 
the age of eighteen years and regularly attending 
school, and that she is in all respects qualified to 
receive such relief in accordance with the condi- 
tions set forth in this chapter, and that her petition 
has been in all respects verified by the report filed 
in accordance with said section 30:5-35 and the 
testimony of witnesses or records, and that the 
ehild or children have residence and that there is 
no relative having the legal responsibility and 
financial ability to support her child or children 
and that unless relief is granted the mother will be 
unable properly to support and educate her child 
or children, and that they may become a public 
charge, it shall make an order committing such 
family to the care of the State Board of Chil- 
dren’s Guardians, and directing that there shall be 
paid to the mother through the State Board of 
Children’s Guardians from funds provided as set 
forth in sections 30:5-5 to 30:5-8 of this Title for 
the support of her child or ehildren until they 
arrive at the age of sixteen, or the age of eighteen 
if regularly attending school, an amount fixed on 
the basis of the budget of the child as provided in 
subdivision ‘‘b’’ of the report of findings filed with 
the welfare board, as provided tor under said see- 
tion 80:0-385, the amount to be awarded to be dis- 
cretionary with the welfare board; provided, how- 
ever, that mn cases of special emergency, upon 
recommendation of the State Board of Children’s 
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Guardians, the welfare board may make a special 
order temporarily extending such period of sup- 
port. 

Any widow who is a mother of a child or chil- 
dren under the age of sixteen, or under the age of 
eighteen and regularly attending school, and any 
mother or person, who is eligible to receive assist- 
ance pursuant to the provisions of this chapter, 
and who now is receiving or may hereafter receive 
assistance pursuant to the provisions of this 
chapter, shall continue to be paid by the county 
making the original grant, although the child may 
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child has not lost State residence. 

The welfare board shall also have the power, at 
any time before the child reaches the age of 
eighteen, to terminate the payment for the support 
of such child if in its opinion it is in the best 
interest of the child, and that such financial sup- 
port is no longer necessary.

thereof covering the appropriations therefor. 

The Department of Health, acting for and on 
behalf of the State of New Jersey, is authorized 
and empowered, pursuant to the appropriate pro- 
visions of an Act of the Congress entitled ‘‘An act 
to impose additional duties upon the United States 
Public Health Service in connection with the inves- 
tigation and control of the venereal diseases”’ 
(Public Statute No. 540—75th Congress), to par- 
ticipate in such grants subject to the provisions of 
the aforesaid Federal statute, and the rules and 
regulations thereunder. 

The Department of Health is likewise authorized 
to pay from the aforesaid Federal grants, upon 
approval by the Civil Service Commission, compen-

18:7-20. The district clerk shall furnish the 
proper equipment for polling places. The equip- 
ment shall consist of tables, booths, chairs, lights, 
and all other things which may be considered 
necessary for the performance of the duties of the 
election officers. The booths shall be sufficiently 
large to enable the voter to conveniently prepare 
his ballot and shall have swinging doors or curtains 
so arranged that some part of the person of the 
voters standing in the booths may be seen from the 
outside thereof when the doors or curtains are 
closed. Hach booth shall contain a counter or shelf 
suitably placed to enable voters to place their 
ballots thereon while preparing the same for vot- 
ing. The equipment shall be ready and properly 
erected in ample time for the holding of the elec- 


tion. At least one booth shall be provided for each ; 


one hundred votes or major fraction thereof cast 
at the preceding annual election; provided, how- 
ever, that not less than two booths shall be installed 
at each polling place. The ballot box shall be at 
least one foot in depth, width, and length, con- 
structed of wood, metal, or glass, with a properly 
slitted hinged top which shall be kept locked dur- 
ing the time the polls are open.

Any person in a school district not 
within a municipality having permanent registra- 
tion pursuant to Title 19, Elections, who being duly 
qualified as an elector of the general assembly, 
shall have become of age since the preceding 
general election, and any other person who, while 
not having been registered to vote at the preceding 
general election or any special or primary election 
subsequent thereto in the district, shall be other- 
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wise possessed of all the qualifications which would 
entitle such person to vote in any general election, 
shall be entitled to vote in any school election: 
provided, he shall make application for registra- 
tion on the Saturday preceding the annual school 
election at the polling place designated for the 
voting district in which he shall reside, to the clerk, 
a member of the board of education, or other 
person or alternate designated by the president of 
the board.

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4. Section 18:7-34 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18:7—34. The polls for election shall be opened 
at such time as the board may designate between 
the hours of two and nine P. M., and shall remain 
open for at least two hours and as much longer 
as may be necessary to permit those present at the 
designated time to cast their ballots; provided, 
that in all municipalities having a population in 
excess of five thousand as determined by the last 
published census, the polls must be open between 
five and nine P. M. 

5. Section 18:7-35 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

_ 18:7-35. The board shall make public proclama- 
tion through a board member or other person 
qualified to vote in the school district designated 
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by the president of said board of the opening of 
the meeting. A chairman who shall also be judge 
of elections, a secretary, and two tellers shall be 
appointed by the board of education at the regular 
January meeting of the board from the qualified 
voters of the district other than regularly nomi- 
nated candidates, board members, or employees. 
In case of any vacancy in such offices at the time 
of the opening of the meeting, the person author- 
ized to open the meeting shall appoint from among 
those present to fill the vacaney. In any district 
having a population of twenty-five hundred or 
more as determined by the last published census, 
the board of education may pay each such eleetion 
officer a compensation not to exceed three dollars 
($3.00). At the conclusion of the organization, the 
election shall be open and the balloting shall 
continue without recess in accordance with the 
instructions printed upon the ballot and the pro- 
visions of this article until the hour of closing has 
arrived. 

Fach candidate nominated by petition may act 
as a challenger and may appoint also one chal- 
lenger for each polling district in which he is to 
be voted for. The appointment of challengers 
shall be in writing under the hand of the person 
making the same and shall specify the names and 
addresses of the challengers and the polling dis- 
triects for which they are severally appointed. The 
appointment of the challengers shall be filed with 
the district clerk not later than five days preceding 
the annual election. No person shall be appointed 
challenger who is not a legal voter of the school 
district and no challenger shall serve in any polling 
district other than that to which he is appointed. 
The district clerk shall certify such appointed 
challengers, and such certification shall be sub- 
mitted by the challengers to the election officials 
of the respective polling districts to which they are 
assigned. The challengers shall have power to 
challenge the right to vote therein of any person 
claiming such right and shall have the right to ask 
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all necessary questions to determine this right. 
They may be present while the votes cast at any 
election are being counted, may stand where they 
ean see the markings on the ballots provided they 
do not interfere with the orderly counting of the 
votes, and shall have the right to challenge the 
counting or rejecting of any ballot or any part of 
a ballot. The election officers are authorized to 
maintain order in the polling place and to require 
to leave the polling room all persons other than 
challengers, candidates, and persons in the process 
of voting, and to prohibit electioneering in the 
building in which the election is being conducted. 
Any person interfering with the orderly conduct 
of the election shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars ($500.00), or by imprisonment not 
exceeding one year, or both. 

6. Section 18:7-86 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

18 :7-36. In all school districts after the election 
officers shall have ascertained that a voter is prop- 
erly registered and qualified to vote, the election 
officers shall furnish to the voter one official ballot 
numbered to correspond with the poll number of 
the voter, allowing for spoiled ballots, if any. 

No ballot shall be handed to a voter until there 
is a booth ready for occupancy. The election 
officers shall not allow a voter to mark his ballot 
outside of an election booth unless the voter is 
unable to enter the booth by reason of his physical 
disability. . 

The election officers shall instruct the voter how 
to fold the ballot and shall crease the ballot so as 
to indicate the point where the voter shall fold the 
ballot, but before handing the ballot to the voter 
the election officers shall see that the face of the 
ballot including the coupon is exposed, and at the 
same time shall call off the ballot number to the 
official having charge of the polling book, who shall 
make certain that the ballot number and poll 
number agree, allowing for spoiled ballots, if any. 
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If the number of the ballot does not follow con- 
secutively the missing number or numbers shall be 
written on a blank sheet of paper signed by the 
election officers and placed on the string with the 
coupons in its or their proper place or places. 

Every voter to whom a ballot is given shall 
thereupon retire into the polling booth. Not more 
than one voter shall be permitted to enter or be in 
the same booth at one time. The voter shall pre- 
pare his ballot in the booth secretly and screened 
from the observation of others. 

Any person or voter who shall violate the pro- 
visions of this section shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding five hundred dollars ($500.00), or by 
imprisonment not exceeding one year or both at 
the discretion of the court. 

7. Section 18:7-88 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

The election officers shall receive and 
count the ballots, keep a poll list in books to be 
furnished by the board and keep therein a list of 
the names and addresses of persons voting at the 
election.

a. Disburse, order or vote for the disburse- 
ment of public moneys, in excess of the ap- 
propriation respectively to any such board; or 

b. Incur obligations in excess of the appro- 
priation and limit of expenditure provided by 
law for the purposes respectively of any such 
board

or council, or incur obligations in excess of the 
appropriation and limit of expenditure provided 
by law for the purposes respectively of any such 
board, committee or council, shall be liable to a 
penalty of fifty dollars. Such penalty shall be 
sued for and recovered in an action at law by and 
in the name of the Local Government Board. The 
pleadings in any such action shall conform in all 
respects to the practice prevailing in the court in 
which the action shall be instituted. All moneys 
recovered in such actions shall be paid to said 
board for its use and purposes. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

in order that the legality of such proceedings and 
convictions may be reviewed and determined and 
if said common pleas court shall find the proceed- 
ings and conviction to be illegal it shall forthwith, 
upon its own motion, set aside the same and order 
the discharge of the defendant from custody.

3. The mayor shall be the chief executive officer 
of such city and shall possess the powers and privi- 
leges and shall perform the duties which are here- 
inafter specified and shall be elected for the term 
of two years at the annual general election to be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday 
in November in each year, and shall receive such 
annual compensation for this service not exceed- 
ing twenty-five hundred dollars ($2,500.00) per 
annum as the common council shall, by ordinance, 
fix and determine, and he shall receive no fee or 
other compensation whatever; provided, however, 
that the mayor of any such city located in counties 
of the fourth and sixth class shall be elected for a 
term of four years. 

Hach member of the common council shall receive 
compensation at the rate of three hundred dollars 
($300.00) per annum, to be paid in equal semi- 
monthly installments, but shall receive no fee or 
other compensation whatever. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

1. Section 51:1-103 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

51 :1-103. An action for the recovery of a penalty 
for violation of this chapter shall be within the 
jurisdiction of and may be brought before any 
justice of the peace, judge of any city criminal 
court, district court, criminal district court, re- 
corder or police magistrate in the county where the 
offense is committed, or where the defendant may 
reside, which courts and officers are hereinafter 
referred to in this article as the ‘‘court,’’ but no 
justice of the peace shall have jurisdiction within 
the corporate limits of any municipality having a 
police judge, police justice, recorder’s court or city 
criminal court. 

2. Section 51:1-104 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

51:1-104. In proceedings for the recovery of 
penalties under the provisions of this Title, the 
court in jurisdictions where a district court exists 
shall nevertheless have jurisdiction to enforce such 
penalty notwithstanding the provisions of section 
2:8-46 of the Title Administration of Civil and 
Criminal Justice or any similar provision of law to 
the contrary.

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in a summary proceeding brought in the name of 
the State by a superintendent, assistant superin- 
tendent, or inspector by filing a complaint in writ- 
ing duly verified by him or by the complaining wit- 
ness. Verification by a superintendent, assistant.

formation and belief. 

The complaint shall be filed with the court alleg- 
ing the violation of law and stating the section 
violated.

A summons or 
warrant issued by a court under this article 
shall be valid throughout the State. An officer 
who may serve the summons or warrant in the 
county in which it was issued may also serve the 
summons or warrant and make arrest on the war- 
rant in any county of the State. Where a corpora- 
tion is the defendant the summons shall be served 
on any officer thereof, its registered agent or the 
person in charge of its place of business in this 
State, at least five days before the return date. 

On the return of the summons or warrant the 
court shall forthwith in a summary way hear and 
determine the guilt or innocence of the defendant 
and upon conviction shall impose the penalty pre- 
scribed by law for the offense together with the 
costs of prosecution. 

If any person shall fail to pay the penalty or 
penalties imposed together with the costs of the 
proceedings, the court shall commit him to the 
common jail of the county where the conviction is 
had, for a period not exceeding thirty days, except. 
where the period of imprisonment is otherwise 
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provided for, or until the penalty and costs are 
sooner paid.

52:9C-—2. The council shall organize annually by 
the selection of a chairman. A secretary shall be 
selected from the staff of the State Board of Com- 
merce and Navigation. The members of the council 
shall receive no compensation but shall be entitled 
to their actual and necessary traveling expenses. 
The council is further empowered to adopt rules 
and regulations for carrying into effect the provi-

There is hereby created the office of Advisory 
Counsel to the New Jersey Council. The first 
incumbent of such position shall be Edward C. 
Stokes, who shall hold his said office for a period 
of three years from the date of the passage of this 
act, and until his successor is selected and qualified. 
He shall receive an annual salary of two thousand 
four hundred dollars ($2,400.00), which sum is 
hereby appropriated. He shall perform such duties 
as the New Jersey Council shall by rule and 
regulation make.

CHAPTER 35-f 


Aw Act concerning the retirement of employees in 
counties of the first class, and amending section 
43 :10-1, and supplementing Article I of chapter 
ten of Title 43 of the Revised Statutes. 


Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 48:10-1 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

43:10-1. As used in this article: 

‘‘Be retired on half pay’’ means retired on a 
pension equal to one-half of the annual salary at 
the time of retirement. 

‘“‘County employee’’ or ‘‘employee’’ means and 
includes all employees and officers in service in 
any county of the first class, and of any county 
board, body or commission maintained out of 
county funds in a county of the first class, inelud- 
ing laborers recognized as permanent laborers, 
whether paid on an hourly, daily, monthly or 
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annual basis (it being the intent to exclude tran- 
sient labor from the operation of this article), but 
does not include any member of the police or fire 
department. The pension commission may deter- 
mine whether or not the employment of an em- 
ployee is permanent within the meaning of this 
article. Notwithstanding the provisions of section 
43 :1-1 of this Title, any person heretofore or here- 
after accepting any employment in the county 
under the age of forty-five years shall be eligible to 
join as a ‘‘county employee’’ or ‘‘employee’’ as 
herein above defined. 

2. Any county laborer now employed in any such 
county, who, prior to the adoption of this act, was 
ineligible to the benefits of the law to which this act 
is an amendment and supplement but who is made 
eligible to such benefits by this act may decline to 
be bound by the provisions of said law or may 
within six months after this act becomes effective 
become a member of the fund established under 
said law: 

(1) by payment into the fund, in such manner as 
shall be determined by the pension commission, of 
all arrears, with interest, as the pension commis- 
sion shall determine to be due in order to give 
such employees the same standing as a member of 
said fund as all other members who joined said 
pension fund when the law providing for such fund 
became effective, in which case the maximum rate 
of interest shall not exceed the average rate of 
earnings of the investments of said fund and the 
maximum length of time for the payment of 
arrears shall be five years from the date of the 
application to join the fund, or 

(2) upon written application in which case the 
regular deductions from the salary of such em- 
ployees shall commence upon the filing of such 
written application and he shall be entitled to the 
same benefits as a new employee then joining the 
fund would receive. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Aw Act to amend the title and body of an act en- 
titled ‘‘An act relating to the incurring of in- 
debtedness and the issuance of notes and bonds, 
for the relief of the poor, by cities, boroughs, 
towns, townships, villages and other municipali- 
ties other than school districts,’’ approved the 
seventeenth day of August, one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-nine, and constituting chap- 
ter three hundred thirty-two of the laws of one 
thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, so that 
said act shall provide both for the funding of 
indebtedness and notes heretofore or hereafter 
incurred or issued for the relief of the poor and 
for the issuance of notes in anticipation of the 
issuance of bonds authorized pursuant to said 
act. 


Br rr enacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of the act entitled ‘‘An act relating to 
the incurring of indebtedness and the issuance of 
notes and bonds, for the relief of the poor, by cities, 
boroughs, towns, townships, villages and other 
municipalities other than school districts,’’ ap- 
proved the seventeenth day of August, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and thirty-nine, and constituting 
chapter three hundred thirty-two of the laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty-nine, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

An act relating to the incurring of indebtedness 
and the issuance of notes and bonds for the relief 
of the poor and for the funding of indebtedness 
heretofore or hereafter incurred and notes hereto- 
fore or hereafter issued for such relief of the poor, 
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by cities, boroughs, towns, townships, villages and 
other municipalities other than school districts. 

2. Section one of said act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

1. Any city, borough, town, township, village or 
other municipality (other than school districts), 
may incur indebtedness, borrow money and issue 
its negotiable bonds for the relief of the poor, in- 
cluding direct relief, expense of administration, 
the payment of any indebtedness heretofore or 
hereafter incurred for relief of the poor, the financ- 
ing of any emergency appropriations heretofore or 
hereafter made for the relief of the poor, the pay- 
ment of any emergency notes heretofore or here- 
after issued pursuant to the local budget law to 
finance any such emergency appropriation, the cost 
of the issuance of such bonds and other incidental 
expenses. 

3. Section two of said act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

2. Any bonds issued under this act shall be 
authorized by ordinance, finally adopted on or be- 
fore the thirty-first day of December, one thousand 
nine hundred and forty, by the governing body of 
the municipality in the manner or mode of pro- 
cedure prescribed by the local bond law, constitut- 
ing sections 40:1-1 to 40:1-88 of the Revised 
Statutes, and said bonds shall be issued in the 
manner or mode of procedure prescribed by said 
law, except that (1) no supplemental debt state- 
ment need be filed and said bonds may be issued 
notwithstanding any debt or other limitation pre- 
scribed by the said law, (2) no down payment shall 
be required, (3) said bonds shall mature in annual 
installments, commencing not more than one year 
from the date of said bonds and ending not more 
than five years from the date of the adoption of such 
ordinance, or, in case such bonds are issued wholly 
or partly to fund emergency notes, not more than 
five years from the date of the earliest emergency 
notes to be so funded, and no annual installment 
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shall exceed the amount of the smallest prior 
annual installment of such issue. The ordinance 
authorizing such bonds need state only the amount 
of bonds thereby authorized for relief of the poor, 
the amount of emergency notes, if any, to be funded 
thereby, the date of the earliest emergency notes 
to be so funded, the rate or maximum rate of in- 
terest the bonds shall bear and the date and 
maturities of the bonds. 


4. Section three of said act is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

38. Such bonds may be made subject to redemp- 
tion prior to maturity at par and accrued interest 
on any interest payment date on such notice as may 
be provided in the bonds. Any such bonds which 
are issued subject to redemption prior to maturity 
shall be redeemed in accordance with their terms 
on the receipt of moneys from the State if the State 
Financial Assistance Commission or its successor, 
shall so prescribe, in connection with any allotment 
of State funds for poor relief to such municipality. 
Any city, borough, town, township, village or other 
municipality may issue its negotiable notes, at 
public or private sale, in anticipation of the issu- 
ance of bonds authorized by any such ordinance 
after such ordinance has taken effect and may, 
from time to time, renew any such notes. All such 
notes (including renewals) shall mature and be 
paid not more than one year from the date of the 
adoption of the ordinance authorizing the bonds 
in anticipation of which the notes are issued. Any 
such notes may be authorized by resolution passed 
by the governing body of the municipality by 
majority vote. | 

5. Section four of said act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

4. All bonds and notes issued hereunder shall be 
eeneral obligations of the municipality issuing 
them and, unless payment is otherwise made or 
provided for, a tax sufficient in amount to pay the - 
principal of and interest on such bonds and notes 
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shall be levied and collected by such municipality 
in the year in which the same shall become due and 
payable. Such bonds and notes may contain a re- 
cital that they are issued pursuant to this act in 
the manner or mode of procedure prescribed by 
the local bond law and such recitals shall be con- 
elusive evidence of their validity and of the regu- 
larity of their issuance. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 396 


Aw Act concerning municipal and county finances, 
and amending sections 40:2-6, 40:2-7, 40:2-8, 
40 :2-10, 40 :2-18 and 40 :2-53 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. 


Be tr exacten by the Senate and General Assem- 
bly of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section 40:2-6 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read a follows: 

40 :2-6. Prior to the adoption of a budget the 
governing body shall, at a public hearing, grant to 
taxpayers and other interested persons an oppor- 
tunity to present objections and to be heard with 
respect to the budget. The hearing on a county 
budget shall commence not later than the fortieth 
day after the beginning of the budget year. The 
hearing on a municipal budget shall commence not 
later than the sixtieth day after the beginning of 
the budget year. 

2. Section 40:2-7 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :2-7. The governing body shall cause to be 
prepared and shall approve the budget prior to the 
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public hearing and in any event not later than the 
fortieth day after the beginning of the budget year 
for municipalities; and shall fix the time when and 
the place where the hearing shall be held. Notice 
of such hearing, together with the budget as ap- 
proved, shall be published at least once in at least 
one newspaper circulating in the municipality or 
county, as the case may be, at least eighteen days 
prior to the time fixed for the hearing. Within 
three days after its approval, two certified copies 
of the budget as approved shall be filed in the office 
of the commissioner of local government. 

3. Section 40:2-8 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40:2-8. The hearing on the budget shall be held 
at the time and place specified in the published 
notice, but may be adjourned from time to time 
until the hearing is closed. After closing the hear- 
ing the governing body may, by resolution, adopt 
the budget with or without alterations or amend- 
ments; provided, however, nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent the governing body from mak- 
ing any amendments which may be required by the 
commissioner of local government prior to the time 
for holding the hearing on the budget. However, 
no alteration or amendment, except pursuant to 
section 40:2-20 of this title, adding to the budget 
any new item of appropriation in amount in excess 
of one per centum of the total amount of appro- 
priations as stated in the approved budget, or in- 
creasing or decreasing any item of appropriation 
by more than ten per centum of the amount of such 
item as stated in the approved budget, or increas- 
ing the amount to be raised by taxes by more than 
five per centum of such amount as stated in the 
approved budget, shall be made in the approved 
budget, unless the governing body shall first, at a 
public hearing, grant to taxpayers and other in- 
terested persons an opportunity to present objec- 
tions and to be heard with respect to the alteration 
or amendment, after publishing, in at least one 
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newspaper circulating in the municipality or 
county, as the case may be, not less than two days 
prior to the hearing, a notice describing the altera- 
tion or amendment and specifying the time and 
place when and where the hearing will be held. 

4. Section 40:2-10 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


40 :2-10. A county budget shall be adopted not 
later than the fifty-fifth day after the beginning of 
the budget year. A municipal budget shall be 
adopted not later than the seventieth day after the 
beginning of the budget year. No budget may be 
adopted, however, unless the commissioner of local 
government shall have certified his approval 
thereof and returned the same within the period 
hereinabove provided. The budget may be adopted 
at any time within ten days after the commissioner 
of local government shall have certified his ap- 
proval thereof and returned the same. Within three 
days after its adoption, two certified copies of the 
budget as adopted shall be filed in the office of the 
commissioner of local government. 

5. Section 40:2-18 of the Revised Statutes is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

40 :2-18. ‘‘Dedicated revenues’’ shall include all 
amounts reasonably expected to be realized in cash 
during the budget year from any source other than 
the issuance of bonds or notes and required by law 
to be applied to a specific purpose. Dedicated 
revenues stated in the budget shall be classified 
according to their respective sources and shall be 
stated in a separate section of the budget together 
with the appropriations to the purposes to which 
such dedicated revenues are applicable. In the 
event such appropriations include payments to 
be made for the principal of or interest on bonds 
or notes, the amount required for such purpose 
shall be separately stated. Any anticipated deficit 
in expenditures to which dedicated revenues are 
applicable shall be provided for by an appropria- 
tion in the budget. Such revenues, when derived 
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from the collection of special assessments on prop- 
ertv specially benefited, shall not be stated in the 
budget in an amount which is in excess of the 
amount of the appropriation in such budget to the 
purposes to which such revenues are applicable or 
in excess of the amount of the revenues so derived 
which is held in eash at the beginning of the fiscal 
year; provided, however, nothing herein contained 
shall prevent a municipality from paving in full 
or on account at maturity any note or notes to 
which such revenues are applicable. Such rev- 
enues, when derived from any other source, 
including publicly owned or operated utilities or 
enterprises, shall not be stated in the budget in an 
amount which is in excess of the amount of the 
appropriations in such budget to the purposes to 
which such revenues are applicable or in excess of 
the amount actually realized in cash from the same 
souree during the next preceding fiscal vear, unless 
the commissioner of local government shall de- 
termine upon application by the governing body 
that the facts clearly warrant the expectation that 
such excess amount will actually be realized in 
cash during the budget vear and shall certify such 
determination in writing to the county or munici- 
pality, as the case may be. 

6. Section 40:2-53 of the Revised Statutes as 
amended by chapter one hundred and twenty- 
eight of the laws of one thousand, nine hundred 
and thirty-eight, is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

40 :2-53. The commissioner shall determine upon 
the basis of information and data available 
whether : 

a. All estimates of revenue are reasonable, ac- 
curate, correctly stated and in accordance with the 
provisions of this chapter and the regulations of 
the board. 

b. Specific items of appropriations enumerated 
in section 40:2-52 comply with the requirements of 
this chapter and the regulations of the board. 
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_@ Items of appropriation are fully and correctly 
stated. : 

d. In itemization, form, arrangement and con- 
tent, the budget will permit the exercise of the 
comptroller function within the municipality or 
county. 

e. In all other respects the budget complies with 
the requirements of law and the regulations of the 
board. | 

The commissioner shall approve the budget if he 
finds that all requirements of law and of the reg- 
ulations of the board have been met. The com- 
missioner shall refuse to approve the budget if the 
requirements of law or of the regulations of the 
board have not been met. The commissioner in 
refusing to approve a budget shal! not substitute 
his discretion with respect to the amount of an 
appropriation where such amount is not made man- 
datory because of the requirements of law. 

The commissioner shall certify the result of his 
determination to the governing body immediately. 
If the budget is not approved, a full statement of 
reasons with instructions for correction of the bud- 
get shall be transmitted with notice of refusal to 
approve. A governing body shall not finally adopt 
a budget until a certification of approval by the 
commissioner has been received. If the budget is 
not approved, the certification of the commissioner 
shall be published at least once in a newspaper of 
general circulation within the municipality. Cost 
of publication shall be paid by the county or mn- 
nicipality as the case may be. 

A governing body shall amend a disapproved 
budget in accordance with the instructions of the 
commissioner except that the governing body may 
petition the State board for a hearing upon the 
budget. If a petition for hearing is filed with the 
State board, the commissioner shall postpone the 
time for final adoption of the budget as required 
by section 40:2-10 to permit a reasonable oppor- 
tunity for hearing and redetermination in aecord- 
ance with this section. 
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If an aggrieved party applies for judicial review 
of a final determination made by the State board, 
the local governing body shall, nevertheless, adopt 
the budget in accordance with the board’s deter- 
mination, subject to such subsequent adjustment as 
may be consonant with the court’s decision. 

If the final decision of the court is adverse to the 
board’s determination, the commissioner shall, 
forthwith, by written order, authorize the im- 
mediate amendment of the budget by resolution of 
the local governing body, in accordance with the 
court’s decision.

Aside from their util- 
itarian value, we cannot visualize what our land 
would be like without the song of birds, and from 
an esthetic, as well as practical standpoint, it is 
imperative that they should be conserved. 

To focus attention upon a study of the habits of 
birds and the methods of protecting them,

electors qualified to vote thereon under the Con- 
stitution, I, A. Harry Moors, Governor of the State 
of New Jersey, do hereby, as further provided in 
said act, issue this my proclamation, declaring that 
said amendment has been adopted, approved and 
ratified by the people, by a majority of the electors 
qualified to vote for members of the Legislature 
voting thereon, and that the same has this day 
become a part of the Constitution, which amend- 
ment reads as follows: 


ARTICLE IV. 


Amend paragraph two of section seven of Arti- 
ele IV of the State Constitution by striking ont 
said paragraph two and inserting in lieu thereof 
anew paragraph to be known as ‘‘paragraph two 
of section seven of Article IV of the State Con- 
stitution,’? which shall read as follows: 

It shall be lawful to hold, carry on, and operate 
in this State race meetings whereat the trotting, 
running or steeplechase racing of horses only may’ 
be eonducted between the hours of sunrise and 
sunset on week days only and in duly legalized 
race tracks, at which the pari-mutuel system of 
betting shall be permitted. No lottery, roulette, or 
game of chance of any form shall be authorized 
by the Legislature in this State, and no ticket in 
anv lottery shall be bought or sold within this 
State, or offered for sale; nor shall pool-selling, 
book-making, or gambling of any kind be author- 
ized or allowed within this State, except pari- 
mutuel betting on the results of the racing of 
horses only, from which the State shall derive a 
reasonable revenue for the support of govern- 
ment; nor shall any gambling device, practice, or 
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game of chance, or pari-mutuel betting thereon 
now prohibited by law, except as herein stated and 
otherwise provided, be legalized, or the remedy, 
penalty, or punishment now provided therefor be 
in any way diminished.

53.041. CANNED ‘Tomators—Quality. 
(a) The standard of quality for canned tomatoes is as follows: 


(1) The drained weight, as determined by the method pre- 
scribed in subsection (b) (1), is not less than 50 per cent. of 
the weight of water required to fill the container, as determined 
by the general method for water capacity of containers; 

(2) The strength and redness of color, as determined by the 
method prescribed in subsection (b) (2), is not less than that 
of the blended color of any combination of the color discs 
described in such method in which one-third the area of disc 1, 
and not more than one-third the area of disc 2, is exposed; 

(3) Peel, per pound of canned tomatoes in the container, 
covers an area of not more than 1 square inch; and 

(4) Blemishes, per pound of canned tomatoes in the container, 
cover an area of not more than one-fourth square inch. 


(b) Canned tomatoes shall be tested by the following method to 
determine whether or not they meet the requirements of clauses (1) 
and (2) of subsection (a): 


(1) Remove lid from container, but in the case of a container 
with lid attached by double seam, do not remove or alter the 
height of the double seam. ‘Tilt the opened container so as to 
distribute the contents over the meshes of a circular sieve which 
has previously been weighed. The diameter of the sieve used 
“is 8 inches if the quantity of the contents of the container is 
less than 3 pounds, or 12 inches if such quantity is 3 pounds or 
more. ‘The meshes of such sieve are made by so weaving wire 
of 0.054 inch diameter as to form square openings 0.446 inch 
by 0.446 inch. Without shifting the tomatoes, so incline the sieve 
as to facilitate drainage of the liquid. T'wo minutes from the 
time drainage begins, weigh the sieve and drained tomatoes. The 
weight so found, less the weight of the sieve, shall be considered 
to be the drained weight. 
(2) Remove from the sieve the drained tomatoes obtained in 
(1). Cut out and segregate successively those portions of least 
~ redness until 50 per cent. of the drained weight, as determined 
under (1), has been so segregated.
